1.1. Ancestry 


Abdullah (Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq RA) s/o (Abu 
Qahafah) Uthman bin Aamir bin Omro bin Ka'b bin 
Saad Tayam bin Marrah bin Ka'b bin Lavi bin Ghalib Al- 
Qureshi Al-Tami bin Fahr bin Malik ibn Nazar bin 
Khaziymah bin Moraka bin Ilyas bin Mudhar bin Nazar 
bin Maad bin Adnan. 


1.2. The tribe 


Banu Tayam (bin Marrah bin Ka'b) 


Various tribes had different responsibilities in Makkah. 
Banu Hashim was responsible for the water supply to 
pilgrims. Banu Nofal was responsible for providing 
traveling subsistence for the helpless people. Banu 
Abdud-Dar had the keys and door keeping of the holy 
house (Ka’ba). Banu Asad was responsible for 
parliamentary meetings. Banu Eddy used to work for 
the embassy and national affairs. Banu Tama had 
arrows for augury. They used to make religious offerings 
to the idols according to seasons. 


Banu Tayam's responsibilities are legislation and justice. 
They had the authority to decide to bleed and collect 
money from the defaulter, because of which they 
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were found to be attributed to daringness, bravery, 
generosity, benevolence, sympathy, hard work, 
support, and protection of the neighboring tribes, and 
the bond of agreement. They had the power to 
implement the decisions that they used to make. 

His chain of lineage joins with the Messenger of Allah's 
Als) lineage on the Marrah bin Ka'b. 


1.3. Abu Qahafah's (RA) descendants 
Abu Qahafah (RA) had six children. 
1) Hazrat Syedna Abu Bakr Siddiq (Ateeq) (RA) 
2) Mateeq 
3) Matiq 
4) Hazrat Ume Farwah (RA) 
5) Hazrat Qaribah (RA) 
6) Hazrat Ame Amir 


The mother’s name of Hazrat Umme Farwah was Hind 
bint Naqeed bin Bajir bin Abd Bin Qusai. Hazrat Umme 
Farwah's first marriage was with a man from Tribe Azd, 
and she had a daughter. Her second marriage was 
with Ashas bin Qays. Who was the lord of Banu Kinda? 
Ashas came to see Rasool Allah (sez) with his eight 
people of the tribe with honor on the 10' Hijri and 
accepted Islam. But after the death of the prophet 


( alse), he became apostate. In the era of Khalifa Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA), the Islamist Lashkar defeated his 
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tribe, arrested him, and served him to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). He repented sincerely and expressed 
honor alone; Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) forgave 
him. Later, Ashas ibn Qays (RA) showed the essence of 
bravery in the Iraq and Syria battles. His children's 
names are Isaac, Ismael, Hababah, and Bariba. 


Ibn Saad's narrated that the mother of Umme-Farrah 
was Hind d/o Alek. In another narration, after the 
death of her first husband, she married Tamim Dari 
(RA). He was Christian, and in the 9th Hijri, he accepted 
Islam from his country, Syria, and came to Medina after 
that divorce was made due to lack of consent. 


There is a narration that Hazrat Omar (RA) hit a lash to 
Ume-fatwah when she started mourning the death of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


The mother of Qaribah was Hind d/o Naqeed bin Bajir 
bin Abd. Qaribah married with Hazrat Qays bin 
Ebadah (RA). She was the real sister of Ume-Farwah. 
She did not have any children. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) has another sister, Ame- 
Amir. She was Ume Farwah's and Qaribah's actual 
sister. She married Hazrat Amir ibn Abi Waqas (RA); she 
had a daughter named Daefa.

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1.4. Mother (Hazrat Ummul Khair) 


The mother's family lineage is as Ummul Khair Salma 
(RA) d/o Sekhar bin Amir bin Kaab bin Saad bin Tayam 
bin Marrah. Her mother was the daughter of her 
father's uncle. (Tabaqat Ibn Saad) 


Hazrat Ummul Khair Salma (RA) entered the circle of 
Isham at the beginning of Islam in Dar-u-LArqam. She 
died shortly before her husband's death and after 
Hazrat Abu Bakr’s (RA) death.

1.5. Birth 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), born in 573AD, was two 
and a half years younger in age than Rasool Allah 


Aly). Allama Jalaluddin Sayuti (ra) says that he was 

two years and two months younger than Rasool Allah 
(als). He was born in Makkah. At the time of 
ignorance, his name was Abd al-Kaaba; the 
Messenger of Allah (dls) changed his name after 
Islam. 


1.6. Name, Patronymic, Surname 


At the time of ignorance, his name was Abd al-Kaaba. 
The Messenger of Allah (Als) changed his name after 
Isham and given the name Abdullah. 
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Patronymic 


In Arabic, Bakr is called a young camel (besides, it is 
also known as the beginner and the virgin); people 
who had an abundance of camels or whose tribe was 
huge or were very special in caring for camels and 
other matters, people called Abu Bakr. He had alll 
these characteristics and features. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr is known for the authenticity of 
Siddique, and because you were the owner of high 
qualities, he became famous as Abu Bakr afterward.

Hazrat Saeed bin Musayyab (ra) says that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was the faithful minister of the 
Prophet (Alsat). He used to consult him in all matters. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was the second to bring 
Islam; he is the second in the cave, the second in the 


tent of Rasool Allah (Als) on the day in Badr. He is the 
second one in the grave of the Rasool Anwar (lsc). 
He is second in this world and will be the second in the 
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Hereafter, and friend and no one can supersede him 
in the eyes of the Holy Prophet (Alscz).

Imam Fakhruddin Razi says! 

Allah Almighty kept his name, Sani Asnain. When both 
were in the cave, Allah made him the second of the 
Prophet of Allah (sez). The scholars have proven that 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was often the second 
of the Prophet (lst).

(dls) proclaimed the Prophecy and presented to 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA), he came to _ believe 
immediately, and back to Hazrat Usman bin Affan 
(RA), Hazrat Talha (RA), Hazrat Zubair bin Awam (RA) 
and other prominent companions to accept the Islam.

Then, when 
the Prophet (Ass) passed from this world, Hazrat Abu 


Bakr Siddique (RA) was also buried by the side of the 
Holy Prophet (#3) and got the honor of second position. 
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Abu Jafar Muhammad ibn Jarir (ra) says that the 
meaning of the Sani Asnain is the Prophet (sz) and 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Both came out due to 
Quresh's tyranny. Both were sheltered in a cave when 
Quresh intended to have a fate of the Prophet's death. 


And when the Prophet (,tss%) said to Siddique-Akbar 


(RA): Do not grieve; Allah is with us. It is noted that 
Siddique Akbar (RA) was afraid if the polytheists should 
be aware of our place, then Rasool Allah (#) told him 
to remove this panic from your heart because Allah 
Almighty is the helper and His intention is ours, so 
polytheists can't harm us.

This is his love and reverence for Proohet Muhammad 
(#), whom he would like to call himself his Caliph.

One title of Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was Al-Awah. This title 
indicates fear of Allah (8). Imam Ibrahim Nakhai (ra) 
says this title was due to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique’s 
(RA) merciful heart and nature's softness.

1.7. Description 


Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) narrated that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique’s (RA) color was a slim white body. Both 
cheeks were pressing inside. The meat was not high on 
the face. The forehead was always wet. The forehead 
was high and spacious. The fingers were empty from 
the flesh. Veins of the back of palms were also 
apparent. He used to dye hair with henna and myrtle. 
The belly grew so much that his waistband was slipped 
down. (Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) owned high morals and 
character before Islam. Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) 
said that he had not tasted alcohol ever, while in 
Makkah, people were interested and addicted to 
alcohol. 


He was soft-hearted and gentle. Allah had given him 
the wealth right-minded, because of which he used to 
keep himself away from the misguided beliefs and 
habits of his nation. 


lbn Hisham writes that the beloved soft-doers had 
many relationships with people and had excellent 
relatives in Quresh. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
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more knowledgeable than all the Arabs about their 
good and bad habits. They used to trade very happily. 
Due to his good dealings, all the nation's people wish 
to come to him and keep in touch with him.

1.8. Initial circumstances 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) was considered a good- 
mannered, virtuous, and honest businessman. The 
people of Quraish also resoected him very much. He 
was a scholar, so the Quraish chiefs sent him as their 
ambassador and adviser on many important 
occasions. The clan of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
used to decide on matters of bloodshed and ransom. 
He had held this position in his early life. And he was 
carrying out this position very gracefully. He was very 
conscientious from his childhood and did not 
compromise on principles. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) never prostrated to idols, even in the age of 
ignorance. He was a rebel against all the ignorant 
customs of that era. Once, he told a group of 
companions that | had never prostrated before any 
idol. When | reached puberty, my father took me to the 
closet where the idols were. They locked me in that 
cell. When | felt hungry, | told an idol | was hungry and 
gave me food, but it did not respond. Then | said to an 
idol that | am naked, give me clothes, so he did not 
answer. Then, | broke those idols by pelting them with 
stones. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) never drank 
alcohol, even during Jahiliya. Once, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddig (RA) passed by a drunken man who used to put 
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his hand in the dirt and then take it to his mouth. When 
he felt its smell, he would stop putting it in his mouth. 
Seeing it, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) prohibited 
alcohol for himself. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) was free from all the social 
evils of the Jahiliya era; that is the reason why all the 
tribes of Quraysh looked upon him (RA) with great 
respect. He was counted among those whose 
guarantee was accepted. He was a friend of the 
Messenger of Allah # from that time. Most of the time, 
they lived together. When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) 
came believing in the invitation of the Messenger of 
Allah (#), his capital was forty thousand dirhams, all of 
which he (RA) spent in the way of Allah. 


1.9. Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) business 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) used to trade cloth in 
Makkah. The country used to travel for trade were Syria 
and Basra. He used to spend his wealth with incredible 
generosity. His merchandise would be worth forty 
thousand dirhams, a significant amount then. He was 
also famous for his hospitality. He took the same 
profession in Medina and started his clothes business 
with his Ansari brother Kharja Bin Zaid (RA). Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) dedicated himself to developing 
Islam and religion in Madinah. 
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1.10. Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) wives 


1. Qatilah bint Abdul-Uzza ibn Saad bin Jubair ibn Malik 


She belongs to the tribe of Banu Amir. Abdullah (RA) 
and her daughter Asma (RA) were her children. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) divorced her before Islam. 
Hazrat Asma bin Abi Bakr (RA) says that my mother 
came to meet me in Madinah; she was not a Muslim, 
so | asked the Messenger of Allah (#) that! could treat 


my mother well. The Prophet (lsc) said yes. 


lbn Ayana (ra) says that this verse was revealed on that 
occasion.

The marriage of Hazrat Asma (RA) was done with 
Hazrat Zubair bin Awam (RA), who had her son

had kept the title “Zat-ul Nataqgeen “to Hazrat Asma 
(RA). She died in Makkah at the age of 100. 


2. Zainab, Umme Rumaan bint Amir (RA) 


Her son was Abdur Rahman (RA), and her daughter 
was Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA). Umme Rumaan 
(RA) became Muslim in early Islam. She belongs to the 
Banu Kanana bin Khaziymah tribe. Her first husband, 
Haris bin Sakhbarah, died in Makkah. After that, she 
married Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Hazrat Umme- 
Rumaan (RA) had a perfect character and was a 
merciful woman. She counts as the predecessor 
(Sabiqun- Awalun). When Umme Roman (RA) died, 


The Prophet (ls) said: O Allah! Umme Rumaan has 


suffered for You and Your Messenger (lsat), that is not 
hidden from You. (Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had the privilege to 
achieve of compassion in the journey of migration with 
the Messenger of Allah (t's). While leaving Makkah, 
he also left behind his family between the enemies of 
Allah, following the Prophet (lst). When some 


satisfaction came to Medina, the Holy Prophet (lsc) 


sent Hazrat Zaid bin Harris (RA) and Abu Rafey (RA) to 
Makkah to bring his family. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) sent Abdullah ibn Ariqat (RA) with a letter for his 
son Hazrat Abdullah ibn Abi Bakr (RA) along with them 
that he also came to Madinah with Umme Rumaan 
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(RA), Hazrat Asma (RA)and Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah 
(RA). 


Imam Ahmad ibn Hanbal (ra) refer Imam ibn Sa'ad 
said that the death of Umme-Rumaan (RA) was on 4 
AH is not valid, because Syeda Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) 
mentions that when the verse is revealed

Hafiz lon Hajar Asqalani (ra) narrated that" Tahayyur" 
happened on the 9'h AH. (Al-Asaba) 


The Messenger of Allah (dls) said about Hazrat 


Umme-Rumaan (RA) that those who have to see a 
woman from heaven see the Umme-Rumaan (RA). 
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3. Habibah bint Kharja bin Zaid (RA) 


Her full name is Habibah bint Kharja bin Zaid bin Abi 
Zuhera al-Khazraji (RA). She belongs to the tribe of 
Ansar. Hazrat Abu Bakr's (RA) third daughter, Umme- 
Kulsum, was born after his death. Habibah (RA) lived in 
a suburb of Madinah “Awali “with Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) in a place Sikh. After Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique's (RA) death, she married Habib bin Asaph 
(RA). (Tabgqat Ibn Saad) 


4, Asma bint Amees bin Mabad (RA) 


Rasool Allah (Als) explained her virtue of two 


migrations. She belongs to the tribe of Khsaim. She 
counts among those women who accepted Islam in 
the early period and faced hardship for Islam. Her 
mother's name was Hind (Khula) bint Awf; she was also 
the mother of Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Maymuna bin 
Harris (RA). They both were real sisters from the mother's 
side. When Hazrat Asma (RA) became Muslim, there 


were thirty Muslims. Then the Messenger of Allah ( Alscé ) 


did not move to the house of Arqam (RA) yet. She 
counts in Al-Sabiqun Al-Awalun. 


Her first marriage was with Hazrat Jafar Tayyar (RA). 
She migrated to Habshah along with Hazrat Jafar (RA) 
and lived there for fourteen years. In the meantime, 


the Messenger of Allah (ss) migrated to Medina. In 


the 7th AH, the city of Khyber was conquered by 
Muslims, and all the Muslims who were in Habshah 
returned to Madinah; Hazrat Asma bin Amees (RA) 
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and her husband Hazrat Jafar Tayyar (RA) were along 
with them. The Muslims were very happy about 
Khyber's victory; their brothers' arrival doubled their 


happiness. The Prophet (Alyse) Mugged Hazrat Jafar ibn 


Abi Talib (RA) and said: | do not know that | am glad 
more than Jafar's arrival or conquered of Khyber. 


The patronymic name of Hazrat Asma bint Amees (RA) 
was Umme-Abdullah. Hazrat Jafar Tayyar (RA) was 
killed in the war of Mut’ah. After him Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) married to Hazrat Asma (RA) on 


Ghazwah Hunain. The Messenger of Allah (sé) 


performs their mariage. Hazrat Abu Bakr's son 
Mohammad (RA) was born. Her son was born in Zul- 


Halifa in the state of Ihram on Hajj. Hazrat Asma (RA) 
was discovered by the Messenger of Allah (#); what 


should | do now? The Messenger of Allah (lsat) said, 


"Take a bath and put on Ihram. After the death of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Hazrat Ali (RA) married 
her, and her children were Yahya and Zaid. After the 
death of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Hazrat Asma 
(RA) gave him a last bath. 


Abu Musa al-'Ashari (RA), Abdullah bin Abbas (RA), 
and Umme-Fazl, wife of Abbas (RA), have mentioned 
the Hadiths concerning her. At the death of Hazrat 
Fatima al-Zahra (RA), Hazrat Asma (RA) gave her last 
bath and had all the arrangements to take the funeral 
cemetery within the curtain. (Asad Al-Ghabah) 


The death of Hazrat Asma bin Amees (RA) was in the 
40th AH. 
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1.11 —- Abu Bakr’s (RA) Children 
1. Hazrat Abdullah bin Abi Bakr (RA) 


He was the eldest son. He was counted as an 
intelligent person. At the time of migration, he used to 
convey the news of Makkah to the Prophet 
Muhammad (Als) and his father Hazrat Abu Bakr 


Siddique (RA). Later, he migrated to Medina with all his 
family members. During the victory of Makkah, he was 


with Rasool- Allah (j!sz). He had an arrow in the Battle 


of Taif, which Abu Mahjan Sagafi threw. His wound 
could not be cured. He died in Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique’s caliphate in 11th AH, and Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) performed his funeral prayer. He just left 
seven dirhams in the inheritance. 


Hazrat Abdullah ibn Abi Bakr (RA) married Hazrat Atika 
(RA), whose son Ismael was born, who died at an infant 
age and could not move his generation ahead. 
(Al-Asaba) 


2. Hazrat Abdur Rahman (RA) 


His patronymic name was Abu Abdullah. He was 
against the Muslims in the Badr and Uhud battles. He 
accepted Islam on the occasion of reconciliation 
(Hudaybiyah) and was an archery expert. After or 
before taking Islam, he shows the essence of many 
braveries. The Muslim army in Iraq accompanied him 
on the victory of Basra. In the 60th AH, he died in 
Makkah and was buried there. He had three children: 
Mohammad, Abdullah, and Hafsa. 
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Hazrat Abdur Rahman bin Abu Bakr (RA) keeps 
forward the descendants of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA). Hazrat Abdur Rahman ibn Abu Bakr (RA) brought 
that Miswak (the stick used as a dentifrice), which was 
pleased with the permission of the Messenger of Allah 


( asst) by taking Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha (RA) in 
his mouth, softened it with her teeth, and gave to the 
Messenger of Allah (alse), he (Alsat) Used it. 

(Seerat Syed-ul-Anbiya) 


3. Muhammad bin Abu Bakr (RA) 


He was born in 10' Hijri. He was born on the occasion 
of Hajj on Zul-Halifa. After the death of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), his mother, Hazrat Asma bint Amees 
(RA), married Hazrat Ali alMurtaza (RA), then 
Muhammad bin Abi Bakr went to his pledge. During 
the time of Hazrat Uthman Ghani's (RA) caliphate, he 
was posted as governor of Egypt. Muhammad bin Abu 
Bakr (RA) was killed at the age of 27 years. Hazrat 
Qasim, Muhammad bin Abu Bakr's (RA) son, was 
fascinating; he is regarded as a famous Saint. Hazrat 
Qasim bin Muhammad (ra) was the maternal 
Grandfather of Hazrat Jafar Sadiq (ra) and his Murshid 
and Shaikh. (Tarikh Al-Kabir) 


4. Hazrat Asma bint Abu Bakr (RA) 


She was born fourteen years before the Prophet's (#) 
mission. She became a Muslim at the beginning of 
Islam. Her number is (17) among those who brought 
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Islam. Being a Muslim in the beginning, she was also 
counted among those who endured extreme 
atrocities. She was married to Hazrat Zubair bin Awam 
(RA). From whom Hazrat Abdullah bin Zubair (RA) was 
born. When Hazrat Abdullah bin Zubair (RA) was born, 
he was brought into the arms of the Messenger of Allah 
(#). The Messenger of Allah # called for a date, 
chewed It in his mouth, and put it in the child's mouth. 
Hazrat Abdullah bin Zubair (RA) is the first child born to 
Muslims after migrating to Madinah. At the time of 
Hijra, Hazrat Asma (RA) tied the Tosha (cartouche) of 
the Messenger of Allah # to his azar (waist belt), due to 
which he got the title of Zaat-e-Nataqeen. Hazrat 
Asma bint Abu Bakr died twenty days after the 
martyrdom of his son in 73AH in Makkah at the age of 
one hundred years. All her teeth and intellect were 
perfectly intact at the time of her death. (56) hadiths 
have been narrated from her. The names of the 
children of Hazrat Asma (RA) are Hazrat Abdullah Bin 
Zubair (RA), Hazrat Urwa (RA), Hazrat Manzar (RA), 
Hazrat Asim (RA), Hazrat Muhajir (RA), Hazrat Khadija 
(RA), Hazrat Umm Al Hasan (RA), Hazrat Aisha (RA). 


5. Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) 


She comes to the marriage of the Messenger of Allah 
(alse) after the disease of Hazrat Khadija-tul-Kubra 


(RA). Her dower was twelve and a half Oqiyah silver, 
which was equal to at least five hundred Dirhams, 
which Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had presented 


to the Messenger of Allah (Als). The Messenger of 
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Allah (2st) invited a reception to the companions with 


a cup of milk as a Valima. She has kept her patronymic 
name, Umme-Abdullah, about her nephew. The 


Messenger of Allah (ss) made his last journey from 


her house and had a blessing to be buried in Hazrat 
Ayesha Siddiqah's (RA) house. Messenger of Allah 


(alse) did not marry any virgin girl besides her. Apart 


from Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA), no Muhajir had the 
honor of both parents being companions. 
(Sahabi or Sahabiyat). 


She passed away on the 17th of Ramadan in the 59th 
or 57th AH and was buried in the graveyard of 
Madinah (Jannat ul Bagi). She did not have any 
children. 


The number of Ahadith narrated by her is 2210, of 
which 1174 Ahadith are unanimous in Bukhari and 
Muslim. Also, 54 Ahadith Imam Bukhari have described, 
and 169 al-Muslims have stated. 


6. Hazrat Umme-Kulsoom bint Abu Bakr (RA) 


Her birth was after the death of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). She took nourishment under Hazrat 
Ayesha Siddiqah (RA). Her marriage occurred with 
Hazrat Talha bin Obaidullah (RA), who died in the 
battle of Jamel. After his death, she married Abdul 
Rahman bin Abdullah bin Abi Rabiya (ra). 
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7. Abu Bakr Siddique's unique honor 


Musa bin Ugbah (ra) said! There is nothing in all the 
companions except Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) has 
the four Generations the companions of Rasool Allah 
( alse). This esteem respect only applies to the Siddique 
Akbar family (RA). He, his father, Hazrat Abi Qahafah 
(RA), his grandson, Hazrat Abdullah bin Zubair (RA), 
and his mother, Hazrat Asma bin Abu Bakr (RA). His 
grandson Muhammad and his father Aodur Rahman 
bin Abi Bakr (RA) were all companions of Rasool Allah 


( alse). (MUstadrak Hakim) 


1.12 Relations with the Messenger of Allah (#) 


1) Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was also the father-in-law of 
the Messenger of Allah (Als). The Messenger of Allah 


( Alyce) married Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA), daughter 


of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), after the death of 
Hazrat Khadija (RA). 


Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) narrated that the Prophet 
( Als) said: O Ayesha! | saw you twice in the dream. | 


noticed that a person (angel) wrapped you in a fabric 
and is saying that this is your wife. When | opened this 
fabric, | saw that she was you. | thought that if this 
dream were from Allah, it would be fulfilled. 

(Sahih Bukhari) 


2) Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Maymuna bint Haris (RA), 
the wife of the Messenger of Allah (#4), was the sister of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) wife Asma bint Amees 
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(RA). Their mother was Hind bint Awf (RA). She is also 
called Khula bint Awf (RA). The Prophet (Als) and 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) were brothers-in-law in 
this relationship. (Tabqat-ul-Kubra) 


3) Hazrat Abdullah bin Zubair (RA), the grandson of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), was the nephew of 


Rasool-Allah (Als) because the grandmother of 


Abdullah bin Zubair (RA) Hazrat Safiya bin Abdul- 
Muttalib was aunty (sister of father) of Rasool Allah 


( atyet). 


4) Hazrat Abdullah bin Zubair (RA), the grandson of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), whose mother is Hazrat 
Asma bint Abu Bakr (RA) was the son-in-law of Hazrat 
Imam Hasan (RA), because the daughter of Imam 
Hassan (RA) Hazrat Ummul-Hasan was the wife of 
Abdullah bin Zubair (RA). 


5) Muhammad bin Abi Bakr (RA), a son of Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) whose mother is Hazrat Asma bin 
Amees (RA), married Hazrat Ali Al-Murtaza (RA) after 
the death of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Thus, 
Muhammad bin Abi Bakr (RA) was the descendant of 
Hazrat Ali (RA), and Hazrat Hassan (RA) and Hazrat 
Hussein (RA) were stepbrothers. The two sons of Hazrat 
Ali (RA), Awn (RA) and Yahya (RA), were the brothers 
of Muhammad bin Abu Bakr (RA) on the mother's side 
too. Hazrat Ali (RA) used to love him very much. Hazrat 
Ali (RA) made him governor of Egypt in his caliphate 
era. 


6) The sons of Hazrat Ali Murtaza (RA), Imam Hussain’s 
(RA) wife, and the sons of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
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(RA), Hazrat Muhammad bin Abu Bakr’s wife, were real 
sisters. In the caliphate of Hazrat Ali (RA), Harees bin 
Jabir Jafai (RA) sent two daughters of the King of Iran, 
Yazd Gard, to Hazrat Ali (RA). Hazrat Ali (RA) married 
the elder one, Imam Hussain (RA), and the younger 
one, Muhammad bin Abu Bakr (RA). 


Hazrat Zain ul Abideen (ra), son of Imam Hussain (RA), 
and Qasim, son of Muhammad bin Abu Bakr (RA), 
were born from both sisters. Qasim (ra) was Hazrat 
Jafar Sadiq's maternal grandfather (ra). Due to this 
relationship, Imam Hussein (RA) and Muhammad bin 
Abi Bakr (RA) were brothers-in-law. 


(Al-Bab ul Ansab wa Alqab) 


7) Granddaughter of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), 
the daughter of Hazrat Abdur Rahman ibn Abi Bakr 
(RA) Hazrat Hafsa bin Abdur Rahman was the wife of 
Hazrat Imam Hussein (RA). Thus, Imam Hussein (RA) was 
the son-in-law of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's son.

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1.13. Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) houses 


1) A resident of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was in 
Makkah, located in Mis-Falah (Downtown), in which 


two blessed stones had greeted the Prophet (lsc) 
before Prophecy (Assalam Alikum). Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) lives in the same house in Makkah. 

2) There were two houses in Madinah. A house was 
beside the Masjid-e-Nabvi, where the window opened 
in the Masjid. The Messenger of Allah (alse) said about 
this window that all the windows except Abu Bakr's 
(RA) window should be closed. 


3) The second home was located in the place “Sikh “. 
A suburb of Madinah. He was staying in the same 
house when he heard the news of the passing away of 


Allah's beloved prophet ( alse).

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2.0. Acceptance of Islam 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) acknowledged Islam 
first. Imam Shobi (ra) says that | discovered Ibn 'Abbas 
(RA), who willingly accepted Islam, and then he said 
that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


Ibn Is’haq (ra) says that Muhammad bin Abdul 
Rahman (ra) narrated that the Messenger of Allah 
Alge&) Said: The person | invited to Islam expressed some 


pleas and hesitation but instead of Abu Bakr bin Abi 
Qahafah (RA). When | asked him about Islam, he 
accepted it immediately without hesitation. 


Before Islam, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was also 
among the prominent people of Quresh, and _ his 
appearance was established after Islam. This is the

Once, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) went to Syria with Rasool 
Allah (ls) regarding trade abroad. At that time, he 
was 18 years old, and Rasool Allah (ls) was about 
twenty years old. On the way to the Syrian border, the 
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Messenger of Allah (se) sat down to rest under a tree. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) went a bit ahead. He 
met a Christian monk; he asked Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), who was sitting under the tree. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said that he is a Qureshi; his 
name is Muhammad bin Abdullah (#). Rabbi said that 
this person would be the prophet of Arabia. His word 
penetrated the heart of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
He was convinced of being the Messenger of Allah 


(alse), ANd as soon as the time passed, it came to 
confirm. (Kanzu-Al-Ammal) 


In another narration, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
says! Before the announcement of the prophecy, | 
went to Yemen in connection with trade; there was a 
significantly older man from the tribe Azd who had 
read the heavenly book. When the old man saw me, 
he said, "I think you belong to Haram Ka'ba." | replied. 
Yes. He asked which tribe you belong to. | said that | 
belong to the sons of Tayam. He said that one sign was 
left. What sign did | ask? The older man said that you 
should remove your clothes from your belly. | said | 
would not remove clothes from the stomach unless 
you explained why. The older man started saying that 
| had read in the heavenly book that there would be a 
prophetic send in the Holy Place. He will have two 
friends, a young man and another about the same 
age. Young youth will face many troubles and troubles 
in the future, while the old will have slim bodies and 
white with black stains and thorns on their stomachs. | 
think you are the person. 


| want to see this sign. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
says | removed the cloth from the stomach. | noticed 
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that there was a black mole above my nerves. When 
the older man saw, he immediately called out. By the 
Lord of Ka'ba! That person Is you. 


After that, when | graduated from the business, | went 
to the older man for a farewell visit. The older man said 
| have a few verses in prophetic truth. It would be best 
if you conveyed these verses to the Prophet (#). | said 


that | would indeed give it to the Prophet (lsu). Albu 


Bakr Siddique (RA) recited and returned to Makkah's 
home after listening to this older adult. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) returned to Makkah by 
listening to this old age. When he reached his home, 
Abu al-Jantri, Sheba, Utbah bin Abi Mughis, and some 
other leaders of Makkah came to meet him. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) discovered from them that 
what a new thing is born among you. 


They replied that what could be newer than the 
orphaned nephew of Abu Talib has risen and claimed 
prophethood. They told us that you are false and that 
your ancestors were wrong. If it had not been for your 
help and support, we would have tackled it ourselves. 
Since you are his friend, you should meet him and end 
the matter yourself. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) heard their words 
comfortably and satisfactorily and sent them back 
after understanding them. After that, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddig (RA) stood outside the house of the Messenger 
of Allah (#), and when he came out, he said: What is 
this matter that you (#) are talking about? The Holy 
Prophet # said: O Abu Bakr! | am the Messenger of 
Allah Almighty, and you should believe in me so that 
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you may gain the pleasure of Allah Almighty and get 
rid of hell forever. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) said. O 
Muhammad (#3), what evidence do you have for your 
claim? The Messenger of Allah (#) said: My proof is the 
old man whom you met in Yemen. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said out of curiosity that | have met many 
older adults in Yemen and have done business with 
them. The Holy Prophet * understood the words of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique and spoke! | am talking 
about the older man who entrusted you to deliver me 
the twelve couplets of poems. Along with that, those 
twelve couplets were also recited to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddiq (RA). Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) asked in 
surprise. O Muhammad (#%), who informed you about 
this matter? The Holy Prophet (#) said that Gabriel 
(peace be upon him) told me of this. After hearing this, 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) said. O Messenger of Allah 
=! Raise your blessed hand. | accept Islam. 


Another incident of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) 
acceptance of Islam is that before the Messenger of 
Allah # was sent, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) saw in 
a dream that the moon had fallen into pieces from the 
sky and fell into the Kaaba. Fragments of this moon fell 
in every house in Makkah. Suddenly, all those pieces 
came together, returned to their original form, and 
went towards the sky, but the piece that fell in the 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) house remained there. 
In another tradition, it is said that all the pieces of the 
moon came together at the home of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), and he closed the door of his house. 
When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) woke up the 
following day, he went to a great Jewish scholar to find 
out the interpretation of this strange dream, and this 
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Jewish scholar told him that it was one of the disturbing 
dreams and had no credibility. 


After some time, once Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique RA 
went to Baheerah Rahab during a business trip and 
asked him about the interpretation of his dream. 
Baheerah Rahab asked after hearing the dream. Who 
are you? You said that | am Qureshi. Baheerah noted 
that the interpretation of this dream is that a prophet 
will appear among you in Makkah, whose light of 
guidance will reach every house in Makkah. You will 
be his minister during his lifetime and after him. He will 
be his successor. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) says that | used to hide 
this dream until Allah sent the Holy Prophet (#) to guide 
the world. When | came to know about the 
prophethood, | attended the service of the Holy 
Prophet *. He invited me to Islam. | said that there is 
proof for every prophet's prophethood. The Holy 
Prophet (#) noted that the evidence of my 
prophethood is the dream that you saw, and the 
Jewish scholar, explaining its interpretation, said that it 
has no credibility. At the same time, Baheerah Rahab 
interpreted it in this way. | inquired who informed you 
about this. Holy Prophet # said! Gabriel (peace be 
upon him) told me. | said, "No one asks you for a clear 
argument more than that, so he read the word and 
believed."

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2.1. The light of faith and its preaching 


Just after accepting Islam, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) began propagating it. He started inviting all those 
you trusted, and you had good relations with them. 
After accepting Islam, he has dedicated his whole life 
to Isham. Those who accepted Islam through his efforts 
and invitation include Hazrat Uthman Ghani (RA), 
Hazrat Zubair ibn Awam (RA), Hazrat Abdur Rahman 
bin Awf (RA), Hazrat Saad bin Abi Waqas (RA), Hazrat 
Talha bin Obaidullah (RA). All these gentlemen are 
counted who get a guarantee for Jannah from the 


prophet (lsu) (Ashre-Mubashera). 


All these people accepted the Islam. In addition to this, 
Hazrat Osman bin Mazuon (RA), Hazrat Abu Ubaidah 
bin Jarrah (RA), Hazrat Abu Salma bin Abdul al-Asad 
(RA), and Hazrat Arqam bin Abi Arqam (RA) accepted 


Islam. He took them to the Prophet (lst), and they 


accepted Islam. Asma (RA), Ayesha Siddiqah (RA), 
Abdullah, Umme-Rumaan (RA), and the formerly 
enslaved person, Amir ibn Fahirah (RA), accepted 
Islam by preaching at home. (Seerat Ibn Hisham) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) has made a small Masjid 
in the courtyard of his house, where he used to pray in 
early Islam and recite the Qur'an. During the recitation, 
he became humble, and a group of people gathered 
to listen to his recitation. It was the effect of Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique's (RA) fervent recitation that many 
people entered the circle of Islam.

2.1.1. Hazrat Talha ‘s Acceptance of Islam 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) accepted Islam, 
some prominent chiefs of Quresh consulted Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) to deal with it. They sent Talha 
bin Obaidullah to bring Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) to their 
place of meeting (Dar-uI-Nadwa). When he got Abu 
Bakr Siddiq (RA) to the place, Talha bin Obaidullah 
roared. | invited Abu Bakr to worship the idols Lat and 
Manatt. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! Who are those? 
Talha said God's daughters. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
said! Then who is their mother? After hearing this, Talha 
became silent and didn't know how to speak. Abu Bakr 
(RA) addressed Talha's companions to answer. They, 
too, were silent; they did not even respond. Talha saw 
his Companions for a long time, but they could not 
answer. Talha said to Abu Bakr (RA), "There is no god 
besides Allah, and | testify that Muhammad is the 


messenger of Allah (lsez)." Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) held 
his hand while hearing this and brought him to the 
Messenger of Allah (alssz). (Ayun-ul-Akhbar) 


2.1.2. Dialogue with Mafrug bin Omro 


Imam Hakim (a) and Imam Bayhadgi (ra) wrote that in 
the tenth year of Prophethood, during the pilgrimage, 
the Messenger of Allah (ls) went to different tribes 
with Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) to invite towards Islam. 
They met a lot of senior leaders in this regard. Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) went to some tribe leaders, greeted 
them, and then asked them! 
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O guests of Kaaba! Which tribe do you belong to? 
They answered! We are descendants of Bani Shiban 
bin Thalabah. The person who answered was a taller, 
more vigilant man with black ringlets on his head, split 
into two parts and lying on his chest. Abu Bakr (RA) 
suddenly remembered something. He asked this 
person! If I'm not making a mistake, you are Mafrugq bin 
Omro. He said, "You know me well: | am Mafruq bin 
Omro, and those are with me, Hani bin Qabisah, 
Nauman bin Shareek, and Musannah bin Harisa." Abu 
Bakr (RA) was aware of all the tribes' genealogy. After 
hearing the answer of Mafrug, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA), 


he was said to the Messenger of Allah (lsc). 


The Prophet (Als)! My parents are sacrificed to you. 


They are the prominent people of their tribe, and none 
of the others is above them. If you allow me, | should 


talk to them. The Messenger of Allah (Asst) said! 


Indeed, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) turned towards Mafruq. 
He was a very fascinating person. He sits over to 
handle it. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said! How many people are in 
your tribe? 


Mafruq: We are more than one thousand. And it's not 
a small number. 


Abu Bakr (RA): How do you protect yourself? 


Mafruq: We always struggle for our safety. But the 
destiny of every nation is with them. 


Abu Bakr (RA): How do you fight your enemy? 
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Mafruq: When we come to war, don’t ask what the 
nature of our wrath is. Currently, we know that we fight 
against the enemy. We consider our horses more than 
children. And keep our weapons more expensive than 
camels. But victory and defeat are in the hands of 
Allah; sometimes we get the win, and sometimes we 
lose. 


After that, Mafruq said to Hazrat Abu Bakr! Are you 
guys from Quresh? 


Abu Bakr (RA) said. Yes! My brother: you are right, and 
you have heard that we have the Messenger of Allah 
Als), and he is the one who points out to Rasool Allah 


auigade) 


Mafruq said! We have heard about him. Then he 
talked with the Holy Prophet (#). Oh, my dear brother! 
What kind of invitation do you invite? 


Rasool Allah (ls) came forward and sat down, and 


Abu Bakr (RA) stood beside him, holding a cloth for 
shadow. 


The Prophet (sez) said, “linvite you to testify that there 
is no god other than Allah, and | am the messenger of 
Allah (saz). want you to help and protect me so that 


| cannot stop the commandments of Allah till | reach it. 
Quresh has set up to stop the work of Allah. They have 
denied Allah's Messenger, and Allah is indeed worthy 
of all praise. 


Mafruq asked! What kind of invitation do you invite? 
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In response to this, the Messenger of Allah (sé) 


touched a few verses of the Quran, which he 
considered as unbelievers. 


Mafruq said! Oh, my dear brother! By Allah! The 
invitation is good. The nation lied and abused those 
who denied you. 


Hani bin Qabisa and Musannah bin Harisa supported 
him but ultimately accepted Tahir and apologized. 


He said! We may live in Iran's neighborhood; they may 
dislike our Islam and will crush us. It's not about us to 
fight with them. Yes, we can help you compare with 
the nearby Arab tribes. 


The Prophet (Asst) said: O Snebani Brothers! There is no 


evil in your answer, but obedience to Islam and Iranian 
rulers together is not possible at all. That can stand up 
with Allah's religion, who is ready to protect from alll 
over. Partial support does not comply with the spirit of 
Islam. Prophet (ss) said that and stood up and held 


the hand of Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) and went ahead. 
(Khalifah-tur-Rasool) 
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2.1.3. Tests and trials 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) endured tremendous 
trials like other companions. His head was played, and 
he was severely beaten with shoes and thrown into the 
Masjid. Even his face was not recognized as well, and 
he was brought home to the quality of life and death. 


Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) said: "When the number 
of Muslims came to 38, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 


requested to the Messenger of Allah (ls) that the 


Prophet (A's) Openly announce Islam in Masjid Al- 
Haram. They both reached Masjid Al-Haram, and Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) started the talk; Rasool Allah ( <tsé) 


was with him. He was the first man who preached to 
people about Islam. 


At this point, the polytheists and their companions 
attacked and started beating badly. Utbah bin Rabiya 
sat beside him and started slapping on his face with his 
shoes. The people of Banu Tayam came and said, "If 
Abu Bakr dies, he will not leave Utbah bin Rabiya alive." 
After this dire situation, when he came. to 
consciousness, his first question was how was the 


Messenger of Allah (lez). His father blamed him for 


this; because of him, you have this situation and are still 
asking about him. His mother tried hard to feed him 
some food, but he insisted that you should tell me 


about the goodness of the Messenger of Allah (alse). 
When he came to know that the Messenger of Allah 
Alg) Was safe and in the Dar-ul- Arqam then he felt 


good. He went to see the Prophet (Asst) by the support 
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of his mother. When Abu Bakr (RA) saw Rasool Allah 
Als), Ne Nugged and kissed him, his eyes wet with 
tears. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "There is nothing to 
be worried about; it is sad that only he injured my 
face." She is my mother; she loves her son very much. 
You are blessed by Inviting her to Allah and praying to 
Allah. Allah saves her from hell using you. The 


Messenger of Allah (ls) prayed for her and invited 


her to Islam, and she became a Muslim immediately. 
(Al-Badayah wa Al-Nihayah) 


2.1.4. Help of weak Muslims and release of the 
oppressed 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was very humble and 
soft-hearted. He used to help the oppressed and poor. 
People who could not pay for debt he used to pay 
their debt. He used to feed hungry people. He could 
not afford to see someone being cruel or abusive and 
tried to save them from the oppression that was being 
wronged. Those who believed in Islam in the early 
times of Islam, the infidels persecuted them with 
persecution. They attacked the mountains of 
oppression in every way, particularly with the enslaved 
people, who had accepted the invitation of Islam. 
They pressurized to apostatize them. Every method of 
cruelty tested them so that they should be returned 
from religion, but the great Muslims were steadily stuck 
to Islam. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) released many 
persecuted from infidel oppression with his efforts. 
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1. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) father's advice 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had a method in 
Makkah that he used to buy older men and older 
women and free them who used to accept Islam by 
narrated Abdullah bin Zubair (RA) that Abu Bakr 
Siddiq's (RA) father said one day, O my son! | see that 
you buy old slaves and free them. If you purchase 
young and mighty people instead of older men, they 
will be with you. They will protect you from harm and 
will for you. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, listening to this! O 
Father! This is my goal to achieve Allah's pleasure and 
happiness. (Seerat Ibn Hisham)

As for the one who gives (in charity) and fears Allah, (5) And 
believes in the best (religion), (6) We will facilitate for him the 
way to extreme ease (i.e., the comforts of Paradise). (7) But 
the one who is a miser and deems himself self-sufficient, 
(8) And rejects the best (religion), (9) We will facilitate for him 
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the way to extreme distress. (10) His wealth will not help him 
when he falls (into Hell). (11) Of course, it is undertaken by Us 
to guide, (12) And in Our control is the Hereafter and the 
worldly life. (13) So, I have warned you of a blazing fire. 
(14) None will enter it but the wretched one, (15) Who 
rejected (the truth) and turned away (from it). (16) And saved 
from it will be the most God-fearing one, (17) Who gives his 
wealth (in charity) to become purified, (18) While no one has 
conferred any favor on him for which he would give a return, 
(19) But (he gave his wealth in charity) only to seek the 
Countenance of his Lord, the Highest. (20) And indeed, he will 
soon be happy. (21) 


2. Release of Hazrat Bilal (RA) 


Before accepting Islam, Hazrat Bilal (RA) was a slave of 
Makkah's leader Umaiyah bin Khalaf. This person was 
cruelly oppressing him. This series of violence did not 
break any day; every day, new ways would be used 
for violence and torture. He kept him hungry for 24 
hours and took him in the afternoon to the sun, and 
then lay him naked back on the burning sand and 
ordered his slaves to put heavy stones on it. His hands 
were tied with heavy rocks on his chest, and they were 
said to be punished if they did not deny Islam. Hazrat 
Bilal (RA) refused to apostate with patience and called 
Ahad (God is one). He was the only person among the 
weak Muslims who was lying about Islam firmly. He did 
not fulfill the demands of the Kafir and kept calling 
them openly by Tawhid. 


The Prophet (As) was aware of Hazrat Bilal's (RA) 
condition and felt deep sorrow for him. Hazrat Abu 
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Bakr Siddique's (RA) house was amid the Banu Jumah, 
so he could see the tyranny of Hazrat Bilal (RA) in his 
eyes and be very scared to save him from the cruelty 
of Umaiyah bin Khalaf. One day, when Umaiyah bin 
Khalaf did a lot of wrongdoing, Abu Bakr (RA) could 
not stand with them, so he reached Umaiyah bin 
Khalaf and told him! 


O Umaiyah! Do not do this enslaved person any wrong 
at all. What harm is there for you in this that he worships 
a God? If you please him, it will benefit you on the Day 
of Judgement. Umaiyah bin Khalaf said with great 
insight; | do not listen about your Day of Resurrection; | 
will do whatever comes in my heart. This is my slave, 
and do as! wish to behave with him. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) again tried to convince 
Umaiyah that this enslaved person was too weak to 
commit such a crime against you. Do not ruin Arab 
national traditions by doing this. Umaiyah wanted to 
avoid his explanation. Finally, he exhausted one day 
and asked Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), "If you are so 
compassionate with him, then why do not you buy it 
from me?" 


Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) went to the occasion and 
asked him what the price would be. Umaiyah bin 
Khalaf was very clever; he thought Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) enslaved a person whose value was very high in 
Makkah. That slave, Fastas, was brilliant and hard 
worker would exchange instead of Bilal. Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) will never be ready to give him that this 
case will be closed. So, keeping this idea in mind, he 
said give me your Roman slave Fastas and take Bilal. 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) got ready immediately. 
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Umaiyah anticipated when he saw that he was 
prepared to make a deal so quickly. He said | would 
take Fastas and also forty Ogqiyah silver. Umaiyah 
thought that Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) would disagree 
on doing business now. But Umaiyah was surprised that 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also agreed, and the deal was 
fixed. Umaiyah was delighted that he had made a big 
deal. He was happy to take forty Oqgiyah silver and 
enslaved person Fastas by offering the Hazrat Bilal (RA) 
title to Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


He laughed very loudly and said, 'O son of Qahafah! If 
| were in your place, | would not buy this slave in 
exchange for a sixth part of a dirham. 


Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) looked at him and said! O 
Umaiyah! So, if you do not know the value of this 
enslaved person, ask me about it. Yemen's kingdom is 
also less in return. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) took the Bilal 
(RA) in honor of Rasool Allah (#) and told him the 
whole story. Rasool Allah (dls) was pleased and said 
to Abu Bakr (RA)! Please make me a partner in this 
noble cause. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said. O 
Messenger of Allah (lsat), be a witness. | freed Bilal— 


the Prophet (Als) prayer for him. 


3. Hazrat Amir ibn Fahirah's (RA) freedom 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also freed Hazrat Amir 
bin Fahirah (RA). He was the slave of an infidel who 
tortured him for accepting Islam. Hazrat Amir ibn 
Fahirah (RA) was accompanied by Rasool Allah (#) on 
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the journey to Madinah (Hijrah). He took part in the 
battles of Badr and Uhud. He participated in the “Bayr 
e Mauna “incident and martyrdom in the incident. 


4. Nahdia and Bint Nahdia independence 


He also saved the Nahdia (RA) and her daughter from 
the cruelty of infidels. They were slave of a female 
belonging to Bani Abdud-Dar. Lord Lady of Nahdia 
(RA) took a swear from the God of Ka’ba that she 
would never set them free. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
passing there by chance. He said, 'O mother of 
someone!’ Break your oath and pay it for yourself. This 
woman said you have ruined them and only released 
them. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "How much would 
you demand for theme" She told the price, and Abu 
Bakr (RA) immediately said! "| bought them, and now 
they are free." He told Nahdia (RA) and her daughter 
to return everything from that woman. Nahdia (RA) 
said to return or grind the dough by completing the 
work. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! The way you 
want. (Seerat Ibn Hisham) 


Allah said about Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in 
Surah Al-Bagarah:

Those who spend their wealth night and day, secretly 
and openly, __ have their reward with their Lord, and 
there is no fear for them, nor shall they grieve. 
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5. Hazrat Nafey (RA) 


When Hazrat Nafey (RA) also accepted Islam, he was 
also enslaved, and his enslaver used to wrong him. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) bought him from his 
master and freed him. 


6. Hazrat Murrah bin Abu Usman (RA) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) bought and freed him 
to protect him. After the victory over Iraq, he was given 
land near Basra, where his generation is still present. 


7. Hazrat Suleman bin Bilal (RA) 


He was a very handsome and intelligent man. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also bought him and freed him. 
He died in Medina. 


8. Hazrat Saad (RA) 


Hazrat Saad (RA) was the slave of Saad bin Abi Waqas 
(RA). Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had released him 


by saying the Messenger of Allah (Alsst). He narrates 


several Hadiths in Imam Basri, Imam Tirmidhi, and Ibn 
Majah. 
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9. Hazrat Shadeed (RA) 


Hazrat Shadeed (RA) was also the freed slave of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Imam Ahmad bin 
Hanbal (ra) narrates from Hazrat Qais bin Abi Hazim 
that | saw that there was a branch of a palm tree in the 
hands of Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA), which he was 
nodding the people to sit and saying that listen to the 


caliph of Holy Prophet (se) then Hazrat Shadeed (RA) 


the freed slave of Siddique-e-Akbar (RA) came very 
intense and had scripture in his hand that he read the 
people. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said in this verse 
that Allah is a Witness, | have not done anything wrong 
with you, and | order you to obey Allah (8). 


10. Hazrat Kathir bin Ubaid al-Tamimi (RA) 


Hazrat Kathir bin Ubaid Al-Tamimi (RA) is also among 
the freed slaves of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Ibn 
Habban (ra) counts him as the rightest narrator and 
also narrated a hadith that he heard from Hazrat Anas 
(RA) that Allah Almighty says, 


"Son of Adam!" As long as you have hopes for Me and 
keep calling Me, | will forgive you. 


11. Hazrat Ame-Amees - Zunirah (RA) 


When she was released, by coincidence, she became 
blind. The unbelievers said, "Their idols Lat and Manatt 
snatched your sight." She said that you are a liar, by 
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Allah! There is no power to profit and harm. Along with 
that, Allah Almighty returned her vision. 


(Ma-sha-Allah) 


12. Hazrat Labinah (RA) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) passed from a tribe 
called Banu Momil, a branch of Banu Eddy; he saw a 
slave girl, Hazrat Labina (RA). She became a Muslim. 
Hazrat Omar Farooq, who was not a Muslim at that 
time, used to beat her so much that she should leave 
Islam. When he became tired, he took a rest a bit and 
again started beating her. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) bought her and freed them. 


13. Hazrat Hamamah (RA) 


She was the mother of Hazrat Bilal (RA), who was 
sentenced to extreme injustice for accepting Islam. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) freed her. 


14. Hazrat Abu Fakihyah Yasaar Razdi (RA) 


Umaiyah bin Khalaf and his son Safwan put chains on 
his feet, laid him on the sand, and put heavy stones on 
his back. Sometimes, they throttle his neck to force him 
to become unconscious. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) bought and freed him. 
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3.0. Love and Obedience with 
Rasool Allah (2) 


"When the Prophet (Als) proclaimed the Prophecy 


and Prophethood and invoked people of Makkah. 
People became opposed to him and started hurting 
the Prophet in such a way. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) was also the victim of these conditions, but even 
when he saw that they were hurting the Messenger of 
Allah (#), without any fear, he went forward to help 
and tried to save him. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was a true lover and a 
great sacrifice. Here are some examples of his 
courage and bravery. 


It is narrated from Hazrat Anas (ate abl ye.) that the 


Messenger of Allah (sz) said, | have been so teased 
in the way of Allah that no one else scared. 


(Fateh Al-Bari) 


Narrated by Abdullah ibn Omro bin al-Ass (RA) that 
one day, the Prophet (#) was praying at the Ka’ba 
Uqbah bin Abi Moet came and tied a sheet of cloth to 
the neck of the Prophet (#) and twisted it. When Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) came to know, he came back 
and caught him and took him away from the 


Messenger of Allah (Asst) and said, 


Al-Siddique 


Do you want to kill a person? Who says 


that my Lord is Allah? (Bukhari) 


The infidels left the Holy Prophet (,ssz) and attacked 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA), started to beat him badly. They 
caught Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) from the head and 
started pulling his hair and beard. They wounded his 
head. It is also mentioned in a narration that Utbah bin 
Rabiya hit the head and face of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) and was injured so much that he fell and 
became unconscious. It was such that the people 
understood that he would not survive now. 


(Ibn Hisham) 
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3.1. Miscellaneous Events 
1. In the Valley of Abi Talib with the Prophet (#) 


Due to the social boycott of infidels of Makkah, the 
Messenger of Allah (lst) went to the valley Abi Talib 


with his family and the people of Banu Hashim. There 
were a lot of difficulties and oppression for three years 
in the family of the Prophet (#); there is no example 
found of that kind of tyranny. They are compelled to 
eat the leaves of the wild trees. In such a situation, 
these noble figures’ living is a miracle. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) joined himself in this trouble, and with 
him, he also remained in the valley of Abi Talib. When 


the Messenger of Allah (ls) saved from there, he too 
came out from there. (Seerat Khulafah-e-Rashideen) 


2. Who is the bravest one? 


Once Hazrat Ali (RA) was in Kufa. He came to the 
Minbar (Stage) and ordered them to keep the people 
silent so their predecessors could inform them. He 
inclined for attention and said to the people! Tell me, 
who is the bravest? 


People said, O Amir Al-Mominin! You. He said, "| did not 
challenge anyone to fight against me (fighting for the 
battle), but | took full revenge." But you can tell me who 
is the bravest of the people. People said we do not 
know. You can tell who can be. Hazrat Ali (RA) said 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is the bravest man. We made 
a tent for the Messenger of Allah (#) on the day of the 
battle of Badr to monitor the field. We said, "Who will 
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be with Rasool-Allah (,ls%) so that the polytheists 


cannot harm him.” So, by Allah! No other companion 
except Abu Bakr (RA) did approach Rasool Allah 


( alse). Alou Bakr Siddique (RA) stood before him and 


stood with the sword. If the enemy came closer to 
Rasool Allah (#3), he just wore it with the sword. And he 
said! Grieve! You want to kill someone who says that 
my Lord is Allah. So, Abu Bakr (RA) is the bravest man. 
(Sahih Bukhari) 


3. Attestation of Ascension 


It was brunchtime. The Prophet (ssz) was sitting near 


Bait Ullah and reciting praise of Allah. The enemy of 
Allah, Abu Jahl, was nearby. When he saw the Prophet 


Als&), he came nearby and said, "O Muhammad!" 
"What is the matter? Is there anything new?" 


The Messenger of Allah (lsc) said! | was hospitalized 


tonight for ascension. Abu Jahl started laughing and 
asked with fun in which direction. 


The Messenger of Allah (Asst) said, towards the Bait-ul- 
Maqdus (Philistine). 
Abu Jahl showed his sincerity and said, "You have 


been invited to Baitul-Maqdus in the night, and you 
came in front of us in the morning." Then, | smiled and 


started asking! O Muhammad (ls), if | gather people, 
then you will describe what Allah has revealed to you. 
The Messenger of Allah (lst) said yes. 
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So, Abu Jabal gathered people who were happy and 
told them about the Prophet's statement. People 
gathered and began to wonder about _ this 
unbelievable news. At that time, some people 
reached Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and told him 
about his statement on the hope of separation 
between them because they understood that when 
Abu Bakr (RA) heard this news, he would betray Rasool 


Allah (hz). 


But when Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) heard this, he 
said! If the Prophet (Als) said this, it would surely be 


correct. Then he said, "Bad for you!" | will also confirm 
his wisdom more than that. When | confirm the 
revelation of the Prophet (#) in the morning and 
evening, how will | not guarantee that you have been 


blessed with the Holy Prophet (Als) ? 


Then Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) left him and 
hurriedly came to The Messenger of Allah (lsc). Rasool 
Allah (asst) tells the details of the ascension. Whenever 
the Messenger of Allah (dls) says something, Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) says that you have spoken the 
truth. So, on this day, the Messenger of Allah (Als) put 
his name SIDDIQUE. 


(Al-Badayah wa AI-Nihayah) 
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4.0. Migration of Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
4.1. Departure for Abyssinia 


When the Messenger of Allah (dlssz) saw that the 
infidels have indigestible the lives of Muslims who 
accept Islam, the Prophet ( Alsst) said, "If you migrate to 


Abyssinia, it is better because the king of the city takes 
care of his people, and he does not give any 
opportunity to hurt them. And no one does wrong with 
them. You should go there and stay there until Allah 
brings you out from any harm to which you are 
suffering from disaster. 


With the permission of the Holy Prophet (#), many 
Muslims migrated to Abyssinia to bring opportunity. 


When Quresh came to an end of the oppression on 
Makkah, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also intended 


to emigrate with the permission of Rasool Allah ( alse). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was ready to go; on the four-way 
distance from Makkah, he met Ibn Daghna, the head 
of the tribe Qara near Berk al-Ghamid. Ibn Daghna 
asked where to go. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said, "My 
nation has solemnly persuaded that | am going out of 
Makkah to serve my Lord." Ibn Daghna said, "You are 
a good-doer man; you should not go out of Makkah, 
and your people should not need to drive you out of 
Makkah." | take my asylum. You go back and worship 
your Lord in Makkah. So, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) returned 
to Makkah under Ibn Daghna’s asylum. 


Hafiz ibn Hajar (ra) discusses the view of lbn Daghna 
while talking to him. This is the view of Ibn Daghna for 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr's greatest affidavit. Ibn Daghna 
mentioned here the same attributes of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), which was narrated by the Messenger 


of Allah (Als). It is a strange consensus and is very 
important because the attributes of the Messenger of 
Allah ('s) were the most beneficial attributes that 


Hazrat Khadija-tul-Kubra (RA) said at the time of first 
reviling. (Al-Asaba) 


lbn Daghna insisted on the leaders of Quresh very 
much and said that the person of such a righteous is 
expelled in which people can take pride. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) used to recite the Quran and 
worship it there as a Masjid in the courtyard of your 
house. He significantly influenced the local women 
and children reading the Quran. They came close to 
listening to his recitation. Polytheists disliked this; they 
complained to Ibn Daghna to stop him from reciting 
the Quran. lbn-Daghna forbade Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) to read the Qur'an loudly and said, "If 
you read the Quran with a loud voice, then | will take 
my asylum back." Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, 
"| left your asylum and consider my refuge in Allah, but 
| cannot abandon the Quran recitation." 

(Seerat Ibn Hisham) 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) got rid of Ibn Daghna's 
safety, a person named Quresh got him on the way 
and told him badly and put dust on his head; during 
that, Waleed bin Mughirah or Aas bin Wail was passing 
there. He said that what is all this to you. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA) went away saying that my Lord is so big and 
tolerant. He repeats it three times. 
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4.2. Second allegiance of Aqaba 


In the 13th Nabvi, 73 people, and in another narration, 
70 people came to meet Rasool Allah (,’sz) from 


Madinah. They also accompanied the people who 
participated in the First Oath of Aqaba, including 
many prominent companions of Madinah. The 


Prophet (lst) set a valley area of Aqaba for the 


meeting. He ordered that no one wake up and not 
wait for his disappearance. These people hid from the 
eyes of the infidel people in night darkness and 


reached the fixed place, and then the Prophet ( alse) 


was present with his uncle Abbas (RA) and Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA). In such a difficult situation, it would 
have to take a significant risk to alleviate the Prophet's 
() hand. It was so strange to donate everything to 
them. (Seerat lbn Hisham) 


4.3. Migration to Madinah 


Shortly after the migration of Abyssinia, Rasool Allah 
(alse) allowed Muslims to migrate to Medina. People 


migrated to Madinah in large numbers. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) also asked permission for migration, 


and then the Messenger of Allah (lsc) said! 


ale lassalll ded easy 


Do not hurry. Allah Almighty can emigrate you with me. 
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There was a time when, apart from Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), Hazrat Ali al-Murtaza (RA), and the 
Messenger of Allah (#3), only those people left in 
Makkah who did not have the resources to migrate. 


Then, it also came to pass that the Prophet (lsc) 
ordered the immigration. 


Hakim (ra) narrated from Hazrat Ali (RA) that the 
Messenger of Allah (Alsi) discovered Gabriel Amin 
(as), who will migrate with me. Gabriel Amin (as) said. 
Abu Bakr (RA). 

It is narrated by Abdullah ibn Abbas (RA) that the 
Messenger of Allah (lst) has given the permission to 
migrate to Madinah by this verse.

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And say, “O my Lord, make me enter a rightful entrance and 
make me exit a rightful exit, and grant me from Your Own a 


power, favored (by You).” (80) 
(Surah Bani Israel - 80) 


Immediately after receiving orders from the Almighty 
Allah on Thursday afternoon, while everyone was in the 
homes of their summer sunshine and to avoid heat 
stroke, Rasool Allah (#) came to Abu Bakr's (RA) house. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) understood that the 


migration order would be coming. Rasool Allah ( Als) 
asked Abu Bakr (RA) if there were any outsiders in your 
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house, and he said no. "The family of the Prophet (Ass ) 
is athome. When he was satisfied that there was none 
other than Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) and his two daughters, 
Hazrat Asma (RA) and Hazrat Ayesha (RA), Rasool 
Allah (Als&) said! The order of migration towards 
Madinah has come down. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) asked, "Who will accompany you 
on this journey?" Prophet (lsc) said, "You will travel with 
me." After hearing this, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) 
eyes dropped. Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) says that | 
saw my father, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), crying 
with joy even though | did not think anyone would call 
in happiness. 


He said, "O Messenger of Allah (saz), | bought two 
camels already and have kept them fresh with food.” 
One of them is yours. Prophet (-'ss%) said, "| will pay the 


cost of this camel.” So, it was priced, and Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was to be accepted. Since then, 
migration has begun. 


Hazrat Ayesha (RA) and Hazrat Asma (RA) started 
preparing the goods immediately. They kept 
grounded barley bags and food items ready. Nothing 
was found to tie it directly, so Asma (RA) cut off a piece 
of cloth from her waist and tied it. At this time, women 
used to wear a cloth on their waist, which was called 
a guard. Therefore, the Prophet (#) gave her the title 
“Zat-ul-Nataqeen.” 


According to the revelation of the Prophet (t's), he 
ordered Hazrat Ali (RA) to sleep on the prophet’s bed 
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at night, return all deposits to their owners in the 
morning, and come to Madinah. 


According to the polytheists of Makkah, that night, 
they had to attack Rasool Allah (#) to kill him so that 
from evening, the house of Rasool Allah (#) was under 
siege. They were waiting for Rasool Allah (#) to come 
out from home with the intent of prayer at night, and 
then they would suddenly attack and kill him. 


The Prophet (lst) came out of his house in the 
midnight of Thursday and Friday and recited this verse.

And We have placed a barrier in front of them and behind 
them, and (thus) we encircle them; so, they do not see. (9) 


(Surah Yaa-Seen — 9) 


The Prophet (ss&) recited the verses, threw a fist of dust 


toward the infidels, and went out of the midst of them 
to the house of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). No one 
can see him. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) handed over both 
camels to Abdullah bin Arigat, who belongs to the 
tribe of Vael bin Bakr. He was a man of disbelief but 
was an expert guide and trustworthy. He was 
accompanied by guidance to mediate safely on the 
wages. 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was waiting for Rasool 
Allah (als). The Holy Prophet (ast) and Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) went out of the window on the 
back of his house and walked down the side of 


Makkah; on a four-mile walk in a mountainous way, 
they reached a cave named “Sor” to hide. 


Hazrat Ali Murtaza (RA) was sleeping on the prophet’s 
bed in the infidels of Makkah, surrounded by houses. 
When they saw someone sleeping on the bed, they 
used to think about the Prophet and wait for him to 
wake up. Hazrat Ali (RA) awakened for Fajr prayer, so 
infidels asked him where the Prophet was. Hazrat Ali 
(RA) said, "How do | know?" You guys are keeping 
watch. You know better than me because | was 
sleeping all night. 

The infidels captured Hazrat Ali (RA), beat him, and 
arrested him for a while. Later, they left Hazrat Ali (RA) 
and ran to search for the Messenger of Allah (alse). 
Hazrat Ali (RA) returned all the deposits with 
satisfaction. 

It is a matter of particular attention that the disbelievers 
of Makkah were enemies of the life of the Prophet 
( Als), but they trusted him for their deposits. They were 
confident that all of their precious things, jewelry, gold, 
and silver were used as deposits to Rasool Allah ( alse). 


Rasool Allah (sz) fulfilled his responsibility; he 


appointed his brother to return all the things to their 
owners. 
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After leaving Hazrat Ali (RA), infidels immediately went 
to Hazrat Abu Bakr’s house. Abu Jahl asked Hazrat Abu 
Bakr’s (RA) daughter, Hazrat Asma (RA), where is your 
father? She said! | am not aware of him. After hearing 
this, Abu Jahl hit her face with a loud slap that had 
broken down the earrings of her head. Then, the 
disbelievers soread to Makkah and its sides to find 
them. But no one could know. Eventually, they 
declared that the person who brought Muhammad 
(als) alive and arrestee would be awarded a 
hundred camels. Many people heard of this kind of 
advertisement and searched for the Prophet ( <tssz) far 


from Makkah. 


1. Uneasiness of Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 


Hazrat Umar Farooq (RA) narrated that when Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) went towards the cave with the 


Messenger of Allah (lsez), he used to walk in front of 
the Holy Prophet (ss%), seldom behind and ever left or 


right. The Prophet (sz) discovered the reason for this. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! when | fear that 
enemy would be sitting in an ambush somewhere.” | 
feel like | follow you, then | would worry that anyone 
would be able to attach from back | came behind. I'll 
go right and left, walking. (Bayhagqi, Hakim) 


Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) said that the Prophet (Asc) 


was walking on his toes at night so that the enemies 
should not know their positions. Even if it hurt the feet 
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of the Prophet Muhammad (ls). When Siddique 


Akbar (RA) saw this situation, he lifted the prophet 
(als) on his shoulders and began to race, even 


reaching the cave. 


2. In the Cave 
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If you do not help him, (it makes no difference to the Prophet 
because) Allah had already helped him when the disbelievers 
expelled him, and he was the second of the two; when they 
were in the cave, he was saying to his companion, “Do not 
grieve. Allah is surely with us.” So, Allah caused His tranquility 
to descend on him and supported him with troops that you did 
not see and rendered the word of the disbelievers humiliated. 
And the word of Allah is the uppermost. Allah is Mighty and 
wise. 


(Surah Taubah - 40) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said upon reaching the 
cave that you should not enter it. First, | will enter and 
see anything harmful. If anything was uncomfortable, | 
presented before him instead of you. So, Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA) went inside the cave and cleaned it. There 
were a few holes on one side. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
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closed them with his clothes. But two holes remained, 
and he put his feet over them. Then he called Rasool 


Allah (ls) to come in. He went inside and slept with 


the head of Siddique Akbar (RA). Something bites on 
the feet of Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA), but he feared that 


the Prophet (lst) would not be awakened. But their 
tears went down on the face of the Prophet (Ass), and 
the eyes of the Prophet (A's) were opened. Rasool 


Allah ( alse) asked! What is this Abu Bakr? He sooke! My 
parents sacrifice something for you to bite my foot. The 
Messenger of Allah (lsat) put his saliva on the injured 


place, and trouble vanished. It is in a narration that the 
effect of this poison was revealed at the last time of his 
death, and that was the reason for his death. (Zarqani) 


The sacred personalities spent three nights here, Friday, 
Saturday, and Sunday. During this time, Abdullah (RA), 
son of Abu Bakr (RA), stayed outside the cave as their 
guard. Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) said, "He was wise 
and responsible. " Before the sunset, he used to come 
back from them. In Makkah, as he said in the morning, 
he spent the night here and then remembered the 
conspiracy against them. When the darkness became 
more profound, the news reached the cave. 


Amir bin Fahirah (RA), Hazrat Abu Bakr’s released slave, 
kept the goats and used them to bring the goats to 
them when the night passed. The two gentlemen used 
to down milk. Then, the Amir Bin Fahirah (RA) would 
drive the goats back in the morning. He did the same 
in three nights. (Bukhari) 
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After going Abdullah bin Abu Bakr (RA) to Makkah, 
Amir bin Fahirah (RA), the goats were hooked on their 
marks to destroy the marks. (Seerat Ibn Hisham) 

After the evening, Hazrat Asma bin Abu Bakr (RA) 
secretly brings both food. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) kept some money to fulfill the travel needs during 
the journey. It is narrated that the amount was five 
thousand dirhams. 


3. Searching by Quresh 


Hazrat Anus (RA) narrated that Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
told me, "The Messenger of Allah (sz) was in the 
cave, and Quresh came up to the mouth of the cave 
and looking there all the way standing there. So, | 
asked the Messenger of Allah (dlscz), | fear that there is 
no harm to you in front of my eyes. We are in the cave, 
and the Quresh of Makkah is above the Cave; if they 
look at our feet, they will surely see us below.

“Do not grieve. Allah is surely with us.” 


Rasool Allah (,lssz) asked Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 


(RA)! What do you think about two people, whose third 
is Allah? Allah is with them. 


Almighty Allah (8) raised a tree at the mouth of the 
cave and ordered the pigeon couple to take the nest, 
and they laid it into the eggs. Allah ordered the spider 
to make a mash on the mouth. Then, when the people 
of Quresh came in search of the Prophet (#), one of 
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them tried to look at the cave, except for the pigeon. 
He did not see anything, and they told their 
companions there were pigeons. No one could go in 
the cave. It is written in Mawahib Ludnia that the 
pigeons blessed in Haram are from those pigeons. The 


Prophet (lsez) blessed and prayed for them. 


4. Departed from Cave to Madinah. 


After three days, there was a decrease in the search 
for Quresh, the Holy Prophet (lst) intended to leave 


Madinah. It is narrated from Hazrat Ayesha (RA) that 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) hired a man from the tribe of 
Banu Addel, whose name was Abdullah bin Arigat 
Lassy. However, he was a polytheist but was a 
trustworthy man. He was a specialist in the desert and 
the wilderness. Earlier, the matter of migration on the 
wages was fixed. The gentleman gave him their 
animals and pledges and promised him to take the 
camels after the third night and reach the cave. So, on 
Monday night, the Ist moon on the night of Rabbi al- 
Awwal, according to 16 September 622AD, Abdullah 
ibn Ariqat was present with the ride. The Messenger of 


Allah (ass) traveled to Madinah along with Hazrat Abu 


Bakr (RA) and Amir ibn Fahirah (RA). 
(Sahih Bukhari) 


Abdullah ibn Arigat first took them towards Yemen, in 
the south direction, went far enough, then turned west 
and turned towards the beach, then on a path 
ordinary people needed to learn. They turned to the 
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north. This route was near the coast of the sea. Rarely 
do people travel on it. 


lon Is’haq (ra) mentioned the places where they 
passed. He wrote that the guide of the Prophet (sz) 


took them towards the south, then along with the 
coast, as well as cut the way from south of the Esphan, 
then passed through the Amaj and then crossed the 
road after Qadid and went to Kharar than Shaniat al- 
Mar’rah passed. Then Lagaf arrived in the wilderness of 
Laqaf. Then go from the turn of the Majah, then Zual- 
Ghazween, and enter the valley of Kashmir. Then, 
amid the turning point of Dhajadaj. Then turn Ajrad— 
the sides of Biyaban-e-Tahen and the pass-through the 
valley of Zu-Slim. Then it came to Ababeed then Fajah 


and Uraqj. Here, the caravan of the Prophet (Als) was 


tired of walking on his camel. There, Rasool Allah (Als) 


took a camel from a person from the tribe of Aslam. 
Aws bin Hajar also sent one of his slaves with them. 
From here, the right side of Kubah reached Shaniat- 
ulahir and, after reaching the Valley of Raim, finally got 
the Quba. (Ibn Hisham) 


On one camel, Rasool Allah (ls) was riding. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) and his slave Amir bin Fahirah (RA) were 
on another camel. Abdullah ibn Ariqat used fo sit 
ahead on his camel to move forward. People were 
aware of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) because he 
often passed in the field of Syrian trade. People were 
not aware of the Messenger of Allah (lyst). Therefore, 


the person who meets the path asks Hazrat Abu Bakr 
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(RA) about Rasool Allah (lst). Who is moving ahead 
of you? Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) replied, 


* Oras $2 ug 02S Ga” 
this person tells me the way. 


It would mean the way to the next life and the best 
way to tell. 


5. Taking rest on the way 


Mentioned in Bukhari Sharif, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) narrated that we kept walking day and night. On 
the other day, the sun became very intense during the 
afternoon, so | looked around to see if there was a 
shadow; we could take a short stay, and then | saw 
some shade under a rock. | reached there, started 
cleaning, and then spread my cloth sheet on the floor. 


| requested Rasool Allah (lsc) that you should sleep for 


a while. And I'll keep track of you. Then suddenly, | saw 
a cowboy there. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) asked the boy 
whose slave is you. He told me to name a person that 
| knew. | said, your goat has milk. He spoke. Yes. | ask 
him to give us milk. He spoke. Yes. Then he caught a 
goat out of the goats and said to him, "Clear the dust 
and dirt out of it." Then he slapped his hand on each 
udder. And gave me milk. | had a pot of milk. | tied one 
piece of cloth on its mouth. Then | put the remaining 
water in the milk, so | said to the Messenger of Allah (#), 
please have some milk. Even | became happy. Then 
we went ahead, and Quresh Makkah knew nothing 
about us. 
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6. Pursuit of Suraqah bin Malik 


The father’s name, Suraqah, is Malik bin Jaesham 
Kinane. He was famous for his grandfather’s name. The 
area of Raleigh was under the control of his tribe. 
Suraqah says that Qureshi’s messengers came to us 
and said that whoever will bring Muhammad (#) and 
his companion Abu Bakr (RA), who brought alive or 
dead, will be found the prize (100) camels instead. 
Suraqah said | was meeting with my nation, Banu 
Mudlej when a man came before me. He said, "| have 
just seen a few people near the coast. | think they are 


Muhammad (sez) and his companion." 


Saraqa says, | understood that these must be the same 
people, but | told this man that they are not those 
people. You have seen so-and-so. Who has passed 
before us? Thinking that no one else should take the 
prize money, | sat in the party for a while, then went 
into the house and asked the maid to prepare a horse, 
take it to a distant mound, and wait for me. Then | took 
my spear and came out from the back side of the 
house. Placing the point of my spear on the ground, | 
mounted my horse and galloped quickly to get there 
as soon as possible. When | got close to them, | 
recognized them. Just then, the horse stumbled and 
fell. Then | stood up and put my hand to the quiver to 
draw the fortune and determine whether | could harm 
them. Arab people used to draw fortunes with arrows 
and believed in them. Despite the prohibition of 
fortune telling, | continued to move forward in the 
temptation of reward. 
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| got so close to the Messenger of Allah (#) that! heard 
the voice of him reciting. And you (#) did not pay 
attention to me at all. But suddenly, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddig (RA) turned towards me, and at once, both my 
horse's feet sank into the ground up to the knees, and 
| fell. Then | cursed the horse. And then he stood up, 
but the horse could not remove his feet from the 
ground. | did another fortune-telling then, but the result 
was the same. Then | called for peace, so he (#) 
stopped. | rode my horse and approached them, and 
at the same time, it occurred to me that when | had 
this trouble to reach them, they would surely succeed 
in their purpose. Then | said that your nation has set a 
reward of (100) hundred camels for you (#), and | have 
explained all the things that the people have with you. 
| want to do for them. Then | offered him the travel 
substance and some goods. But you (#) did not hurt 
me and did not take anything from me. He only said 
not to reveal our news. | requested that you give me 
some writing for Aman. He (#3) ordered Amir bin Fahirah 
(RA) to write, and he wrote it on a piece of leather. 
(Bukhari) 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) saw Saraqa so close 
to him, he said with fear that this person wanted to 
harm him. Rasool Allah (#) said! Don't be sad; Allah is 
with us. 


When Saraqa bin Malik bin Jatham was about to leave 
after writing, the Messenger of Allah (#8) said, "Saraqa, 
what will be your glory when the royal bracelets of 
Kasra will be worn on your hands@" Did he say that of 
Kasira bin Hurmuz? Hazrat Mohammed (#) said! Yes! 
Saraqa cheered in disbelief. 
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Saraqa became a Muslim at the place of Jearana 
during the reign of Hazrat Umar Farooq (RA) when 
Madain was conquered. The gold and gems of Kasra 
were presented to Hazrat Umar Faroog (RA), Hazrat 
Amirul Momineen (RA) called Saraqa (he was 
converted to Islam) and put the royal bracelets of 
Kasra on his hands and said with his tongue! It is an 
excellent glory of Allah Akbar Allah to wear Kasra's 
bracelets in Saraqa Arabi's hands. (Halabi) 


Saraqa returned after taking the letter of Aman from 
the Messenger of Allah (#). Given that | have come to 
see, no clue has been found on this side. 


Another incident happened during the journey when 
the Messenger of Allah # left Makkah with Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddig ax. 4b, Barrera bin Khazeeb eal, who 
had not believed until that time, heard the declaration 
of the infidels of Makkah that Muhammad (#) will be 
arrested and brought, he will be given a hundred 
camels as a reward. Falling into this temptation, 
Barrera bin Khazeeb also took seventy horse riders of 
the tribe with him and went in search. And found him 
in one place. The Messenger of Allah (#) asked them, 
"Who are you?" He said that | am Barrera bin Khazeeb. 
The Messenger of Allah # turned to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddiq and said! O Abu Bakr (RA), our work is dry and 
cool, and its end is peaceful and good. Then he asked 
which tribe you belong to. He said that | am from Banu 
Aslam. The Lord of the Universe # said! “Aslam “is good 
and more peaceful than the Prophet # said! Which 
nation of Bani Aslam are you from? He said that from 
Banu Suham. Then he said! You got your share, which 
means you got your share from Islam. Hazrat Barrera 
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bin Khazeeb heard this sweet conversation of the 
Prophet (#) and was surprised and asked who you are. 
The Prophet # said! |am Muhammad bin Abdullah (#), 
the true prophet of Allah. Upon hearing this, Hazrat 
Barrera (RA) became a Muslim at the hands of the 
Prophet, and the seventy riders who were with him also 
accepted Islam. (Seerat Abu Bakr Siddique RA) 


7. Hospitality in the tent of Umme-Mabud 


After passing through the area of Qadid, they reached 
the tent of Umme-Mabud Atika bint Khalid. This lady 
was famous for the entertainment and hospitality of 
passengers. The Messenger of Allah (Als) and his 
companions had finished food. Everyone was feeling 
hungry and thirsty. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqi (RA) heard 
about the reputation of the Umme-Mabud, and he 
believed that he would manage to eat at her place of 
residence. So, the caravan stopped at the tent of 
Umme-Mabud. The Messenger of Allah (,s:2) said to 
Umme-Mabud! If you have milk, meat, dates, or 
anything to eat, give it to us, and we will pay for if. 


At that time, the severe drought had kept in all the 
areas, and the family of Umme-Mabud was also 
stunned. She responded with sensitivity, Wallah! At this 
time, nothing is available to present to you in my house. 


Rasool Allah ( jlssz) saw a very weak goat standing in a 
corner. The Messenger of Allah ('s%&) said Hey! If you 
allow me, then | take the goat milk. 
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Umme-Mabud said! If this goat gives milk, then | serve 
you. It is a matter of distinction that this is so weak that 


it cannot go to the ground. The Prophet (alse) said! 


Please allow me to milk. Umme-Mabud said! If you 
think you can get milk, then go ahead. 


The Prophet (ls) recited Bismillah and touched her 
udder. It was filled with milk, and the goat spread her 
legs. The Prophet (Als) started milking. A big vessel 


was filled with milk. He first bought this milk for Umme- 
Mabud. When she became saturated then, the 
Prophet (#) submitted his companions, and in the end, 


he drank himself. Then the Messenger of Allah (lst) 


began to milk again and filled the vessel with milk and 
gave it to the Umme-Mabud. Then Rasool Allah (#) 
went away with his companions. (Khalifa-tur-Rasool) 


8. Meeting with Zubair (RA) and Talha (RA) 


During the journey, the Prophet (#) met Hazrat Zubair 
bin Awam (RA), son-in-law of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), husband of Hazrat Asma bint Abi Bakr (RA), the 


cousin of Rasool Allah (lst). Hazrat Zubair (RA) 
presented white clothes to the Prophet Muhammad 
Algf) and Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). They 
accepted with pleasure. (Sahih Bukhari) 

The statement of Allama ibn Saad (ra) that Hazrat Abu 


Bakr Siddique's (RA) cousin Hazrat Talha bin Obaidullah 
Taimi (RA) also went to Syria in that era. In return from 


Syria, he also met Rasool Allah (sez) and Hazrat Abu 
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Bakr Siddique (RA). He also presented Syrian custom 
clothes in the service of both. The people of Yasrab 


were waiting for Rasool Allah ( alse) very anxiously. 


9. Concerning of Abu Qahafah 


Hazrat Asma bint Abu Bakr (RA) narrates that when 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) migrated with the 


Messenger of Allah (lsc), he took his entire penny with 


him, which was six thousand dirhams. Father of Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) Abu Qahafah, who was not a Muslim at 
this time, he was blind, said! 


Wallah! | feel that Abu Bakr (RA) has gone; he has also 
been hurt; he has taken all the money and has put us 
in trouble. Hazrat Asma (RA) said no, Grandpa! He has 
left much wealth for us. Then she took some stones in a 
cloth and hid it with Grandpa and said, "Look, this is the 
money." He said that it is good and enough for us. 


10. Arrival in Quba 


After a day's journey, the Prophet (#) reached Quba 
in the afternoon of Monday 12% Rabiul-Awwal 1AH 
according to 23rd of September, 622 AD. At that time, 
Quba was situated a few miles away from Yathrib. But 
it counts the region of Yathrib suburbs. The people of 
the Banu Omro bin Awf tribe lived there. The light of 
Islam reached them. The news about the departure of 


Rasool Allah (ss) from Makkah to Madinah reached 


several days ago. So, Ansar-e-Madinah came to 
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receive him daily from morning until evening. When the 
sun was fast and unbearable, they returned home. 


The Prophet (Als) arrived in the afternoon. At that 


time, the people of Quba were returning to the houses 
that a Jew had loudly called, O Arabs! Come on, 
whoever you are waiting for, come. When listening to 


this voice, people ran to welcome the Prophet ( alse) 
and resounded the entire city with slogans. (lbn 
Hisham) 

After listening to this, the Muslims gathered with 
weapons to welcome Rasool Allah (lst). They 
gathered around him all around. When the Prophet 
dls) entered the Quba, the little girls of Ansar were 


reading this verse, expressing great pleasure in joining 
him. 
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Badr Moon was overwhelmed by us. As long as someone is praying, we 
have a prophet (#) who brought the order that must be obeyed. 


There are some narrations that these poetry children 
were read when Rasool Allah (#) entered the Medina. 


“Sanya-tul-Wida” meant place to say goodbye guests. 
When the people of Madinah used to say goodbye to 
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the guests, they came fo this place. That's why its name 
has become famous with time. 


There was an area three miles from Madinah, which 
was called Alya and Naba. Some families of Ansar 
reside here. The most prominent of them was the family 
of Omro bin Awf. The name of the head of this family 


was Kulsum bin Al-Haddam. The Holy Prophet (Ase) 
stayed in his house. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
remained in the Hazrat Khabib bin Asaf (RA) house. 
(Seerat llbn Kathir) 


Those who from the Ansar had never seen the Prophet 
(atsse) till now greeted Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
with their faith and patience. Even the sun came over 
the Messenger of Allah (lsat). It was difficult to 


distinguish who is the Messenger of Allah (Asst). Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) removed the misunderstanding of 
people by shadowing the Prophet (Als) in a very 


decent manner. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) came and 
shaded him with his sheet of cloth. People now know 


who the Messenger of Allah ( t'saz) is. (Sahih Bukhari) 


11. Arrival in Madinah 


After staying a few days in the tribal area of Quba, on 
Friday, the Prophet (lst) and Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) departed to Madinah. On the way, it 
was Friday prayer time. The Prophet (Als) performs 
Salat with three hundred people in the place “Batan- 
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Wadi.” This was the first Friday prayer and first sermon. 
A masjid was builf on this place and was named 
Masjid-e-Jumma afterward. 


12. Friday sermon 


Hazrat Muhammed Rasool Allah (,!ss%) said! All praise 


is for Allah; | praise Him. | seek His help, forgiveness, and 
guidance; | believe in and obey Him. | wouldn't say | 
like those who disobey him. And | bear witness that 
there is none worthy of worship but Allah. He is One 
and has no partner, and Muhammad (#4) is His servant 
and Messenger. Allah sent Muhammad (#) with 
guidance, light, and advice at such a time. No 
messenger came to the world during this time. There 
was a lack of knowledge in the world. People were 
lying in error. The day of Resurrection is near, and death 
is near. Whoever obeys the Messenger of Allah (#), 
then he has been guided, and whoever disobeys Allah 
and His Messenger (#8) has indeed gone astray. He fell 
into negligence and error. | command you to fear 
Allah. Certainly, it is the best will of a Muslim to another 
Muslim to prepare him for the Hereafter and to fear 
Allah and order him to abstain from fornication. So, 
avoid what Allah told you to avoid. There is no more 
warning than this, nor is there any mention of it. Taqwa 
is the best and most accurate helper for a person who 
acts out of fear of Allah regarding the affairs of the 
Hereafter. 


The person who will correct his affairs with Allah both 
outwardly and inwardly. And by doing this, his intention 
is pure, and for the pleasure of Allah, then this (sincere 
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reformation of external and_ internal) will be 
remembered for him in this world. After death, when a 
person knows the need and value of deeds, this store 
will be proved in the Hereafter. If one does not do this, 
he will wish that his deeds be kept away from him on 
that day. If these promises are fulfilled, then there is no 
contradiction in his words and promises because he 
says that things do not change with me, and | do not 
oppress my servants. So, fear Allah in your present and 
future, outward and inward affairs; indeed, whoever 
fears Allah, his sins are forgiven, and his reward is 
increased. It is very successful, and it is piety that 
removes the displeasure of Allah. His punishment, His 
anger. Purity will brighten the face on the Day of 
Resurrection and raise the ranks of Allah's pleasure. 


People! Take your share in righteousness, and do not 
delay in obeying Allah. That is why Allah taught you His 
Book and showed you His way, or to distinguish 
between the true and the false. Just as Allah has 
treated you with kindness, you should also treat people 
with kindness and goodness and be enmity with the 
enemies of Allah. Strive in the way of Allah with full 
courage and focus. He has chosen you for Himself and 
named you Muslim so that whoever is going to be 
destroyed will also perish after the evidence is 
established, and whoever is going to live will also live 
based on clear proofs and no power and the help of 
Allah. Not possible without So, remember Allah often 
and act for the life to come, because whoever 
corrects the matter between himself and Allah, Allah 
will fix the matter between his people, and this is 
because He is upon His servants. He rules, and no one 
rules over him. Allah owns everything, and people do 
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not own anything of Allah. Allah is the greatest, and He 
gives us the power of goodness. 


(Biography of Ibn Kathir, Al-Badayah wa Al-Nahiyah) 


After the Friday prayer, he left for Madinah. He (#) had 
also informed his small tribe, Banu Najjar, about his 
arrival, so the people of this tribe were also with him (#) 
with their swords around their necks. The people of 
Banu Salim, the bin Auf tribe, took hold of the camel 
and wanted to stay with them. The people of other 
tribes also wanted him (#8) to stay in their house. Went 
He (#) said: Do not stop my she-camel, leave its 
saddle. He has received a command from Allah: 
wherever my camel sits, | will stay there. All eyes were 
on this camel. When she reached the neighborhood 
of Banu Bayazah, the chiefs of this tribe, Ziyad bin 
Waleed and Urwa bin Umar, went forward and took 
hold of the camel's head. After that, the camel 
reached Banu Saida's neighborhood. The chief of the 
Saida tribe, Saad bin Ubadah, and Munzer bin Amr 
wanted to stop the camel. He (#) repeated the exact 
words. After that, the camel reached the 
neighborhood of Banu Harith bin Khazraj. Saad bin 
Rabi Al-Khaari bin Zayd, Abdullah bin Rawahah 
wanted to stop it here. They also received the same 
order. Among these people, since Abdul Muttalib 
(grandfather of the Holy Prophet, may Allah bless him 
and grant him peace) had a child, he considered 
himself more entitled. Mr. Abdul Muttalib's mother, 
Salmi bint Umarwasi was from this tribe, so the Holy 
Prophet (#) would stay with her. So Sulait bin Qays and 
Asahra bin Abi Khazhar Sardar in Banuadi went 
forward and took hold of the camel's head. They also 
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got the same answer: leave the path of the camel. He 
has received the order of Allah. Even the she-camel 
went to the neighborhood of Abdul Malik (may Allah 
be pleased with him) bin Najjar, sat down on an 
uninhabited piece of land, and immediately stood up. 
It stood up and walked for some distance, then 
returned on its own, went to the same place it was 
sitting before, and got off it. 


Allah gave this virtue to the people of Banu Najjar. The 
door of Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (RA) was the closest. 
The real name of Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari was Khalid 
bin Zayd Ansari. Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (RA) 
wrapped it and took it to his home. On this, the 
Messenger of Allah (#) said! The man is with his saddle. 
On the other hand, Hazrat Asad (RA) bin Zararah 
grabbed the camel's nickel, so the camel stayed with 
him. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) remained with Khabib 
bin Asaf, a man from the Sukh tribe of Bani Harith bin 
Khazraj. Some say that he stayed with Kharja bin Zayd 
bin Abi Zuhair of the same tribe. 


(Allah knows better) 


Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (RA) took the Messenger of 
Allah (#8) to his house. He offered the upper floor, but 
Rasool Allah (#) preferred the lower part, given the 
traffic of the people so that the family members would 
not suffer. Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (RA) used to serve 
the food of both times to him (#), and he and his wife 
would eat whatever was left over. Hazrat Abu Ayyub 
Ansari (RA) says: We added garlic and onion to our 
food one day. He (#) returned that food without 
eating. Hazrat Abu Ayub (RA) nervously attended the 
service and submitted. O Messenger of Allah (#)! 
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Today, you returned the food. He (#) said that it 
smelled of garlic and onion, so | returned it because | 
speak to the angels and abstain from such food. 
Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (RA) said that after that, they 
never used garlic and onions in his (#) food. 


One day, the water pot on the top floor accidentally 
broke. Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (RA) says that we did 
not let the water flow down and cause him (#) to 
suffer. We put a quilt over it to absorb the water. This 
was the only quilt in the house. In the upper floor of the 
house, we spent the whole night sitting in the corner. 
There are both narrations that you (#) stayed in the 
house of Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (RA) for seven 
months or eleven months. Hazrat Abu Ayyub Ansari (#) 
died during the siege of Constantinople during the 
caliphate of Hazrat Amir Muawiya (RA) in 48 AH and 
was buried there near the fortress in Constantinople. 


After a few days, Umme al-Momineen Hazrat Souda 
(RA), his (#) daughters Hazrat Fatima Al-Zahra (RA), 
Hazrat Umme Kulthum (RA), Hazrat Osama (RA) Ibn 
Zayd and Umme Ayman (RA) also came. All of them 
were brought by Hazrat Abdullah bin Abu Bakr (Radi 
Allahu Taala Anhu) along with Hazrat Aisha Siddiqa 
(Radi Allahu Taala Anhu). However, Hazrat Zainab 
(RA), the daughter of the Messenger of Allah (#), was 
left with Hazrat Abul Aas. He did not allow her to come. 
She came after the Battle of Badr. 


(Zad-ul-Muad) 
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13. Hazrat Abu Bakr's (RA) illness 


When Muslims of Makkah migrated to Madinah, 
Madinah's climate was unsuitable. The place where 
they were staying had a bad smell in the air. Most of 
the Muhajir became ill, including Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), Hazrat Bilal (RA), and Hazrat Amir bin 


Fahirah (RA). The intensity of the fever had troubled 
them. The Prophet (lst) takes care of them daily. 


Once Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) asked her father, 
this couplet was on his tongue. 


Every person with his family is in the morning that 
death is closer to the laces of the shoes. 


Seeing the condition of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), 
Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) appeared to the Holy 


Prophet (alse) and described his condition. 


The Messenger of Allah (Asst) prayed at the same time 


and said! O Allah! The way You gave us the love of 
Makkah and the love of Madinah Taiba, give it more 
than that and give us blessings and His Messenger. And 
make our climate healthy for us and move its fever 
toward Juhfa. (Sahih Bukhari, Muslim) 


Allah accepted his prayer, and the situation in 
Madinah was going better. Allah took the prayer 
precisely like a healthy place with a pleasant climate 
in Madinah. 
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5.0. Abu Bakr Siddique (ra) in Madinah 
1. Building of Masjid-e-Nabvi 


Before reaching the house of Hazrat Abu Ayub Ansari 
(RA), the Prophet (#)’s camel sat on the ground of 
Banu Malik bin Najjar. 


The Messenger of Allah (lst) discovered about the 


owners of this place. If was found that this place was 
owned by two orphan brothers, Sahel and Sohail, and 
their guardian, Hazrat As’ad ibn Zararah (RA), had 
already accepted Islam in Madinah. This was the 
place where the Messenger of Allah (lsat) bought the 
land from two orphan brothers and built the Masjid-e- 
Nabvi. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) paid the price for 
the place of Masjid. The Masjid was another example 
of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) greatness. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) worked with other 
companions to construct Masjid al-Nabvi. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA) worked hard to build the Masjid, bringing 
stones to the waist. Initially, the Masjid-e-Nabvi was 
very simple; the walls were made of stone and mortar, 
and the roof was made of palm tree leaves. 


After the construction of a Masjid, the Messenger of 


Allah (Alsi) ordered the construction of the 


surrounding cells. When the cells were completed, he 
moved there with his family. 
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2. Syeda Ayesha’s Siddiqah (RA) Departure to 
Husband’s House 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sent his daughter Syeda 
Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) to the Prophet’s house after 


building the Masjid-e-Nabvi. The Prophet (sz) did not 
have the amount to pay the dower. The Messenger of 
Allah (ass) got a loan from Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) to 


send Syeda Ayesha Siddiqah (RA). Then, 
straightforwardly, the bride departed to the Prophet's 
house. Syeda Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) says there was no 
camel or goat slaughter for my marriage. Yes, there 
was a cup of milk which was sent by Saad bin lbadah 


(RA) in the service of the Messenger of Allah ( alse). 


3. Brotherhood 


After reaching Madinah, the Messenger of Allah (Als) 


arranged for the brotherhood between the Muhajir 
and the Ansar, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and 
Kharja bin Zubair (RA) were made brothers. 


(Seerat lbn Hisham) 


Kharja bin Zubair (RA) married her daughter Habiba 
bint Kharja (RA) to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). His 
daughter Umme-Kulsoom (RA) was born to this wife. 
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6.0. Attendance in War and Battles 


6.1. Introduction 


When Prophet (sez) migrated from Makkah to 
Madinah, he made agreements with different tribes of 
Medina. In Madinah, despite the agreement between 
polytheists of Madinah and Jews, Muslims were in 
danger. They were cautious about life. The 
Companions used to cover the nights to protect Rasool 
Allah (lst). They always worried about Quresh of 


Makkah. Allah allowed the Muslims to fight with infidels, 
and Almighty Allah's verse revealed it. 
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Permission (to fight) is given to those against whom 
fighting is launched because they have been 
wronged, and Allah is mighty to provide them with 
victory. 


(Surah Hajj - 39) 


The Muslims planned two primary missions, but they 
used to work wisely to fight against Quresh Makkah in 
bringing. 


(1) Those tribes who lived around the Madinah were 
surrounded by the main route of the business caravan 
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to the midst of the Medina. They did peace allegiance 
so as not to fight. 


(2) Sending weaponeer patrol to highways. 


As part of the first plan, agreements were made with 
the Jews of the surrounding areas, in which friendship, 
cooperation, and non-war were made with the 
Jahnia tribe. 


The road to Madinah, in general, and the roads to 
Makkah, in particular, started to be watched, and the 
movement of Quraysh was closely monitored. The 
polytheists and Jews of Madinah and the surrounding 
evil tribes were made fo realize that the Muslims were 
strong, and now they were freed from their old 
weakness. By jeopardizing the financial and economic 
interests of the Quraysh, who were still determined to 
exterminate the Muslims so that the Muslims would be 
free to carry the message of Allah throughout the 
Arabian Peninsula, they should be persuaded to 
peace. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique would participate in 
all the battles and raids during this time. Apart from this, 
he would also fulfill his responsibility as an excellent 
advisor. Some of them are briefly mentioned below. 


6.2. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and Ghazwah 
al-Badr 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) participated in 


Ghazwah al-Badr. When the infidels and the Muslims 
were fighting each other, the fight for right and wrong 


continued. The Prophet (lst) was reviewing the war 
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against polytheists, and he became sentimental to see 
the Muslim's passions. 


Muslims made a tent for Rasool Allah ( Ale) on a higher 
level of the field. He (Als) went in to pray facing to the 
Qibla. The Messenger of Allah (Als), crying in the 
desert and raising his hands, said: 


O Allah! Complete your promise to what you have 
done to me. 


O Allah! If these Muslims had been killed today, then 
there would be no one worshiping you on the earth. 


The Prophet (Als) had cried too much in front of 


Almighty Allah (8) in the prayer that Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said! 


"O Messenger of Allah (A'ss%)! Indeed, what Allah has 


promised will be fulfilled. Then, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) put his coverlet back on his shadow that 
fell during prayers. 


The Messenger of Allah (ls) with Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) was in the Arish (Tent) when Rasool Allah 
() gone sleepiness and suddenly woke up. He (lsc) 
shakes his head and says to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA)! 


O Abu Bakr! Be happy to help of Allah. This is Gabriel 
(as) riding on a horse and stretching it. 


(Seerat lbn Hisham) 
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6.2.1 Rasool Allah’s (=) Consultation with Sahabah 


When Rasool Allah (ls) heard the news of the arrival 


of Abu Jahl with the army, the Prophet (A's) held a 
meeting with his companions and said! 


Makkah has sent their beloved sons to you. What is 
your opinion for them to fight? Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), first of all, after that, Hazrat Omar 
Faroog (RA) and Hazrat Miqdad (RA) said the word of 
bravery and said, "We are not like those Israelites who 
told the Prophet Moses (AS) that mentioned in Quran. 
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They said, “O Musa, we shall never enter it, in any case, so 
long as they are there. So go, you and your Lord, and fight. 
As for us, we are sitting right here.” (24) 


(Surah Al-Maida - 24) 
Then (Prophet) said: O people! How are you advising 
us to fight against them? This was the purpose of the 
Prophet (ss) that he should consider Ansar's point of 


view because these three were from Muhajireen, who 
gave the comments. Based on which the allegiance 
was taken, Ansari will fight against an outsider attack 
on Madinah. It was not a covenant that Ansar would 
fight with Rasool Allah’s (sz) enemies outside the 


Madinah. Ansar understood the intention of Rasool 
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Allah (lsc), and Hazrat Saad bin Muaz (RA) stood up 
and spoke! 


Yaa Rasool Allah ( alse)! Are you indicating us? 


Rasool Allah (sz) said! Yes. 


Hazrat Saad bin Muaz (RA) said! We believe in you, 
and we are sure that you are Allah's Messenger ( -tlssz). 
How can it be possible that the Messenger of Allah 
(als) goes to fight with infidels, and we sit in the 


houses? He said, "They are men like us; why are we 
frightened of them?" If you order us to jump in the sea, 
then we will not hesitate to do so. 


6.2.2. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and son 


Hazrat Abdur Rahman, the son of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), was not Muslim then; he came to fight 
with the polytheists. After becoming Muslim, he once 
said to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) you came to 
range of my sword in Badr many times, but | left you as 
the father. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said. You did 
not come under my sword on that occasion. If you 
came under my sword, | swear to Allah! | would not 
leave you alive because the fight was between the 
right and the wrong, and you were a representative of 
falsehood. 
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6.2.3 Prisoners of War 


Allah Almighty had conquered Muslims in the battle of 
Badr. The disbelievers and the polytheists were severely 
defeated, and their seventy great fighters became 
captives. These were those who had great difficulty 
troubling and hurting the Prophet and Muslims in 
Makkah. And those people were afraid too much that 
Muslims would replace them with swords. They also 
knew that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqui (RA) was a 
gentleman, and if he appealed for mercy, he would 
do something. So, they met Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqui 
(RA) and talked about prisoners. 


By reaching Madinah, the Messenger of Allah (lsc) 
kept in touch with the people in prison. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said. Messenger of Allah (lst)! These 
people are the brothers and members of the families. 
In this case, we take ransom from them and leave 
them so we can take care of whatever we do. It is also 
true that Allah may guide them and let them bring 
them to our place. 


Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) has a different opinion. He 
said that every prisoner should be handed over to his 
relatives, and they killed them. They will know that we 
don't have any soft corners for polytheists. 


Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) said that Rasool Allah ( A!scz) 


likes the advice of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), so 
they released the prisoners by taking the ransom. 


The following day, | saw Rasool Allah (#) and Hazrat 
Abu-Bakr (RA) crying. Hazrat Omar (RA) said! Please 
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tell me the reason for calling; otherwise, | will cry. The 
Prophet (Alsi) pointed towards a tree and said, | saw 


the wrath of Allah close as this tree. 
(Tarikh Omar bin Khattab RA - lbn Jozi) 


The Messenger of Allah (Als) said on one occasion 


that Allah softens the hearts of some people, and then 
they become softer than milk. And if some hearts 
hardened, they become even worse than stones. The 
example of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is that of the 
Prophet Abraham (AS) who calls upon Allah: 


The one who obeys me is with me; whoever disobeys 
me, forgive him, and you are merciful. 


And the example of Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) is the 
example of Jesus (AS) who calls upon Allah: 


O Allah! If you punish them, you can say they are your 
servants; if you forgive them, you have power over 
them. 


6.3. Ghazwah Uhud and Abu Bakr Siddique ra) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqui (RA) displayed the essence of 
courage in the Battle of Uhud. It is a narration that 
during the fighting, some Islamic factions were 
dispersed due to the mistake of some Muslims, and the 


steps of Muslims went down. The Prophet (ls) stood 


firm in his position, and only fourteen companions 
remained with him. Among those seven were Ansari 
and seven of the Muhgjirs. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), Hazrat Ali (RA), Hazrat Abdur Rahman ibn Awf 
(RA), Hazrat Saad bin Abi Waqas (RA), Hazrat Zubair 
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ibn Awam (RA), Hazrat Talha bin Abdullah (RA), and 
Abu lbadah bin Jarrah (RA)stood firm with Rasool Allah 


( atyet). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqui (RA) showed steadfastness in 
the war and did not separate from the Messenger of 


Allah (als) at any stage. The Messenger of Allah ( Alsc& ) 


was severely injured in this battle. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) and some other companions took 
Rasool Allah (#) to a safe place on the mountain. 


Before returning, the leader of Makkah Abu Sufyan 
appeared on the mountain, smiled loudly, and asked. 


Is Muhammad (lsat) alive with you? Companions did 
not reply. 


Then he asked! Abu Qahafah’s son (means Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique). People did not answer because 


Rasool-Allah (lsat) forbids answering. Then he said, 
"Are Omar Bin Khattab within you? No answer. 


So, he said! The chapter closed, and three of them 
died. Hazrat Omar (RA) went out of one’s reach and 
spoke! 


"O Allah's enemy!" All those you have taken the names 
of are alive, and your disgrace is still alive. Abu-Sufyan 
said, "Your comrade clipped the ears and noses, but | 
did not command it, nor did | make a bad feeling." 
And then the slogan of the Hubble. Muslims shouted 
the motto of “Allah Akbar.” Abu Sufyan came closer 
and spoke! We have Uzza you don’t have. 
Companions said! We have Mulla you don’t have. Abu 
Sufyan said! Today is the day of revenge. 
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Hazrat Omar (RA) said! Our dead people are in 
heaven, and yours are in hell. Abu Sufyan asked if 
Muhammad (#) was killed. Hazrat Omar (RA) said. He 
is listening to you. Abu Sufyan said, "| think you are more 
honest than Ibn Qama." Then Abu-Sufyan said we will 
see you next year in Badr. Then Rasool Allah ( <tssz) said, 


OK. (Ibn Hisham) 


6.4. The Battle of Bani Mustaliq 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was accompanied by Rasool 
Allah (sz) and ultimately participated in the 
campaign. The flag of the Muhajireen was in Hazrat 
Abu-Bakr Siddiqui’s (RA) hand. Muslims got victory in 
this war. Ten people of the enemy were killed, and 
others were arrested, and only one Sahabi was killed. 
The Messenger of Allah (Als), after the success of the 


war, took the army of the Muslims back to Madinah 
and stayed on the way in the place named Salsal. 


The Messenger of Allah (Als) used to do that on every 
occasion of the journey. He used to draw which wife 
would go along with the Prophet (ls). This time the 
Holy Prophet (Alssz) called the name of Hazrat Ayesha 
Siddiqah (RA). 


While staying at Salal, Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) 
went for natural need on the way. Her necklace was 
lost. She immediately went to that place where she 
thought that necklace dropped down. She had 
borrowed that necklace for her sister to wear. 
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The Messenger of Allah ( Z'sst) ordered the departure of 


the caravan. The people had a duty to put a lady’s 
camel saddle on the back of a camel, came and put 
the saddle on the back of a camel; they thought that 
Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) was in it. 
Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) was light in weight, so 
they could not feel the difference between an empty 
saddle and a loaded one. The caravan has departed. 
When she returned, the caravan had left, and the 
ground was bare. She sat there thinking if Rasool Allah 


( alse ) COUId not find her, then he would send someone 


in search of her. During this time, Hazrat Ayesha 
Siddiqah (RA) went to sleep. 


The Messenger of Allah (lst) deputed Safwan bin 


Muattal (RA) behind the caravan to look after if 
anything left after the departure of the caravan so he 
would take care. When he saw the wife of the prophet 


(ls), Ne was surprised. He recognized her because 
he saw her before the order of the veil. He spoke! 


wee lad Gt, au 


Hazrat Safwan (RA) brought his camel to sit close to 
Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) to ride her. He did not say 
anything except 


) 
@ el adill aul 
He never asked any questions from her. He held the 


nose-string of the camel and walked to the caravan. It 
was noon time, and the caravan stopped for rest. 
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Seeing that he came fo this situation, Allah's enemy, 
Abdullah bin Ubai, got a chance to take revenge for 
his hostility. His hidden jealousy and apostasy appear; 
he blames Hazrat Ayesha (RA) and does excellent 
propaganda. Some weak believers are misguided by 
his talking. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is disturbed 
by this situation. One of his relatives, Musta bin Asasa, 
who he used to help him, was also involved with the 
hypocrites. The problem is severely hurting. 


The Messenger of Allah (ls) was also very upset 


because of this situation because the calumnies of the 
hypocrites had significantly increased. 


The Holy Prophet (disc) collected the Muslims and said! 


After the praise of Allah! What happened to the 
people who are hurting my family? The wrong things 
are attributed to them. By Allah! | have seen nothing 
but goodness and always seen the good in the person 
who accuses me. After the soeech of The Prophet 


( alse), Muslims were ridiculed, and everyone felt the 


pain of suffering. The head of this act of misguiding was 
Abdullah bin Ubai, the hypocrite. The companions of 
the congregation there strongly condemned the plot 
of hypocrites and condemned the sorrow. Then the 
revelation came from Allah, and the glad tidings were 
given. 


OP Bess G5 dead cL EGG! 
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Those who have come up with the false imputation are a 
gang among you. Do not think it is terrible; it is good for you. 
Every one of them is liable for what he earned from the sin. 
And the one who played the central role in it, there is a 
mighty punishment for him. 


(Surah Al Noor - 11) 


After the revelation of a verse, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqi 
(RA) intended that he would never help Musta bin 
Asasa (RA) because he had also given favor to the 
hypocrites. When this Ayat was revealed: 


Gicralis dsl gol BE ohas cuts enna 
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The men of grace and wealth among you should not swear 
against giving (their charitable gifts) to the relatives, the 
poor, and those who have migrated in the way of Allah, and 
they should forgive and forego. Do you not like that Allah 
forgives you? Allah is Most-Forgiving, Very-Merciful. 


(Surah Al Noor - 22) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! Why not by Allah? 
| like that Allah forgives me. With this, he swears by 
saying that the money you used to give it to him will 
continue. By Allah! | will never stop it. 

(Sahih Bukhari) 
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6.5. Abu Bakr Siddig (RA) and Battle of 
Khandaq 


This battle, also known as the ‘Battle of Ahzab,' 
happened in Duel-Qadah 5AH. The number of 
Lashkar-e-lslam was three thousand, and the number 
of enemies was twenty-four thousand. The Messenger 


of Allah (ts) advised the strategy of fighting to the 
Sahabah. 


Hazrat Salman Farsi (RA) advised that we dig trenches 
around the city to fight against the enemy. The 


Prophet (Att) liked Hazrat Salman Farsi's (RA) 
suggestion. Five yards wide and five yards deep, a 
trench drowned. The Messenger of Allah (lsc) made 


groups of ten companions, and they were assigned 
the place to be excavated. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) also engages in excavation along with Rasool 
Allah (saz) and other companions. Besides digging 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA), climb the Sala Mountains to 
watch the enemies and people of Madinah. 


Once the Prophet (sz) tired of sleeping, Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) kept watching around them so that 
the sleep of Rasool Allah (Als) should not be 


disturbed. The polytheists siege Madinah, but they fail 
to cross the trench. Finally, Allah Almighty (#) helped 
Lashkar-e-lslam, and a sharp wind came out that the 
tents of the polytheists fell. Polytheists became tired of 
many day sieges, and they finished eating food. They 
went back unsuccessfully. 
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6.6. Peace Treaty of Hudaybiyah 


The Prophet (<sez) had been in six years Medina during 


this period, Sahabah and Rasool Allah ( Alssz) Could not 
go to Makkah for Hajj or Umrah. Despite the desire, it 
was not possible. The Messenger of Allah (Als) 


dreamed that he and his companions were entering 
the Masjid Al-Haram. He has taken Ka’ba’s keys and 
performed Tawaf, Umrah, and companions. Then, 
some people shaved their heads and cut their hair. 


The Prophet Alsct( Alyse) informed the companions. It 


was the dream of the Prophet (#), so all of them were 
happy to be should be accurate. They thought that 
this year, they would get the opportunity to perform 
Umrah. Allah also pointed towards the integrity of this 
dream. Therefore, Almighty Allah (%) said: 
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Indeed, Allah has made true to His Messenger the dream 
(shown) with truth: You will enter the Sacred Masjid In-Sha- 
‘Allah (if Allah wills) peacefully, with your head shaved and 
your hair cut short, having no fear. So, He knew what you did 
not know, and He assigned before that a victory, near at 
hand. (Surah Al Fateh - 27) 


After the revelation of these verses, the Prophet ( Alsc& ) 


sought advice from the Companions. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said, "O Messenger of Allah!" We have 
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come to pay homage to the Ka’ba and Umrah this 
year. We do not intend to fight anyone. But if Quresh 
forbids us from the pilgrimage of Ka’ba, then we will 


battle them. The messenger of Allah (lst) liked this 


advice, and he said, "With the name of Allah, go 
ahead." 


Therefore, the Iskamic Carawan stayed at the place of 
Hudaybiyah. After the reconciliation from both sides, 
different people came from Quresh as ambassadors. 
The narration shows that Quresh also sent Arwah bin 
Masood Salafi (who later brought Islam) to the Muslims 
in this regard. Using harsh words, Arwah. started 
speaking, O Muhammad (#)! You have gathered 
gallant people around and brought them to harm your 
tribe. Listen! Quresh came out with women and 
children and was dressed in leopard skins. By the Lord 
of Ka'ba! They have promised that they will not allow 
you to enter Makkah. By the Lord of the Ka’ba! They 
will leave you alone if you turn the situation into a fight. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was sitting behind Rasool Allah 


( alse), hearing the words of Arwah, he became angry 
and spoke. Will we run away from the Messenger of 
Allah (t's) and say furious words? Arwah pretended 


to be a stranger and asked, "Who is he more than the 
limitse" Arwah was told that he was Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). I'm sorry to hear from you. By God! | 
would answer this harsh word if | did not have your 
favor. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had a favor on 
Arwah, and at the time of ignorance, he gave him ten 
cows. (Seerat Ibn Hisham) 
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6.6.1. Concerning Hazrat Omar (RA) on the treaty 


Hazrat Omar (RA) said that! came to the Holy Prophet 
() and asked, "O Messenger of Allah (Alsst)! Are not 


you a true prophet of Allah? Mohammed (sez) said! 
Surely, | am the true prophet of Allah. Then | said, "O 
Messenger of Allah (ls), are we not on the right and 


the enemies are wrong." Mohammed (ise)! Yes. 
Hazrat Omar (RA) said again that we should not 
compromise on religion. Hazrat Mohammed Rasool 
Allah (ls) said. | am the Messenger of Allah, and | 
cannot say no to my Master. Then, Omar (RA) said, "Did 
you not tell us that we will perform Tawaf al-Ka'ba very 
soon?" Mohammed (sez) said. Yes, why not? But did | 
even tell you that this year? Omar (RA) said no. Then 
the Prophet (saz) said to Omar (RA): "Indeed, you will 
go there and circumcise the Ka'ba. (Bukhari, Muslim) 


Hazrat Omar (RA) said, | have found Abu Bakr (RA) and 
said to him," O Abu Bakr (RA)!” This is not true that 
Muhammad (#3) is a prophet of Allah." Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA) said! Yes. (He is the true prophet of Allah). Then 
Hazrat Omar (RA) said, "Are we not on the right?" 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said: Yes. Then | said, why should 
we press our religion? Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said. 
Indeed, he is the Messenger of Allah (jlssz); he cannot 
abolish his Lord, and He is helping him. So, obey him. 
Wallah! Of course, he is on the truth. | said, did not he 
tell us that we would go to Bait-Ullah and circumcise 
it? Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said. Yes. But did he also say 
that you will go to Bait-Ullah this year? | said! No. Hazrat 
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Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "Then you will surely go to 
Bait-Ullah and circumcise it." Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) 
said, “Then | would pay as many Istighfar to 
compensate for this move." (Shami) 


In a narration that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), as a 
testimony from Muslims on the peace treaty signed. 
(Bukhari Sharif, Seerat Ibn Hisham) 


After peace began, people became Muslims quickly, 
similar to the number of Muslims initially. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) says that no conquest was equal to 
Hudaybiyah-treaty, but it was not understood in our 
mind. It was a secret that was between Allah (%) and 


the Messenger of Allah ( A'sst). But the people are hasty, 
and Allah is unpolluted than hurried. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) says that by Allah! | saw 
in Hajj that Sohail bin Umar (RA) had become Muslim 
till then. Brought camels to the sacrifice and the 


Messenger of Allah (ls) slaughtered them with his 
hands, and Sohail bin Umar (RA) shaved the head of 
the messenger of Allah (-'saz). | saw Sohail bin Amro 


(RA) take the hairs of the Holy Prophet (#) and touch 
his head and eyes, and | know that he thought this act 
the cause of success in the world and the Hereafter. | 
used to believe that there was a day that he was not 
pleased to write Bismillah-Ar-Rahman-Ar-Raheem on 
the day of Hudaybiyah and was not allowed to write 
Muhammad Rasool Allah. (And today, it is a day of 
love and devotion. Sohail bin Amro became a 
representative from the infidels at the time of the 
peace treaty of Hudaybiyah.) 
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6.7. Battle of Khyber 


When Rasool Allah (iss) prepared for the war, the first 


Lashkar was sent to the fortresses of Khyber. The 
commander was Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). He 
fought with the enemy in the first attack. Some palm 
trees were obstructing the war. Some companions said 
that they should be cut off. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
attended the service of Rasool Allah (Alssz) and did not 


recommend culting the trees. 


6.8. Fighting of Najad 


It is narrated by Ayas bin Salma (ra) that he heard from 
his father that the Messenger of Allah (Als) sent 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) as a commander of 
Lashkar to Najad, and he attacked the tribe of 
Huwazan. The valley of Al-Qura inhabited them. | killed 
seven people. Lashkar returned successfully. 

(Sannan Kubra-Bayhaai) 


6.9. Fighting of Bani Fazarah 


Imam Ahmad bin Hanbal (ra) narrated concerning 
Ayas bin Salma. He said his father, Salma bin Akkue 
(RA), said! The Prophet (Ass) made Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) head of a Lashkar for this fight. We 
stayed there at night, attacked them after dawn 
prayers in the morning, and defeated them. 
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Messenger of Allah (lsat) sent Hazrat Abu Bakr 


Siddique (RA) to the valley of Banu Fazarah with a 
hundred Sahabah. Banu Fazarah was heading a 
woman named Umme-Qarfa. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) defeated the enemy and returned to 
Madinah Munawara. 


6.10. Performance of pending Umrah 


One condition agreed upon in the Hudaybiyah treaty 
is that Muslims cannot perform Umrah this year; they 
can come next year to perform Umrah. Due to the 
foresight result, Rasool Allah (Als) accepted this 
condition. Next year, when the month of Duel-Qadah 
came, Rasool Allah (#) ordered that those 
companions who missed their last year's Umrah get up 
and ready to go to Makkah to perform Umrah. Other 
people also get prepared to join them, including 
women and children. Their number became two 
thousand. (Fateh Al-Bari) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also accompanied 
Rasool Allah (,'s%) to perform his missed Umrah. 


6.11. Fighting of Zat ul-Salasil 


On the occasion of the battle of Mautah, some Roman 
tribes assembled with the Roman army to fight the 
Muslims. To deal with them, the Messenger of Allah 


( Als) Prepared with three hundred companions under 
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the leadership of Hazrat Omro ibn Aas (RA). They want 
to attack Medina together with the tribes of Banu 
Qada’ah. There were thirty horses with the Islamic 
army. They traveled in the night and were hidden in 


the day. Messenger of Allah (ls) ordered that in the 


way invite the people of the tribes Billy, Azrah, and 
Balqeen’s people to fight with them. When they came 
near the enemy, they found that they had a 
considerable number. Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) sent 
Hazrat Rafey bin Makis Jehni (RA) to the Messenger of 


Allah (ls) for further force. Rasool Allah (Als) sent 


two hundred soldiers under the command of Hazrat 
Abu Obadiah bin Jarrah (RA), including great 
companions, such as Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA), 
Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) and some chiefs of Ansar. 


Hazrat Muhammad (Als) ordered both the army to 


fight together. Hazrat Abu Obadiah (RA) came to him, 
and then he found this army and performed Salat 
under the Imamate of Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA). After 
reaching the army, Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) entered 
the area of Banu Qada’ah. When they went to the 
area for along way, they met the enemy’s army. When 
the Muslims attacked them, they fled there. 


Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) sent Awf bin Ashjai (RA) to 
Rasool-Allah (ls) with the victory news. He described 


the details of the war and reported the safety of 
Muslims. Zat ul-Salasil is the name of a land near the 
valley of Al-Qura, a distance of ten days from 
Madinah. According to Ibn Is’haq (ra), it was the land 
of the tribe Banu Jazzam. Muslim army encamped 
near a fountain named Salasil. (ln Hisham) 
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6.12. Fighting of Saiful-Bahr or Campaign of 
Khabt 


In Rajab 8AH, the Messenger of Allah ( Alsst) sent Hazrat 


Abu-Obadiah bin Jarrah (RA) with three hundred men 
to the area of Jahina, which was a day's journey from 
the Medina on the coast of the sea. These three 
hundred mujahideen included Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) and Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA). During 
the journey, the goods ended, and the Mujahideen 
had to eat the leaves of the trees. When they reached 
the coast, the sea waves put a big fish on the edge. 
Mujahideen used the meat for half a month and 
became well. The people of the Banu Jahina were 
afraid to see the Muslim army and could not come to 
the fight with them. Mujahideen returned successfully. 


Saif al-Bahr means the beach. Therefore, this 
campaign is called Saif Al-Bahr. The campaign is also 
said to be called a campaign of Khabt because it hits 
the tree's leaves with wood to fall to eat. Since the 
Mujahideen passed for a few days, it was known as the 
‘campaign of Khabt.' It is also a narration that Banu 
Jahina was living in the village of Khabt.

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6.13. Conquest of Makkah 


In the peace treaty of Hudaybiyah, it was decided 
that Banu Khazagh and Banu Bakr would forget their 
enmity. Banu Bakr will be allied with Quresh, and Banu 
Khazaah will be associated with Muslims. Banu Bakr’s 
leader, Nofil bin Muawiyah Vally, had changed their 
mind; he conspired to attack Banu Khazaah to take 
their revenge against the agreement. Quresh Makkah 
was obliged to keep Banu Bakr from their intention. Do 
not let them dive because the peace agreement was 
for ten years. But while violating the agreement, 
Qureshi also provided weapons to Banu Bakr and 
Quresh's prominent people, Safwan bin Amiya, 
Ikramah bin Abu Jahl, and Sohail bin Omro, also 
participated in the attack on Banu Bakr, and the 
attack suddenly happened at night time when Banu 
Khazaah was sleeping. They started killing people of 
Banu Khazaah. They were scared of this sudden attack 
and hid in Harm. They entered Badel bin Warqa's 
house and were robbed. And those who were hiding 
in Harm, they killed them. Twenty or thirty men of Banu 
Khazaah were dead. Badel bin Varga and Omro bin 
Salim brought some people from his nation to 


Madinah, complained to the Messenger of Allah ( Ass) 
about the bad-doers of Banu Bakr and Quresh, and 
talked about their loss. 

Some of the oppressed people of the Banu Khazaah in 
Makkah called the Messenger of Allah (lst), saying: 
"O last messenger of Allah (sez) ‘help us and listen to 
the Lord. Banu Bakr has wronged us. At that time, the 
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Messenger of Allah (dls) was in the house of the 


mother of Muslims Hazrat Maymuna (RA) and 
performing ablution. He was listening to the call of 
Banu Khazaah's oppressed peoples. The Prophet 


(alse) said “Labbaik” to the people of Banu Bakr, who 


were crying. Hazrat Maymuna (RA) asked? For whom 
call are you answering “Labbaik’”? 


The Prophet (Asst) said: At that time, the fame of the 


people of the Banu Khazaagh has come in my ears, 
which | have answered. The main thing is that the 
people of Banu Khazaah were in Makkah, heard the 


voice of Rasool Allah (Als) “Labbaik” in resoonse to 
their answer. 

In the morning, the Messenger of Allah (#) said to 
Hazrat Ayesha (RA) that night, Banu Bakr and Quresh 


had killed the people of Banu Khazaah. Hazrat Ayesha 
(RA) said, "Do you think they will breach the 


agreement?" The Prophet (dlssz) said, "Verily, Allah will 


send the order for them. A few days later, Badel bin 
Warga and Omro bin Salim arrived in Medina and 
complained about Quresh Makkah and Banu Bakr. 


Omro bin Salim has given details of tyranny in poetry. It 
is translated O Lord! | am sharing the covenant of 
Muhammad (,ls@) and his father with his covenant 


with us. You were children, and we were those 
mothers. 


In the ancestors of Rasool Allah (lst), the wife of 
Qasa’a belongs to Banu Khazaah. 
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Then we followed you and never refused. 


Help us, Allah guide you, and invite the servants of 
Allah to help us. 


In which the Messenger of Allah (ls) will be as 
beautiful as the fourth moon. 


If they are oppressed and insulted, his face rises. 


You will visit with a large Lashkar, which will be as 
delicious as a sea-like foam-filled. 


They insulted us in the scene and understood | would 
not call anyone to help me. 


Even though they are tiny and poor. 


Behold, we attacked the night and killed us in a state 
of bow. 


Messenger of Allah (lsc) said! O Omro bin Salim! You 


will be helped. Then, after showing a piece of cloud in 
the sky, Rasool Allah (#) said, 'This is a sign of the help 
of Banu Ka'b." 


When Makkahian thought about the consequences of 
their deeds, they were worried and suggested that a 
delegation should be mediated with Abu Sufyan and 
renew the covenant with the Messenger of Allah 


sce). On the other side, the Messenger of Allah (#*) 


told the companion before the arrival of Abu Sufyan 
that Abu Sufyan would come and present the 
clarifications so that the agreement could be renewed 
and extended the period. Abu Sufyan came to Asfan 
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and met with Badel bin Warqa. He was returning to 
Makkah from Medina. 


Abu Sufyan asked! O Badel! From where you are 
coming. Badel said that | had gone to the valley of the 
coast. Abu Sufyan asked that did you go to 


Muhammad (t's)? Badel Said! No. But when Badel 
left for Makkah, Abu Sufyan doubted that he was 
coming after meeting with Muhammad (lsat). He 


thought he would feed the camel in Madinah if he 
went to Madinah. In Madinah, they used to give date 
seeds in food to their camels. Abu Sufyan came to 
know where Badel’s camel sat; there, he took camel 
dung and broke it, and palm seed was found in it. He 


said, "By Allah: Badel has gone to Muhammad (isté)." 


When Abu Sufyan arrived in Madinah, he went straight 
to the house of his daughter Ummul-Mominin Hazrat 
Ume-Habiba (RA). Abu Sufyan wanted to sit on the 


bed of the Messenger of Allah (!s:%), so her daughter 


quickly wrapped the bed. He said, "Did you consider it 
not suitable for me? His daughter said! You did not sit 
on this chaste bed. He said! You have become evil 
after me. " After that, when he talked to Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) in this regard, he said that my 
refuge is in the sanctuary of Rasool Allah (lst). By 
Allah! If |see the tiny ants fighting with you, | will support 
the ants and help them. 


After the broken treaty, the polytheists of Makkah and 
the sad return of Abu Sufyan Rasool Allah (#) decided 
to attack Makkah. 
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6.13.1. Abu Bakr Siddique's father accepted Islam 


After the concord of Makkah, when the Prophet (lsc) 
came to Masjid-al-Haram, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) visited his father Abu Qahafah (RA) in front of 
Rasool Allah (As&). The Prophet said! O Abu Bakr! Why 


did you let this elder stay at home? | would come to 
you myself. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said! "O Messenger of Allah 
Alg&)!" It's better | walked to you rather than you 


coming to me. The Prophet ('sz%) handled the head of 


Hazrat Abu Qahafah (RA) and interacted with Islam. 
He accepted Islam. His head and face were white due 


to old age. The Prophet (t'ssz) advises to color the hairs 
but do not use black dye. (Seerat Ibn Hisham) 


Allama Halaby wrote in Seerat-e-Halabiad5 that when 
Abu Qahafah (RA), father of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 


(RA), accepted Islam, the Prophet = (Alsct) 


congratulated Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Hazrat 
Abu Bakr said! With the name of Almighty Allah (#), 
Who sent you with the truth, if Hazrat Abu Talib brought 
Islam, my eyes would be more incredible than my 
father’s Islam. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) received 
another honor that his four generations got the 
privilege of becoming a companion. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) father, Hazrat Abu 
Qahafah (RA), when he accepted Islam, was ninety 
years old and died in the Khilafah era of Hazrat Omer 
Farooq (RA) in 14!" AH. 
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6.14. Battle of Hunain 


The tribes belonging to nearby Makkah were found 
news to have conquered Makkah by Rasool Allah (#), 
and mostly Quresh accepted Islam. The weak tribes 
were submissive, but the uncivilized tribes, such as 
Banu Huwazan and Banu Saqeef, lived between 
Makkah and Taif. They were considered opponents of 
Quresh. They were worried that after the success of 
Quresh, Muslims would now attack them. Banu 
Huwazan chief called to Banu Saqeef to fight against 
Muslims and started gathering the army. Nazar, 
Jasum, and Saad tribes became ready to fight with 
Muslims. The logistics for the position of Ota’s have 
been created. It is situated near the Hunain, a valley of 
Banu Hunain, but the valley differs from Hunain. Hunain 
is another valley located with Zulal-Majaz; there is a 
distance of ten miles to Makkah, passing through 
Arafat. 


When the news gathering enemy in this place reached 
the Messenger of Allah (#4) in Makkah, the Prophet (#) 
sent Abdullah bin Abi Hudud Aslami (RA) to 
investigate. He instructed me to go inside to get the 
information. He came and said that the enemy's 
preparations had been completed, and they were 
ready for war. Rasool Allah (#) should start preparing 
for the war immediately. Ten thousand Muhajir and 
Ansar companions came from Madinah with Rasool 


Allah (Als). Two thousand men got ready from 


Makkah; the army of twelve thousand was ready. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also joined the military. 
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On Saturday, Shawal 6 8AH, it was the nineteenth 


day of Rasool Allah (Als) in Makkah. The Messenger of 


Allah (lsat) took 100 chain armor on loan from Safwan 


bin Amiya and appointed Attab bin Asad (RA) as a 
governor of Makkah. 


In the afternoon, a rider reported that | climbed up the 
mountain and seemed to think that all the people of 
Banu Huwazan, women and children, came to the 


ground. The Messenger of Allah (Asst) said In-sha-Allah, 


this will be a wealth of Muslims. On the night, Anas bin 
Abi Mursad (RA) performed the duty of guard of Rasool 


Allah (82). 


(Sannan Abu Daud) 


When the enemy got the news of the arrival of the 
Iskamic Lashkar, they hid in their safe location in the 
Hunain. The Muslims started coming through the 
complex paths of the valley, and the dawn spread out. 
Suddenly, the people of the army of Malik bin Awf 
started attacking with arrows. Due to the sudden 
attack, some Muslims from those groups who added 
from Makkah in the Lashkar senselessly ran away. 


The Messenger of Allah (sez) was on the right side of 


the valley on his mule named Duldul. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA), Hazrat Omar (RA), Hazrat Ali (RA), Hazrat Abbas 
(RA), Fazal bin Hayan (RA), Abu Sufyan (RA) and a 
small group of companions. Hazrat Abbas (RA) was 
holding the nose-string of the mule. In this panic 
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situation, the Prophet (ss&) said! Come to me! |am the 
son of Abdullah. At that time, only a few Ansar 
companions were in that place with him. On _ this 
unusual occasion, Rasool Allah (ls) gave spirit and 
courage to the Muslims. 


The enemies around Rasool Allah (a!sst) were attacking 
the people, and all the companions fought with them. 
Then the Prophet (Als) ordered Hazrat Abbas (RA) to 
call the companions that the voice of the Hazrat 
Abbas (RA) was loud. Hazrat Abbas (RA) started 
calling the people by their tribe’s name. Knowing this 
voice, Muslims ran towards Rasool Allah (#) as the calf 
ran on his mother's voice. Only a hundred companions 
can reach Rasool Allah (#) because of the enemy. The 
Prophet ( -tlssz) said, "Allah-o-Akbar” and forwarded the 


mole to attack. The enemy began to get rid. 


By listening to the voice of the Prophet Muhammad 
(ass), other companions, also called “Allah-o-Akbar,” 


started attacking the enemy, and the scene of the 
battle turned. The enemy was defeated badly in the 
fight. The people of Makkah, who were involved in the 
Lashkar, started getting rid of them initially. They himself 
ran away and made others frightened. The Messenger 


of Allah (dls) controlled this difficult situation and did 


the situation in their favor in a hurry. When the fighting 
was at its peak, Rasool Allah (#) took a fist from the 
earth and through on the army of the enemy and said! 


so teoslh 
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As a result, the people of the enemy did have such 
dust in his eyes. After that, they lost their power and 
were defeated. Seventy people of Banu Thaqif were 
killed. Their wealth, women, and children were 
captured. 


In this verse, Allah ( Alss%) said! 
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Allah had indeed blessed you with His help on many 
battlefields, and on the day of Hunain when you were proud of 
your significant number, then it did not help you at all, and the 
earth was straitened for you despite all its vastness, then you 
turned back on your heels. (25) Then Allah sent down His 
tranquility upon His Messenger and the believers, and sent 
down troops that you did not see, and punished those who 
disbelieved. That is the recompense of the disbelievers. (26) 


(Surah Al Taubah : 25 - 26) 


The enemy chief, Malik bin Awf, escaped from the 
field; he went to Taif. Taif leaders gave him asylum. 

A group fled from the field and gathered in Ota’s; 
another group hid at Nakhla. Rasool Allah (Als) sent a 


group to their occupation. There was a clash between 
them, and Hazrat Abu Amir Ashari (RA) became 
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martyred. Rasool Allah (ls) sent a group for those 


who escaped to Nakhla. Rabih bin Rafie (RA) 
captured Dreed bin Summa and killed him. Muslims 
overwhelmed and destroyed the enemy, carrying 


back the wealth and the prisoners. Rasool Allah (Asst) 


ordered all the warriors and property to be collected 
ina place called “Jarana.” Masood bin Omar Ghafari 
(RA) is set to look after it. 


The six thousand captives, twenty-four (24000) 
thousand camels, and forty-four thousand (44000) 
sheep were captured in the fighting and got four 
thousand Odqiyah silver. This war was known as the 
Battle of Hunain. There were four Muslim martyrs in this 
war. After the war, the people of Banu Sageef were 
gathered in Taif, and the people of Taif became their 
supplication. 


6.15. Battle of Taif 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique’s (RA) son, Hazrat Abdullah 
bin Abu Bakr (RA), was also present in this battle. He 
had an arrow that became a wound and stayed for a 


long time till the Messenger of Allah (Alsat) died. He 


died after his death. The Messenger of Allah (lsst.) set 
Uthman bin Abi Al-Aas (RA) as the commander with 
Hazrat Abu Bakr's advice, although he was still young. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said he is interested in learning 
the Quran and religion. 
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6.16. Battle of Tabuk 


The Prophet (d'ss) prepared an army of thirty thousand 
Muslims to fight with the Romans in Syria. The army 
deployed at “Saniya-tul-Wida.” Rasool Allah (Als) 


selected chiefs and leaders and handed over flags in 
their hands. The most enormous flag was in the hand 
of Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). In this war, Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) donated all his household on the way of 
Allah. 


(Tarikh-e-Madinah) 


6.16.1 Abu Bakr’s (RA) Faithful Wish 


Abdullah bin Masood (RA) narrated that on the 
occasion of Battled of Tabuk, | was with Rasool Allah 
( alse). Once | got up at midnight, | saw the light on one 
side. | went to find out the situation; | saw that Rasool- 
Allah (ss) and Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) were 
present. Hazrat Abdullah Zulbajadin Muzni (RA) has 
died, and the companions have dug his grave. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) 
are helping to get him buried in the grave. Rasool Allah 
(asst) Was in the grave. The Messenger of Allah (,scé ) 
was saying that come close your brother. They raised 
the dead body towards the Messenger of Allah (#) 
and laid him in the grave by the side. And they were 
said! 
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drs Od edrcluel cope! SI ogi! 


O Almighty Allah! |am happy with him to this last 
night, so please also be pleased with him. 


Hazrat Abdullah bin Masood (RA) said that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) expressed his faith in his intense view 
and belief in his feelings.

6.17. Amir-e-Hajj 


The Prophet Muhammad (,t'ss%) was made leader of 


the pilgrimage to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in the 
9! AH. ~— Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) also accompanied 
with him. 


lbn Saad (ra) says that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
and three hundred companions departed from 
Madinah to perform Hajj. The Messenger of Allah ( Ass) 
sent ten camels with him for sacrifice and appointed 
Hazrat Najya bin Jundab Aslami (RA) to take care of 
them. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) himself took five 
camels for sacrifice. (Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


Ibn Is*haq (ra) said! After the departure of Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique’s (RA) caravan, the initial verses of Surat 
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Taubah of the Holy Quran, which had been ordered to 
end the agreement with polytheists based on equality, 
were revealed After the decree of this order, the 
Prophet (A's) sent Hazrat Ali (RA) immediately to 
announce it to them. This was so because Arab law 
aligned with the idea that the person should declare 
himself or announce himself to any family member for 
blood and wealth. Beyond this, people did not accept 
that item. 


According to Ibn Saad (ra), when Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
reached the place of Al-Araj, Hazrat Ali (RA), who was 


riding Rasool Allah’s (,lsz) camel named “Ataba” 


came near Duel-Halifa and joined the caravan. Hazrat 
Ali (RA) said to Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) that the Prophet 


( Als) sent me to recite this important covenant in front 
of the people. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique asked! Is the Messenger of 
Allah (Ass) sent you as a chief? Hazrat Ali (RA) said! 


No, you will be chief. | will declare only the Quranic 
verses in front of infidels. 


By reaching Makkah, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
made Hajj sermons to the people and guided them for 
Hajj. On 10th Duel-Hijjah, the day of sacrifice, Hazrat Alli 
(RA) announced the covenant as per the messenger 


of Allah's (saz) instruction. Hazrat Ali (RA) said! 


O people of Makkah! No infidel will go to Paradise, and 
after this year, no disbeliever and polytheist will be 
allowed to make Hajj. "No one will be naked 
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circumcised by Bait-Ullah. Whose pledge is for a fixed 
term with the Messenger of Allah (lsst) will be valid. 


(Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


Hazrat Ali (RA) recited these Ayahs of the Quran: 
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Here is a disavowal (proclaimed) by Allah and His Messenger 
(#2) against the Mushrekeen (polytheists) with whom you 
have a treaty. (1) So, move in the land freely for four months, 
and be aware that you can never frustrate Allah and that Allah 
is going to disgrace the disbelievers. (2) And here is an 
announcement, from Allah and His Messenger to the people on 
the day of the more excellent Hajj, that Allah is free from (any 
commitment to) the Mushrekeen, and so is His Messenger. 
Now, if you repent, it is good for you. And if you turn away, be 
aware that you can never frustrate Allah. And give those 
disbelieving the ‘good’ news a painful punishment. (3) Except 
those of the Mushrekeen with whom you have a treaty, and 
they were not deficient (in fulfilling the treaty) with you and 
did not back up anyone against you. So, fulfill the treaty with 
them up to their term. Indeed, Allah loves the God-fearing. 
(4) So, when the sacred months expire, kill the Mushrekeen 
wherever you find them, and catch them, besiege them, and 
sit in ambush for them everywhere. Then, if they repent and 
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establish Salah and pay Zakah, leave their way. Indeed, Allah 
is most Forgiving and very Merciful. (5) And if any one of the 
Mushrekeen seeks your protection, give him protection until he 
listens to the Word of Allah, then let him reach his place of 
safety. That is because they are people who do not know. 
(6) How can the Mushrekeen have a treaty with Allah and His 
Messenger? Except those with whom you made a treaty near 
Al-Masjid-ul-Haram. Then, as long as they remain straight with 
you, you, too, stay straight with them. Indeed, Allah loves the 
God-fearing. (7) How (can they have a treaty) if they overcome 
you, they will not observe any bond or treaty with you. They 
want to please you with (words of) their mouths, but their 
hearts refuse. Most of them are sinners. (8) They have taken 
a paltry price for the verses of Allah, so they have prevented 
(people) from His path. Indeed, evil is what they have been 
doing. (9) They do not observe any bond or treaty with a 
believer; they are the transgressors. (10) If they repent, 
establish Salah, and pay Zakah, they are your brothers in faith. 
We elaborate on the verses for people who understand. 
(11) And if they break their oaths after they have made a 
covenant, and speak evil of your Faith, then fight the leaders 
of infidelity, since their oaths are nothing so that they may 
cease, (12) Would you not fight a people who broke their oaths 
and conspired to expel the Messenger. It was they who started 
(fighting) against you for the first time? Do you fear them? But 
Allah has a greater right that you fear Him if you are a believer. 
(13) Fight them, so that Allah should punish them at your 
hands and disgrace them, and help you win against them and 
bring relief to bosoms of the believing people, (14) And remove 
the rage of their hearts. And Allah relents to whomsoever He 
wills. Allah is (All-) Knowing, (All-) Wise. (15) Do you think that 
you will be left alone (without being tested) while Allah has not 
yet seen those of you who struggle in Jihad and never take 
anyone as their confidant other than Allah and His Messenger 
and the believers? Allah is fully aware of what you do. (16) 
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It is not for the Mushrekeen to build up the mosques of Allah 
while they are witnesses of their infidelity. Those are the ones 
whose deeds have gone to waste, and in the Fire, they shall 
remain forever. (17) In fact, the mosques of Allah are built only 
by those who believe in Allah and the Last Day, those who 
establish Salah and pay Zakah, and who fear none but 
Allah. So, it is hoped that they are to be among those on the 
right path. (18) Have you taken the serving of water to the 
pilgrims and the maintenance of Al-Masjid-ul-Haram as equal 
to (the acts) of one who believes in Allah and the Last Day and 
carries out Jihad in the way of Allah? They are not equal in the 
sight of Allah. Allah does not lead wrongful people to the right 
path. (19) Those who believed, emigrated, and carried out 
Jihad in the way of Allah with their wealth and lives are more 
significant in rank in the sight of Allah and are thriving. 
(20) Their Lord gives them the happy news of Mercy from Him, 
and of (His) Pleasure, and Gardens having an everlasting bliss 
for them, (21) Where they shall dwell forever. Indeed, it is 
Allah with whom lies a great reward. (22) O you who believe, 
do not take your fathers and brothers as your friends if they 
prefer infidelity to Faith. Those of you who have a friendship 
with them are the wrongdoers. (23) Say, “If your fathers and 
your sons and your brothers and your spouses and your clan 
and the wealth you have earned and the trade you apprehend 
will recede and the homes you like are dearer to you than Allah 
and His Messenger and Jihad in His way, then, wait until Allah 
comes with His command. Allah does not lead the sinning 
people to the right path.” (24) Allah has indeed blessed you 
with His help on many battlefields, and the day of 
Hunain, = when you were proud of your significant number, 
then it did not help you at all, and the earth was straitened for 
you despite all its vastness, then you turned back on your 
heels. (25) Then Allah sent down His tranquility upon His 
Messenger and the believers, and sent down troops that you 
did not see, and punished those who disbelieved. That is the 
recompense of the disbelievers. (26) Yet Allah relents, after 
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that, to whomsoever He wills. Allah is Most-Forgiving, Very- 
Merciful. (27) O you who believe, the Mushrekeen are impure 
indeed, so let them not approach Al-Masjid-ul-Haram after this 
year. And if you apprehend poverty, then Allah shall, if He wills, 
make you self-sufficient with His grace. Indeed, Allah is All- 
Knowing, All-Wise. (28) Fight those People of the Book who do 
not believe in Allah, nor the Last Day, and do not take as 
unlawful what Allah and His Messenger have declared as 
unlawful, and do not profess the Faith of Truth; (fight them) 
until they pay jizya with their own hands while they are 
subdued. (29) The Jews say, “Uzair (Ezra) is the Son of 
Allah,” and the Christians say, “Masih (the Christ) is the Son of 
Allah.” That is their oral statement. They imitate the saying of 
the earlier disbelievers. May Allah ruin them. How far they are 
turned back from the truth! (30) 


They have taken their rabbis and their monks as gods beside 
Allah, and also (they have taken) Masih, the son of Maryam (as 
god). And they were not commanded to worship only One God. 
There is no god but He. Pure is He from what they associate 
with Him. (31) They wish to blow out the Light of Allah with 
their mouths, and Allah rejects everything short of making His 
light perfect, no matter how the disbelievers may hate it. 
(32) He is the One who has sent down His Messenger with 
guidance and the Faith of Truth so that He makes it prevail 
over every faith, no matter how the Mushrekeen may hate it. 
(33) O you who believe, many of the rabbis and the monks do 
eat up the wealth of the people by false means and prevent 
(them) from the way of Allah. As for those who accumulate 
gold and silver and do not spend it in the way of Allah, give 
them the ‘good’ news of a painful punishment (34). On the day 
it (the wealth) will be heated up in the fire of Jahannam, then 
their foreheads and their sides and their backs shall be branded 
with it: “This is what you had accumulated for yourselves. So, 
taste what you have been accumulating.” (35) Surely, the 
number of months according to Allah is twelve (as written) in 
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the Book of Allah on the day He created the heavens and the 
Earth, of which there are Four Sacred Months. That is the right 
faith. So, do not wrong yourself therein. And fight the 
Mushrekeen altogether, as they fight you all together, and be 
sure that Allah is with the God-fearing. (36) Nasi’ (i.e., 
postponement of months) is a further excess in infidelity, 
whereby the disbelievers are misguided. They allow it one year 
and disallow it another year so that they may conform (only) 
to the number of what Allah has sanctified and allow what Allah 
has disallowed. The evil of their deeds has been beautified for 
them (by Satan). And Allah does not lead suspicious people to 
the right path. (37) 


(Surah Al Taubah: 1 — 37) 


6.18. Farewell Hajj 


The Prophet (lsc) performed Hajj in the 10th AH. It is 


also called Hajj al-Wida and Hajj-Al-Balagh. It is said 
that it was the first pilgrimage after the Hajj obligation. 


And after that, Rasool Allah (Als) passed away. After 


the emigration of Medina, Rasool Allah (sz) did not 


perform any Hajj. 


Hajj al-Balagh says that in this Prophet (2's) taught the 
commandments of Islam and shows it by doing himself. 
It is noted that Hajj al-tamam and Hajj al-Kamal are 
said to reveal on this occasion verse (competing of 
Quran). 


When the Messenger of Allah (Als) intended for Hajj, 


he told people that this year, | am going on a 
pilgrimage. When people heard this, everybody tried 
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to go to Hajj with the Prophet (Als). People around 
nearby people came to Madinah. They prepared for 
the pilgrimage to go to pilgrimage with Rasool Allah 
(dls). There were some pedestrians and some riders. 
In those days, the disease of smallpox spread in 
Madinah. So, some people could not be caused by 
illness. Hazrat Abu-Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
accompanied by the Prophet (diss) on this journey. 


When they reached the place of Zee-ultul, they 
prayed Fajr at this place. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's 
(RA) daughter Hazrat Asma (RA) says that my father 
had asked the Messenger of Allah (!sst) the camel on 
which my luggage is also available for you too. The 
Prophet (Als) accepted his request and said! Nicely 
loaded with flour, ground barley, palm, and other 
equipment. So, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) did this 
and carried an enslaved person on it. In one place, an 
enslaved person sat down on the camel at a place 
and slept. When he got up and saw that the camel 
was missing, the enslaved person started looking for a 
camel. The Messenger of Allah (Als) came to the 
place “Jarah “. It was the time of Zohar prayer. Hazrat 
Abu-Bakr Siddique (RA) is waiting for the enslaved 
person. When Ghulam arrived, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) asked where the camel was. He said it 
was lost. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr went up and started beating him. The 
Prophet (,'ss%) said to him that Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
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was forgiven in the opinion that this act is haram in 
Ihram. (Masnad Ahmed) 


It is narrated that when Aal-Fazla from Banu Salim 
became aware that Rasool Allah’s (#8) camel loaded 
with food and stuff was lost, they brought dates, 


cheese, and food. The Messenger of Allah (lst) said 
to Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA)! Come, Allah has sent a good 
diet for us. 

Hazrat Saad bin Ibadah (RA) also brought one camel 
loaded with foodstuff for Rasool Allah (Alsi). He said 
your camel with food is lost, so | got these things for 
you. 


At the same time, Hazrat Safwan bin Muaqal (RA) finds 
the lost camel and presents it to the Messenger of Allah 
(=) with all the stuff safely.

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7.0. Rasool Allah’s (#

) last journey 
7.1, Background 


The Messenger of Allah (Ast) said once! Allah gave 
authority to an enslaved person between the world 
and the Hereafter. But this enslaved person preferred 
the Hereafter. 

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) Understood the 
meaning of this verse of Holy Prophet (Asst) that it 


means that the enslaved person is himself. So, he 
started crying and forgiving! No, Messenger of Allah 


( alse)! We are ready to sacrifice ourselves and our 
children to you. The Prophet (Als) said: Abu Bakr (RA)! 
Be patient. 

The doors that open in the Masjid will be closed except 


for Abu Bakr’s (RA) because | do not know any person 
who is a companion better than Abu Bakr Siddique 


(RA). The Messenger of Allah ('saz) said! Allah sent his 


slaves to deliver the last message that Allah had given 
to His slaves. The whole Arabs had come to the fore. 


Rasool Allah’s (Als) talk, conversation, and actions 


reflect what he has taken away from now as he is 
going to separate from them. 


Its example is that: 
The Prophet (ls) used to do ten days of “Aetikaf “in 


Ramadan, but on Ramadan of 10th AH, he (Alssz) did 


Aetikaf for twenty days. Rasool Allah ( alse) said Gabriel 
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(AS) revised his Quran twice this year. Every year, he 
used to do it once during Ramadan. 


The Prophet (Als) said on the occasion of Hajj; | do not 
know; | can never find you at this place next year. 


Near Jumra-Aqabah said! Learn the Hajj deeds from 
me because | will not do Hajj after this year. 


Surat Al-Nasr revealed in the middle of “Ayam-ul- 
Tashreeq” that the time to leave this world had come. 


The Messenger of Allah (lsat) went to the valley of 


mountain Uhud in the month of Safar 11AH and prayed 
for the martyred of Uhud as he left both the alive and 
the dead. After returning from Uhud, Rasool Allah 


Als) Came to Masjid-e-Nabvi and went to Minbar 


and said! | am the leader of the caravan you are 
witnessing. Indeed, | am looking at Kausar's pond at 
this time. | was given the keys to Earth and Earth’s 
treasures. | do not believe that you will worship idols 
after me, but the fear is that you will compete the 
world against one another. (Sahih Bukhari) 


One day, half of the night, Rasool Allah (#) went to the 
graveyard of “Jannat-ul-Baqi “and prayed for the rest. 


Rasool Allah (Als) said! O people of graves! Greet 


you; people are in a state; you should keep the 
blessing in which you are. Evils will follow one another 
like a rock, and it's worse than ever. Then, good news, 
we told the people we would meet you. 
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7.2. Start of illness 


On 29% Safar 11AH, Monday, the Prophet (#) went to 
Jannat-ul-Baqi for a funeral. On returning, | feel a 
headache and fever. This was a sign of the death of 


the Prophet Muhammad (lsc). In this illness, Rasool 


Allah (ls) led eleven prayers. 


It is narrated from Hazrat Omar (RA) that | came to 
Rasool Allah (,t'sst), the strip of cloth on the head of the 


Messenger of Allah (ls) was rapped, | put my hand 
on top of the fabric, so | felt like it too hot. | said this! O 
Messenger of Allah (Als)! | did not see anyone who 
was in severe trouble like yours. 


The Prophet (lsc) said! Indeed, | have more rewards 
than others. The most challenging tests came on 
Prophets rather than pious people and ordinary 
people. 

lbn Saad (ra) narrated that Hazrat Ali (RA) said! The 
sickness of Rasool Allah (sat) started on Wednesday, 


and after thirteen days of illness, Rasool Allah (Als) 
passed away. 


When the sickness began, the Messenger of Allah (#) 
was in the house of Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Maymuna 
(RA). After that, he stayed with her for seven days. 


When the disease became severe, Rasool Allah ( alse) 
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intensified to move to Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha 
Siddiqah’s (RA) house. During the remaining days of 


their life, the Prophet (ls) stayed with her until he 
passed away. 


Hazrat Ali (RA) and Hazrat Fazal bin Abbas (RA) help 
with shifting from the house of Hazrat Maymuna (RA) 
to Hazrat Ayesha’s (RA) house. Hazrat Ayesha (RA) 
recited Surat Falaq, Surat Nas, and Duaa for Rasool 


Allah (als). She slides her hand on Rasool Allah’s (sez ) 
skin for Barakah. 


It is narrated from Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) that 
The Prophet ('s&) said, "This is the effect of the poison 
that | had eaten in Khyber." 


In another narration from Hazrat, Ayesha (RA) said! 
Whenever Rasool Allah (sz) became sick, he recited 
the mentioned Duaa and slid his hand on his body. 
sks SGN CH ably WSs HUD Lol 
Laos liscrs tes si 
"O Allah! O food provider and creature of a human being, 
relieve me from distress and suffering. You have to heal 
and heal the name of the healing that You give to. Please 


provide me with health without suffering. 
(Masnad Ahmad, Ibn Majah) 


Five days before death, the temperature of the body 
was very intense, which was tough for him, so The 
Prophet (lsat) had a lot of trouble. He (Als%) said to 
give me a bath with water from seven different wells so 
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that | could go and talk to my companions. Then 
Rasool Allah (t's) sat in a tub, and water was poured 
on him until he said, stop it. | am satisfied now. 


After taking a bath, Rasool Allah (#) felt better; he 
went to the Masjid, and a cloth strep was tied on his 
head. He sat down on Minbar and gave a sermon; 
companions were around him. Rasool Allah (lsc) said! 
Curse on Jews and Christians who made the graves of 
Prophets idols and started worship. 

(Mautah Imam Malik) 


7.3. The Messenger of Allah (2) presented 
himself for accountability 


The Messenger of Allah (Als) presented himself for 


retribution and said, "If | have struck someone on the 
back, then he is on my back, so take revenge.” If 
someone is dishonored, my honor is present. Let him 
take revenge. A person said that | have three dirhams 


in charge of you. He ('%) told Hazrat Fazl bin Abbas 


(RA) to pay him. After that, he made a will about the 
Ansar and said! | bequeath you about the Ansar 
because they are my heart. They have fulfilled their 
obligations, but their rights have remained. Therefore, 
accept their good deeds and ignore their sins. 


There are a couple of narrations. Hazrat Mohammed 


(atssz) said! People will increase, and Ansar will 


decrease until they will be like salt in food. If your man 
is the guardian of a deed that brings benefit or harm, 
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he should accept their good deeds and pass away 
from their evil deeds. (Sahih Bukhari) 


The Messenger of Allah (alse) said! Allah has chosen a 


servant that will either give him whatever he wants 
from the glitter and beauty of the world, or he will 
determine what is with Allah, then this servant will 
choose what is with Allah. 


Hazrat Abu Saeed Khudri (RA) said that on hearing this, 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Sadiq (RA) started crying and said: 


Sacrifice my parents on you (ls). We were surprised 


to see this older man. The Messenger of Allah (tlss%) is 
talking about a servant, so he is saying: My mother and 
father sacrificed on you (Als) (but it became clear 
after a few days that) It was given that he was the 
Messenger of Allah ( a!ss) and Hazrat Abu Bakr Sadique 
(RA) was the most knowledgeable of us. (Sahih Bukhari) 


Then the Messenger of Allah ( alse) said! Abu Bakr Sadiq 


(RA) is my most benevolent friend regarding friendship 
and wealth. But (with him) is the brotherhood and love 
of Islam. No door should be left open in the masjid, but 
it should be closed without fail, except for the door of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Sadiq (RA). In the beginning, the doors 
of some houses opened inside the masjid. (Sahih Bukhari) 


Four days before his death, he was in a state of pain. 
Let me write you a text, after which you will never be 
misled. Many people were in the house then, including 
Hazrat Umar (Radi Allahu Taala Anhu). He said! He 


( Alsez) is overcome with pain at this time, and we have 
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the Qur'an, and this book of Allah is our guide. Then the 


Messenger of Allah (Als) said: Get up from me. 
(Sahih Bukhari) 


Then he (1342) made three wills. 


(1) Expulsion of the Jews, the Christians, and the 
Mishras from the territory of Al-Arab. 
(2) Do respect and welcome delegations in the 


same way as the Messenger of Allah (!ss) used 


to do. 

(3) The narrator said that the third thing he could not 
say with certainty was that it was holding tightly 
to the Book of Sunnah or the commandment not 
to allow the army of Usamah (RA) or enslaved 
people and enslaved people. It was a will of 
good behavior. 


IN some narrations, there are some_ instances 
mentioned in these words: 

» Exclamation to make a tomb prostrate 

» The desire to be pleased with Allah ( alse) 

» Good deeds with Ansar 

» Prophet (lst) said! That there is only a good 

dream left from the Prophecy. 

Despite the severity of the disease, the Prophet ( <lsst) 


continued to lead all the prayers by himself until that 
day, that is, until Thursday, four days before his death. 


On that day, he (lst) led the Maghrib prayer and 
recited Surah Al-Mursalat. This was his ( <tsaz) last prayer, 
which was offered in congregation. (Sahih Bukhari) 
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7.4, Abu Bakr Siddiqui's (RA) Imamate 


At the time of Esha prayer, Rasool Allah’s (#) illness they 
were increased that he could not go to the Masjid. 


Hazrat Ayesha (RA) said! Rasool Allah (se) asked! Did 
the people perform the Esha prayer? 


We said! No, Yaa Rasool Allah (lst), they are waiting 
for you. The Prophet (s:%) said: Bring a pot for shower 


a bath for me. Then Rasool Allah (ls) tried to get up, 


but he became faint. After some while, he came to 
consciousness and again asked! Are the people 
praying Esha Salat? 


We said! They are waiting for you. Again, he became 
faint due to weakness. It happened two or three times 
similarly to him. 


Finally, he sent a message that Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
led the prayer. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) led the 
prayers in the remaining days. That was seventeen 


prayers in the Prophet's ( <s%) life in illness. 


Hazrat Ayesha (RA) knew the nature of her father’s 
softheartedness’, so she said! Please tell someone else 
to lead the prayer because he could not do it due to 


grift. Rasool Allah (s%&) said strictly to say Abu Bakr 
( alse) for leading the Salat. (Sahih Bukhari) 


On Saturday or Sunday, Rasool Allah (lst) felt better, 
so he came for Zohar prayer with the helo of two 
companions. Hazrat Abu Bakr (,t!s:%) was leading the 
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prayer. When he saw Rasool Allah (iss) was coming, 
he intended to step back, but Rasool Allah (#) hinted 
to stay. Rasool Allah (Ast) sits on the side of Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA). Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) started to follow 
Rasool Allah (sz), and other companions followed 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


One day before the demise, the Prophet (Als) freed 


all his slaves. There were seven dinars in the house. He 
did charity. He donated his weapons to the 
companions. Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) brought the 
oil from a neighbor to light the lamp. 


7.5. Abu Bakr Siddique’s Residence 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) saw the 
condition of Rasool Allah (ls) was now better, he 


went to his home in Sikh to see his wife Habiba bint 
Kharja (RA). (Al-Seerat Al-Nabawiyah) 


7.6. Last Day of the Prophet’s (=) Life 


It is narrated from Hazrat Anas (a6 4bl2,) on Monday 
morning that the Muslims were busy in Fajr prayer. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was leading the prayer. 
Suddenly, the Prophet (#) unveiled the curtain; at that 
time, Companions were busy making the Saff (standing 
in a straight line for worship). The Prophet (lsc) saw 


and smiled; when Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) saw 
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that Rasool Allah (#) was looking, he intended to move 
back, but Rasool Allah (#) indicated him to stay for 
prayer and fell down the curtain. The Muslim felt so 
happy that he would be done with the prayers. 


(Sahih Bukhari) 


Then, there was no time for any other prayer came on 
the Messenger of Allah (lyse). 


7.7. Last breath of the Prophet (#) 


The Prophet (lst) was taking his last breath. Hazrat 
Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) said: The blessing of Allah is yoon 
me that the Messenger of Allah (ls) took his last 


breath with my chest on my turn day at my home. At 
the time, Allah Almighty collected the blessings of the 


saliva of the Messenger of Allah (<lssé). 

That is because Abdur Rahman bin Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) came to see Rasool Allah (sez) Holding a Miswak 
(Tooth Brush). The Prophet (ss) pointed at Miswak. | 
understood that he (Asst) wanted to brush his teeth. | 
said, "O Messenger of Allah (jlsez), do you want to use 
it? He (Alsat) tells by indicating yes. | took the Miswak 


from my brother and gave Rasool Allah (sz). | felt it 
was hard for him that | said! Do | soften it for you? 
Rasool Allah (Als) said yes. | chewed it with my teeth, 
and then it became well soft. | gave it to Rasool Allah

( alse). RaSOol Allah (Als) brushed his teeth thoroughly. 


There was water in the bowl; the Prophet (#) was 
putting his hand in the water and slid on the face and 
said! 


aul Say 
(There is no god other than Allah) 
There are difficulties of death. (Sahih Bukhari) 
After doing Miswak the Prophet (Asst) indicated the 
finger to the roof and said, 
penta ipes igigleal, Bde Sipableaeas 
Eye 4 2 2 “7? avers a 
Chobe! sigs Ghai) OWE OF 
Gonlsa5al) hones 
Those who obey Allah and the Messenger are with those 
whom Allah has blessed, namely, the prophets, the 


Siddiqeen, the Shuhada’ and the righteous. And excellent are 
they as companions. (Surah An Nisa - 69) 


CUE) Gab JL BBall, Goel d RE! oghll) 


Rasool Allah (,lss) said this sentence thrice, his hand 
fell down and he passed away. 


“ga Salt Gly au GP” 


This incident was on 12th Rabiul-Awwal 11*AH on 
Monday brunch time. Age was at that time 63 years. 
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The Messenger of Allah ( lsat) didn’t leave any Dinar or 


Dirham or the enslaved person. Just leave a white mule 
and weapons. Apart from this, a land which has made 
charity for the Ummah. At the time of death, the 
Prophet's (#) chain armor was mortgaged to a Jew in 
return for thirty kilograms of barley. (Sahih Bukhari) 


7.8 News of the death of Rasool Allah (#) 


On listening to the news of the death of The Prophet 
(=), Muslims were shocked and lost their senses. They 
lost their soeech and afflicted their minds. People were 
astonished by sadness. Hazrat Uthman (RA) could not 
do anything. Hazrat Ali (RA) was sitting there. He was 
not able to move. Hazrat Omar (RA) pulled out the 
sword and said, "If anyone says that the Messenger of 


Allah (tls) has passed away, then | will kill him." Hazrat 
Anas (RA) said, "We have never seen such a dark day." 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) came from a Sikh 
residence and went to the Masjid without talking to 
anybody. Then, he went to Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah's 
(RA) residence. Rasool Allah ( Atssz) was lying down on 


the bed, and a Yemeni cloth sheet was covered on 
him. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) opened his face, 
bowed, kissed him, and started crying. Then Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, my parents do sacrifice 
on you. 


Wallah! Allah will not give death twice on you. The 
death which was under the authority was overtaken 


on you. YOu (Asst) will also be good in your life and also 
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take death happily. On the death of the Prophet 


Muhammad (sce), the thing which was disconnected 
from the world is Prophecy (Nabuwah). 


You are above the praises. You are free from sadness. 
You were full of living, and every ordinary person was 
respectable in your eyes. If our death would have 
been in our power, then we would have offered our 
lives in return for your death. If you did not forbid crying, 
we would have lost the eyes of blind people on you. 
So, which we cannot change, it has changed the 
meaning of this world. Those who live together do not 
turn away. (Sahih Bukhari) 


O Allah! Send my peace for my Lord Messenger ( Alsc&). 


O Messenger of Allah (ls)! Remember us with your 
Lord. Place us in your heart, which you have given us 
touch and comfort. If not, we could not establish the 
truth that was still right. O Allah! Please send our Salam 
to your Prophet (sz) and keep our memory in his 
heart. 


Then Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) came to the people who 
were in extreme disorder and great sadness. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) gave a sermon. Hazrat Abdullah bin 
Abbas (RA) narrated that when Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
came to the public, then Hazrat Omar (RA) was saying! 


Wa-Allah! Rasool Allah ( jlse) did not die. He will return 
as Hazrat Musa (AS) came back. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said to Hazrat Omar 


(RA): "Sit down. Hazrat Omar (RA) refused, and then 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) left him and attracted the public. 
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7.9 Sermon of Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 


O People! | bear witness that there is none worthy of 
worship except ALLAH, the One alone, without a 


partner, and | bear witness that Muhammad (ilss%) is 


His Servant and Messenger. | witness that the BOOK is 
as it revealed, and the religion is as it was ritual in the 


beginning. Hadith is as mentioned Rasool Allah (Alscz). 
Allah is the One, as He said, and Allah is All-Sufficient 
for His creatures. 

Then said! O People! Those who worship the Prophet 
Muhammad (tls) knew that doubtfully Muhammad 


(als) Nad proved leave this world and whoever 
worships Allah, let him know that Allah is alive. He will 
never die. Then he recited this Ayat:

It was then said! Hey! Allah has already indicated 
about the death of Rasool Allah (lst). So, it is not 
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harmful to panic; indeed, Allah likes something for the 
Prophet He Has (Hereafter rewards). It is not What you 


have (world). Rasool Allah (saz) has left behind the 


Sunnah and of the book for guidance for you so that 
who stirred them and did well and whoever made a 
mistake in those two, he did evil. 


O Believers! You become a follower of Justice; Satan 
does not mislead you from your loyalty to the Prophet 


(als) and turn away from your religion. So before 


taking the devil into temptation, take good deeds and 
make it Shaitan as helpless and powerless. Do not let 
the devil come so close to you and get you in any 
temptation. (Sahih Bukhari) 


Hazrat lbn Abbas (RA) narrated that Wa-Allah! It seems 
that Allah had not previously known that Allah 
revealed this verse, and when Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq 
(RA) said, we learned this verse. Now, whoever knew 
that whatever he heard, he had to recite it out. 


It is narrated from Hazrat Saeed bin Musayyab (RA) 
that Hazrat Omar (RA) said, "| have come to conscious 
when | heard this verse recite Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
| switched them out and heard that the fate of the 


Prophet (Als) Nas been established, so | will not be 


able to bear my burden on my feet and will fall fo the 
ground. (Sahih Bukhari) 
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7.10. Abu Bakr Siddique's allegiance 


After the death of Rasool Allah (Alt), the question 
raised of who would be the successor of Rasool Allah 
(als). After the death of Rasool Allah (ss), family 


members of Rasool Allah (#) gathered at Hazrat 
Fatima’s (RA) residence, other Muslims gathered with 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), and Ansar gathered 
with Hazrat Saad bin lbadah (RA) in Saqgifah Bani 
Saadah. 


During that time, someone told Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) and Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) that the 
Ansar were gathered in the Saqifah and discussing the 
matter of Khilafah. Therefore, you should reach the 
destination immediately so that what matters is fixed 
and could make a difference between Muslims. 

(Ibn Hisham) 


Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) said to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddig (RA), "We should walk with our Ansari brothers so 
that the matter can be taken." Hazrat Abu Obadiah 
bin Jarrah (RA) was also accompanied. When they 
reached there, Hazrat Saad bin lbadah (RA) was 
present, covered with a sheet of cloth because he was 
not feeling well. After getting there, Ansar's sermon 
described their talent, told their virtues, and showed his 
right to Khilafah. (Ibn Hisham) 


After this, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) gave his 
opinion. They described the virtues of Muhajireen and 
then mentioned the virtue of Ansar and_ their 
proclamation of Islam. What was revealed about the 
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Ansar, which was revealed in the Quran, and what the 
Prophet (alse) said in their glory? 


He said! You know that Rasool Allah (sz) had been 
told that if people walk in a valley and Ansar will take 
the second valley, | will walk in the valley where Ansar 
will go. Then he said, " Arabs will not accept anyone 
other than Quresh, so Amir should be from Quresh, and 
you will be his minister and adviser. Therefore, you can 
agree to one of these two people.” Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA) said this by holding the hands of Hazrat Omar 
(RA), and Hazrat Abu Obadiah bin Jarrah (RA) sat in 
the middle. Hazrat Abu Obadiah bin Jarrah (RA) said, 
"It is not appropriate for anyone after the Messenger of 
Allah (ss) to he should give superiority to Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) to anyone else. He is the comrade of The 
Prophet (Alsat) in the cave. The second (Sani Asnain) of 
the Messenger of Allah (#) has been the imam of 
prayers during the days of the Prophet's (Alsez) sickness. 
There is no other one suitable for this work. 

(Fateh al-Bari, Sunnan Abu Daud) 


It is narrated from Abdullah bin Masood (RA) that Ansar 
said on this occasion to select one leader from you 
and one from us. Hazrat Omar (RA) said, "O Ansar! You 
do not know that the Messenger of Allah (lsz) had 
done Abu Bakr (RA) kept ahead for the prayers Imam, 
so whoever of you would like to proceed Abu Bakr 
(RA). After hearing this, Ansar said! We ask for refuge 


from Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). (ue! wine) 
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Hamid bin Abdur Rahman (ra) narrated that Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) addressed Hazrat Saad ibn lbadah (RA), 
"You know that once you were sitting in the meeting of 


Rasool- Allah (Asse), then he said that Qureshi would be 


of Khilafah. Good for them will be good, and evil for 
evil. Hearing this, Hazrat Saad bin lbadah (RA) said. 
You told the truth! We are ministers and you rulers. 


(am! rms) 


Imam Ibn' Arabi Maliki (ra) described that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) argued based on Qureshi’s 


elaborate caliphate on the blessings of Prophet ( Alsé), 


who acted well with Ansar, accepting his good deeds 
and forgiving related to Ansar. 


On this, Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) said! O Abu Bakr! You 
stretched out your hand. He extended his hand. First, 
Hazrat Omar (RA) pledged allegiance on his hand, 


then the Muhgajirs imposed allegiance, and then Ansar 
promised allegiance. 


The second narration is that Hazrat Omar (RA) took the 
hand of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) for allegiance, 
so Hazrat Usaid bin Khudair (RA) Ansari and Hazrat 
Bashar ibn Saad (RA) rose to take allegiance. Still, 
Hazrat Omar (RA) will stand on them. When all these 
people unanimously devoted allegiance to Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) hand, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said the sermon. This initial allegiance 
happened in Saqifah Bani Saadah, and on the second 
day, the allegiance was opened unanimously in 
Masjid-e-Nabvi. 
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7.11 Caliph Abu Bakr’s (RA) Sermon 


O People: | am appointed as your guardian, and | am 
no better than you. If you look at me right, you should 
help, look at me in vain, and correct me. As long as | 
obey Allah, you follow and do not obey me if | disobey 
Allah. The strongest of you is weak near me unless | 
receive the right, and the weak of you is vital in front of 
me unless | give its right. 


Which nation forbids Jihad; Allah disgrace them. In a 
country that spreads wickedness that destroys, Allah 
causes suffering. Look, you insist that! am more entitled 
to this responsibility, then do work hard to cooperate 
with me and remember that | ama human and Satan 
is behind me. If you ever look at me in anger, then go 
up and obey me while | am straight, and when | 
deviate, you should straighten me. | want to say that | 
am seeking forgiveness from Allah for myself and you. 


But despite this, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) did not 
consider his choice, but he announced in the city for 
three days that a ban on allegiance on people is 
unnecessary. They can choose another person 
suitable for Khilafah. But this was the only candidate 
that came forward.

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8.0. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) 
Caliphate era 


8.1 The Meaning of the Caliphate 


Khalifa means successor, and Khilafat implies 
succession. But in Shariah and historical terms, the 
meaning of caliph is closely related to king or sultan. 
Some people among the Muslims raised various 
objections regarding the successors of the Messenger 
of Allah #. Some were considered guilty and cruel, and 
some were innocent and oppressed. However, a 
person cannot complain or object to the caliphate. 
Allah Ta’‘ala has assigned the kingdom of the earth and 
the caliphate to be given or taken away by Him alone. 
This work is not attributed to any human being. This was 
the reason why the Prophet # himself did not provide 
any order regarding the selection, determination, and 
appointment of the Caliph. 


In the Holy Qur'an are instructions about what the 
Caliph should do and what should be avoided and 
feared. It also explained which reform works make one 
worthy of Khilafah. But it did not say who will be the 
caliph of Rasulullah *, i.e., who will be the ruler after 
him. Even the slightest detail of prayer, fasting, Hajj, 
Zakat, the rights of Allah, and the rights of the servants 
have been openly described by the Sharia of Islam, 
but it has not determined the succession of the 
Prophet (#). The wisdom was that Allah bestows 
Khilafah on whom He wills and provides such means 
that the deserving Khilafah gets Khilafah. The task of 
attaining the Khilafah is beyond human efforts and 
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contrivances. Allah Ta'ala Himself revealed by His 
actions who among the Muslims was the first to 
deserve the Caliphate and who was later. Fighting this 
issue, arguing, and objecting is futile as if objecting to 
Allah Ta'ala. Who should be the Caliph after the 
Messenger of Allah #2? The answer is clear: the one who 
could not become the caliph is saying that the one 
who became the calioh did not deserve to be the 
caliph. In other words, to say that Allah does not make 
a caliph or that Allah could not make the one whom 
He wanted to make a caliph and was defeated by 
human devices. (Nauzubillah). The condition of those 
who object to the caliphate of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq 
(RA) is like that of a person who, after hearing a 
decision against his will in a judge's court, comes out of 
the court and starts cursing the judge. His abuse does 
not change the decision of the court, nor does the 
judge's judgment deteriorate. (History of Islam) 


8.2. Difference between the Khilafah 
Administration and Khilafah Murshid 


Different scholars believe the following verses of Surat 
al-Nur, which the word '"Khilafah" has said, are meant 
by a Sheikh to make any of his successors. 
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(Surah Al Noor - 55) 
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Allah has promised those of you who believe and do good 
deeds that He will certainly make them (His) vicegerents in 
the land, as He made those before them, and will certainly 

establish for them their religion which He has chosen for 
them, and will undoubtedly give them peace in place of fear 
in which they were before; (provided that) they worship Me, 
ascribing no partner to Me. And those who turn infidel after 

that are the transgressors. 
(Surah Al Noor - 55) 


But there is a difference between these two caliphs. 
Peer and Murshid are the rulers of their followers, but 
their priorities are towards believers’ apparent and 
spiritual correction. However, the Khilafah 
administration dominates the earth, and its work is to 
implement the orders of Allah on the planet. To 
understand the meaning of the caliph, the Quran 
describes examples of Adam (AS) and Dawood (AS). 
(History of Islam, Akbar Shah pp.237) 


8.3. Khalifa tur-Rasool Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 


Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) said: After the death of 
Rasool Allah (sez), hypocrites made great sedition. 


Many people in Arabia became apostates; some 
people refused to give Zakat. So, many difficulties 
were gathered that even if there were on the 
mountain, it could not afford, but my father, Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), fought every hardship with 
great dignity. (Ibn Asakar) 


In hadith, Nabvi mentioned the Khilafah of Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA), a lady came to Rasool Allah (#), 
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and the Messenger of Allah (Asst) ordered her to be 


re-present. The woman said, "O Messenger of Allah! If | 
come and you do not be, or you died? The Prophet 


(tte) said! (GUISE Ged dol 


If you cannot find me, visit Abu Bakr (RA). 
(Sahih Bukhari, Muslim) 


Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) narrates that the Messenger 
of Allah (saz) said: | was asleep, | saw a dream, | was 


taking out the water, standing on my pool and plowing 
the people, so Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) came to them, 
they took the bowl from my hand so he could comfort 
me, and he took two buckets. Water was sufficient to 
extract, and Allah would forgive them. Then Ibn 
Khattab (RA) came, and he took a bucket from him, 
so | saw him pulling more powerfully. Even people 
returned after drinking water, and the pool was filled 
with water. 


(Sahih al-Muslim: 1861) 


Imam Shafai (ra) said! The dream of the Prophets (#) 
was also a revelation, and it was a weakness in getting 
water, indicating that the duration of Khilafah was 
shortened and soon died. During the era of Hazrat 
Omar’s (RA), Islamic Khilafah increased, and his term 
was too long. 
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8.4. Consensus of Sahabah 


Hazrat Abu Bakr bin Ayash (RA) narrated that Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is the natural successor of the 


Prophet (Als), as Allah said! 


(dala) pb S| 


The whole verse proves the reason for the caliphate of 
Siddique Akbar (RA): Siddigqeen (truthful people) are 
meant to be companions. The prophet (lst) said 


whoever Sadiq, he can never do anything wrong. All 
companions used to say Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
“Khalifate al-Rasool Ullah.” Ibn Kathir (ra) has written 
that this argument is significant for Khilafah. 


Imam Shafai (ra) has narrated that Khilafah (Abu-Bakr 
Siddique) is correct, which is no doubt. People were 
disturbed by the depart of the Messenger of Allah 


(L'sct), So at that time, other than Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA), 


people did not find good in their hearts; they gave 
allegiance to his hands by giving him their worldly 
affairs. 


It is narrated from Mu'awiyah bin Quragh (ra) that no 
companion had doubts about Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique's (RA) Caliphate. It is a fact that the 
Companions never agreed with any error. 


Hakim (ra) has narrated from Ibn Masood (RA) that 
when Allah says good, the Muslims believe good, and 
the thing that Allah says wrong is worse by Muslims. And 
the fact is that all the companions made Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) a Caliph unanimously. 
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Hakim (ra) narrated that Abu Sufyan bin Hareb said 
one day, Hazrat Ali (RA) said that a few people of 
Quresh's allegiance are ordinary. If you want, we 
would have created a majority for you. Hazrat Ali (RA) 
said to him. O Abu Sufyan! So, you were an enemy of 
Islam and Muslims. | do not see any fault in Abu Bakr's 
(RA) Khilafah; he is capable of the caliphate in every 
way. (Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


8.5. Prediction of Khilafat Siddique Akbar (RA) 


Hazrat Jarir narrated that once the Prophet (t's.%) said 


to Sahabah. Come with me to go to Quba. We will 
give them special greetings. The companions came 


with the Messenger of Allah (ss). The people of Quba 
welcomed Rasool Allah (ls). Then the Messenger of 
Allah (t's) said O people! Bring black stones from the 


stone. Enough stones are gathered. The Prophet ( Alscé ) 
marked a line across the Qibla, picked up a stone, and 
placed it with the line. Then said to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA)! " O Abu Bakr (RA) Pick a stone and put it in the 
side form of mine. Then said Hazrat Omar (RA)! O Omar 
(RA)! Pick a stone and put it in line with Abu Bakr's 
stone. And then the Prophet (st) saw Hazrat Usman 
Ghani (RA) and said! O Usman! Put a stone in the same 
line as Omar's stone. Then Rasool Allah (ss) saw the 
People again and said: Every person picks up his stone 
and keeps it on the line wherever he wants. (Tibrani) 
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The last sentence of this Hadith is to consider where 
every person put his stone on this line. Rasool Allah 


(alse) himself said to Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) that you 


should keep the stone beside his stone, and then 
asked Hazrat Omar (RA) to keep the stone with the 
stone of Abu Bakr (RA) and Hazrat Usman Ghani (RA) 
put his stone beside Hazrat Omar's (RA) stone. It 
indicates that the caliph after me will be Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA), and after that, Hazrat Omar (RA), and after 
them, Hazrat Usman (RA) will be Caliph. 

(Ibn Habban, Bayhagi) 


Jabir bin Abdullah narrated that Rasool Allah (Als) 
said! 

Tonight, | was shown a pious man and Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA) was with him, Hazrat Omar (RA) was with Hazrat 


Abu Bakr (RA), and Hazrat Usman (RA) was with Hazrat 
Omar (RA). (Ibn Habban) 


Hazrat Jabir says that when we arose from Prophet 
Karim (,lssz), we said! The pious man was the Prophet 


(), and those who are with him are the great ones 
who bear the deposit of the prophet who followed him 
afterward. 
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8.6. Osama bin Zaid's (RA) Lashkar 


The Messenger of Allah (ls) prepared a Lashkar in 


Safar 11 AH before his depart from this world, 
including the companions of the Ansar and the 
Muhaijirs, and the commander of this army had made 
Hazrat Osama bin Zaid (RA). The army was ordered to 
fight with the Romans by going to the territory of Balqa 
and Palestine. Two days before the death of the 


Messenger of Allah (ls), the preparation of the army 


was complete. The Messenger of Allah (lsc) said to 


Osama bin Zaid (RA)! Go to the place where your 
father was martyred. Fear well there; | set your chief in 
the army. (Fateh al-Bari) 


The Messenger of Allah (lst) became sick two days 


before the army departure. The army was encamped 
at the place of “Jerf” (that was 5km from Madinah). 
When they heard the sad news of the depart of Rasool 


Allah (als) from this world, they came back to 
Madinah. (Fateh al-Bari) 


8.6.1. Departure order to Osama’s Lashkar 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), on the third day of the 
death of the Holy Prophet (#), announced by a person 
that the decision to send Osama's Lashkar to the 
Roman Empire had been made so every soldier of the 
army would leave the Madinah. They should have 
reached the Jerf, where the army was encamped. 
After this announcement, Sahabah advised Hazrat 
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Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) that the people sent to this 
Lashkar-e-lslam are prominent. The situation in which 
Arab is happening is in front of you. So, in this delicate 
situation, it is not appropriate that you separate a large 
number of Muslims from yourself. If this party were here, 
you would be more helpful. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) did not accept this 
suggestion and said! 


O People! If your number is low and the number of 
enemies is high, then Satan will take you to his path. By 
Allah! Allah will overcome this religion in all religions, 
even though the polytheists do not like this thing. Allah's 
promise is accurate, and Allah says. We kill the 
falsehood with truth. He keeps it, grinding it and seeing 
it become void. Another place is to know Allah. On 
many occasions, such a small group prevailed with the 
command of Allah against big falsehood. 


O People! If | live alone in the fight against evil, | will pay 
the right of jinad to be killed, or my excuse will be 
accepted. By the name of Allah! In whose hand is Abu 
Bakr's life, | believe that if the forest beasts can take me 
up, | willsend Osama's army, as the Messenger of Allah 


(lst) ordered him to send. | will send the military if 
there is none other than me in these settlements. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) accompanied the Lashkar for 
some distance to leave Hazrat Osama’s (RA) Lashkar. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was walking at that 
time, and Hazrat Abdur Rahman ibn Awf (RA) was 
holding the nose-string of the camel Hazrat Osama bin 
Zaid (RA) was riding. Hazrat Osama bin Zaid (RA) 
requested to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA)! "O 
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Khalifa-Al-Rasool! You either ride, or | come down for a 
walk with you. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! 


You will not get down off the ride, nor will | ride. What 
harm am | doing to make a move for the walking 
distance in the path of Allah Almighty? In the Jihad, 
seven hundred good deeds are written for every step, 
seven hundred levels are raised, and seven hundred 
sins are forgiven. (Tarikh Tibri) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said to Hazrat Osama 
(RA) if you feel appropriate, leave Hazrat Omar (RA) 
with me for my help. Hazrat Osama (RA) liked Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) suggestion and allowed 
Hazrat Omar (RA) to return. Hazrat Omar (RA) returned 
to Madinah to hand over his work with Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). (Tarikh Tibri) 


8.6.2. Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) advises to Hazrat 
Osama bin Zaid (RA) 


Do not betray. 

Do not do evil. 

Do not cheat anyone. 

Do not cut organs after killing. 

Do not kill older adults, women and children. 
Do not cut or burn palm and fruit trees. 

Do not slaughter a cow or camel except for 
food.

Apart from this, he advised Osama (RA) to consider the 
orders of the Messenger of Allah (alse). Start the war 


from the population of Qada’ah, then the Abele. 
(Today, this region is located in the south of Jordan) 
(Tarikh Tibri) 


8.6.3. Victory of Osama bin Zaid (RA) 


According to the instructions of the Messenger of Allah 
( alse) and Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Osama (RA) spread 


his horses in the tribal areas of Qada’ah and 
succeeded with a complete attack, then he attacked 
the Abele and conquered. | took it and got lots of 
booties. This success was seated in the entire region. 
Heraclius (King) received reports of the death of the 


Messenger of Allah (lssz) and the attacks of Hazrat 


Osama bin Zaid (RA) together. It also sat in the hearts 
of the Romans of the power and strength of the 
Muslims, and they surprised the wonder that his leader 
died, and these people still attacked our heads. Even 
though the Arabs were feared surrounded by Muslims, 
they started saying that if they had no power, the army 
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would not send them. Such a big army is the reason for 
their energy. After thinking of this, they stopped doing 
many actions that were intended to do against 
Muslims. After forty Hazrat, Osama bin Zaid (RA) 
returned to Madinah after victory; when the Lashkar of 
Osama (RA) reached Madinah, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) came out of the city with Sahabah to a 
great warm welcome. (Tarikh Tibri) 


8.7. Governor and their area during the reign 
of the Holy Prophet (=) 


It is narrated from Ikramah (ra) and Qasim ibn 
Muhammad (ra) that when the Messenger of Allah 


( Alsez) Passed away: 


Attab bin Usaid (RA) was the governor of Makkah, and 
Tahir bin Abi Halah (RA) was the leader of the area 
surrounding Makkah. Attab (RA) was the chief of Bani 
Kananah, and Tahir (RA) was the chief of “Akk.” The 


Prophet (saz) said that the leadership of Ikramah 
would be for the generation of Banu Maad bin Adnan. 


Taif and surrounding areas were under Usman bin Abi 
al-Aas (RA) and Malik bin Awf al-Nasri (RA). Usman was 
the governor of urban areas, and Malik was the 
governor of the rural regions. Most people in that area 
were from Banu Huwazan. Najran and their places 
were under Omro bin Harm (RA) and Abu Sufyan bin 
Harb (RA). Omro bin Harm (RA), which led the Salat 
and Abu Sufyan (RA), is deputed to recover taxes. 
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Zama and from Zubaid to the border of the Najran 
area were under Khalid bin Saeed (RA). 


Hamadan was under Amir bin Shaher (RA). 


The Governor of Sana’a was Firoz Alwelmi (RA). 
Dazuya (RA) and Qais bin Al maksuh (RA) were his 
helpers. Yallah bin Umaiyah (RA) was the governor of 
Jund. Abu Musa Al-Ashari (RA) was the governor of 
Marib. The area of Ashari was with Akk, and Tahir bin 
Abi Halah (RA) was the governor of both regions. 


Hazrat Maaz bin Jabal (RA) taught all these areas. So, 
he travels to these areas to teach knowledge of Islam. 
(Tarikh Tibri) 


8.8. Campaign against the Zakat defaulters 


As the news of the Messenger of Allah's (lst) death 


spread out, many tribes’ apostates from Islam. Some 
tribes were established on Islam, but they refused to 
pay zakat. Some tribes wanted relaxation in Salat and 
Zakat. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) gave the sermon 
to the people. He spoke! 


Praise be to Allah and the Most Merciful, greeting and 
blessing for the Messenger of Allah ( <lssz). 
All praise is for Allah, Who made arrangements for 


guidance, and HE is enough for all his creatures. Who 
provided all the necessary providing? Almighty Allah 


(#) sent The Prophet (ls) with the truth. When the 


Messenger of Allah (lst) announced his prophecy, 
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Iskam was a stranger to the people, and they were not 
ready to accept it. Ahle-Kitab (Jews & Christians) were 
misguided. Almighty Allah was angry against their sins 
and evil deeds. They distorted the books of Allah and 
started worshiping many gods. They were needy and 
misguided. Allah created the best of all nations by 


unifying them with the Holy Prophet (Als) and helped 


them against others. Then, the Prophet (#) departed 
from this world, and Satan comprehended them. Even 


Almighty Allah talked about Rasool Allah (lyse). 
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Muhammad (#2) is not but a messenger. [Other] 
messengers have passed on before him. So, if he was to 
die or be killed, would you turn back on your heels [to 
unbelief]? And he who turns back on his heels will never 
harm Allah at all, but Allah will reward the grateful. 


(Surah Ale Imran — 144) 


O People! The Arab tribes around you have refused to 
give zakat to their sheep, goats, and camels. Although 
your blessings of prophecy have been lifted, you were 
stronger today in your religion; you were never so 
intense. You were on the edge of the pit of fire, and 


Allah saved you by His Messenger (Alsez). 


By Allah! | will continue to fight for the cause of Allah's 
religion until Allah fulfills His promise and we become 
martyrs and go to Paradise. This happiness will be 
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achieved by the one who will continue to be the 
caliph of Allah on earth and the inheritor of His religion. 
Allah Almighty's decisions are irrevocable, and Allah 
has said that Allah has promised those among you 
who believe and do good deeds that He will give them 
the Khilafah of the earth. 


These apostates sent a delegation to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) for discussion. They spoke very fearlessly 
and audaciously that O Abu Bakr (RA)! If you want us 
to remain Muslims, then you must accept our 
conditions. When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq heard this 
kind of conversation, he became furious and said! 


This cannot happen at all. Neither can the prayer be 
reduced nor the zakat be waived on the teacher. 
Remember! Abu Bakr (RA) will fight you even for 
something as trivial as a rope and will bring you to your 
end, even if there is no one to help me in this matter, 
as long as | have life in my body and a sword in my 
hand. | will continue to do it, and | will eliminate the 
apostates and leave them. 


In this regard, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddig (RA) consulted 
the Companions (RA). Some Companions, including 
Hazrat Umar (RA), advised that this time was unsuitable 
for war. Hearing this, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique replied. 
By Allah! If these people refuse to give even a rope or 
a goat kid, which they used to pay during the time of 
the Messenger of Allah #, then | will fight them—on this, 
Hazrat Omar said! How will you fight with these people 
when the Messenger of Allah # told you that | will fight 
with them until they say La ilaha illa Allah Muhammad 
is the Messenger of Allah? 
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A) gue pl noes AUT ST AY 


Whoever reads this word will find the shedding of 
wealth, life, and blood forbidden to me. However, the 
payment of the rights that will be Wajib on him will be 
demanded from him, and Allah will take the account 
of his intention from him. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) remained firm in his 
position and said! By Allah! | will challenge them to 
understand the difference between prayer and zakat 
because zakat is a right to property, and the 
Messenger of Allah (#) said that those who accept 
Islam will be asked to pay for their rights anyway. 
Seeing the determination of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), Hazrat Umar Faroog (RA) said, "By Allah, | have 
come to know that you are on the right and Allah 
Ta'ala has given you the rank of president to fight 
against the Zakat deniers, and that is the truth." What 
you say. (History of the Caliphs) 


When the deniers of Zakat realized that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was not ready to compromise in this 
matter and would use force against those who did not 
pay Zakat, they started preparing to attack Madinah. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) made arrangements so 
that the deniers of Zakat were defeated, and they ran 
away and finally agreed to pay Zakat. 
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8.9. Claiming false prophecy & Khatam-e- 
Nabuwah 


False prophecies are not the only problems of today. 
The sedition of the false prophecies revealed at the 


time of the Prophet (A's). The name of this false 


prophet was Masalamah Kizzab. The end of this 
movement is done by Hazrat Siddique Akbar (RA). 
There is no exaggeration. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) dealt with this strictly without any softness or 
weakness to claim Masalmeh’s false prophesy, got his 
head in the dust, and conveyed the message to the 
whole world. As long as one Muslim is present on the 
ground, the Prophet's Prophethood will never let any 
unclean, false, and ungrateful person suffer. Even 
today, in “Sedition of Qadianiat (Lair Mirza Ghulam 
Ahmed Qadiani),” this fate is turning away by 
becoming a serpent regarding merits and prudence. 
The need is to crush it with the spirit of Siddique Akbar 
(RA), and it is not permissible to give up on the beloved 


prophet (lst). This is the requirement of love.

It is an open reality that Hazrat Muhammad Rasool 
Allah (,lsz) is the last and final Prophet. Quran and 
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Hadiths are evident in clear words, and Muslim nations 
unanimously stand on this faith. The person who claims 
to be against will be considered an infidel and 
apostate. If he insists on it, he will be killed. 


8.9.1. Sajah and Banu Tamim 


During the period of apostatizes, the people of Banu 
Tamim had different views. Some of them were angry 
with Isham again. Some people refused to give Zakat. 
And some people send their Zakat to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). Some people were waiting for how the 
situation went on, for someone to be strengthened 
and be with them. At that time, Sajah bint Harith 
reached them. She belonged to the Banu Taghlab 
and belonged to Christianity. She also claimed 
prophecy. With this, she had a group of people of her 
thoughts. They intended to fight with Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). When she passed through Banu Tamim, 
she invited them to her prophecy, and the people of 
Banu Tamim believed her to be a prophet and obeyed 
her. Prominent leaders of that tribe, Malik bin Novara 
and Atarud bin Hajib, and other leaders believed in 
her. They decided that they would not fight with each 
other. When Malik bin Novara reconciled with the 
peace agreement, he intended to fight with Banu 
Yarboe. And Sajah also welcomed the decision. Then 
they turned on the Yamamah to snatch away that 
area from Masalamah. Some of the leaders of Banu 
Tamim were afraid of Masalamah Kizzab, and they 
suggested that Masalamah (Kizzab) had caught a lot 
of power. But Sajah stressed that she should be broken 
down Masalamah, depart like a pigeon, and cut off 
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the enemy. Fight with the enemy, and you will not 
have any hesitation. The people were ready to fight 
with Masalamah (Kizzab). When Masalamah (Kizzab) 
received news about her, he became scared. He was 
fighting with Samama bin Asal (RA) at the time. Lashkar 
of Hazrat Ikramah (RA) was about to reach for their 
help. They were also waiting for Hazrat Khalid bin Walid 
(RA), who was coming to fight with Masalamah Kizzab. 
Masalamah (Kizzab) sent a representative to the Sajah 
and called for peace. He guarantees that if she comes 
from his intention, he will give her half the land which 
he had promised. 


In addition, he wrote a letter saying he wanted to meet 
her with some people from his nation. Then, he took 
forty people to complete her. Both of them gathered 
ina tent, and when he was with her, he offered to give 
half the land, which she accepted. Masalamah Kizzab 
said! God heard the listener, and when he was 
seduced, greed on goodness and the matter was OK. 


Then he said to Sajah! Would you like me to marry, then 
we capture Arabs with you? The Sajah was pleased. 
Sajah was with him for three days and then returned to 
his people. 


People asked what dower Masalamah (Kizzab) gave 
you. Or did he marry you without a dower? Sajah sent 
aman to ask him for a dower. He said that you should 
mail your friend to me. He sent the Shes bin Rabii to 
him. Masalamah (Kizzab) said to him! Go to your 


people and tell them that the Messenger of Allah ( ssf ) 


has brought the prayers; | have forgiven you two 
prayers, Fajr and Esha. It is a dower of Sajah. 
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When Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) arived at 
Yamamah, she took half the land revenue from 
Masalamah (Kizzab) and fled towards Banu Taghlab. 
(Al-Badayah wa Al-Nihayah) 

In Khilafat's Amir Mu'awiyah (RA) era, he transferred 
Banu Tamim to Kufa and was comforted in the Hazrat 
Qayqah bin Omro (RA) house. Sajah also came to Kufa 
with them and became a Muslim. (Tarikh Tibri) 


8.9.2. Masalamah Kizzab 


A delegation of Banu Hanifa attended the service of 
the Messenger of Allah (ls) in 10! AH. Masalamah 
Kizzab was accompanied with Jaran bin Ghanam, 
Talaq bin Ali, Salman bin Hanzalah. All people 
accepted Islam. 


The name of Masalamah Kizzab was Masalamah bin 
Thamamah bin Kabir bin Habib Hanafi. His patronymic 
name was Abu Shama. He was born in Yamamah, 
whose name is Habila, and is situated near Ayeni and 
Hanifa in Najad. They stayed fifteen days in Medina 
and read the Quran with Ubai bin Ka'b (RA). But 
Masalamah_ Kizzab expressed concern over the 
mockery, arrogance, and emperor. Masalamah met 


the Prophet (lsat) separately. The Prophet ( lst) talked 
with him very politely and with affiliation and invited 
him to Islam, but he (tls) feels that he has evil in his 


heart. The Prophet (sz) had seen a dream that the 


treasures of the earth were kept in front of him. 
Suddenly, two bracelets came to his hands. It wasn't 
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perfect for him. He became furious and sad. So, he 
was told to blow on and then disappeared both of 


them. The Prophet (ls) said the interpretation that 
two false prophets will appear. 


When Masalamah Kizzab made pride and denial, he 
used to say that if Muhammad (lst) made the 
business government hand over to me after him, then 
| would follow him. The Messenger of Allah ( Alssz) came 


to him; at that time, he had a branch of palm in his 
hand, and Sabith bin Qais (RA) accompanied him. The 


Prophet (alse) talked to him while standing. 


Masalamah Kizzab said! If you want, in the matter of 
government, you should leave the free, but fix it for me 


after you. Rasool Allah (ls) points to the palm tree 


branch, saying, "If you want me to give you a piece of 
this, then | will not give it to you. You cannot go ahead 
with the decision made by Allah if you back, you turn 
away, and Allah will break you. 


By Allah! | think you are the one who has been shown 
to me in a dream. For any other question, Sabith bin 
Qais (RA) will answer you. (Fateh Al-bari) 


When Masalamah returned, he became an apostate 
and claimed Prophethood. He started talking about 
himself; he declared adultery and alcohol as lawful, 
and many people accepted his teaching. He 
acknowledged the prophet and took allegiance on 
his hand. He raised it so much that he began to be 
called “Rehman of Yamamah.” He wrote the letter to 


the Messenger of Allah (sz) that | have been 
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associated with you in this work, half the government is 
ours and half of the Quresh. (Zad-ul-Muad) 

It narrated from Abdullah bin Masood (RA) that Ibn 
Nuha and Ibn Asal came to the Prophet (lyst) as a 


messenger of Masalamah. Rasool Allah (Als) asked 


them, both testify that | am the messenger of Allah, 
and they said, "We swear that the Messenger of Allah 


is Masalamah. The Prophet (Als) said. | believed in 
Allah and His Messenger; if | had killed the messenger, 
| would have killed you both. (Masnad Ahmed) 

Masalamah Kizzab sent a delegation of ten people to 
Rasool Allah (Ass) and sent a letter to him that he was 


writing the Prophet (,A'sz) in the Prophethood half is 


mine. Then the Prophet (lst) asked the messengers 
what they say about it. They said we are the ones what 
Masalamanh says. The Prophet (lst) said, "If it were not 
forbidden to kill the messenger, | would blow your 
neck." The Prophet (se) replies to the letter. 


From Muhammad Rasool Allah (A!ssz) to Masalamah 
Kizzab: 


The earth belongs to Allah Almighty. He inherits what 
He wills from His slaves. The final success is with the pious 
who followed the truth. Greeting for him.

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1. Behavior of Masalamah Kizzab with Rasool 
Allah’s (=) messenger 


The Prophet (sez) messenger was Habib bin Zaid 


Ansari (RA). His mother’s name was Umme-Ammarah 
Nasseba bint Ka’b (RA). When he gave the letter of 
Masalamah Kizzab, he said to him. Do you testify that 


Muhammad (Asa) is the messenger of Allah? He said 


yes. He said Do you testify that | am the messenger of 
Allah? Habib bin Zaid (RA) said. | do not hear you. 


Masalamah repeated his words—each time when 
Habib (RA) denied him, he used to cut a body part. 
Habib (RA) continued to be a mountain of patience 
and stability until he made pieces of himself and gave 
his soul in the path of Allah. (Asad Al-Ghabah) 


Despite the interpretation of the Messenger of Allah 
Als), Masalamah Kizzab claimed until the Prophet 


dlg&) left this world. The number of people who 


believed in it increased. His work has more than a 
hundred thousand people. Masalamah Kizzab used to 
know the art of magic and sorcery, which led _ his 
people. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) prepared Eleven 
Lashkar for the end of this sedition because 
Masalamah Kizzab became very powerful. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) first sent Hazrat Ikramah (RA) behind 
them; Hazrat Sharjeel bin Hassanah (RA) was sent to 
him, and then Khalid bin Walid (RA) was sent to help. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique’s letter for Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA): 
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After all! | have received your letter through your 
message, in which you mentioned the victory of 
“Bazakhah” and dealing with Banu Asad and 
Ghatfan. You wrote that you are turning to Yamamah. 
| must give you the strength of the unseen and be 
gentle with you and those who are Muslims. Present 
with them as a father. O Khalid! Beware! Avoid the 
perverse of the Banu Mughirah. | did not listen to those 
about you whom | never used to turn down. So, when 
you get into an encounter with Banu Hanifa, be 
careful. Remember, like Banu Hanifa, you have not 
been with anyone before. They are all against you, 
and their country is vast. When you reach there, you 
handle the army's command yourself. Post a man on 
the right wing, a person on the left wing, and a person 
on the cavalry. Keep a continuous consultation with 
the companions of Sahabah, the Muhajirs, and Ansar 
with you, and show them appreciation for their grace 
and place. Destroy them when the enemies come to 
the battlefield with complete preparation. Arrows are 
in front of the arrows, the sword is in front of the sword, 
and they take their prisoners on the sword. Create fear 
of them by killing them, fire them in the fire. Beware! 
Obey my order. Wassalam.

Another letter of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqui (RA) wrote 
to Hazrat Khaled bin Walid (RA)

From Khalifa-AL Rasool Abu Bakr to Khalid bin Walid! 
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Be afraid of Allah in all matters, whether they appear 
or are hidden. Fight your life to build the head of Islam 
and cleanse those people who have turned away 
from Islam and have devoured the religious laws in 
their hearts. Allow them to come back to Islam before 
their fall. Let them know what Islam has given them 
and the responsibilities they have taken in exchange 
for them, and try to direct them to the truth. Those who 
accept the invitation, though they are black or blond, 
acknowledge them. The person who invites Islam to 
behave in harmony with it. lf they act in disobedience, 
work with the sword. Your fight is only from those who 
disbelieve instead of believing in Allah. Do not take 
action against people who confess their Islam (those 
who do not believe in Islam by heart). Allah will 
interfere with them Himself. Those who do not want to 
agree to become Muslims fight with them. Kill them, 
wherever they are and wherever they run, kill them, 
and do not accept anything other than the testimony. 


You are instructed to submit to the supplication with 
the Muslims. Take steps and fight the first Banu Hanifa 
and his dacoit Masalamah. But before fighting, invite 
them to Islam. If they accept Islam by accepting the 
testimony, accept their Islam and inform me. If they do 
not refrain from infidelity and do not stop following 
Masalamah Kizzab, then take other Muslims together 
and fight them with a fierce battle. There is no doubt 
that Allah will help Islam, and it will overcome alll 
religions as much as He disliked the infidels as He 
promised in the Qur'an. If Allah gives you victory over 
Banu Hanifa, punish them for destruction. Please send 
me your booty and distribute them to the rest of the 
Muslims. Here, | will use “Khams” under Islamic law. 
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You are emphasized that you should refrain from 
interfering with your colleagues, which causes them to 
be weak. Take all the proper steps promptly. 
Remember that people in your army only get involved 
in things you know. You should know who people 
belong to, which tribe they belong to, and what their 
goals are for joining your army. | am afraid that you 
enter such a Bedouin and villager Arab who is neither 
a Muslim nor your friend. Instead of joining your army, 
they aim to be protected from their enemies. During 
encamp and departure present with Muslims are 
everywhere in love and nicely and take care of their 
needs and sorrow. Do not keep a part of the army from 
the other side during the departure. | urge you to 
behave as well as with the Ansar. They have done 


excellent service to Islam. The Messenger of Allah ( alse) 


emphasized to be good with them. Listen to those who 
are good and forgive those who are tender and 
tempered. Wassalam 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) met Hazrat Ikramah (RA) 
and Hazrat Sharjeel (RA). Hazrat Sharjeel bin Hassanah 
(RA) was appointed as head of the _ infantry. 
Command of the right wing was given to Hazrat Zaid 
bin Khattab (RA), and the left wing was given to Hazrat 
Abu Huzaifa bin Utah (RA). 


Enormously and significantly deteriorating, the enemy's 
army suffered much damage. The Masalamah army 
killed more than 20,000 people, and the number of 
Muslim martyrs was about a thousand. There were 
three hundred and seventy Muhajireen, three hundred 
Ansari, and the rest of the tribes. In this martyr, three 


hundred seventy companions were Hafiz of the 
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Qur'an. Masalamah Kizzab was defeated in this fight, 
and he escaped and hid in Hadigah al-Muth. The 
Muslims pursued it and had a severe war in the garden. 


Hazrat Wahshi (RA) threw a spear at Masdalamah 
Kizzab, which penetrated his neck and came out from 
the back. His killer was the same person who had killed 
Hazrat Amir Hamza (RA). Thus, he became a Muslim 
companion. When Masalamah Kizzab dropped, an 
Ansari Muslim wore the entire sword. Masalmeh’s wife, 
Sajah, who was prophesied for Prophecy, was hiding 
in Basra and died a few days later. Thus, the fate of 
Masalamah Kizzab was wholly cleansed. The battle 
was held in the Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) 's caliphate 
in the 12h AH. (Tarikh Tibri) 


The letter of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in the name 
of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA): 


Allow the Muslims to return to their homeland. Yes, if a 
Mujahid is willing to be happy with you, whether it is ok 
or otherwise, do not keep them compelled to stay with 
you, and do not ask a person to serve against his will. 
The nearest tribes of Banu Bakr bin Viel, Banu Qais, and 
Banu Tamim settled for farming free land. The land of 
accessible areas is official property, and whoever 
cultivates a portion of this land will own it. However, the 
area of inhabitants who accept Islam will not be given 
land ownership. Wassalam. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) looked forward to the 
news of Yamamah and waited for the news from 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA). One day evening, Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) came with a group of Muhajir 
and Ansar towards Hera; there was a meeting with 
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Khalid bin Walid's messenger, Abu Khesma Noajari. 
When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) saw him, he 
discovered. 


What is the news of Yamamah? He said! Good, O 
Caliphate! Allah Almighty also has conquered us on 
Yamamanh. Take this letter from Khalid bin Walid (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) immediately thanked 
Sajdah and said: Describe to me about the incident; 
how did it happen? 


Abu Khesma (RA) described the details of the war, 
saying what Khalid (RA) did, how the army was 
deported, and which companions were martyred.

8.9.3. Killing of Aswad Ency 


The real name of Aswad Ency was Abhilash bin Ka’ab, 
and Duel-Hammar was the patronymic name. 


He was always wearing a sheet and a turban. He was 
a priest and a juggler and used to speak eloquently. 
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He used to attract people by magic. Soend money to 
impress people. Ency was famous as a (Aswad) black 
due to his black face. He was the owner of a big, 
powerful body and bravery. The King of Yemen, Bazan 
(who was the ruler of Yemen by the permission of the 


Prophet (lst); in the history of Tibri, his name was 


written Bazam), accepted Islam. After his death, 
Aswad Ency dominated the Muslims and occupied the 
country. He forced Bazan’s wife to marry him. He 
claimed Prophethood in the days of the Messenger of 


Allah (lst). He was like Masalamah_ Kizzab, 


announcing himself as “Rahman Al-Yemen.” He said 
that Muhammad (%#) is a Prophet, and | am also a 
Prophet. | have conveyed two angels named Sahiq 
and Shafiq or Shariq. Initially, he kept his invitation 
hidden and saved his people secretly with himself, and 
then suddenly announced his prophecy. 


First, those who believed in him were young of his tribe, 
Enes. Then, he invited the leaders of the tribe, Mazlaj, 
and stuck them in his trap. Similarly, he wrote letters to 
the people of Najran, the tribe of Harith bin Kaab, who 
were then Muslims. He called them; they followed him 
because they accepted Islam by compulsion. 
Similarly, Zebed, Uddu, Musliya, and some of the 
people of Hakam bin Saad Asherah obeyed him. He 
stayed a few days in Najran and strengthened his 
strength. Then Omro bin Madi Yakrab Alzabadi and 
Qais bin Maksoh Almardi joined him. He removed 
Farwah bin Masik from Murad and Omro bin Hazam 
from Najran. Then he took out six or seven hundred 
horse riders to get fo occupy Sana'a. Most of Banu 
Harris and Enes people were with him. (Tarikh Alrida-Kalaie) 
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At that time, Shahar bin Bazan Alfarsi was the ruler of 
Sana’a. Who became Muslim with his father in Shaub. 
The battle was fought between them, which resulted 
in the martyrdom of the Shahar and the occupation of 
Ency. Twenty days after the occupation of Sana'a, he 
came to the Fort of Gnamadan and began to punish 
those who accepted Islam. He caught a Muslim 
named Naman and cut off his organs. Due to the 
weak Muslims present there, they confessed to hiding 
their Islam. 


Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was sent out to drive the fate 
from the roots. It was a comrade of Hazrat Feroz Welimi 
and Qais bin Maksoh al-Muradi (Qais was an associate 
of Aswad Ency and was disputed). He killed Aswad 
Ency. Thus, this false religious prophecy ended.

8.9.4. Miracle of Hazrat Abu Muslim Khulani (RA) 


When Aswad Ency dominated Yemen, he called Abu 
Muslim Khulani (RA). When he was present, he told him! 
Do you testify that | am the messenger of Allah? 


Abu Muslim (RA) said | do not listen. 


Then he said! Do you testify that Muhammad ( Alsez) is 
the messenger of Allah? 


Abu Muslim (RA) said! Yes. 


He repeatedly questioned them, and Abu Muslim (RA) 
frequently responded. Aswad Ency ordered them to 
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be put in a big fire. The fire did not harm him when he 
was put into the fire. 


People said to Aswad Ency that it should be exiled. 
Otherwise, he will ruin your believers. He ordered Abu 
Muslim Khulani (RA) to go to Madinah. When he 


reached there, the Messenger of Allah (lst) had 


passed away, and Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
becoming the Caliph. He sat down the camel at the 
Masjid-e-Nabawi's door, entered the Masjid, stood up 
with a pillar, and started praying when Hazrat Omar 
(RA) saw him and asked. 


Where are you from? 
He said! From Yemen. 


Hazrat Omar (RA) said! What is his condition that the 
tyrant false prophet of Yemen put in the fire? 


They said! He is Abdullah bin Sob (RA). 
Hazrat Omar (RA) said! | swear to you, it's you. 
Abu Muslim (RA) said! Yes. 


Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) started crying and hugged 
him. He took him to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and 
said: All praises for Allah. Allah is very thankful that he 
showed me a person from the Prophet (lst) before 
my death, with which HE was repeatedly treated with 
Abraham Khalil (AS).

8.9.5. Apostates in Tehama, Yemen 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) captured the Tehama 
in Yemen without significant effort. Muslim Mujahideen, 
like Masruq Akki, took over these responsibilities and 
crushed them with a clan of his tribe, Akk. Tahir bin Abi 
Halah (RA) was the head of crushing the apostates. He 
was the governor of a part of Tehama by the 


Messenger of Allah (saz). This area was the homeland 


of the Akk and Ashari tribes. Then Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) commanded Akasha bin Sur (ra) to stay 
in the Tehama, join the people there, and wait for the 
following order. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sent 
Jarir bin Abdullah Bijli (RA) to the place “Bajlah” to 
strengthen his nation's strong on Islam and fight the 
apostates. After taking control, they went to the tribe 
Khaseem to eliminate them. Jarir bin Abdullah Bijli (RA) 
completed the given task successfully. The people 
who came to fight with him were killed, and the 
remaining escaped. 


In Najran, some people of the tribe Harith bin Kaab 
followed Aswad Ency, but they were shaky. Masruq 
Akki went to fight with them. He invited them to Islam 
again; they became Muslim without war. 
Then, Masrugq Akki stayed there for their reformation. 
When Muhaijir bin Abi Amiya (RA) arrived, the situation 
in Najran was entirely well. (Tarikh Tibri) 


8.9.6. Tallehah bin Khawelad 


Tallehah bin Khawelad (bin Nafil bin Nusla al-Assadi) 
also claimed false Prophecy—his belonging to the 
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tribe of Banu Asad. In 9 AH, the year of general 
delegations was present in his service with the 


Messenger of Allah (Als) and said to the Prophet 


(als): "We have been present in your service and 
accept Islam by ourselves without any confrontation. 


In this Quran, Allah says: 
d Z Fated rma rae oo ot “lefe ghee 
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They oblige you that they have accepted Islam (as if it were a 
favor shown to you). Say, “Do not oblige me for your taking 
Islam. Instead, Allah makes you obliged for His having guided 
you to the Faith if you are truthful. 

(Surah Al Hujuraat - 17) 


When he returned to his area, he became an apostate 
and began to claim prophecy. This person has vanity, 
creates extreme problems, and has much power. 


When the Prophet (Alsst) knew about him, he sent 


Zarrar bin Azwar Asadi (RA) to fight with him. But he was 
so powerful that he could not control." Banu Asad and 
Banu Ghatfan were supporting him. Later, Banu Abas 
and Banu Zyban joined him and gathered in 
Bazakhah. Tallehah called Banu Jeddelah and Ghus, 
and that came to me immediately. Some of these 
tribes reached out to him directly and directed his 
people to meet them, and later, they came to 
Tallehah. 


Nearly twelve tribes of the north, northwest, and 
northeast of Madinah were under Tallehah. They 
surrounded Madinah as soon as the Lashkar of Osama 
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bin Zaid (RA) left Madinah for Syria. Their groups were 
divided into two parts, including the people of the 
Banu Asad tribes, whose leader was Tallehah’s 
commander, Habbal. They were encamped in Duel- 
Qissa, seven miles from Madinah. The second group 
comprises the Abas and Zyban tribes behind Duel- 
Qissa, west of Aberaq meadow. A delegation of them 
came to Madinah and met the companions and said, 
"Recommend to your Caliph that we will perform the 
prayers but do not give Zakat," they said to Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA), who had a very soft nature. Still, he 
was not prepared to accept anything in this case. He 
said, "! will do jinad for a rope of camels which they 
used to give in the time of the Messenger of Allah 


(dls), Gnd now they are denying it." The delegation 


returned and told his people that Madinah had no 
army; it was the best time to attack them. 


8.9.7. Hazrat Khaled bin Walid’s (RA) departure to 
Duel-Qissa 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqui (RA) ordered Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA) to start fighting with the Tay tribe at 
Aknaf and then go to Bazakhah and Batah. After 
taking control of them, stay there and wait. Wait to do 
any other action until further order. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) told Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) that he 
was going to Khyber, and on the way, he would meet 
him in Banu Salma. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) came 
to Bazakhah, cut the road, and departed towards Aja. 
He showed the people he was going to Khyber, and 
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they would turn from there. Due to this fear, the people 
of Banu Tay stayed calm. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said to Eddy bin Hatim 
(RA), "Go to your nation immediately and warn them 
not to be destroyed in this desert. Eddy (RA) came to 
the nation's people and stopped them in a Zaradah 
and Gharib. Eddy (RA) invited them to return to Islam. 
They said, "We will never obey Abu Bakr (RA). Eddy bin 
Hatim (RA) said such a military is coming to you. They 
will destroy your houses. If you do not obey me, then 
go to fight with that person. The rest of the people said 
to the Eddy (RA), okay, you go, meet them and stop 
them from attacking us. Meanwhile, we call our 
people back from Bazakhah. We must be afraid that if 
we oppose the Tallehah now, while our people are 
under his control, they will either kill them or imprison 
them as hostages. (Tarikh Tibri) 


1. Eddy’s (RA) Recommendations for his tribe 


Eddy bin Hatim (RA) came to Khalid bin Walid (RA); at 
that time, he was at the place of Sikh. Eddy (RA) 
requested Khalid (RA) to give me three days not to 
start acting toward my people. Five hundred fighters 
can join you with whom you fight against enemies. 
Khalid (RA) allowed him. Eddy (RA) returned to his 
nation; he had sent a man to call back his people from 
Bazakhah. They all invited Islam and convinced them 
to bring Islam. He sent the news of their acceptance of 
Isham again to Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA). Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) departs towards the Al-Nasr to confront 
Jedelah. 
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Eddy (RA) said! For example, the tribe Tay is like a bird. 
Jedelah is one of his wings. Give me a few days. | will 
bring them to the right path. Eddy (RA) came to 
Jedelah and convinced them. They refused initially, 
but his continual effort convinced them. The good 
news is they are sending their Islam to Khalid bin Walid 
(RA). One thousand people riding on camels of his 
tribe came to Muslims to sacrifice their lives. There was 
no other person other than Eddy (RA) in such a way to 
be more blessed and generous than ever in his tribe. 
(Tarikh Tibri) 


2. Confrontation with Banu Asad and Banu Fazarah 


Saad bin Mujahid has referred to the elders of his 
nation. They told Khalid (RA) that we deal with Qais 
and the Banu Asad as our allies; we will not fight with 
them. Khalid bin Walid (RA) said that Qais is not even 
less powerful, so in both the tribes to whom you want 
to go. On this, Eddy (RA) said that if anyone had left 
Islam from my family, then | would have fought with 
him. Just because the Banu Asad is our ally, we do not 
understand why we could not fight with them. Hazrat 
Khalid (RA) said that fighting against both parties is 
jinad for Allah, so in this case, you do not oppose the 
people of your tripe and go to battle against any party 
that they are more interested in fighting. (Tarikh Tibri) 
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8.9.8. Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) strategy 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) started preparations for 
the war immediately. Under the leadership of four 
companions, Hazrat Ali (RA), Hazrat Talha (RA), Hazrat 
Zubair (RA), and Hazrat Abdullah bin Masood (RA) 
groups were entrenched. The people of Madinah 
gathered and became aware of the situation. After 
three days, the enemies attacked. Four groups fought 
in their stages and asked Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) to help further. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
said, "Stay stuck, |am sending more help." Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) quickly hurried out with him 
whatever he could arrange and fought hard. 


Enemies did the trick, which caused the camels to get 
worse, but Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) handled 
them with great skill and attacked the enemy with full 
power. They stepped up, and their chief, Habbal, was 
killed. His army began to escape, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) followed them, and they reached their 
camp on Duel-Qissa. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
followed them to their camp, and they dispersed. This 
victory led to the honor of the Muslims and sat fear in 
the enemy. When the enemy could not compete with 
the Muslim army, they went back to their areas and 
started killing the Muslims of their tribe. When Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) heard this sad news, he was furious; 
simultaneously, he arranged for the army to compete 
with them. That day, Hazrat Osama bin Zaid (RA) 
returned victorious. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also 
joined him in the army. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) himself 
headed to Lashkar, while taking the Lashkar to Duel- 
Qissa from there, went to the village of Ribdah, where 
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the people of the tribes of Marrah, Saalbah, Abas, and 
Zyban were gathered. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) fought 
there and defeated the enemies, and they fled. The 
Muslims have occupied their meadows. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) wanted to pursue them. Still, the 
companions did not consider it appropriate for Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) to go further and send him 
back to Madinah. The rest remained there for fighting. 


There is a narration in which Zarar bin Azwar (ra) 
reported that he was informed that Tallehah was 
collecting people to strengthen his power. He said, "I 
have never seen brave more than any other war 
against Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) besides the Messenger 


of Allah ((Alss). We would give him news about the 


enemy being gathered as if we were informing him 
about the good news. 


In another narration, Tallehah bin Knhawelad said that 
Gabriel came to me with the revelation. He had 
removed the Sajdah from the prayer. People came to 
him in such a way that he was traveling with his nation 
once the water was over, and the people got upset 
with thirst. He said, ride on my horse. | will reach you to 
the water. Some people, by chance, got water, so 
they believed in his faith. 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was aware of his 
false claim, he prepared a Lashkar to deal with him, 
whose commander was Khalid bin Walid (RA). Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) went with the Lashkar, reached 
the Tay tribe, and joined adjacent tribes. Along with his 
war strategy, he suddenly got their heads. Aiyna bin 
Hassin Fazari was the leader of the army of Tallehah, 
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and during the period of the battle, Tallehah laid a 
cloth sheet on his head in a tent and said that 
revelation was coming upon me. After seeing the most 
potent power of Muslims during the war, Aiyna 
immediately went to the Tallehah and asked that 
Gabriel (RA) arrive to you with the revelation. Tallehah 
said, not right now. Similarly, Aiyna came twice and 
asked Tallehah every time, and he said that he had yet 
to. When the army of the Muslims surrounded them, 
Aiyna came to Tallehah for the third time and asked 
about in the panic that Gabriel (as) still came with no 
revelation. 


Tallehah said, "Yes, it is revealed that you have got as 
much as the Muslims have, and you mention similar to 
which you will never forget." 


Anyone who was already scared was angered by the 
trumpet. He could not control himself and screamed. 
Indeed, Allah knows that there will be such incidents 
that will never be forgotten. After this, Aiyna attracted 
his nation. O group! Return to your homes. By Allah! This 
person is a liar. Save your lives. 


When Banu Fazarah heard his leader, they ran away. 
The army of the Tallehah was also dispersed, and the 
people who remained with him were agitated. They 
asked Tallehah what is the order for us now? Tallehah 
had already arranged a camel for himself and a 
camel for his wife. When he saw this situation, he rode 
horseback with his wife and said anyone who could 
run away with me ran away. The Tallehah ran towards 
Syria. Aiyna bin Hassin went to Madinah and accepted 
Islam. The tribes who were apostates again returned to 
Islam. (Ibn Hisham) 
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A claimant of Prophecy’s power was over, and several 
Arabs returned to Islam again. After the defeat of Banu 
Bazakhah, Banu Amer also returned to accept Islam. 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) took allegiance on those 
terms, which had taken allegiance before them, 
according to Banu Bazakhah, Banu Asad, Banu 
Ghatfan, and Banu Tay, and they announced the 
return of Islam. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) had made 
conditions with Banu Asad, Ghatfan, Huwazan, Salim, 
and Tay to present those people who had captured 
Muslims in the state of being killed by fire. They abused 
them. They presented them. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid 
(RA) gave some punishment while taking Qasas as a 
punishment for their crime, crushed some with stones, 
pushed some to the mountain, and hanged some in 
the blind well. And some were hit with arrows. Baqarah 
bin Hubera and other prisoners were sent to Capital 
Medina, along with a letter to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA): He wrote! 


Banu Amer returned after the rebellion and entered 
Islam. | did not agree with anyone, whether he had 
fought or agreed with me, to bring them to me who 
had committed tyranny with the Muslims. Then | killed 
these criminals as well and sent Bagarah and his 
companions to you. (Tarikh Tibri) 


Aiyna bin Hassin was included in these prisoners. Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) ordered that he be bound tightly 
so that others would be afraid. When he entered the 
Medina, children began to joke with him and laugh by 
showing their little hands and said, "O Allah's enemy!" 
you apostate from Islam. He spoke! Islam did not inspire 
me. He would have answered that | did not believe. 
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He was present in the service of Khalilah al-Rasool Abu 
Bakr (RA); he used to fall in love with him and could not 
resist it. He ordered to open his hands. Then, he 
repented Ayina, declared pure’ repentance, 
acknowledged his mistakes, asked for forgiveness, and 
brought Islam. Then, well worked on Islam. 
(Al-Siddique Awal-al-Khulafah) 


8.9.9. Tallehah’s Acceptance of Islam 


After defeat on the battlefield with the Muslims, 
Tallehah went to the Banu Kulb and hid there, 
afterward becoming Muslim. He was there till Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) death. The reason for bringing 
Islam to the fact is that it was reported that Banu Asad, 
Banu Ghatfan, and Banu Amer became Muslim, and 
then he became Muslim. 


During the Caliphate of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), 
he came to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and told 
him that Tallehah was present. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
said, "What should | do with hime Almighty Allah 
instructed him to Islam." Tallehah came to Makkah for 
Umrah and then to pledge allegiance to Hazrat Omar 
Faroog (RA) when he became the Caliph. 


Hazrat Omar (RA) said to him that you are a murderer 
of Akasha (RA) and Sabith (RA). | do not like you. 
Tallehah said Amirul-Mominin! You grieve the two 
personalities whom Allah has given honor from my 
hands, and they did not disgrace me. Hazrat Omar 
(RA) pledged allegiance to him and said: Hello! Do 
you still have the power of divination? He said that now 
lam old, there is no power left now. Then, he returned 
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to his nation and remained there until he migrated to 
lraq. Later, he went to Iraq and was martyred at the 
place of Nahavand in the Caliphate of Hazrat Ali (RA).

8.9.10. People of Bazakhah’s Reacceptance of Islam 


People of Bazakhah said: We want to enter the Islamic 
religion again. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) also 
agreed to those terms from Banu Asad, Ghatfan, and 
Tay. They all obeyed the condition of accepting Islam. 
Hazrat Khalid (RA) had given them the condition that 
all the people who burned the Muslims of their area at 
the time of the apostasy abused their bodies. They will 
be handed over to Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA). These 
tribes handed over all those people to Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA). (Tarikh Tibri) 


8.9.11. Incidence of Umme-Zamal 


A group of erroneous companions of Tallehah, who 
belonged to Banu Ghatfan, was gathered with a 
woman named Amme-Zamal (Salma bint Malik ibn 
Hudefah) at the place “Zafar.” She was among Arab 
women influenced by her mother, Umme-Qurfah. Her 
mother's example was described as noble and 
dignified because she had abundant children. It was 
famous for its tribe, family honor, and power. 


The Messenger of Allah (ss) sent Hazrat Zaid bin Harris 
(RA) to fight for the tribe Fazarah, and he defeated 
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them. Many people of Banu Fazarah were killed, and 
a woman named Umme-Qurfah was also killed. 
Umme-Zamal was her daughter; she was enslaved 
and given to Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA). She (RA) 
freed her. She was sad about her mother's death, and 
she wanted to take revenge on her mother from the 
Muslims. When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) came 
out against the apostates, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
defeated the apostates in the field of Bazakhah, and 
then the left-over people gathered with Umme-Zamal. 


When many people gathered with her, she embraced 
them to fight with Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), and 
they became ready. Banu Salim, Banu Tay, Banu 
Huwazan and Banu Asad were with them. The heavy 
battle runs. She was also on the battlefield on her 
mother's camel. Her camel was famous for many 
qualities. The camel was trained. Umme-Zamal was 
making speeches and was boiling off her soldiers. She 
had the skills to fight. Umme-Zamal’s camel was 
surrounded by 100 camels for guard. Muslims were 
attacking them. Their original target was Umme-Zamal. 
They were defeated in the battle against Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA). Umme-Zamal and her camel were 
killed. After her assassination, her soldiers were 
shattered, and they were swept away and fled from 
the battlefield. The good news of this victory was sent 
to Madinah to Khalilah Abu Bakr Siddique (RA).

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8.9.12. Hazrat Fatima al-Zahra (RA) and Siddique 
Akbar’s (RA) wife 


in the events of Hazrat Fatima al-Zahra (RA) and Hazrat 
Asma bint Amees (RA) wife of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), in the last moments of the life of Hazrat 
Fatima al-Zahra (RA) Hazrat Asma (RA) served alll. 
Hazrat Fatima's care and attention and later death 
perform everything was by her hands. 


Hazrat Zain al-'Abedin (ra) narrates from Hazrat Ibn 
Abbas (RA) that the severe illness of his grandmother 
Hazrat Fatima (RA), Asma (RA) w/o Abu Bakr (RA), was 
looking after her. Hazrat Fatima (RA) said to Hazrat 
Asma (RA) do you guess it's my last time. Will my funeral 
be picked up openly like others? Hazrat Asma (RA) 
said! Never have | prepared a covered range of 
bedsteads for you that | saw in Habshah? So Hazrat 
Fatima (RA) said, "Show me and make it. 


Asma bint Amees (RA), wife of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), brought the fresh sticks of palm trees 
and put them on the bed-stead, put the veil on it, and 
looked at it. Hazrat Fatima (RA) smiled. People did not 
see her smiling after the death of the Messenger of 


Allah (ass). Then, after her death, her funeral was lifted 


in the veil and buried at night. 
(Mustadrak Hakim, Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


1. Funeral-prayer of Hazrat Fatima Al-Zahra (RA) 


It is narrated by Syedna Zainul-Abedin (ra) that Hazrat 
Fatima (RA) passed away in between Maghrib and 
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Esha timing. Hearing this sad news, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA), Hazrat Usman 
Ghani (RA), Hazrat Zubair (RA), Hazrat Abdur Rahman 
ion Awf (RA) immediately came to Hazrat Ali (RA). 
When the funeral was brought, Hazrat Ali (RA) told 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) that you should lead the funeral 
prayer. Did he say that in your presence? Hazrat Ali 
(RA) replied, yes! Go ahead; no one will pray except 
you. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) performed the 
funeral prayer and was buried in the night. 


When Hazrat Fatima (RA) died, Hazrat Ali (RA) buried 
her in the night, and (on the funeral occasion) Hazrat 
Ali (RA) caught Hazrat Abu Bakr’s (RA) arm and asked 
to lead the funeral prayer. (Sunnan Al Kubra, Kanzu-al-Ammal) 


Hazrat Jafar Sadiq (ra) narrates from his father, Hazrat 
Muhammad Baqar (a), that Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) and 
Hazrat Omar (RA) both came to perform the funeral 
prayer of Hazrat Fatima Al-Zahra (RA). Hazrat Ali (RA) 
said to Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA)that you are a Khalifa al- 
Rasool, read the funeral prayer. So, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA) preceded the funeral prayer. (Masnad Ali) 


Hazrat Fatima al-Zahra (RA) died on 3 Ramadan 11" 
AH, Saturday, 22"¢ November, 633AD. Her age was 29 
years. She died after six months of The Prophet (lsat). 
The Messenger of Allah ( dlssz) had already told her that 
you will meet me first from the family members of the 
Prophet ( Alsez). It was said to her!

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9.0. The apostasy 
9.1. Background 


Imam al-Nawawi (ra) says in the definition of apostasy: 
"rejection of Islam through the intention and physical, 
whether it is told as a joke or based on hatred or 
enmity, belief is counted in a state of the apostate. 
Who denies the Creators or the Prophets or hates any 
messenger of Allah (AS) or made legal any of the 
forbidden things in Islam, or any case, prohibits any of 
the lawful things of Islam. He became a disbeliever. 


The Prophet (Ass) said to the people who do the work 


against the teaching of Islam after bringing Islam will 
be declared disbeliever. (Ahkam Al-murtad-Samrai) 


It means that the perpetrator will say to every person 
who refuses to accept religion, such as prayers, zakat, 
prophesy, believer's love, or acts of worship, in which 
no other than the infidels can be compared to 
disbelief. (Harkah Ar-Rida) 


The meaning of this verse is:

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9.2. Types of apostates 


Some Arab tribes became apostates after the death 
of Rasool Allah (Als). But their means were different. 


Due to the death of Rasool Allah (lst), some of the 


tribe’s weaknesses in their religion and lack of religious 
knowledge, lack of understanding, ignorance, and 
love for their evils, rebellion from the system, and the 
rise against the Shari'ah regime, the greed of power, 
use Of Religion the source of gaining wealth, greed 
and miserliness, envy, and deceitful behavior of Jews, 
Christen, and Zoroastrian. 


Some people left Islam ultimately and started 
worshiping idols. Some people claimed they're 
prophecy; some people refused to pray Salat, and 
some said that we would remain Muslims, praying but 
will not give Zakat. Some people were pleased with the 


death of Rasool Allah (2s) and became involved in 


ignorant acts and habits. Some were confused and 
started waiting for the person to dominate. 


Imam Khattabi (ra) says that apostates were two kinds: 
one who was driven from religion, left the nation, and 
went towards disbelief. There were two groups of this 
sect. A group of those who believed in Masalamah 
Kizzab and Aswad Ency. They testified their prophecy 


and refused The Prophet Muhammad (Als). The 


second group was those whom Islam denied, refused 
to obey Shari'ah orders, refused to pray and zakat, and 
returned to ignorance. They were those who differed 
in prayer and zakat. They confessed to the prayer and 
said, "We will not give zakat to the Caliph." These 
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include those who wanted to pay Zakat themselves, 
but their leaders stopped them. 
(Shareh Sahih Muslim-Nawawi)) 


Dr. Abdul Rahman bin Saleh al-Mahmood = has 
described four kinds of apostates. 


One who got into idols. 


Others worship false religious Prophets such as 
Masalamah_ Kizzab, Aswad Ency, and Sajah and 
respect them. 


The third who refused to comply with Zakat. 


The fourth did not refuse Zakat's obligations, but the 
Caliph's time refused to give up to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was farsighted and wise 
and made decisions affectionately in the disaster of 
disturbances and annoying situations. Hazrat Saeed 
bin Musayyab (ra) says Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
was the most discerning and best in the 
companionship. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq's insight was the sharpest 
among his companions. He understood the matter 
with the wisdom of faith, which was heavy on the faith 
of all, that is, to separate Zakat from the conditions of 
faith. Whoever acknowledges the oneness of Allah 
must recognize the right of what is assumed in his 
wealth. However, this property belongs to Allah. 
Without zakat, only (4u! YI vl Y) La ilaha illa Allah does 
not weigh the life of the nation. Just as it is a condition 
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to take up a sword in defense of (4! YI 4! 9) La ilaha illa 
Allah, in the same way, it is a condition to take up a 
sword in defense of zakat. There is no difference 
between the two. This is faithful Isham, and its opposite 
is not Islam. Allah Almighty has made a strict promise 
to those who believe in some parts of the Book and 
deny others.

The position of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (ra) was that 
there was no_ softness, no bargaining, and no 
weakness. It was an inspired position from Allah Ta’ala. 
After the grace of Allah, the Lord of the worlds, this 
position has a vital role in the security of this religion 
and its survival in its original state. Everyone 
acknowledged if, and history testified that the stand 
by Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) against the apostasy 
of the tyrant and the conspiracy to break every link of 
Islam was the same stand that the Prophets and 
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Messengers took. Adopted in the era, this is the 
caliphate of prophethood, in which Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) has earned the honor of deserving the 
praise and prayers of the Muslims until the Day of 
Judgment. (Al-Murtaza, Nadvi: 82) 


After the departure of the Messenger of Allah #, many 
temptations arose; among them, there were 
apostates. Many Arab leaders had apostatized. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) immediately noticed this when 
he became the Caliph, and various Islamic armies 
were prepared to prevent people from apostasy. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) wrote a letter to the 
apostates, in which you (RA) write. 


Bismillah ur RaAMan ur RANIM! Coe yor 1A! ow) 


On behalf of Khalifat-ul Rasulullah (Sal-Allahu Alai he 
Wassalam), the names of every person, whether he is 
from the elites or the people, and whether he has 
established Islam or has apostatized. 


Peace be upon those who follow guidance and do 
not turn to error after guidance. Praise be to Allah, the 
One and Only, and | bear witness that there is none 
worthy of worship except Allah, and Muhammad (#%) is 
His Messenger. Allah Almighty sent them to us with the 
right to teach people about the oneness of Allah and 
warn them about the reward of good deeds and the 
consequences of evil deeds. Whoever accepted the 
truth, Allah blessed him with guidance, and whoever 
denied the truth and resisted the Messenger of Allah 
() until he was forced to accept Islam. The Holy 
Prophet # implemented the order of Allah Almighty, 
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and he ® fulfilled the right of the well-wishing of his 
Ummah. He performed the incumbent duty upon the 
Holy Prophet # and conveyed the message of Allah to 
the Ummah. 


| advise you to fear Allah and bear witness to His 
Oneness. Have firm faith in the Prophet # and try to 
follow his footsteps. Hold fast to the religion of Allah, 
and those whom Allah does not guide have gone 
astray. None of the deeds of those who are misguided 
will be accepted in the sight of Allah. | know that after 
the departure of the Prophet #, some people have 
become apostates by following the tricks of the devil. 
However, Allah has warned about the devil in several 
places in the Holy Qur'an and has described him as an 
open enemy, and the devil is the one who will lead us 
to hell. He wants to make fuel of hell, so we should 
avoid his tricks and consider him as our enemy. 


| have sent Khalid bin Waleed (RA) to you along with 
an army of emigrants and Ansar and ordered him first 
to invite you to the religion of truth and call you again 
to Allah. If you accepted their invitation, sincerely 
repented to Allah Almighty, and remained steadfast in 
the religion of Islam, they would not say anything to 
you, and if you refused, then they would fight against 
you and kill you. Whoever among you believes, there 
is peace for him, and whoever does not believe, 
according to us, it is obligatory to kill. 
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9.3. Failure of the apostates in Madinah 


Some of the tribe’s delegations, who had stopped 
paying Zakat, came to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
to please and agree not to give him Zakat. But he stuck 
hard on his stand. When the delegation understood his 
determination, they returned from Madinah. They 
started to think that to find out the opportunity of 
weakness and shortage of Muslim army, they would be 
given a powerful attack on Madinah, and by removing 
the government of Muslims, the religion should be 
eliminated. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) discovered their 
concealed treacherous from their faces and their 
humiliation and disgrace. He said to his friends! These 
people can be attacked at any time in the night or 
day. 


Some of them are near you at a distance of twelve 
miles. They came hoping that we would listen to them 
and leave them. We rejected their demand and went 
to their commitments. Now, they are preparing to take 
action against us. (Tarikh Tibri) 
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9.4. Abu Bakr Siddique's defense strategy 


He committed to the people of Madinah that 
they should spend the night in the Masjid-e- 
Nabvi. 

Deputed guards on different routes of Madinah. 
Name of the chief of security guards. 


Hazrat Ali ibn Abi Talib (RA), Zubair bin Awam (RA), 
Hazrat Talha bin Obaidullah (RA), Hazrat Saad bin 
Abi Waaqas (RA), Hazrat Abdur Rahman ibn Awf 
(RA), Hazrat Abdullah bin Masood (RA) 


In the Medina's surroundings, tribes were 
established on Islam, such as Banu Aslam, Banu 
Ghafar, Banu Mozina, Banu Ishjja, Banu Jahina, 
Banu Ka'ab, etc. He wrote letters and ordered 
them to be ready for Jinad against apostates. 
They accepted his order, and Madinah filled 
with these people. They also had horses and 
camels that they handed to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). Most of these people and their 
full-fledged assistance in this way only Banu 
Jahina sent four hundred people with horses 
and camels. Omro bin Umaiyah Jaheni sent for 
a hundred camel Muslims, and Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) divided them among people. 


The apostates who were far away from the Medina 
heard about the preparation of Muslims; they held an 
attack on Madinah. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
wrote letters to them and warned them to avoid their 
actions. She threatened them with killing. 
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After returning from Madinah, some tribes, Banu Asad, 
Ghatfan, Abas, Zyban, and Bakr, surrendered 
Madinah, attacked Madinah, and left some people in 
Zuhisi (place) so that they remained behind them. 
Muslim security forces realized they had sent the 
information to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) ordered them to stay at 
their places. They remained stuck in their area, and 
those gathered in the Masjid-e-Nabvi went forward 
riding on the camels. Enemies were unable to bear the 
Muslim's pressure and ran away, and the Muslim army 
ran behind the enemy and followed them. Even they 
reached Zuhisi. The people who were present there 
helped those persons to save them from the attack of 
Muslims. They filled the air with leather bags and water, 
tied them, and threw them in front of the camels of the 
Muslims, due to which their camels became shattered 
and out of control. They got out, and they drove 
Madinah back. Many Muslims were injured due to their 
camels. (Tarikh Tibri) 


From this incident, people thought that Muslims were 
weak. They send the news to the people of Duel-Qissa. 
They also came to their talk and started supporting 
them. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) kept preparing for the 
whole night and went out to attack them on the last 
night. The Commander of the right wing was Nauman 
bin Maqran (RA), the left wing was Abdullah bin 
Magqnen (RA), Swead bin Maqran (RA) on the patriotic 
army, and also Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was with 
them on the horse. 


The Islamic army and the enemy were in the same field 
as soon as dawn. The enemy could not perceive the 
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arrival of Muslims. When the swords started fighting, the 
war continued till the night's end, and the enemy stood 
running as the sun came out. Muslims won victory, and 
many of their horses and camels were captured. 
Tallehah's brother Habbab was killed. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) followed the defeated army to Duel- 
Qissa. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) left Nauman bin 
Magran (RA) there and returned with some people to 
Madinah. Banu Zyban and Banu Abas returned to their 
area, attacked the Muslims there, and killed many 
Muslims. The same action was taken by following those 
who were behind. The Muslims were honored with 
victory by the attack of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) swore that he would 
surely kill the polytheists instead of every killer. 


(Tarikh Tibri) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) intended to take 
revenge on the Muslim martyrs, and he would 
undoubtedly teach the lesson as he implemented his 
oath. In other tribes, the power of Muslims was testified, 
and the disgrace and infamy of polytheists increased 
and became weakened. The tribe's people began to 
come to Madinah. They started paying zakat. First, 
Safwan, then Zabargan, and Banu Eddy brought their 
zakat at night. In one night, six tribes got their Zakat. 
People say something may be wrong whenever 
someone appears with zakat to Madinah. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) says that the Zakat is bringing. So, 
when people came to pay Zakat, people would say to 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), "You are going to tell us 
good news." Among them, Hazrat Osama bin Zaid (RA) 
reached the Medina with his army successfully with all 
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the campaigns for which the Messenger of Allah (!se& ) 
ordered, and Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique had given 
DeErMissION. (68/4: wIe,b) 


In the sedition of apostates, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique’s 
(RA) inner qualities, abilities, and desire to sacrifice 
everything on the religion and love with Rasool Allah 
Als) Came to light and presented a clear picture of 
a believer leader. Who is ready to sacrifice his life for 
the nation. The leader is known for his actions. These 
signs of politics showed that Muslims had _ strength; 
enemies were afraid, and Muslims were ready to 
sacrifice their lives on every order that was led by the 
leadership. 


9.4.1. Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) Lashkars 


1. Lashkar Khalid Bin Walid (RA). First, we went towards 
Banu Asad, then Banu Tamim, and then to Yamamah 
for Malik bin Nawera at Batah (Place). 


2. Lashkar Ikramah bin Abi Jahl (RA). Towards Bani 
Hanifa for Masalamah Kizzab, Oman and Muhra, 
Hadramout, and Yemen. 


3. Lashkar Sharjeel bin Hasnaa (RA). First, behind 
Ikramah Lashkar to help them, then Banu Kinda and 
Banu Qada’ah, then Hadramout. 


4. Lashkar Tarifa bin Hajib (RA) or Muan bin Maaqran 
(RA) towards Banu Salim and Banu Huwazan. 


5. Lashkar Omro bin Alaas (RA). Towards Banu 
Qada’ah 
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6. Lashkar Khalid bin Saeed bin Al-Aas (RA). For 
boundaries to Syria. 


7. Lashkar Ala bin Hazrami (RA). Towards Bahrain. 


8. Lashkar Huzaifa bin Muhsan Ghatfani (RA). Towards 
Oman, then for apostates of Dabba. 


9. Lashkar Arfajah bin Harsama (RA). Towards Muhra. 
10. Lashkar Muhajir bin Umaiyah (RA). Towards Yemen 
(Sana’a, then Hadramout) 


11. Lashkar Swead bin Maqran (RA). Tahamah, then to 
Yemen. (Tarikh Tibri) 


9.4.2. Advises for Lashkars 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had written an order for 
all the heads of Lashkars. Which is some of the 
following: 


It is given by the Caliph Abu Bakr (RA), the supporter of 
the Holy Prophet (Alssz) is being sent to fight, and it is a 


pledge in the following matters that they will keep 
them and will never oppose them. 


1. In every case, apparently and indirectly, fear of 
Allah will be kept. And in any work, it will not be 
considered independent. 


2. Before fighting against the apostates, first of all, they 
will be invited to Islam; if they accept it, they will not 
fight with them at all. If they do not accept Islam, then 
it will be jinad against them. 
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3. Zakat and Usher, etc., which is due to them, should 
receive, don't be abused. 


4. It should be noted that the person's rights should be 
given without any shortage. 


5. The area's Muslims asked to prevent fighting with 
enemies and advised them fo live peacefully. 


6. The one who refused to obey Allah's command 
should be fought with him, and whoever accepted the 
invitation of Islam should be considered Muslim and 
innocent. 


7. If a person becomes a Muslim from his tongue but 
holds some other belief in his heart, then Allah will have 
him. 


8. Those people who disbelieve in Shariah and bring 
their repentance to the battle, let them understand 
that Allah will dominate them. 


9. After the victory over apostates, the booty Muslims 
got will be taken away from the fifth part of Knams, 
and the rest will be distributed between Mujahideen 
and Khams and sent to Madinah to the Caliph. 


10. It is advised that the chief of the Lashkar is strongly 
encouraged to prevent their subordinates from 
unhappiness, hurry, and corruption. 


11. The chief of Lashkar should identify everybody in his 
army well and let no one go into his army unless he is 
adequately examined to protect the Lashkar from the 
fate of spies. 


12. In every case, Muslims should be treated well, 
primarily to facilitate the departure of the army. 
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Similarly, consideration and relaxation should be 
considered in the seat and dismissal and one another 
in conversation. 


Ibrahim bin Haris (RA) narrated that while Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was giving a sermon to the people, 
he said: By the name of Allah who has my life in his 
power! If you care piously, you can easily sprinkle the 
doors, even if you are filled with bread and ghee 
(eating oil). (Kanzu-al-Ammal) 


Hazrat Abdullah bin Hakim (RA) narrated that once 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) gave a long sermon, 
after mentioning Allah's praise, he said! 


O people! | urge you to be abstinence and that you 

have the right to praise as to the right to praise for Him 

and to look at the mercy of Allah as well as His fear in 

the sight of the Lord. Ask to Him because Zechariah 
(AS) and his family praised Almighty Allah and said: 
45530 Rl oh aig ass Sent

bob Chass WIE 
So, we responded to him, gave him Yahya, and made his wife 
good for him. They used to race towards the good deeds and 


call Us with hope and fear, and they were humble to Us. 
(Surah Al Anbiya - 90) 


O the men of Allah! Understand well that Allah has 
kept your souls in exchange for the truth, taken a 
promise from you, and bought the world instead of the 
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Hereafter. This is the Book of your Lord whose light does 
not turn away. His blessings are not over. Confirm his 
words and get advice from his book. You bring light 
from this light for a dark day. He created you for His 
worship. You have set up the Kiramun-Kateben angels, 
who know your actions. 


O the men of Allah! Know that you are moving towards 
death in the morning and evening. Knowledge of 
death has been hidden from you. You can only do 
your own fixed time at the Lord Almighty's pleasure. But 
without the command of Allah, you cannot do this and 
do your time in good deeds before death comes, so it 
may not take time to engage you in evil acts. Many 
nations had their precious time destroyed and forgot 
the purpose of life, so they avoided such people. Hurry 
up and try to get saved. Of course, you are going to 
die very soon, and that will come very fast. 


(Bayhaqi) 


9.5. Apostates of surrounding Makkah 


Hazrat Attab bin Usaid (RA) and Uthman bin Abi Al-Aas 
(RA) wrote to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) that the 
perpetrators of our area have attacked the Muslims. 
We sent Khalid Bin Usaid (RA) to eliminate them. 


Here, in Mudlej, many religious groups of Banu 
Qada’ah and Kananah and various categories of 
Banu Mudlej and Banu Shafoog were gathered under 
the head of Jundub bin Salma to fight with Muslims.

There was only one party that was contesting in this 
area. Well, both of them competed in the place of 
Abariq. Khalid bin Usaid (RA) defeated and killed 
many of them; primarily, enemies were dead. After this 
incident, their numbers became so low that they 
became a non-focus group forever. After this war, this 
area was cleansed by the apostates, who survived 
and fled to the Jundub. 


9.6. Apostates of Taif 


An army of Uthman ibn Abi al-Aas (RA) under Osman 
bin Rabiya (RA) went to fight with the apostates of 
Banu Azd, Bajilah, and Khasim, where people were 
gathered under the command of Hamitha bin 
Nauman. They were preparing to fight with Muslims. 
There was a war between them, and Osman bin 
Rabiya (RA) defeated the apostates, and they ran 
away with humility. Hamitha also escaped to an 
unknown area. (Tarikh Tibri) 


9.7. Apostates of Najran 


When the people of Najran received the news of the 
Messenger of Allah (Als) deceased, then there were 
40,000 fighters of the tribe of Lafaye. Who lived there 


before Bani Harris? They sent a delegation to Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) to renew the covenant. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) wrote to him a decree 
which is as follows: 
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eee a one NAN) seg 


This order was written by Abdullah (Abi Bakr Khalifa-al- 
Rasool) for the virtue of Najran. | sheltered them by 
myself and my army, and | accept that the Prophet 


(als) Nad made the agreement with them and 


confirmed it; | accept that the Prophet (#) has revised 
the order and referred to them. Not only in our area 
but also in other areas, Arabs cannot live on two 
religions. (i.e., two different ideas claiming the same 
religion's name). They also have their lives, religion, 
property, and relatives, whether in Najran or outside. 
Their clergy, monks, churches, and so on, whatever 
they own will be suitable to keep if they pay the official 
tax. And if they continue to pay their duties and taxes, 
they will not be removed from the city. No priest will be 
replaced in his place. No monk will be pulled out of his 
monastery. To accomplish what has been written in this 
order, the guarantee of Hazrat Muhammad Rasool 


Allah ('ss2) and all Muslims are monitored. It is also 


essential for the Najrani to always be faithful and loyal 
to the Muslims. Shera bin Omro and Omro Maula Abu 
Bakr signed their testimony in this writing. (Tarikh Tibri) 


9.8. Apostates of Bahrain 


Bahrain's mainland is a narrow strip on the Gulf Arab 
with Hagar. It starts from Qateeb and spreads to 
Oman. The desert area meets the sea on some edges, 
and it stays in the upper part of the Yamamah. The 
hillocks are located between the two sides, which 
separate each other. These hillocks are not high 
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enough, so it's easy to cross them. Bahrain was 
previously applied to Saudi Arabia's eastern part and 
Kuwait. (Harb Alrida-Ahmad Saeed) 


Manzar bin Sawi died on the same month the Prophet 
Als) deceased. After his death, the people of Bahrain 


rebelled and apostate under the head of Nauman bin 
Manzar. Hazrat Ala bin Hazrami (RA), who had been a 


representative in Bahrain from Rasool Allah (st), had 


to come back. Bahrain's executives made Nauman 
bin Manzar his King and started strengthening him. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sent an army to Bahrain 
under Ala bin Hazrami's (RA) leadership. When they 
reached Bahrain, Tha'mamah bin Athal (RA) helped 
them with his nation Banu Kaem; besides this, Jarod ibn 
Maula also came to help his tribe, Abdul Qais people. 
In addition, Qais ibn Asim Mungari, Afef bin Manzar, 
and Musannah bin Harissa (RA) also came to help 
them. 


Abu Bakr Siddique wrote to Ala bin Hazrami (RA): 


If authentic information is known that Banu Shehban 
bin Thalabah (the leader of the tribe was Mafruq) is 
going to attack you and those who are seditious, then 
send an army, tramped Banu Shehban and the tribes 
who resort to them fear them not to retake the head. 
(Tibri) 


The war happened, and the apostates had to face a 
severe defeat. The enemy's army escaped from the 
most potent attack of the Muslims towards the island 
of Darwin and took shelter there. Hazrat Ala bin 
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Hazrami (RA) followed them and finished Nauman bin 
Manzar and all his companions. (Tarikh Tibri) 


Ansar became annoyed when booty from Bahrain 
was brought to Madinah and distributed by Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). They demanded that they 
should be preferred (because of the supplication of 
Islam). Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said on this 
occasion while addressing Ansar. 


Your demand is correct, but if | give you more shares, 
then it means that you did all this for the world, and if 
you are patient, you will have all your actions for Allah. 


Ansar said! Allah witnessed what we did for Allah, and 
the Ansar became obedient. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
went to Minbar (Stage) and told Ansar, addressing 
Ansar! 


Praise be to Allah and blessing on the Messenger of 
Allah ( lst) 


O Ansar's party! You are right if you say we sheltered 
ourselves in your shadow, made partners in your 
property, and helped us through your lives. No one can 
deny that your place and time are very high, and 
reaching this place is impossible for everyone's sake. 


9.9. Ala bin Hazrami’s (RA) Miracle 


Ala bin Hazrami (RA) is a worshiper and one of those 
fortunate companions of Allah's Messenger (#) whose 
Duaa did not refuse. One night, camels standing with 
all the equipment disappeared when he encamped a 
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place. People could not even hold a camel. People 
had nothing but body clothes. People got a lot of 
sorrow and distress. Letting try advice to each other. It 
is Announced by Ala (RA) that all people should be 
gathered. Then Hazrat Ala (RA) said. 


O People! Are you not Muslim? Are you not Allah's 
Ansar? 


People said! Sure, why not? 
He said, be happy. Allah does not spoil people like you. 


After dawn, it was morning that he performed the 
prayers. When the prayer is over, he sits next to his 
knees. And they took up both hands and prayed. The 
people did the same, even when the sun rose and 
people looked towards the fields of the sun. Even while 
praying, his horse customized the habitual ground with 
feet, and then a spring of fresh water was released, 
and the name of this place was known as “Maa- 
Alfers.” Then he and the other people thirsted and 
bathed the water, and when the sun rose, camels 
returned with all their equipment. People did not find 
a thread missing from their luggage and even watered 
the camels well. People see the signs of Allah in this 
campaign. (Al-Badayah wa Al-Nihayah, Tabgat Ibn Saad) 


9.10. Apostates of Oman 


In Oman, Laget bin Malik became an apostate; his title 
was Duel-faj. If was considered as strong as Shah 
Oman Jalandi, their ancestor. He also claimed 
prophecy, and some of them followed him. He 
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defeated both sons of Jalandi, Jefery, and Ebad and 
took over the country's authority. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) instructed Hazrat 
Hudefah bin Muhsin Ghalfani (RA) to go to Oman to 
deal with them. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sent 
Arfaja bin Harsama Al-lraqi (RA), a leader of the Banu 
Azd, towards Muhra to finish the apostates and 
ordered them fo travel together both to the people of 
Oman. Remove the apostates in Oman. The 
commander will be Hazrat Hudefah bin Muhsin (RA), 
while Hazrat Arfaja will lead the Lashkar in the battle of 
Muhra. 


Therefore, both leaders traveled according to the 
order of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


Hazrat Ikramah (RA) went Yamamah to put an end to 
the Apostates. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sent 
Sharjeel bin Hasnah (RA) with a Lashkar for Ikramah 
(RA) help, but Ikramah (RA) attacked Masalamah 
Kizzab before he reached there. Lashkar of Sharjeel 
(RA) was on the way, and due to this haste, he was 
defeated. However, after going Hazrat Sharjeel (RA) 
and Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), Masalamah Kizzab 
and his army were defeated. Hazrat Ikramah (RA) was 
there only that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) forbade 
him to come to Madinah and ordered him to reach 
Oman immediately and help Hazrat Huzaifa (RA) and 
Hazrat Arfaja (RA) to eliminate the rebels. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) advised him, "Travel on 
the trust of Allah, do not fight against those who want 
peace, do not snatch the right of any Muslim, say right 
and act accordingly." Do not be afraid of fearing 
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someone; be fearful of Allah, and whenever you fight 
against the enemies, fight with stability. Even you 
become martyred. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also reported to Hazrat 
Huzaifa (RA) and Hazrat Arfajah (RA). Hazrat Ikramah 
(RA) immediately left for Oman, and three leaders 
gathered to make the strategy of war and conquered 
the apostates after the fierce battle. Laqet bin Malik 
was killed, and the execution of apostates was 
eliminated. (Tarikh Tibri) 


9.11. Lashkar Adamah 


After the end of the apostasy campaign, by order of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Hazrat Ikramah (RA) left 
with his seven hundred horse riders to Muhra, along 
with the tribes of Oman. When he entered the Muhra, 
he saw that Muhra was divided into two rulers. The 
name of one leader was Shakhreet; he was occupied 
by the coastal area, according to the number of 
people, and for war, he was not strong enough. 


The other chief, Masbah, was well equipped, was 
occupied by the uppermost area, and was very strong 
in its Community and property. Hazrat Ikramah (RA) first 
invited both of them to Islam. Shakhreet accepted the 
invitation, and the other one became proud of the 
number and strength. In this encounter, Shakhreet 
accompanied Hazrat Ikramah (RA). Misbah was 
destroyed, and he was killed with many of his 
companions. Ikramah (RA) stayed there for a few days 
and did according to his affairs. He represents the 
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people of Bukhda, Riyatha Alrotha, Sahil, Jazaer, Mar, 
Lean, Jebroat, Zahurul Shajar, Sabrat, Yanab, and Zat 
ul-Najam, and all became Muslim. Peace and 
prosperity were established in the area. Hazrat 
Ikramah's (RA) victory reached Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA). After that, Shakhreet brought Khams to 
Medina. (Tarikh Tibri) 


9.12. Apostate of Kinda 


To the execution of the apostates of Kinda, Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA), she sent a Lashkar under the head 
of Hazrat Ziyad bin Lubed (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) wrote a letter in which 
he said:

From Rasool Allah’s ( j!ss%) Khalifa Abu Bakr to Ziyad bin 
Lubed (RA); 
Assalam Alikum! 


| accept Allah. Besides Allah, it is not permissible to 
worship that the Prophet (ss) has passed away. 


(easel dg U1 aUGG). 


With the knowledge that the success of every work 
depends on Allah's help. You are instructed to show 
courage to work with your responsibilities. And take a 
pledge of allegiance for me from the people of that 
region. If anyone refuses to accept allegiance, take 
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notice with the sword and fight against disobedience. 
There is no absolute doubt that Allah will overcome His 
religion on all religions, how much dislikes may be to 
the polytheists. 


Ikramah (RA) received a letter from Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), in which the order was to come to 
Muhajir bin Umaiyah (RA), who is coming from Sana’a, 
and then turn both together towards Kinda. As soon as 
the letter was received, Ikramah (RA) left Muhra, 


stayed at Abin, and started waiting for Hazrat Muhajir 
bin Umaiyah (RA). 


During the establishment of Abin, he gathered the 
tribes of Takha and Hamir and persuaded them to 
remain firm on Islam. Because of Ikramah (RA) staying 
in Abin, the influence of the rest of the followers of 
Aswad, whom Qais ion Maksuh and Omro bin Madi 
Karb led, after fleeing from Sana’a, Qais bin Maksuh 
kept moving around Sana'a. Omro bin Madi Karb 
joined the party of Aswad Ency, who is present in the 
Lahaj. When Ikramah (RA) arrived in Abin, Qais and 
Omro gathered to fight with Ikramah (RA). But soon, 
they differed and separated from each other. When 
Muhgjir bin Umaiyah (RA) arrived, Omro bin Madi Karb 
handed over himself to Hazrat Muhqjir (RA), and then 
Qais also surrendered his weapons. Hazrat Muhajir bin 
Umaiyah (RA) sent both captives to Medina to Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
interrogated both of them. They asked for forgiveness, 
and both of them were forgiven. Both repented from 
their mistakes, corrected themselves, and went back 
to their tribes. (Tabgat Ibn Saad) 
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Ikramah (RA) Lashkar played an essential role from the 
east side to the end of the apostates. Despite his fear 
of the army, the apostates had to compete with the 
other military led by Hazrat Muhajir bin Umaiyah (RA) in 
the north. The Muslims fought against the rebels, 
defeated them, and cleansed all the apostates from 
there, and the Islamic government was re-established. 
(Tarikh Tibri) 


9.13. Battle against Alqamah bin Allasa 


Algamah bin Allasa was from the tribe of Banu Kalb. 
He acknowledged Islam in the life of Rasool Allah 


Aly), and he was apostate in his life and went to Syria. 


After the death of the Messenger of Allah (#), he 
returned to his tribe and started preparing for war with 
Muslims. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was aware of 
his intentions. he sent Hazrat Qayqah bin Omro (RA) to 
fight against him. But the encounter did not happen; 
he escaped from the field. His wife, son, and other 
colleagues refused to go with him, and they accepted 
Islam. Later, he came to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), asked for forgiveness, and accepted Islam. 


(Al-Kamil fi Al-Tarikh) 
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9.14. Abu Shajra bin Abdul Uzza’s apostasy 
and acceptance of Islam 


He was the son of Khansa, the famous poet of Arabs. 
He recalled his brother's memory with a very painful 
and heartfelt passion because he was an excellent 
poet like his mother. It was also inspired in the time of 
apostasy, and that type of poem was saying that 
people's feelings should be spread against Muslims 
and prepared for war. 


There was also a couplet in his poem. 
NE Aa Re) Cad 
|e! yo) busy ses dls 


In this supreme, | have moistened my spear Khalid's 
blood, and | hope | will do the same in the same way. 


But when Abu Shajra saw that his poetry was 
ineffective against Hazrat Khalid (RA) and people 
accepted Islam, he also accepted Islam by visiting 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA).

10.0. Compilation of Quran 


10.1. Background of Compilation of the Quran 


Regarding the compilation of the Quran, when Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) took up the responsibilities of 
Khilafat, the apostasy appeared with great intensity, 
and he faced many difficulties. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), with the help of the Lord of the Universe, 
struggled with his tactic, firmly established success, 
and acquired victory over the apostasy and rebels. 
During these wars, many Companions were martyred, 
who were Hafiz-ul-Quran. In the battle of Yamamah, 
about 1200 Mujahideen Muslims were killed, and a 
large number of Hafiz-ul-Quran and elite companions 
were martyred. 


In the Bukhari Sharif mentioned: 
(rd #16 joy) + Bele Rew ol BU eB us WE 


The Qur'anic hafiz who died in this war were seven 
hundred. 


The existence and survival of Islam is based on the Holy 
Qur'an. The verses which were revealed on the Rasool 
Allah (ss) were written as separate cases. But the 
entire Quran was not in one place. After the 
martyrdom of several Hafiz-al-Quran, Hazrat Omar 
Farooq (RA) focused on Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
on this side. 


Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA) narrated that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) called me one day after the battle 
of Yamamah. When | reached there, Hazrat Omar 
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Farooq (RA) was present there. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said to me, "O Zaid!" Omar (RA) said to 
me, "If such a Huffaz of the holy Qur'an is being 
martyred in the same manner, then the Quran would 
not rise from us. So, | think it is proper that the Quran 
should be collected." 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) says | asked Omar (RA), 
how can | do this thing which Prophet of Allah (lsc) 
did not do in his life? 


He replied, "By Allah!" It is good to have a good work. 
Since then, his insistence has continued, even in that 
matter. | became an annotator, and | understood that 
this work is significant. 


Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA) said that Hazrat Omar 
Faroog (RA) was listening to all these words silently, and 
then Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) addressed me. 


O Zaid! You are a young and wise man and have not 
been accused of any further blame. (You are truthful 
and honest). Besides this, you have been Katib-e-Wahi 
(used to write the Quran after revealing) to this. So, you 
seek the Qur'an and gather it together. 


Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA) said this was great work and 
a massive task for me. If | were ordered to pick up the 
mountain from one place to another, this work would 
be easier than compiling the Quran. Hazrat Zaid bin 
Sabit (RA) said, "How can both of you do this thing 


which the Messenger of Allah (iss) did not do, but like 


Hazrat Omar (RA), Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said that it is 
good for the Ummah. | kept asking different questions 
and answering even though Allah opened my heart 
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like Hazrat Omar (RA) and Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA). So, | 
said | was ready to take this responsibility and started 
searching for the Quran. On leather, wood, stone 
pieces, camels' and goats’ shoulders, bones, and tree 
leaves gathered the Quran. 


They were then collected from the people who 
memorized the Quran by heart. When the verses and 
surahs of the Qur'an were found to be gathered 
together, | (Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit RA) began to 
investigate and start the arrangement. No verses were 
accepted until | did well research that the verse was 


revealed in the same way as the Prophet ( Alsse). 


Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA) used to sit at the gate of 
Masjid-e-Nabvi and read the verse in front of people. 
He only accepts it once he finds at least two witnesses. 
A person presented a verse of Rajam (death penalty 
by stoning) in the service of Hazrat Omar (RA), but he 
could not give any witness, so it was not written. In 
contrast to this, Knaziymah bin Sabit (RA) narrated a 


verse he accepted because the Prophet (Alsz) 


declared his testimony to be equal to two people. 
(Fateh Al-bari) 

Two verses of Surat-Taubah cannot be found in any 
other than Khaziymah bin Sabit (RA): 


These verses are: 


Ciel GE LS 5 355 pnt Gaile 52 SKA 2 O32 reese al 
Osis Eb sale Bay “2b pied SETS OG Gin Sie fS3%5 
Sire pcsdl S35 
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Indeed, there has come to you, from your midst, a 
Messenger who feels it very hard on him if you face hardship, 
who is very anxious for your welfare, and for the believers, 
he is very kind and merciful. (128) So, if they turn away, say 
(O Messenger ##,) “Enough for me is Allah. There is no god 
but He. In Him I have placed my trust, and He is the Lord of 
the Great Throne.” (129) 


(Surah Al-Taubah: 128 -.129) 


When | (Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit) wrote the link to the 
Quran, he found that there was no verse in Surat al- 


Ahzab which | listened to the Messenger of Allah ( Alscz). 


This verse also came from Hazrat Khaziymah bin Sabit 
Ansari (RA). 


This is the verse:

Among the believers, some men came true to their covenant 
with Allah. So, some of them have fulfilled their vows (by 
sacrificing their lives in the way of Allah), and some of them 
are (still) waiting, and they did not change (their 

commitment) in the least. 


(Surah Al Ahzab - 23) 


Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA) said that after this verse 
came to pass, | mentioned it above. Surah is included 
in Surah Al-Ahzab. In this way, | collected Qur'an Hakim 
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and presented it to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). That 
remained with Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) until his 
death. After he compiled the Quran, he came into the 
custody of Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA), and after his 
death, it went into the safe custody of Ummul-Mominin 
Hazrat Hafsa (RA). (Sahih Bukhari) 


10.2. Arrangement of Quranic verses 


Some people believed that during the time of the 
Prophet (alse), the verses and Surahs of the Quran did 


not have any arrangements or names. Therefore, in the 
covenant of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), the 
accomplishment of this great work was to be compiled 
by these verses and Surahs. Although there is no such 
thing, this idea is not correct. The fact is that every 
verse of the Quran, as regards the meaning of 
revelation, is in the same way. The poems and Surahs 
are also arranged as per revelation. All these tasks 


were completed in the life of the Prophet (lsc). 


Aws bin Abi Aws Huzaifa Saqafi (RA) says that | was 
involved in the delegation of Banu Thaqif, who had 
gone to Madinah to accept Islam. The Messenger of 


Allah (alsz) told us that! have to complete the Quran's 


tenure, and | intend to go out until | finish it. On this, we 
asked the companion how you had distributed the 
Quran into parts. They replied that starting from three 
Surahs, five Surahs, seven Surahs, nine Surahs, eleven 
Surahs, and thirteen Surahs, and from Surah-Qaaf to 


the end of the Quran, which is known as detailed. 
(Abu Daud, Masnad Ahmad) 
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The names of Surah were presented in the book by the 
Holy Prophet (#), and the beginning of every verse 
and its end was also revealed by the command of 


Prophet Muhammad (lst). That is why many Surahs 


were self-explanatory as per their names. As in the 
Hadith mentioned. Everything has a height, and the 
Qur'an’s height is the Surah al-Bagarah; there is a verse 
in the Surah, which is the head of all verses and is 
called “Ayat al-Kursi.” (Tirmizi) 


They were written about the great act of gathering the 
Quran in the era of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


In the Quran, Allah Almighty says in his saying: 
shana lees 


Quran is gathered in the scriptures. The Qur'an was 
written in the scriptures but in different parts. Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) collected it in one place and remained 
safe. Even so, Uthman bin Affan (RA) sent many copies 
to other cities. (Fateh al-Bari) 


10.3. Greatest work 


Of course, collecting Quranic verses in a booklet was 
a significant task, and Muslims from all over the world 
benefited from it. During the time of Hazrat Uthman 
Ghani (RA), tribes of the Arab became Muslim, whose 
accents differed from Quresh due to a difference in 
the Quran's recitation. First, Hazrat Huzaifa bin Yaman 
(RA) pointed out this and said it should be given 
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attention before the Ummah, differing in his books like 
Judaism and Christianity. 


Hazrat Uthman Ghani (RA) took the Quran from 
Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Hafsah (RA) and handed it 
over to Zaid bin Sabit (RA), Abdullah bin Zubair (RA), 
Saeed bin al-Aas (RA), and Abdur Rahman bin Harris 
bin Hisham (RA), let's prepare its copies in Qureshi 
language. When these elders made a few copies of 
the Quran, they returned the Original Quran to the 
Prophet's (#) wife, Hazrat Hafsah (RA). Hazrat Uthman 
(RA) sent one copy to each province. The correct 
number of copies is not written in Sahih Bukhari, while 
other books are mentioned in different numbers. There 
is a narration that their number was seven. One was 
kept in Madinah, and the remaining was dispatched 
to Makkah, Syria, Yemen, Bahrain, Basra, and Kufa. 
(Fateh al-Bari) 


Mautah Imam Malik narrates from Hazrat Salim bin 
Abdullah Omar:

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) gathered the Qur’an 
rulings on the papers. 


Imam Baghwi (ra) says! The companions gathered the 
Qur'an in the same way between the two cardboards 
as it had revealed to the Messenger of Allah (alse). 


Neither did it increase nor decrease it. The Quran was 
diverse in the branches of palm trees, bones, and 
people's hearts. Due to this, there was danger in the 
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absence of the Hafiz-ul-Quran; there was a threat of 
losing some of its parts. So, they reached the Caliphate 
al-Rasool (RA) and demanded them to compile the 
Quran. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also agreed with 
their opinion. And thus, the order of the Quran is to be 
gathered together. Then wrote the Qur'an as well as 
the Messenger of Allah (Asst) said. They did not have 
to be delayed, but in the same manner as they heard 
it by the Prophet (lst). The Quran revealed the 
Prophet (#) that the Prophet (#) taught the 
companions in the same manner that is present in our 
prayers today, and this arrangement was told Gabriel 
(as) by Allah. Whenever a verse came down, Gabriel 
(as) tells the Messenger of Allah (,lssz) that this verse 


should be written in Surah before or after the verses. 


(Shareh Al-sunnah-Baghwi) 


It is narrated from Qatada bin Anas (RA) that four 
companions had recited the entire Quran during the 


Prophet's Messenger (Alsse) time. All of them belong to 


Ansar; their names are Hazrat Ubai ibn Ka'b (RA), 
Hazrat Muaz ibn Jabal (RA), Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA), 
and Hazrat Abu Zaid (RA). 


(Saar-Allam-ul-Nabla) 
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10.4. Compilation of Hadiths 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), in addition to his 
collection of Qur'an in his short period, besides the 


work of gathering the Ahadith of the Prophet (at), 


prepared a collection of Anadith and handed over to 
his daughter Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah 
(RA). Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) used to work very carefully 
in Hadith’s case, so he told Hazrat Ayesha Siddique 
(RA) to keep this collection very carefully. 


It is narrated that when he gave this version of Hadith 
to Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA), then 
he (RA) stayed in the night and cried all night with fear, 
have he left any of the Prophet (Als) saying to him. 


When asked about Abu Bakr Siddique’s (RA) condition, 
Hazrat Ayesha (RA) said! 


"| first thought that he was very ill and changing cruel 
in this unrest. " 
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11.0. Combat campaigns 


11.1. Background 


There were two significant empires in the world during 
the reign of Rasool Allah (ls). Roman Empire and 


Second in Persia, the Empire of Iran (Kisra). At that time, 
there were two great civilizations, the Romans and the 
rest of the world, which were Iranian. The area of 
Arabian Island was drowned in the darkness. With the 
appearance of the Holy Prophet (#), a new empire 
and new civilization started by Islam, a chain of Islamic 
victories began. Then, the world saw that the Roman 
and Iranian civilizations and urbanization became 
faint. 


When the Messenger of Allah (ls) left this world, the 


devils raised their heads again. In the form of the 
apostates and rebels, in the form of internal enemies, 
the Romans and the Iranians began to stir up from 
outside of the Muslim state. Hercules in Syria and Kisra 
(Iranian King) begin to gather troops against Muslims in 
lran. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) rooted out the fate 
of apostasy with his distinction and strategy and then 
started preparing to deal with the Romans and the 
lranian people. 


11.2. Iraq 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), along with the 
execution of the apostates, led a raid by the Hazrat 
Musannah bin Harissa Shebani (RA) to Iraq. His aim was 
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that as long as Muslims were entangled with the 
apostates, these raids kept disturbing Iranians with their 
actions so that Iran could not stand to attack the 
Arabs. Therefore, while addressing them about the 
battle, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had explicitly 
ordered that no one should start fighting by reaching 
lraq. This strategy was very successful. 


Later, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) allowed Hazrat 
Musannah bin Harissa Shebani (RA) to make _ his 
request to attack the Iranian invaders; as soon as he 
was permitted, Hazrat Musannah (RA) was 
accompanied by his tribe people attacked the Iranian 
empire, the area under Iraq invaded Iraq. Their attacks 
were so powerful that Iraq could not stand in their fight, 
and the Delta area of the Tigrinya and the River 
Euphrates came under their control, and other 
territories were also conquered. When reports of these 
victories reached Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in 
Madinah, he assumed that further reckoning should be 
sent so that the campaign was established and 
continued. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique’s (RA) letter to Hazrat 
Musannah bin Harissa (RA):

Take your people together and go 
with them, help them, and hold their hands in fighting 
against the enemy.

As long as Khalid (RA) is with you, the army's soldiers will 
be under his command, and when he goes to another 
place, you will be restored to your previous position. 
Wa-Alikum Assalam 


For this purpose, Hazrat Ayaz bin Ghanem (RA), who 
was in Najad, wrote, "Prepare a Lashkar of the Muslims 
there, take it and eliminate the rebels of that area. 
After controlling them, they reached east Hera and 
attacked the north side of Iraq. If Hazrat Khalid bin 
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Walid (RA) arrived before you, fight against Iranians 
under his command. With this, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) wrote Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), who 
was in Yamamah, ordered him to take his army to 
south Iraq. 


At the same time, those tribes that accepted Islam also 
joined the Islamic Movement. Hazrat Musannah bin 
Harissa (RA) joined Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) in the 
place of Abela. When Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) got 
the letter of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), he was with 
him two thousand soldiers. Many of his soldiers were 
killed on the battlefield of Yamamah. Along with the 
letter, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) collected eight 
thousand people from the tribe Muther and Rabiya 
tribes and led an army of approximately 10,000 to Iraq 
and reached the place of Abela and found Hazrat 
Musannah bin Harissa (RA) with two thousand soldiers 
and the number of the army has increased by 
eighteen thousand people. Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid 
(RA) took over the leadership of the United Islamic 
Army as a Savior. 


11.2.1- Battle strategy of Khalid Bin Walid (RA) 


Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid (RA) distributed Lashkar in three 
parts. A part was led by Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa 
(RA), the second was led by Hazrat Eddy bin Hatim 
(RA), and the third took on his leadership. He also 
ordered every part of the army to reach Hudair from 
different directions. Hudair was the province of Iraq, 
where a brave warlord of Iran, Hormuz, was the 
governor. Hormuz’s fear was sitting far away. Arab, 
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lraq, and India were frightened of him. He used to 
attack India with its combat fleet. Before leaving the 
Lashkar, Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid (RA) sent a letter to 
Hormuz for an argument. 


If you accept Islam, then stay in peace or pay a minor 
tax. In that case, we will be responsible for your 
protection. Otherwise, remember that | have set you 
up in a nation that is so fascinated by death as you live. 


After sending this letter, Hazrat Khalid ibn Walid (RA) 
sent the Lashkar led by Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa 
(RA) to reach Hudair soon. On the next day, Hazrat 
Eddy bin Hatim’s (RA) Lashkar left, and on the third 
day, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) also led his army to 
Hudair. 


1. Campaign of Zat-ul-Salasil 


When Hormuz got the letter from Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA), he immediately gathered the army to fight 
with them. He first moved toward Azm, but he got the 
news that Muslims were moving toward Hudair. In 
addition to this news, he moved towards Hudair and 
reached before Muslims; he encamped near the 
water. When the Muslims arrived, they saw that the 
forces of Hormuz occupied the place with sufficient 
water. The Islamic Lashkar had to be forced to stay 
before the Iranian people. There was no distant water 
in this place. In the absence of water, there was a 
huge problem, but Khalid bin Walid (RA) encouraged 
them and encouraged the courage to fight with them 
bravely. 
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2. The beginning of the war 


First, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) began to fight on the 
battlefield and call out of the field. Hormuz came 
forward with bravery. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
attacked him with the sword without giving him respite, 
but he was saved himself, and he was shifted to Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA). Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) was 
not too careless; he sat down and started getting up 
on the Hormuz, holding the wrist firmly and snatching 
his sword. When Hormuz came out with a sword, he 
wanted to control Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) in the 
wrestling style and was locked with them. Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA) picked him up from the waist, lifted the 
ground, and stirred up the ground. Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) sat down on his neck. An armor of the 
lranians, whom Hormuz deployed to cheat Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA), was hanging on the side to help 
Hormuz. Hazrat Qayqah bin Omro (RA) was carefully 
observing the battlefield. Without losing a moment, he 
stopped them in front of the Iranians with the help of 
their companions. During that time, Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) threw the head of Hormuz. Muslims took 
their goods out of the rides, the horse riders stood, and 
the military force proceeded and then broke the 
infidels. Allah blessed Muslims with His grace that cloud 
came and rained after the ranks of the Muslims. The 
Muslims drank water and received power from them. 
(Tarikh Tibri) 


Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid (RA) exemplifies courage and 
bravery best. He did all the work end of Iran's leader, 
Hormuz. Hormuz's army could not save him from Khalid 
(RA), and he would fight alone against them. Even

Hazrat Qaygqah ibn Omro (RA) came _ with his 
companions and did all these things. The Iranians had 
tied themselves to chains so that they could not 
escape from the battlefield. But there was no work in 
front of brave lions. Because of tying themselves with 
the chains, this battle is called Za-tul-Salasil. (Tarikh Tibri) 


3. General fighting 


After Hormuz's death, the general war began. Due to 
the death of his chiefs, the Iranians' courage was 
reduced, and the Muslims were fighting a great fight. 
Iranians only competed for a short tine and were 
defeated. Their steps were overtaken, and they 
believed in fleeing. The Muslims pursued these steering 
soldiers and did what they did. Muslims suffered 
minimal losses and got plenty of wealth. Hazrat 
Musannah bin Harissa (RA) pursued the Iranians and 
seized parts of the valley Hasnal-Marrah. Then, they 
conquered the fort and went ahead. Hazrat 
Musannah bin Harissa (RA) tried to stop the Iranian 
soldiers from reaching Madain. During the period, it 
was reported that a great army of Iranians had been 
developed in Madain. 


Muslims got the same amount of wealth equal to the 
weight of thousands of camels. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid 
(RA) sent Knams to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and 
distributed the rest of the booty to Mujahidin. The 
wealth sent to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was also 
a crown of Hormuz and valued at one lakh Dinars, 
fixed with the Jewels. (Tarikh Tibri) 
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4. The War of Mazar (Sani) 


The Iranian army led by Qaran was moving forward to 
fight the Muslims. A Lashkar was coming to help 
Hormuz, but they were reported to be on the way to 
Hormuz's death. They found the information from 
Anosh Jan and Qabad, who fled the battlefield. The 
Qaran accompanied them and moved forward when 
they reached the place making delta of two rivers and 
a river stream; they assumed that place was 
appropriate for encamping; the place was “Mazar.” 


Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) reported to Khalid 
bin Walid (RA) about the Lashkar of Qaran and his 
intentions. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) came to Mazar 
to help Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA). On the other 
hand, the Iranian army was ready to revive its defeat 
with complete preparations. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid 
(RA) knew the intentions of the Iranians, and they did 
not want to allow them to take hold up, so suddenly, 
he attacked them and fought a fierce battle. The 
Muslims fought very bravely, courageously, and with 
unbelievable velour; even the lranian's courage fell, 
and their steps were overtaken. Three of their chiefs 
were killed. Qaran, Anosh Jan, and Qabad were 
dead. Qabad was killed by Eddy bin Hatim Tai (RA), 
and Asim bin Omro Tamimi killed Anosh Jan. After the 
assassination of the chiefs, Iranians fled from the field 
to be sure of defeat. Several soldiers were killed, thirty 
thousand Iranians died in the field, many were 
drowned in the river, and many others were 
captivated by the battlefields. 


lran had a significant loss in this war. Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) stayed in the Mazar for some time after 
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being conquered, eliminating those opposed and 
capturing some. Muslims have lots of booty. Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) did not harm any ordinary citizen 
who had not participated in the war, treated them 
softly, and according to Islamic law, he appointed the 
governor of Jizya (minor Islamic tax for their security) 
and appointed the governor. With the glad tidings of 
victory and Khams, he sent Hazrat Saeed bin Nauman 
(RA) to Medina to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
(Tarikh Al-lslami) 


5. War of Daljah 


lranians had suffered a significant defeat in the war in 
Mazar despite their activities continuing. The Iranian 
invites the people to one tribe of Christians, Banu Bakr 
bin Vail, living in Iraq. They asked the leading people 
of Bakr bin Vail to go to Iran and prepared them to 
fight with the Muslims. The lead was given to a famous 
Sardar Indergar. As per the direction, Lashkar went to 
Daljah. Iranians considered that if the army achieved 
victory over Muslims, success would go to the Arab 
Christians, so the Iranians prepared a great army led 
by Bahman Jaduyah. He followed them. Arab 
Christians also joined the tribes and peasants in the 
Hera and Daljah regions (Kaskar), and while moving 
towards Daljah, their numbers increased significantly. 
By thinking, they became more excited and increased 
their courage to know that Bahman Jaduyah's great 
army was coming to help. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
was getting complete information about the enemy's 
activities. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) stepped down 
from the Mazar to Daljah, where enemy forces were 
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undergoing. When Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
reached Daljah, he attacked a fierce attack on the 
enemy, and eventually, the steps of the enemy's forces 
went up, and they were defeated. The weight of 
Muslims remained heavy here. The leader of the 
Lashkar was killed on the battlefield, and its army took 
the path of escape. 


Then Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) addressed the army! 


Don't we see that there are different kinds of food 
here? By Allah! If Jinad in the way of Allah and the call 
to Isham were not obligatory on us, only the economy 
was in view, then it would have been wise to fight to 
get this land and leave hunger and thirst behind for 
these people—those who did not get ready to go out 
with you remained seated. Then, the booty was 
divided into five parts, and four parts were distributed 
among the Mujahideen, and the fifth part was sent to 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Jizya imposed on 
farmers 


(Al-Badayah wa AI-Nihayah) 


6. The Battle of Alice 


On the Battlefield of Alice, when Iranians embraced 
Arab Christians to fight with Muslims and for their help. 
A Lashkar, led by Bahman Jaduya, was sent behind 
them to help them. But before the army of Bahman 
arrived, the war started, and the Arab Christians had 
to face the defeat, and the infantry soldiers fled the 
way. Meanwhile, Bahman Jaduya's army had 
reached the place of Alice. It was reported that the 
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soldiers who escaped from the war were defeated. 
The Muslims had conquered the tribe of Banu Bakr bin 
Vail in this war, and the fire of revenge was burning in 
their hearts. To take revenge, they prepared a Lashkar 
led by Abdul-Aswad Ajly, a man of Banu Ejlan. All these 
people gathered on the spot Alice and requested 
Bahman Jaduya’'s Lashkar to helo. Bahman Jaduya 
sent a commander with a Lashkar under the 
command of Jaban and sent him with the help of 
Abdul Aswad Ajly. He went to the royal court to consult 
peace, and when he walked, he told them not to start 
the war till | came back. 


When Bahman Jaduya reached the royal palace, the 
king was severely sick. He could not get the 
opportunity to talk to the king. While waiting for the 
king to be healthy, he did not message Japan. When 
the Jaban did not get the message of Bahman 
Jaduya, he began to develop war tactics with his 
desire. 


On the other hand, Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid (RA) was 
informed about a big Lashkar of the enemy that he 
could be attacked at any time by Muslims. He decided 
to take himself to his place by battle. The knowledge 
of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) was reported only by 
the assemblies of Arab Christians. When he reached 
Alice, he found that a great army of Iranians led by 
Jaban was present to help the Arab Christians. Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) immediately changed his 
strategy and started fighting without giving any 
opportunity to Arabs. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) went 
to the field and cried out for the fight against him. Malik 
ibn Qais came out for the encounter. Khalid bin Walid 
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(RA) did this in a way that he could not handle and 
wash his hands with his life. Then, the general war 
began, and Arabs did not get out of Muslims’ attacks. 
Their motives were reduced due to the death of their 
leader. 


Seeing this condition, an Iranian battalion shouted 
praise and came for their help. To increase the spirit of 
Christians, they said that Baham Jaduya had taken an 
enormous army to help them. Jaban said to hold the 
war until Bahman Jaduya arrived because he was 
apprehensive about the Christians. They would not be 
able to stay in front of Muslims for long. The battlefield 
was filled with dead bodies. The Christians started 
fleeing from the military field, and the Muslims started 
arresting them. About 70,000 soldiers were killed in the 
fight against Muslims. The Muslims contained a large 
number of people and got a lot of wealth as booty. 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) entered the enemy's 
guard. After winning the war, Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid 
(RA) sent the captives and Khams to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) to Madinah. 


7. Conquer Fort Amgheshia 


After the victory of Alice Khalid, bin Walid (RA) arrived 
in Amgheshia. The people of that place had emptied 
the area and spread over the sides. Hazrat Khalid (RA) 
ordered the demolition of the fort. Muslims got a lot of 
wealth from the fort, which they had not received yet. 
Each horse rider was partially up to 1500 dirhams 
besides the rewards for good performance. When a 
person, Jundal from the Banu Ejal, brought news of 
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Khams and victory came to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) and found out about the deeds of Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! O Qureshi! Your 
lion was wind fire on the enemy’s lion, overtook them, 
and snatched their flesh. Do women become 
incapable of giving birth like Khalid? (Tarikh Tibri) 


8. Possession of Hera 


It was reported to Iranian King Ard-sheer for the defeat 
of the Christians and the Iranian army in Alice. He was 
already severely ill, and he could not tolerate the sad 
news; his heart had gone to failure. His death was 
another severe blow to the Iranian people. 


On the other hand, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) went 
away on the next campaign without delay and 
surrounded Hera. When they heard the news of the 
arrival of Muslims, the people of the city were hiding in 
the fortresses. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) used to 
siege the fortresses for many days, but he did not fight 
so they could come straightway. When he did not see 
any progress, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) attacked 
the city and occupied the population and Internal 
areas of the city. Troubled with the duration of the 
Siege, Omro bin Abdul Masih, ruler of the Hera, ruled 
out of the fort and came in the service of Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA). Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) talked with 
Omro bin Abdul Masih. A man of the Omro got poison 
that was presented to Khalid bin Walid (RA). Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) asked him why he brought this 
with you. He said that if | did not behave well with my 
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nation, then | would eat this poison and would not see 
the humiliation and destruction of my people. Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) took the poison from his hand 
and took the poison out of it and said, if the time of 
death from Allah is not written, this poison cannot 
affect. With this, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) gave 
these words.

After saying these words, Khalid bin Walid (RA) ate that 
poison. When this old infidel saw Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid’s (RA) belief in Allah, he was astonished, and alll 
the people there were amazed. Omro bin Abdul Masih 
said: 


"Unless you have a single person present in you like this, 
you cannot defeat.” 


The Iranian head of the Hera and the Iranian Lashkar 
heard of the death of his king; they were back. Omro 
bin Abdul Masih accepted peace by paying two 
hundred thousand Dirhams. According to a narration, 
one hundred and ninety” thousand = dirhams 
consolidated a yearly jurisprudence. Apart from this 
jurisprudence, the chiefs of Hera also presented some 
gifts to Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), who had been 
sent to Madinah with booty. When these gifts came to 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), he sent a message to 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) that if these gifts are 
included in Jizya, it is okay to add them to Jizya’s 
money and return the remaining ones to the people of 
Hera.

Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) wrote in his Testament for 
Hera:

This is the Covenant that Khalid bin Waleed (RA) made 
with Adi, Amr bin Adi, Amr bin Abd al-Masih, lyas bin 
Qabaisa and Hari bin Akal. These are the chiefs of the 
Hera people, and the Hera people are satisfied with 
this agreement and have given it to them. A contract 
has been made with them for one hundred and ninety 
thousand dirhams. Which shall be received from them 
every year for the security of the worldly possessions in 
their possession, whether they be monks or priests, but 
who have nothing, are separated from the world, have 
left it, and are safe if there is no need to protect them, 
then there is no jizya on them. Even if they are saved, if 
they commit treason by any act or word, they will be 
responsible for it. This agreement was written in Rabi al- 
Awwal 12AH. (Tarikh Tibri) 


According to a narration, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
gave the people of Hera to accept one of the three 
options. 


1. Enter our religion; you will get the same rights 
that are ours and have the same responsibilities 
as we do whether you move from here or stay 
here. 

2. Prepare to pay Jizya while staying on your 
religion. 
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3. Fighting and war. By Allah! | have the people 
who are more tempted to death as much as 
you are in life. 


They expressed satisfaction in paying for a Jizya. So, 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) said. You are ruined, an infidel is 
a miserable field, and the beholder is the biggest fool 
in Arabs. 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) was incredibly pleased 
with Hera's victory. He performed eight Rakat Nafil as 
thankful and said to his companions. 


On the day of the war of Mautah, nine swords were 
broken by my hand, but as far as the competent Persia 
did with me, no one did, and the elite of the Persia who 
fought against me was the example | did not see 
before. 


9. Hera - Islamic army headquarters 


Hera's victory was a great victory. It had increased the 
hopes of Muslims to win Iran because of the 
geographical and social significance of this city of Iraq 
for the Iranian government. Therefore, the Islamic Army 
declared it as its combat center, from where orders 
were issued to the soldiers. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
made it his presidential place. 


After the victory of Hera, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
gave Hazrat Zarrar bin Khattab (RA), Aiyana bin 
Shamas (RA), Zarrar bin Azdar (RA), Qayqah bin Omro 
(RA) and Musannah bin Harissa (RA) with the

command of small army soldiers and sent to the side’s 
areas of Hera. Therefore, for this strategy, each tribe 
and every township accepted Islam or accepted to 
pay Jizya. Thus, Khalid bin Walid (RA) conquered all the 
territories till the river Tigris. Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid (RA) 
was kept in Hera for a year and monitored the 
surrounding areas. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had 
ordered Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) to stay in Hera 
until he met Ayaz bin Ghanam (RA) after his victory in 
Domat-al-Jundal. 


10. The letter of Hazrat Khaled bin Walid (RA), in the 
name of Iranian rulers 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) did think it was not 
appropriate for him to wait for Ayaz bin Ghanam (RA) 
for along time, and in his view, it had been able to get 
an opportunity to prepare the enemy. On the other 
hand, Hazrat Ayaz bin Ghanam (RA) could not 
conquer Domat al-Jundal. So, while staying in Hera, 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) sent a letter to Iran's chiefs 
by a Hera resident whose article was under.

This letter is from Khalid bin Walid (RA) to the ruler of 
Persia: 


All the definitions are for Allah, who has put your system 
over, overwhelmed your repentance, and broken your 
unity. If we had not attacked this country, that was 
your loss. Now, you should obey us. If so, we will leave 
your area and go to the other side. If you do not 
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accept our obedience, then you will have to deal with 
people who like death more than you enjoy life.

Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) wrote a letter to the 
lranian chiefs and also sent a letter in the names of the 
lraqi embassies. Those who were landlords and feudal 
did not accept Islam right now. A resident of the Anbar 
delivered this letter.

This letter is from Khalid bin Walid (RA) to the name of 
the leaders: 


All praises are for Allah, who broke your unity and 
splendor. You accept Islam, you have peace, or 
become humble and pay Jizya. Otherwise, remember 
that | have set you on a nation that is as intense as 
death as you like to drink alcohol. 


When the Iranian authorities and Iraqis received the 
letter, they sat together. They consulted on the issue of 
how to get rid of Muslims because they were not ready 
to accept defeat from Muslims in some way. 


11. The Battle of Anbar (Zat-Al Ayun) 


After the letter of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), the 
lranians created a great army to defeat the Muslims, 
and they put it near the Hera. The ruler of Sahbat 
Sherzad led the Leadership. Sherzad was courageous. 
He set the entrenchment in the city and shed specialist 
archers. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) received the 
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news of the army of Iranians. They gave Hazrat 
Qayqah bin Omro (RA) and Hazrat Iqra bin Habis (RA) 
special responsibilities. Hazrat Qayqah bin Omro (RA) 
was responsible for protecting Hera, and Hazrat lqra 
bin Habis (RA) was sent as the first troop of the war. 
Later, Khalid bin Walid (RA) came to the city of Anbar 
with more soldiers and sieged it. The Iranian army, who 
was sitting in the entrenchments, suddenly hit the 
arrows; Muslims did not expect the sudden attack, 
because of which almost a thousand Muslim soldiers 
were injured. In this war, the enemies attacked the 
arrows suddenly on the ground, which caused many 
Muslim soldiers blindly, so the name of this battle was 
known as “Zat-al Ayun.” 


Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed, like a_ skilled military 
commander, immediately changed his strategy and 
slaughtered the sick and incapacitated camels and 
threw them into the trenches in which the Iranians had 
built fronts to stop the Muslims. This action allowed the 
Muslims to cross the trenches and narrowed the way 
for the Iranians. The Muslims reached the wall of the 
city, climbed the wall, jumped inside the wall of the 
town, and then, after a great fight, they also opened 
the gate of the town. Many thousands of Iranian 
soldiers were killed. 


Finally, the Iskamic army entered the city of Anbar. 
Sherzad faced failure and realized that the Muslims 
could not be stopped from conquering the city, so he 
sent a peace message and said that if my life were 
spared, | would move from the city with my horse riders. 
| will leave. Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed (RA) told him that 
he should go with his companions for three days of 
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travel substance and nothing would be done to him. 
Sherzad took advantage of this opportunity and 
immediately left the city. Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed 
entered the city as a conqueror. The tribes around 
Anbar considered it their advisability to reconcile with 
Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed (RA). (Tarikh Tibri) 


12. The victory of Ain al-Tamar 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) was in a Hera; he was 
informed that Iran was collecting a large army against 
Muslims, which was led by his chief Mehran bin 
Behram. Apart from this, they have also joined Arab 
tribes around it. They are also ready to fight Muslims, 
and the leadership of these Arab tribes is doing their 
leader, Ugbah bin Abi Uqbah. These tribes include the 
people of Banu Tighlab, Ayad Namar, etc. 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) made Zabargan bin 
Badar his vice in Anbar City and left without any respite 
to the Iranian people, and they reached there at the 
end of three days. The Iranian army found that the 
army of the Muslims had also reached the end; he 
immediately informed the Uqbah bin Abi Ugbah, 
Tamar, Talghlab, and Ayad to join the Iranian military. 


The Uqbah said to Mehran that we know the methods 
of fighting the Arabs, so we should first fight with them. 
Mehran accepted this fact, and the army of Uqbah 
came before the Muslims. The Uqbah first came out in 
the field and invited Khalid bin Walid (RA) to compete. 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) suddenly threw a ringlet, 
and Uqbah fell and was arrested alive. People of the 
Uqbah's army saw that the Muslims had arrested their 
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commander to such a great extent that their motives 
failed. They started to flee from the battlefield, and 
Muslims followed them and stopped many people. 


Mehran bin Bahram was sitting in a fortune with the Iran 
army in the fort, that in the short run, Arabs would 
defeat the Islamic army. But when he received the 
news on the contrary, he was frightened of Muslims, 
and he stood with his army without taking any 
encounters. When the fort was empty, the soldiers of 
Uqbah entered it and closed its doors. The Muslims 
surrounded the fort and continued for the last four 
days. When the soldiers in the fort saw that they could 
not compete with the Muslims, they forced them to 
make sure that if they were forgiven their lives, they 
would open the doors of the fort, but Khalid bin Walid 
(RA) gave them no option—asked to open the doors 
of the fort without any condition. They forced them to 
open the doors of the fort. 


On the orders of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), they 
were arrested and brought their chief, Uqbah bin Abi 
Uqbah, and killed him in front of their soldiers. This 
reduced the motivation of the soldiers, and they sat 
down their hearts. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
collected booty and sent Hazrat Walid bin Ugbah (RA) 
to Medina to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) with good 
tidings and wealth of victory. 
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13. The victory of the Domat-al-Jundal 


Hazrat Ayaz bin Ghanem (RA) was sent by Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddiq (RA) on the campaign of Domat al-Jundal. 
Hazrat Ayaz bin Ghanem (RA) reached Domat al- 
Jundal while subjugating the tribes of the upper region 
of Iraq. Two chiefs in Domat al-Jundal, Akedar bin 
Malik and Judi bin Rabi'ah, were defending Domat al- 
Jundal together. His allied tribes, Banu Bahra, Qalb, 
Ghassan, and Tanuh, were helping them. A year had 
passed, and no substantial success had yet to be. 
These two chieftains had also gathered all the 
surrounding tribes with them. They were helping them 
a lot. The people of the areas which the Muslims had 
conquered were also fleeing and joining them, due to 
which their number had increased, and they were also 
burning in the fire of revenge. The situation in Domat 
al-Jundal was becoming alarming. Seeing _ this 
situation, Hazrat Ayaz bin Ghanem (RA) wrote a letter 
to Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed RA and requested help. 
Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed (RA) had finished Ain al- 
Tamer, and as soon as he received the letter, he 
decided to go to Domat al-Jundal. He made Hazrat 
Uwaym bin Kamil Aslami his deputy in Ain al-Tamer and 
left for Domat al-Jundal, five hundred kilometers from 
Ain al-Tamer. This distance was covered by Hazrat 
Khalid bin Waleed (RA) in ten days and reached 
Domat al-Jundal. 


Hearing the news of the arrival of Hazrat Khalid bin 
Waleed (RA), Akedar bin Malik was frightened 
because he knew the fighting skills, bravery, and 
courage of Hazrat Khaled bin Waleed (RA). He was so, 
defeating them too much work. He was frightened 
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and told Judi bin Rabi'ah and other Christian chiefs 
that we should try to make peace with them instead 
of fighting them, but the chiefs did not agree. As a 
result of which, Akedar left his side and separated. 
There are different narrations about him that he went 
somewhere and also that the Muslims killed him. 


The situation was complicated when Hazrat Khalid bin 
Waleed (RA) reached Domat al-Jundal. Hazrat Ayaz 
bin Ghanem (RA) had besieged them, but they were 
not getting the victory despite this. Hazrat Khalid Bin 
Waleed (RA) adopted this strategy in that he attacked 
the fort from the opposite direction from which Hazrat 
Ayaz Bin Ghanem (RA) was shooting so that his 
strength was divided into two parts. Jodi bin Rabi'ah 
divided his army into two parts and sent one part to 
Hazrat Ayaz bin Ghanem (RA). he came to meet 
Hazrat Khalid bin Waleed (RA), left the army, and 
challenged the Muslims. They came out and captured 
Jodi alive with great bravery and technique. Then their 
chief Wadiya came to fight, Hazrat Iqra bin Habis (RA) 
came out to fight, and he also arrested Wadiya alive 
after the fight. Seeing the capture of their great 
leaders in this way, the other Christians ran back to the 
fort, and they wanted to close the fort; meanwhile, on 
the other hand, Hazrat Ayaz bin Ghanem also forced 
the Christians to flee. Thus, when people from both 
sides ran to shelter in the fort, the fort was filled with 
people, and there was no room for more people to 
enter it. The Muslims found the rest of the soldiers 
outside the fort and killed them. Judi bin Rabi'ah was 
also killed, and the arrested people were also killed. 
Whoever asked for peace was granted peace. The 
Muslims occupied the fort and the city and sent a 
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messenger to inform Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA). 
(Tarikh Al-lslami) 


14. Battle of Haseed 


When Khalid bin Walid (RA) went to Domat-al-Jundal 
to help the Ayaz bin Ghanam (RA), after leaving Hera, 
the tribes behind thought that it was an excellent 
opportunity to get rid of Hera from the Muslims, and 
they could take revenge for the murder of Uqbah bin 
Abi Uqbah. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) sent Iqra bin 
Habis (RA) to Anbar, and he stayed in Domat al- 
Jundal. The Iranian royal palace sent two 
commanders, Zar-Muhar and Razuyah, to Hera by 
giving them extraordinary powers. When the Muslims 
found the news, Hazrat Qayqah bin Omro (RA) fought 
against them. He led a part of the division, divided into 
two parts, and gave another part to Abu Laila. 


The Iranian and Arab tribes were occupied in the area 
of Haseed and Khanafas. The Muslims attacked them 
from two sides, with a sudden and fierce attack, and 
did not give up until they were killed. The bloody battle 
took place by thousands of soldiers, and both of their 
commanders were killed. 
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15. Battle of Khanafas 


The remaining warlord's army of Haseed escaped from 
the battlefield, sheltered in the sanctuary, and took 
refuge in Khanafas with the help of the famous Iranian 
commander Bahbuz. Abu Laila bin Feda pursued 
Khanafas behind escaped soldiers; the Iranian leader 
Bahbuz ran away from Khanafas instead of fighting 
and fled to Musikh. Muslims got much wealth as booty. 
The reports of all these fights were sent to Khalid Bin 
Walid (RA). (Tarikh Tibri) 


16. Battle of Musikh 


The ruler of Musikh was Hazil bin Imran; when he was 
informed of the arrival of Muslims, he started preparing 
for the encounter. Rabiya bin Bajer from Banu Taghlab 
with his fighter was with him. On the other hand, Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) had contacted Hera from Domat 
al-Jundal. They were fully aware of all conditions and 
circumstances, so they sent Hazrat Qayqah bin Omro 
(RA) and Hazrat Abu Laila (RA) to two places by 
location and guided them to two different places and 
at the same time, they came to Musikh from different 
sides. Khalid bin Walid (RA) was on the third side; they 
attacked together from three sides. 


They reached and took a stroll in the city at the same 
time. At the same time, three attacks were shattered 
due to attacks they did not get the opportunity to 
handle, and they fled from the field instead of 
competing, then the Muslim soldiers started killing 
them. Their chief, Hazil ion Imran, also escaped from 
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the field. In this war, two Muslims were killed by mistake, 
who lived in Musikh; their names were Abdul-Aziz Abi 
Rahim and Labid ibn Jarir. Later, their blood money 
was paid out. 


17. Victory of Al-Zamal 


Hazil bin Imran escaped from Musikh after being 
defeated. He took refuge in Attab bin Flan in Al-Zamal. 
He stayed in Bashar (place name) with a vast army. 
Before reaching the news of the end of Rabiya bin 
Bajer, Khalid bin Walid (RA) attacked them from three 
sides. In this encounter, many people were killed who 
were never killed before, and Muslims got much 
wealth as booty. Khalid (RA) had sworn that they 
would have killed them in their homes. And then it 
happened. Khalid (RA) distributed wealth to 
Mujahideen and sent Khams to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) through Mibah bin Flan-Mazni with news 
of victory. (Tarikh Tibri) 


18. Battle of Faradh 


After the defeat on the battlefield of Musikh, both Hazil 
bin Imran and Rabiya Taghlabi went to Aftab bin 
Usaid, the ruler of Yaseer. There, they were also 
gathering the army to fight against Muslims. Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) was getting reports continuously. 
Hazrat Qaygah bin Omro (RA) perused behind 
escaped leader Rabiya Taghlabi, and Khalid bin Walid

(RA) went behind Hazil bin Imran; both Mujahid 
reached Yaseer. 


There, they were informed that Bilal bin Uqbah had 
prepared an army to fight against Muslims at the place 
of Radhafah. From there, Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
immediately left for Radhafah. When the military of 
Bilal bin Uqbah suddenly saw the Muslim military over 
their heads, he and his men were frightened and took 
the path of escape. All these were gathered on the 
border of Domat-al-Jundal at the border of Persia, 
Syria, and Arab at Faradh and Radhab. Faradh is 
located near the Euphrates River. The place was 
collected on Banu Taghlab, Banu Ayad, and Banu 
Tamar. The Roman army was also there to help them 
on the other side of the Euphrates. 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) also led his army to 
Faradh, and the Islamic military stopped beside the 
river Euphrates. The Roman army heard the news 
about the Islamic army's arrival and reached the river 
Euphrates border. He sent the message to the Muslims: 
you came across us by the river, or we come by 
passing through the river Euphrates to you. Hazrat 
Khaled bin Walid (RA) said you crossed the river and 
went to this side. The Roman army started sending 
messages to the Muslims and started to cross the 
Euphrates River. Their army was ten times more than 
the army of the Muslims. The Muslim soldiers were 
exhausted, and Muslims engaged in constant without 
interruption. But they were full of spirit, passion, and 
courage. Fighting was significantly bleeding, and 
when the fighting started, a bloody fight took place; in 
the battle, Muslims were heavy on the scale, and 
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many Roman soldiers were killed. All the bodies were 
scattered on the battlefield, and the Romans left the 
way to escape. The Muslims also defeated their enemy 
in the Faradh. 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) stayed ten days in Faradh 
and, on the 25th, Duel-Qadah 12AH to the Islamic 
army led by Shajra bin al-Aghar and left secretly for 
Hajj. The secret kept going to his pilgrimage so the 
enemy would avoid trying to take advantage of his 
absence. The news about their pilgrimage has no one 
in their army except the elites. This year, Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) also received the blessings of Hajj. 
He built Hazrat Uthman Ghani (RA) in his place as a 
vice where he had traveled for Hajj. Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) did not meet Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) in Hajj. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) told the pilgrimage of 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) on his return to Medina. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) expressed his 
displeasure and heard of this uncertainty. Because 
such an incautious enemy could create significant 
problems for Muslims, apart from this, Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) had complete contact with Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA). There were letters between him 
and Khalid bin Walid (RA) he used to get guidance 
from Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in every way, and 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) also instructed him instantly. 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) stayed in Hera until Rabi 
al-Awwal 13AH. After returning from Hajj, he remained 
in Hera, and the surrounding areas near to succeeding 
were conquered. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) letter to Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA): 
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You go to join the Islamic army in Yarmouk. Beware! 
Unless you do not repeat the mistake, you made, and 
by the grace of Allah, they are not besieging like you, 
and they cannot deal with these difficulties like you. 


O Abu Salman! Congratulations, and sincerely fulfill 
your responsibilities. Allah will fulfill your promise for you. 
Egotism does not fit you; you will be hurt and lost in such 
a situation. Beware! You do not admire me because of 
your actions. Allah is Gracious, and He is the One to 
reward him. (Tarikh Tibri) 
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11.3. Campaigns of Syria 


11.3.1. Strategies and Conditions 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) spoke to people calling 
on the country's jihad and said! 


Praise be to Allah and blessings and peace upon 
Rasool Allah ( ,tsaz). Re member, everything is a purpose 


that achieves this purpose; it becomes a security, and 
Allah is sufficient for those who act for the pleasure of 
Allah. It is necessary to struggle against evil because 
one can reach the destination only” through 
righteousness. Know that whoever does not believe it 
is not a religion, which does not expect a reward from 
Allah, there is no reward for him, and if intention is 
incorrect. Look! The book of Allah has been described 
as an excellent reward for the jihadist from Allah, who 
reads the heart to dedicate him to this work. Jihad is 
the trade Allah Almighty has mentioned, and Allah 
protects whoever does jihad from humiliation and 
gives honor to him in the world and the Hereafter. 


Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) invited Jinad the people of 
Makkah, who were eligible to compete with the 
Romans, and wrote a letter to them: 


pay doy All ay 
From Abu Bakr Abdullah bin Abi Qahafah to the 
Muslims of Makkah and surrounding: 
lam thankful to Allah that there is no god except Him, 
and |send blessings on the Prophet Muhammad (ls). 
You are informed that before that, | have asked the 
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Muslims of Medina to deal with their enemy and 
conquer the country of Syria. Now, | write to you to 
show this order of your Lord as soon as possible. 


“ail Seah SE BiTs SSiseh giale 5s TUS Gls 35a 
Grip 63085 BSG) BOBS 205 


March forth (in the way of Allah), no matter whether you are 
light or heavy, and carry out Jihad (struggle) in the way of 
Allah with your wealth and lives. That is good for you if you 
were to realize. (Surah At Taubah - 41) 


This verse is revealed for you people, so most of you 
should try to follow it. The one who will help Allah's 
religion Allah will helo him, and whoever avoids the 
help of Allah, then Allah will be unaware of him. Walk 
as soon as possible to a paradise whose fruit is below, 
which Allah has made for Mujahidin, Muhajireen, and 
Ansar and those who walk on this path.

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), who had sent Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) to the Syrian cities after dealing 
with the execution. Because there was a constant 
threat from Syria due to the activities of Iranians, Hazrat 
Khalid Bin Walid (RA) was sent to the troubled areas to 
help the commanders there. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sent another Lashkar 
near the borders of Syria under the command of 
Hazrat Khalid bin Saeed bin Aas (RA). And they had 
instructed that until the orders of the war from 
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Madinah, keep the battle. But if the enemy attacks 
you, then the encounter is allowed. They were 
instructed to try adjacent tribes with them, but those 
who were first involved in apostasy should not be 
included. Hazrat Khalid bin Saeed bin Aas (RA) 
gathered an army in a few days to gather tribes. On 
the other hand, when the Roman King Hercules 
became aware of the Muslim army, he also started 
preparing his best.

He asked permission 
to fight so that the Roman army could not achieve so 
much power that their sudden attack harmed the 
Muslims. 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) got the letter of 
Hazrat Khalid bin Saeed bin Asas (RA), he gave it a lot 
of thought.

Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) receives news of victory and 
achievements from different areas. Hazrat Khalid Bin 
Walid (RA) had _ significant achievements.

All the companions who heard the speech 
unanimously answered that we are ready to do what 
you order.

Then 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) wrote a letter to the Yemeni 
people so that they should be included in Syria's 
campaign. In this letter, you wrote:

From Khalifa-Al Rasool to Muslim of Yemen: 


Assalam Alikum, who heard my letter. | am a servant of 
Allah, besides Whom there is no god other than Him. 
Allah Almighty has obliged the Jinad on Muslims and 
has always ordered them to be prepared to fight 
against the enemies, whether there is a shortage of 
warranty or disintegration or obligation. 
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Allah Says:

When Abu Bakr Siddique’s (RA) letter came to Yemen, 
they got ready immediately. They prepared a large 
army led by Hazrat Duel-Kalah Humairi to leave 
Madinah to go to Syria. The tribes of the sides also 
joined this army. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) gave Hazrat Ikramah 
(RA) a great army and departed from Madinah to 
Syria. Apart from this, a Lashkar led by Hazrat Omro bin 
Aas (RA) directed that he should attack the Syrian side 
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with the help of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) from the 
Palestine side. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) advised 
Omro bin Aas (RA) while saying: 


O Omro bin Aas (RA)! Keep your duty to Allah, even in 
open or closed positions, and be pleased with Him 
because He knows all your good deeds and sees that 
those who have followed the good deeds are better 
than you. You, too, become among them, the one 
who works for the next world, and your purpose is only 
the rituals, and do not try to know the people's secret. 
Whenever they encounter the enemy, they are done 
with truth and do not show off the war. | advise you not 
to betray me in trust. If you do your reform, your advice 
will be better. 


11.3.2. Battle of Ajnadeen 


Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) was engaged in evacuating 
from Jordan and fighting against the Romans. He 
intends to meet the Islamic army. The enemy pursued 
them with all the preparation and tried to stir in the 
battle before Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) met his army. 
But Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) was awake and 
intelligent and knew very well that encountering these 
situations was not in his favor; he had seven thousand 
soldiers, and the number of enemies was in the millions. 


Looking at the war situation, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid 
(RA) concluded that as soon as possible, he had to 
meet the Lashkar of Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) and 
destroy the Roman power by making a decisive battle 
with the Roman army. Thus, the position of the Islamic 
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military will be strong, and the steps of Muslims in 
Palestine will go. 


Otherwise, they stayed in their place and waited for 
Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) to come and meet. They 
come here and compete with the Roman army, who 
came out of Damascus for their encounter. Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) preferred the first case because 
in the event of dominating the Roman army in 
Palestine, the way to return to Muslims would be 
secure, and their center would be strengthened. In 
such a situation, they will be in a position to challenge 
the Roman army, and the enemy will feel vulnerable 
to it; then it will take place, and its part will be involved 
in this work and the move Instead of defense. 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) traveled from Yarmouk to 
Palestine and told Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) that they 
should continue to move from the Roman army after 
being deceived. Even the Lashkar of Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) will be there and then attacking the Roman 
army together. Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) came to 
Ajnadeen. The military of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
reached there, and now the number of Muslim armies 
is thirty thousand. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) arrived 
reasonably with his army, and a decisive battle was 
fought. Due to the Muslim commanders’ military skill, 
the Muslims started to conquer the field. The Muslims 
stired, and the Roman army reached their General 
and finished him. After the death of the General, the 
Roman army lost courage and fled from various 
directions. 


In Syria, the first encounter was between the Muslims 
and the Romans. When the news of the Roman defeat 
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reached Caesar, he realized the situation's sensitivity. 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) wrote the letter giving the 
news of victory while addressing Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA): 


To Khalifa-al Rasool from the open sword Khalid bin 
Walid (RA): 


Assalam Alikum! | proclaim the praise of Allah, besides 
Whom there is no god but Him. 


Later! 


O Siddique (RA)! | am giving you the news that we got 
up with the polytheists. They gathered a large army in 
the Ajnadeen. Raise their cross and books. | swear to 
God that we will end Muslims by eliminating or 
removing ourselves from our country. Will not escape 
from the field. We, too, trusted Allah and devoted 
ourselves to them. We wandered from the spears, took 
the sword, and fought against them in every valley, 
field, and way. | thank Allah that He overtook his 
religion. He humiliated the enemy and acted well with 
his friends.

When this letter came to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), he was pleased and said. All praise is for Allah, 
Who gave victory to the Muslims and cooled my eyes 
with it. (Fatuh Al-Sham-Balazdi) 


After this, another army was developed, led by Hazrat 
Yazid bin Abu Sufyan (RA), who ordered them to 
attack Damascus. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) told 
him while advising them! 
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O Yazeed! Your relatives are very much; you might 
prefer these relations in the Emirate. | am worried 


about you. The Prophet (Als) said: "Whoever is a 


member of the affairs of the Muslims and makes wealth 
in the Muslims by the obligations of Allah, the curse of 
Allah is made on such a wealthy person." Allah will not 
accept any charity or effort from such a rich person. 
Even if he will put him in hell, and the one who has 
helped someone from his brother's property, then he 
will curse Allah. Invite people to believe in Allah. 


A Lashkar sent headed Hazrat by Abu Ubaidah bin 
Jarrah (RA) to Homs for invading Homs. At the same 
time, Hazrat Sharjeel bin Hasnah (RA) also returned to 
Madinah by conquest of lraq. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) prepared another army with the 
surrounding tribes and handed its command to Hazrat 
Sharjeel bin Hasnah (RA), ordering him to attack Syria 
from the Jordanian side. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) advised Hazrat Sharjeel 
bin Hasnah (RA)! 


"Go to Khalid bin Saeed (RA), and take care of 
whatever is right over you, as you liked this thing in this 
period." He comes before you as a Governor and 
knows you right over him”. You have been aware of 
him in Islam, and he was a Governor when the Holy 


Messenger (sez) died. And | also kept him, Governor. 


Now, | thought that | was depriving him that his 
dismissal was better for his religion, and | am not jealous 
of anybody else's authority. | have given the authority 
to Khalid (RA) in the army. Choose what he chose; he 
decided you without his non-preference and 
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preferred you for this responsibility over your Cousin. 
When you are looking for any order for which you need 
some advice, you will receive admonition and good 
help from Abu Ubaidah bin Jarrah (RA), Muaz bin 
Jabal (RA), and Khalid bin Saeed (RA). 


This way, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) prepared his 
full-fledged tactical strategy to attack Syria. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) organized the army and 
ordered them to gather at the place of Jaraf outside 
Madinah. 


Then Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) went there and said see 
off them with prayers and remembrance! Allah bless 
you, remember! Everything has a goal that has 
achieved this goal, it has succeeded. The person who 
does any work for Allah Almighty Himself becomes his 
guarantor. You should do your job with effort and 
struggle because achievement can only be reached 
with completed effort. 


Remember! The person who does not believe is not 
entitled to be called a Muslim, who does not receive 
any reward for not doing for the reward. The work 
which does not include good intentions is not work. In 
the Quran, the good news of great reward has been 
given to the people of Jihad in the path of Allah. But 
for a Muslim, it is not appropriate that he should make 
the reward only for himself. It is a trade to jihad in the 
path of Allah, which Allah has issued for believers. Allah 
protects the person who adopts this from anger and 
gives honor to both in the world and hereafter. 
According to Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) directives to 
Islamic Lashkars, they started reaching Syria. 
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11.3.3. Roman warfare preparations 


According to the guidance of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), the Muslim army started reaching its 
places. All Islamic forces were in complete contact 
with each other. At the same time, Romans were not 
unaware of them; they were getting all the information 
about the transportation of Muslims. Hercules 
gathered all his commanders and advised them. He 
gave war-related instructions. He prepared the army 
with four famous Generals. He also had his brothers 
Tazaraq and Theodore. They had many achievements 
in the Romans’ war with the Iranians. They were 
courageous and experienced soldiers. He sent 
Tazarag with an army of nine thousand to fight against 
Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA). Tazaraq could not stand 
against Muslims as per Hercules's expectation, and he 
was defeated. For the encounter with Abu Ubaidah 
bin Jarrah (RA), Hercules sent sixty thousand soldiers 
under the command of Faqar bin Sator. 


Similarly, Hazrat Sharjeel ibn Hassanah — sent 
commander Raais with fifty thousand soldiers toward 
Jordan. And for Hazrat Yazeed bin Abu Sufyan (RA) 
sent Jarhah bin Nozar with forty thousand soldiers to 
Damascus. In this way, in the fight against Muslims, 
Hercules sent an army of two hundred and _ forty 
thousand men with four commanders, which was 
several times more than Muslims in arms and war. At 
the same time, the total number of the Muslim army 
was about 30,000. 
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11.3.4. Consultation for War 


After knowing the number of Romans, Muslims 
consulted for the encounter and decided that instead 
of fighting separately, it would be better to fight 
together with the Romans. Rather than having a place 
together, the Romans could only compete if they were 
more in numbers. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
informed about many enemy soldiers and _ his 
adversaries in a situation and waiting for his orders. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) allowed all four 
commanders to fight together and wrote to them. 


Become an army together, get united, and fight 
against the enemy. You are the helper of Allah; a 
person who is the helper of Allah, Allah will help him. 
But whoever refuses It, Allah will leave him—abstinence 
from your sins. Allah is your protector and defender. 


All four Iskamic commanders gathered together at the 
place of Yarmouk after mutual consultation. 


Abu Ubaidah bin Jarrah (RA) wrote a letter about the 
current situation to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) replied the letter: 
peel aay)! ail any 


In your letter, you wrote that the enemy is ready to fight 
against you. Their king had promised to send such a 
large army, which took much work to accommodate 
on that land. 


By Allah! Due to your presence in Syria, the land of Syria 
became narrow for Caesar and his army despite its 
alliances. By Allah! | hope you soon remove Caesar 
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from his center, Antakya (Antioch). You spread your 
soldiers in villages, towns, and agricultural areas and hit 
the Romans by plundering them and snatching their 
foodstuff. 


| only act in big cities once | write from here. If the 
enemy moves to fight you, you, too, go to battle and 
pray to Allah to overcome you. | will send twice or 
thrice as much as they reach. Thanks to Allah, you are 
both equal in number and strong. | could not 
understand why you were so hesitant to fight them. 
Allah will surely succeed you on the enemy. He wants 
to test you, what you practice. You should have a 
good deal with Omro bin Aas (RA). | have advised him 
to offer you the right advice; he is an experienced and 
submissive man. “Wassalam” 


Abu Ubaidah bin Jarrah (RA) said to his companions: 


O people of Allah! Help Allah's religion. Allah will help 
you and keep you firm. Indeed, the promise of Allah is 
true. 


Servants of Allah! Help Allah's religion. Allah will help 
you and keep you steadfast. Surely Allah's promise is 
true. O Muslims, be patient. Patience is the means of 
attaining salvation and the pleasure of Allah, and it 
removes humiliation. Don't retreat from your ranks. 
Refrain from advancing even a step towards them or 
taking the initiative in fighting the enemy. Aim the 
spears at the enemy and protect yourself with the 
shield. Maintain silence, and remember Allah Almighty 
in your heart. Until | command you to fight. 


(In-Sha-Allah) 
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Muaz bin Jabal (RA) moved forward and advised their 
soldiers! O Quran holders! O saver of the book of Allah! 
O guide the truth to the right path! The mercy of Allah 
and victory in its war is not achieved only by desire. 
Allah Almighty gives forgiveness and great mercy only 
to the truth.

Who likes the truth, 
proposes a reward, does not like lies, and punishes a 
liar. Returns the number of good deeds. | have heard 
that the Muslims will conquer the townships and the 
forts soon, so we should not be afraid of their number. 
If you compete with them, they will scatter like birds. 


Then Hazrat Yazid bin Abu Sufyan (RA) came forward 
and said: 


O Muslims! At this time, you are in a state of Persia, 
separated from your family and Amirul-Mominin, far 
from your land, and you are standing in front of an 
enemy that is very high in numbers and is very harsh 
against you. They are in their country with children, 
goods, and their people. Allah will save you from this 
time, and you will receive the pleasure of Allah when 
you are behaving with patience and perseverance. 
Protect yourself from your sword. Support each other. 
This is a refuge for you. Then he went to the women 
and gave some instructions and advice to them, then 
returned and said to the Mujahidin! 


O Muslims! The thing you are observing is come. 


Listen! This is Prophet ( -!ss%) and Paradise in front of you, 
and you are in front of devil and hell. 


Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) said to the people, "People!" 
Go to your Lord in the Jannat-e-Naeem and virgin of 
paradise. Your place is the most beloved and favorite 
place to Allah that you have today. Get informed! 
Sabireen (patient bearers) have the highest position. 


(Al-Badayah wa AI-Nihayah) 
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11.3.5. War of Yarmouk 


The four Lashkar-e-lskam were gathered in Yarmouk. 
When it was reported to Hercules, he also ordered alll 
four commanders to gather together in Yarmouk. All 
four Roman armies gathered in a deserted area close 
to the fountain of Yarmouk; in an oval ground, the 
mountains were on their sides. This wide-range army 
consisted of two million and 40,000 Romans in the field. 
Romans considered this place very safe, but they did 
not realize that they were shocked in a narrow place 
due to the mountain on three sides and one side of the 
spring and Muslims sitting on the way, Muslims sat down 
there. Thus, with the help of Almighty Allah and the 
wrong Roman strategy, their army surrounded Muslims. 


When Omro bin Aas (RA) saw this situation, he was 
glad to know that the Roman army had been 
surrounded and that the surrounding army was hardly 
safe from the siege army. 


The place where the Roman army was encamped to 
fight the Muslims made it difficult for them to advance 
and attack the Muslims. Whenever the Roman army 
came forward to attack the Muslims, the Muslims 
would have shot it, and they would have been forced 
to retreat. For this reason, the Romans were not able to 
attack the Muslims despite being in large numbers. On 
the other hand, the Muslims were not advancing 
towards them due fo their large numbers. Two months 
they were passed in this condition. Neither side was 
able to win. The Muslim commanders reported this 
situation to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA). 
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1. Khalid bin Walid (RA) appointed as 
Commander-in-chief 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), who sent a letter to 
Khalid bin Walid (RA), expressed after much 


consideration that he was at Hera then. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) said! 


"Leave your subordinate Musannah bin Harissa (RA) 
with half the army, making them responsible for Hera 
province, and join the Islamic army in Yarmouk in Syria." 
Get up and take the position of Commander-in-chief 
of the Islamic army there. They are confined to the 
enemy and see you from Allah's grace, leaving the 
enemy their courage, and you bring your army out of 
the enemy's besieging. 


O Abu Salman! | congratulate you on your sincere and 
happy fortune to accomplish this mission. Allah is your 
protector and defender. You should not be prided in 
your heart because the perception of pride is harmful 
and unhappy. Do not get rid of your work. The only 
bounty is Allah, and He is the All-Mighty, the All-Wise. 


On the other hand, Roman army commander Tazaraq 
also informed King Hercules about his war against 
Muslims. Hercules departed to help the Syrian people, 
led by a great leader, Bahan. 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), after receiving the order 
of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), ten thousand soldiers 
left with Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) and took 
ten thousand army with him. Elite companions 
accompanied him. This campaign was brutal. It could 
have taken a long time. Therefore, Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) threatened that in his absence, Iranians 
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could not take advantage of the enemy's opportunity 
in Hera, so he sent weak men and women to Madinah 
so that if the Iranian people did any evil. So, these 
women and children should be protected from them. 
Then Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) turned towards Syria. 


Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) reached Adak, near the 
border of Syria. He attacked them, besieged them, 
and then reconciled and freed them. Then, turning 
towards the Tadmor, the city's people got down and 
asked for a compromise. He also negotiated them. 
Then, they reached Qartiyn, fought with them, and 
won the victory. Then, they turned towards the 
Huareen, got Sania's place, and cast his flag there. This 


flag was from the Messenger of Allah (st), whose 


name was “Aqab “. The reason for this place was 
called “Sania alAgqab “. When he passed Azra 
(place), he took hold of it and got plenty of wealth 
from Ghassan as booty. Then came from the east of 
Damascus. The companions were engaged in the war 
there. The ruler's authority reconciled and handed 
over the city to the Muslims. It was the first city to praise 
Allah, whom the Muslims conquered in Syria. Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) sent wealth derived from 
Ghassan through Bilal bin Harris Mazni (RA) to Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in Madinah. Then Hazrat Khalid 
bin Walid (RA), Abu Ubaidah bin Jarrah (RA), Mursid 
(RA), and Sharjeel (RA) went to Omro bin Aas (RA). 
Romans were pursuing him, then happened to 
encounter him in Ajnadeen. (Al-Badayah wa Al-Nihayah) 


Many tribespeople tried to resist on the way, but he 
turned them back to Yarmouk. During this time, military 
help was also reached for the Romans. The Roman 
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number of soldiers was more established. There was a 
snatch before going to Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) in 
Yarmouk, but there was no considerable encounter; 
that period passed three months. Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) inspected all the fierce wars as soon as he 
arrived in Yarmouk and prepared a strategy of 
decisive warfare. He gathered the Islamic army and 
divided it into 48 battalions and said: 


Our enemy is in a large number, and it is proud of the 
majority of its numbers; in the same way, it is 
appropriate that we distribute to show the enemy 
more than the actual. After that, Hazrat Khalid Bin 
Walid (RA) formed forty-eight groups, each of one 
thousand soldiers, and set an experimental and brave 
commander on each group, besides keeping a small 
battalion with him. Give instructions to each battalion 
commander and their duties. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid 
(RA) also set the Islamic forces of (Qalb) main force, 
(Memena) right wing, and (Maysarah) left wing. And 
even put their heads. 


Therefore, they set up the leading force in eighteen 
battalions and appointed Abu Ubaidah bin Jarrah 
(RA) as the chief and Amin of all the groups. Hazrat 
Ikramah (RA) and Hazrat Qayqah bin Omro (RA) were 
also appointed as the main force. The commander of 
the ten battalions of the right wing was Sharjeel bin 
Hasnah (RA), and for the ten battalions of the left-wing 
posted, Hazrat Yazid bin Abu Sufyan (RA). Hazrat 
Khalid Bin Walid (RA) appointed a separate leader for 
every battalion, who used to be superior in bravery, 
courage, and understanding. The leaders of these 
forces were controlled by Maymena, Maysara, and 
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the Qalb on their own and were bound to obey them. 
Hazrat Khalid Bin Walid (RA) prepared his war strategy 
as a specialist in battle. After deploying the positions at 
Maymena, Maysara, and Qalb, he set up every ruler of 
the unique brave warriors. He led the leadership of one 
group to Hazrat Ghiyas bin Aythim (RA). 


2. Starting of the regular War 


The way Khalid bin Walid (RA) was aligned with the 
Iskamic army, the encouragement of the Muslims 
increased significantly. There was anxiety in them, and 
they did not care about numerous of the Romans. The 
passion for martyrdom began waiting for the 
command to fight the Romans. On the other hand, the 
Roman army was also aware of the preparation of the 
war of Muslims against them. They knew that Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA) had taken command of the 
Muslim army for battle and had been in complete 
readiness for the military. The leaders who had 
previously known the Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
Walid (RA) had been aware of Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid's (RA) ability to combat warfare, bravery, and 
experience. They knew that Hazrat Khalid bin Walid 
(RA) was a General who was said to have no idea 
what strategy he would now use. 


When combat preparations were completed from 
both sides, a Lashkar of 40,000 soldiers attacked the 
Muslims. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) was also ready 
for the attack, so he went ahead with the courage of 
his brave companions. Jarbah, a Roman ruler, had 
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heard a lot of testimonies and bravery about Hazrat 
Khalid bin Walid (RA), so he wanted to meet him. 


Consciously, Roman commander Bahan ordered 
Jarbah to attack the Muslims with his army. When the 
Jarbah came into the field of war, he considered this 
opportunity to ask Khalid bin Walid (RA) to do 
something. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) asked a few 
questions about Islam. Khalid bin Walid (RA) 
wonderfully resoonded to his questions. 


Jarbah: "Have you ever taken a sword from the sky on 
your Prophet (#), which He has given you, to whom 
you drive and defeat the enemye" 


Khalid (RA): No. 
Jarbah: Why your name is “Saifullah”? 


Khalid (RA): Allah has revealed to us our Prophet 
Als). He has invited us. We did not listen to him. We 


had not heard, and we all were away from him. Then, 
some of us confirmed the Prophet (#) and followed 


him, and some of us rejected the Prophet (Als). Then 
Allah guided us. We pledged allegiance to him. He 
(asst) told me! You are a sword from Allah's swords, 
which Allah has drawn on the polytheists. Prophet 
Als) prayed for me for victory and honor. That's why 
my name is Saifullah. | am the stiffest among the 
Muslims on the polytheists. 

Jarbah: What do you invite? 


Khalid (RA): We give an invitation to witness the 
blessings of Allah and the Messenger of Allah ( Alscz), 
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Jarbah: Those who do not accept this invitation. 


Khalid (RA): See: If they pay Jizya, we will protect them. 
Jarbah: And who is not willing to give Jizyae 
Khalid (RA): We will fight against them. 


Jarbah: What will be the place to accept your 
invitation today and enter this religion? 


Khalid (RA): It is our only place in what Allah has 
assumed for us. Elites and ordinary people, or sooner or 
later, all are equal. 


Jarbah: What will be a reward if anyone enters your 
religion today? Will you reward like you people? 


Khalid (RA): Yes, but more. 


Jarbah: How will they be equal to you, even though 
you have done this in the surpassing? 


Khalid (RA): We accepted this religion and pledged 
allegiance to our Prophet (Ast) while he was alive 


among us. The Prophet (sez) told us the news from the 
sky and showed miracles to us. You people did not 
observe what we have observed, and you have not 
heard the majesty and arguments, so whoever among 
you Is sincerely devoted to religion is better than us. 


Jarbah: O God! You are telling the truth. Are you not 
deceiving? 


Khalid (RA): By Allah! | have spoken the truth to you, 
and Allah is a witness to your question. 
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Jarbah: By Allah! | have told you the truth, and Allah is 
witnessing what you have asked. 


After hearing this, Jarbah turned his shield, went with 
Khalid (RA), and said: Teach me Islam. Khalid (RA) 
brought him to his tent. He ordered him to bathe and 
read two rak’ah prayers. 


There was a discussion between Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) and Jarbah that the Romans attacked the 
Muslims to help the Jarbah, and Muslims had to be 
back in a hurry. Seeing this, Hazrat Ikramah (RA), who 
was leading his head, stood before Khalid bin Walid's 
(RA) tent. He came to see the Muslims striving back 
and talked to the people! | have been fighting with a 
holy person like the Messenger of Allah (#) in every field 
(before Islam). Will you run away from the fear of 
people today? By Allah! This can never happen. With 
that, he turned to his companions and spoke. Come 
on, who pledges allegiance to death? 


The sound of his boiling voice shook the Muslims. His son 
Omro bin Ikramah, Harris bin Hisham, Zarar bin Azwer, 
and four hundred other Muslims pledged allegiance to 
the hand of Hazrat Ikramah (RA). Ikramah_ (RA) 
attacked the Romans so strongly that they could not 
fight, and their steps were overturned in their hearts. 


Another important thing was that the Roman leader 
Jarbah was very impressed with the discussion of 
Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA), and he accepted Islam 
and then joined the war with Muslims. Hazrat Miqdad 
(RA) had been given the responsibility of Qari, who was 
reciting the verses of Surat al-Anfal, warming the hearts 
of Muslims. Muslims were on the rise in height. Women 
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were also participating in the war and showing the 
essence of bravery. Abu Sufyan's daughter, Hazrat 
Jawayria (ra), also showed the spirit of courage. Abu 
Sufian (RA) was also present in the fight. The people 
used to read rajas (poetry) loudly to zeal the people. 


Allah Almighty! You are the supporters of the Arabs 
and the helpers of religion. Your enemy supporters of 
Romans are supporters of the Shirk. Or Allah! Today's 
war is just for the sake of your name. Or Allah! Help your 
servants. 


The war was on the rise, and despite the vast number 
of Romans, there was no success. There are examples 
of the Muslim soldiers’ bravery and how they fought. 
Romans were very tired of fighting with Muslims, and 
their passion was becoming cool, and the quality of 
despair and misery was overtaken. They could not stay 
in front of Muslims anymore, and they started to be 
backward and fled to the back, but there was no way 
to escape on their back; there was a valley of 
Waqusah and darkness in the night. Many soldiers 
were killed by falling into it. Many were killed in the 
water and drowned while running to the other sides. 
The sword of Muslims killed those who left in the field; in 
this way, one million thirty thousand people of the 
Romans were killed in this battle, and the number of 
Muslim martyrs was about 3,000. Hazrat Khalid bin 
Walid (RA) captured the tent of the Roman Army 
Commander-in-chief. 


Their commander-in-chief, Bahan, escaped from the 
battlefield, while Hercules's brother and __ his 
commander were killed in battle. Many of their chiefs 
were also included on the battlefield; Fiqa bin Nastor 
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was also killed in this war. The Romans were utterly 
defeated in the war. The field was empty from the 
Romans. Their bodies were scattered. 


Hearing the news of the Roman defeat, Hercules 
escaped towards Homs. Jarbah, a leader of the 
Roman army, became Muslim at the hand of Hazrat 
Khaled bin Walid (RA) on the battlefield; he started 
fighting from the Islamic army side and was martyred. 
Ikramah bin Abu Jehl (RA), Omro bin Ikramah, Aban 
bin Saeed, Omro bin Saeed, Tufail bin Omro, Habbar 
bin Sufyan, Samah bin Hasham, Hasham bin Al-Aas 
martyred in this war. When Yarmouk's war ended, 
Muslims soon turned to Jordan and conquered it. 


11.4. lraq’s situation 


Due to the moving of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) to 
Syria, the situation in Iraq was very delicate, and 
lranians wanted to benefit from the situation. The 
Iranian commander Bahan Jaduyah developed an 
enormous army that Muslims should be removed from 
lraq in the absence of Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA). 
Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) used to understand 
the nature of the occasion, with ten thousand soldiers. 
They thought that they should go ahead of Hera and 
fight against the enemy so that they would be 
overcome. Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) set the 
army's new arrangement. He sent two of his brothers, 
Masood and Muainah, to commanders of right and 
left wings and moved to Babylon. He got a letter from 
the emperor of Iran in which he wrote! 
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An Iranian army has been left to compete with you; of 
course, they are chicken breeders and pigs’ grazers, 
but they are going to kill you the dead and will remove 
you well. 


Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) wrote the reply to 
this letter simultaneously and sent the emperor to Iran. 
This letter was written in! 


From Musannah bin Harissa to Shaherbaz! 


Your condition is not different from these two 
conditions: you are rebellious, it is harmful to you, and 
it is beneficial for us, or you are a liar, and you know 
that in the eyes of Allah and His servants, the worst of 
them are false kings. From your letter, we learned that 
you have now become compelled to get other 
people to send us in front of the birds’ breeders and 
pigs’ grazers. Thank Allah. He has turned back on your 
deceit, and you have been forced to get help from 
the birds’ breeders and pigs’ grazers. 


Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) reached near 
Babylon and encamped 84 Km from Midian to a high 
position in the ruins of Babylon. The Iranian army also 
came there. There was an intense war in which the 
military and the Muslim army fought with great 
courage and fierce warriors, and the Iranians also 
fought against them, but they did not tie in front of the 
Muslims for long, and their steps were overtaken. And 
they ran away from the battlefield. The Muslims 
achieved victory in the war and pursued the Iranian 
army till Madain and then Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa 
(RA) returned to Hera. 
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11.5. lran's situation 


The Iranian emperor got news about the defeat of the 
Iranians in Babylon, and he was unfortunate. He 
suffered from this shock and died in a state of fever. 
After his death, his daughter Dakht-Zanan was on the 
throne. But in the palace, a conspiracy started, and 
they were divided, which resulted in the daughter of 
Kisra replacing Sabur Bin Sheherbaz as Emperor. His 
assistant was Almahamzad bin Bandwan. He told 
Sabur to marry me from Kisra’s second daughter Azar- 
Medakht. He approached the application and 
married her to Farakhzad. The Azar-Medakht was not 
happy with this marriage. Azhar-Medakht called 
Siadkhush. It was a great alien killer. She talked about 
this matter. He said that if you do not like him, you do 
not express your anger and invite him to stay with you. 
So, Azar-Medakht did the same thing, and Sabur 
called Farakhzad and sent him to Azar-Medakht's 
bedroom. On the other hand, Siadkhush was ready. 
When Farakhzad entered the Azar-Medakht’s room, 
Siadkhush went ahead and killed him and killed his 
colleagues and guards. After graduating, he brought 
the Azar-Medakht to Sabur and killed Sabur with his 
colleagues. The daughter of Kisra Azar-Medakht made 
the plot of assassination and became a queen after 
her husband and King’s assassination. 


There were some conspiracies in the palace in Iran, but 
their chiefs and commanders were preparing for the 
war against Muslims. Musannah bin Harissa (RA) was 
not unaware; he was also fully prepared to encounter 
lranians. Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) had gone to 
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Syria, and there was no chance of immediate 
assistance from Madinah. 


In these circumstances, Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa 
(RA) wrote a letter to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
However, the letter had not been answered for a long 
time, and the sensitivity was increasing, so Hazrat 
Musannah_ bin Harissa (RA) considered visiting 
Madinah and meeting Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
personally. 


In this sense, he made Bashir bin Knaziymah his deputy 
and departed to Madinah. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) was ill when Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) 
reached Madinah. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
talked to Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA) a few hours 
before his death. He listened fo all his words with great 
gratitude, and then Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
pointed to Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) and spoke! 


Omar (RA): Listen to me carefully and follow it. After my 
demise, you must step forward the army with 
Musannah bin Harissa (RA) as soon as possible. Do not 
let any trouble mislead you by the commandment of 
the Lord. You saw what | did after the Messenger of 


Allah (a's), even though Muslims were on a 


tremendous trial. If, at the time, | delayed the 
command of Allah and His Messenger (#) and showed 
weakness, not only would Madinah have been burnt 
to the flaming of fire, but Islam would also be in 
danger. When victory over Syria would qualify and 
then return to lraq people. Because they can perform 
well in Iraq, and their heart is also in Iraq. 
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Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) promised to follow the 
request of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), and when 
Hazrat Omar (RA) left, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
asked for Allah prayers by raising their hand in the 
Divine. 


O Allah! | have chosen my Caliph Omar (RA) after me. 
| have removed the danger of misery and sedition of 
Muslims. What | have done to improve the Muslims is 
well in the hearts. | have also taken the opinion of 
Muslims, and one of them is the strongest and most 
likely to be the Muslims. So, keep my Caliph him. They 
are your slaves, and they have their foreheads in your 
hands, and make their people righteous, and make 
them the best Caliph, and make Omar (RA) the best 
of the tradition. 


After the demised of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), 
Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) sent a Lashkar to Iraq with 
Hazrat Musannah bin Harissa (RA). 


(Tabgat Ibn Saad, Tarikh Islam) 
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12.0. Fidak and last days 
12.1. Fidak's land 


Fidak is an area of Khyber. It has palm gardens and 
springs. In this area, infidels were handed over to the 


Muslims without fighting. The Prophet (sz) used to do 


the income of this land only on his personal and family 
expenses. And also, we were giving some of it fo alll 
Banu Hashim. The hospitality service of the king’s 
ambassadors was also the same income. It also helped 
people experiencing poverty and orphans. Jihad 
goods, swords, horses, etc., were bought from it, and 
the attributes of Ashab-e-Suffah were also fulfilled. 
(Sannan Abu Daud) 


Imam Bukhari (ra), with his authority, narrated from 
Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) that Hazrat Fatima Az- 
Zahra (RA) and Hazrat Abbas (RA) came to Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) were asking for the land of Fidak, 
and the portion of the Prophet was in Khyber. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) said to both of them: | heard the 
Messenger of Allah (alse) saying that | do not have the 


inheritance. The one who left is the charity. 
The Messenger of Allah (ls) used to get the share of 


his needs from his wealth for his financial expenses; he 
would be same liked, and there would be no change 
in it. In another narration, he said: | have heard that the 
prophets do not inherit anybody, but | will fulfill their 


expenses which the Prophet (lst) Used to do. 
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By Allah! | will do everything on which the Messenger 
of Allah (a!sez) has acted. (Masnad Ahmad bin Hanbal) 


Hazrat Ali (RA) came to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
and said, "O Abu Bakr! We admit your virtue and 
superiority and mention Abu Bakr's (RA) relationship 
with the Holy Prophet (#4) and his rights. 


Then Abu Bakr Siddiq said, "By the Lord, my soul Is 
whose occupation, the relative and relationship of the 
Prophet (ls) is more delightful than my family." 


(Sahih Bukhari) 
In Sahih Bukhari, Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) narrated 
that Hazrat Fatima (RA) said, "The Messenger of Allah 


(als) got the booty from Fidak and Khyber in 


Madinah, whatever is remaining give to me. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA) said that the Messenger of Allah (#8) said 
we do not inherit the inheritance which is left is charity. 


However, all family of Prophet MUhammad (sz) may 
fulfill their needs with this money. | cannot confess the 
Messenger of Allah (sez) in charity. As it was in the life 


of Prophet (Asst), | will do this, and | will do what 
Prophet (ss) did. Mentioned in Masnad Ahmad that 


Hazrat Fatima (RA) said! “You are better aware of what 
you have heard from the Messenger of Allah ( alse). 


“The Messenger of Allah (saz) used to take for Hazrat 
Fatima (RA) and used distribute it to charity, and the 
Mujahidin's rituals were provided from it. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA) said, "| make a witness to Allah that | will do 
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the same as the Messenger of Allah (ss) used to do 


hearing Hazrat Fatima (RA) was pleased." 
(Sereh Nehqj al-Baleghah-Kamaluddin) 


Imam Zaid Shaheed (Zaid bin Ali bin Imam Hussein) 
says that by Allah! If this matter (Fidak) came before 
me, then |, too, would have decided that Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) decided. (Haddadi Sereh Nehaj al-Baleghah) 


"This is the fact that in the heart of the Prophet’s (lsc) 


family, there was no malice, jealousy, enmity, hatred, 
or hostility. Otherwise, they do not confirm that Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique’s (RA) decision is also in any 
decision-making stage. Where there is hostility and 
contradiction, every party opposes the other's 
oppression and circumstances. No evidence was 
found after this incident. 


12.1.1 Some clarifications 


IN some narratives, Hazrat Fatima al-Zahra (RA) asked 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) about heritage; 
observing all these narrations shows that Hazrat Fatima 
(RA) has refused to pay the right to inherit the specific 
nature as a heritage. It is easy to say that Hazrat Fatima 
(RA) is considered inherited as the Prophet's Messenger 


her rights. As Prophet (lsc) said!

The caliphate had asked for the right, and the Caliph 
of time has the narrations that Rasool Allah (-'ss&) said!

It is evident that in the case of the rights of the relatives of 
Rasool Karim (28), they can be bearing fruits and honest in 


their way, nor can it be accurate to destroy the rights of 
others. 


The Islamic world admits that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) was genuine and sincere in his duty to fulfill his 


promise, and he was given the title of Siddique Akbar 
(RA). 
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12.1.2. Heritage of the Prophets (AS) 


After the general pledge of allegiance, all the 
Ummahat-al-Mominin (RA) wanted to make Hazrat 
Uthman Ghani (RA) an ambassador and send them to 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and ask for inheritance. 
When Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) knew their 
intention, she told them! "Are you not afraid of Allah." 


You don’t remember Rasool Allah (Alsst) used to say 


that the inheritance in my wealth will not continue, 
which will be leaving anything for the charity. By 
listening to this, all the wives of the Prophets (#) were 
silent, and Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) did not have 
to make any decision. (Sahih Bukhari) 

It is narrated from Abu Darda (RA) that the Messenger 
of Allah (als) said:

The Prophets (Ass) are not the inheritors of Dirhams or 
Dinars, but they make the heirs of knowledge;

inheritance of Prophet Muhammad (Als), a part of 
the Fidak and Khyber lands. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said that | used to do 


what the Messenger of Allah (Alsst) used to do. | will 


definitely. If | leave anything out of it, then | will go 
astray. (Sahih Muslim 1789) 


Qazi Ayaz (ra) says that after the argument of the 
hadith, Hazrat Fatima al-Zahra (RA) did not object to 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA); she accepted the argument. 
When she reached Hadith and explained it, she 
abandoned her opinion, and then neither did nor any 
of their children demanded inheritance when Hazrat 
Ali al-Murtaza (RA) became the Khalifa, he also 
adopted the method of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
and Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA). 

(Sereh Sahih Muslim-Nawawi) 
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Historically, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), in his era of 
Khilafat, paid the rights of Ahle-Bait, Hazrat Fatima 
(RA), from Fai, properties of Fidak and Khyber, 
according to historical status. But he followed the 


commandment of the Messenger of Allah ( <lssé). 


Muhammad bin Ali bin Hussein al-Bagar and Zaid bin 
Ali bin Hussein stated that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) did not commit injustice or abuse with our 
forefathers. (Al-Murtaza-Nadvi) 


12.1.3. Distribution of Khams 


Hazrat Ali (RA) said, "l am in the presence of Abbas 
(RA), Fatima (RA), Zaid bin Harissa (RA), in the service 


of Prophet (st), that regarding the distribution 


responsibility for the Knams, if it is better for you to give 
me in your life, then it will be better to make any 


difference with us after the Prophet (lsat). Hazrat Ali 


(RA) said that the Messenger of Allah (<lssz) made me 


a trustee. Hazrat Ali (RA) said: Then | used to distribute 
Khams between Banu Hashim, in the Caliphate of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). | was a trustee. Then, 
Hazrat Omar bin Khattab (RA) appointed me as a 
trustee for distributing Knams. Even when Farooq's (RA) 
Khilafah had a lot of wealth in his last year, he 
separated the Khams for us and sent me to distribute 
this material to his people at this time. | replied, O Amir 
Al-Mominin! We (Banu Hashim) are now obliged. Our 
economic condition is excellent, and other Muslims are 
needed, and they are more entitled to it. Then Hazrat 
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Omar bin Khattab (RA) gave the goods to the poorest 
Muslims, and the remaining were submitted to the 
Baitul-Mall. (Abu Daud, Masnad Ahmad) 


12.2. Abu Bakr’s (RA) advice to Hazrat 
Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) 


When Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) fell into his last sickness, 
he called his daughter Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha 
Siddigqah (RA) and said! 


Oh, my daughter! The time has come when all the veils 
are removed, and | see my end. Now, if | have any 
happiness, it is eternal happiness, and if | have any 
anxiety, it is endless anxiety. | took up the burden of the 
caliphate at a time when the situation was very 
unfavorable. If | had not accepted this responsibility, 
the unity of the Ummah would have disintegrated. My 
Allah is my witness that | took this burden so that | would 
not be proud of it, nor was | ever proud of my position. 
| never tried to get more wealth from the treasury and 
only took what | needed. And when | die, return my 
slave, cloak, and old clothes to Bait-ul-Mal. 


12.3. Death of Khalifa-tur-Rasool (RA) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) bathed in the winter 
season with cold water, which caused him to get a 
fever. He stayed in this condition for fifteen days, and 
then he died. Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah 
(RA) said: 
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My father's sickness started on the 21st or 7th, Jumada- 
ul-Akhir 13AH, Monday, due to taking a bath in cold 
water in the winter season. He got a fever, he could 
not get out for the prayer for fifteen days period, and 
he passed away in this sickness. 


12.4. Consultation about Khilafah 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) disease took 
long, he estimated that the last time was near. He 
called Hazrat Abdur Rahman bin Awf (RA), took his 
advice about Khilafah, and asked him what he 
thought about Omar (RA). He replied you know better 
than me. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said that still, what is 
your opinion about him? Hazrat Abdul Rahman bin 
Awf (RA) said Wallah! Omar (RA) is the best person but 
has hardships in his mood, Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said. 


The reason for the hardship Omar (RA) is only that! was 
offered softly; if the work of Khilafah had been handed 
over to him, his hardship could be far away. | also see 
myself if | stand on someone else firmly; Omar (RA) is 
pleasing to me to be gentle. If | treat someone softly, | 
feel Omar (RA) is challenging in front of me. 


Then Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) asked Hazrat 
Uthman Ghani (RA) about him, "He said that the inner 
of the Omar (RA) is better than his appearance, and 
none of us can reach him." Then Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
called Ali Al-Murtaza (RA) and asked the same 
question. He described Omar (RA) in good words. Then 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) consulted Hazrat Saeed 
bin Zaid (RA), Hazrat Usaid bin Khudair (RA), and other 
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Muhajireen and Ansar Sahabah and found their 
opinion. Hazrat Usaid bin Khudair (RA) said, "Allah 
knows best that he is in those who consent is as per 
Allah’s consent, and he dislikes whatever Allah dislikes. 
He is good at showing, and the more powerful and 
prompt person does not offer any other look for the 
works of Khilafah. 


During these consultations, when Hazrat Talha (RA) 
came to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Abu Bakr (RA) 
said in front of him, | intend to set up Omar (RA), the 
caliph of the Muslims after me. Hazrat Talha bin 
Abdullah (RA) said, "What will you answer Allah to do 
with your people (keeping the hardship of Omar) 2" 
Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) came to anger by listening to this 
but could not rise due to fever weakness. He said take 
me up and then repeated it. 


You fear me from the wrath of Allah. Wallah! | replied 
to Allah that | have set the best person, Omar (RA) 
among you from the creation, for the caliph. 


Hazrat Talha bin Abdullah (RA) became silent and 
heard this. (Tarikh Al-Khulafah, Tarikh Islam) 


12.4.1. Siddique Akbar’s Address 


Praise be to Allah and blessing for the Messenger of 
Allah ( -tlyst). 


The rulers are the most unfortunate people in the world 
and the Hereafter. O People! You do not look closely 
and decide in a hurry; you do not see the rulers that 
they know the wealth of others more than their 
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possessions, and they are always afraid of their hearts. 
They get envy and anger. They lose happiness and 
comfort. They do not get lessons. They do not have the 
confidence and peace. They are like perfidious coins 
and illusions. They look dramatic but sad in their eyes, 
and when their age is over, and when they leave this 
world, Allah takes a severe account of them. Allah 
forgives them less; the poor person is much more 
fortunate with them. The best ruler is one who believes 
in Allah and makes decisions according to his book 


and Sunnah of the Prophet (Als). After me, that time 


is also Coming to pass when there will be anarchy in 
this Ummah, and the unjust blood will be poured out. 
Then, if the person is entitled to gain power, the 
duration of it will be concise, and the effects of his 
government will be very few. People will leave the 


Sunnah of the prophet (At). | advise you not to 


separate them from the Masjid in these conditions and 
keep the path from the Quran. 


12.4.2. Abu Bakr Siddique's testament

Ghani (RA) to write a letter about Hazrat Omar 
Farooaq's (RA) Khilafah.

So, if Omar (RA) used to work with 
justice and equity, | was aware of him, and if he does 
evil, |do not know the unseen. | intend to do goodness 
and benevolence for you. Every person will answer 
their deeds before Allah on the day of resurrection.

12.4.3. Advice to Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) 


O Omar! | made you my successor and appointed you 
as a deputy to the Messenger of Allah (Asst). Be aware

Allah 
does not take Nawafil as long as the Fraed (duties) are 
unpaid. Those whose deeds are good in the Hereafter 
will be successful, and those who are unsuitable will be 
in trouble. The path of welfare and salvation comes 
from following the Qur'an and the truth. 


O Omar! Do you know that verses of incentives, tricks, 
and divine inspiration are revealed side by side in the 
Quran so that believers should fear Allah and ask 
forgiveness for Him? 


O Omar! The Holy Quran mentions verses regarding 
Hell, pray, O Allah! Do not add me to them, and when 
saying the virtuous heaven (i.e., reciting the verses), 
pray, O Allah! Join me, too. 


O Omar! When you follow my advice, nothing will love 
you more than death. And you will, in a very impatient 
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way, appear in Allah's presence and be willing to enjoy 
its rewards. But if you listen from one ear to another, 
then nothing more than death will cause fear for you, 
and remember that you will never be able to humble 
Allah. (Tabgat Ibn Saad) 


12.4.4. Inheritance 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) focuses on his domestic 
affairs, for his daughter Ummul-Mominin Hazrat Ayesha 
Siddiqah (RA) ruled out a land. On which there were 
some palm trees and said at the time of last breath! 


O, My daughter! | want to see you more than all my 
people. | do not like that you are disturbed after me; 
you took advantage of the land | gave you till now, 
which was yours. After that, it will become an 
inheritance, and the orders of the Quran will be 
divided among your sisters and brothers as an 
inheritance. (History of Islam) 


It is narrated from ‘Atta bin Saib (RA) that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was going to the market with two 
sheets on the second day of Khilafah that Hazrat Omar 
Farooq (RA) asked on the way where to go." He said 
that | was going to the market to sell them. Hazrat 
Omar (RA) said that now you leave this work, you have 
become head of Muslims. He said, "Where will my 
family eat?" 


To run the affairs of Khilafat, he left the business 
profession and set up a scholarship for himself with a 
consultation counsel that would have been sufficient 
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for him and his family. Before Hazrat Abu Bakr’s (RA) 
death, he said | wish my family to be returned to the 
time of Khilafah | have taken from Bait-Ul-Mall. For this 
purpose, all the land is sold, and the money is 
submitted to the Bait-ul-Mall. So, your request was 
followed after his death. When things taken from his 
family were reached by Hazrat Omar (RA), Omar (RA) 
said! 


Allah Almighty bless Abu Bakr (RA), "l wish you could 
not find any chance to object to them after your 
death." 


(History Islam) 


12.4.5. Last breathe 


Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) narrated what my father, 
Abu Bakr (RA), said to me before death. The clothes 
that | am wearing are washed and included in my 
coffin. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was coffined with 
two sheets, wearing a white and a red. 


Abdur Rahman ion Qasim (ra) narrated to his father 
that Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was shifted to three sheets, 
which had a red color. When Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah 
(RA) asked that it be used one and old. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) said on this occasion that lives need 
new ones more than the dead, and that is the same 
old clothes enough for me. (Tabgqat Ibn Saad) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), before his demise, said 
that after my death, my wife Hazrat Asma bin Amees 
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(RA) and my son Hazrat Abdur Rahman ibn Abu Bakr 
(RA) should bathe me. (Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


According to Abu Bakr's (RA) permission, his wife, 
Hazrat Asma bin Amees (RA), bathed him, and his son, 
Hazrat Abdul Rahman bin Abu Bakr (RA), watered your 
body. (Abi al-Dunia) 


It is narrated from Hazrat Ayesha Siddigah (RA) that 
when Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was on his last 
breath, he became unconscious, and | said today you 
have a severe illness. Allah Almighty gives you the soul 
(i.e., Allah bless your mercy); he said, "Do not say that 
because the agony of death is compulsory. This is the 
time which | feared." Then he discovered that the day 
when the Messenger of Allah (tsi) passed away. | 


spoke! Monday. He said | hope I'll die tonight. So, he 
died at midnight on Monday and Tuesday.

According to a narration, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) died after sunset on the 21st Jumadi al-Ukhra. In 
the second narration, the 22nd Jumadi al-Ukhra 13th 
AD happened after sunset. At the time of death, he 
was 63 years old. (Tabgat lbn Saad, Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


12.4.6. Funeral prayer and burial 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was taken to the Masjid 
after bathing and shroud on the bed-stead on which 
the Messenger of Allah (j!ss) was placed before going 
to the grave. 
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Abu Muhammad (RA) says that Hazrat Omar Farooq 
(RA) read the funeral prayer of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) with four takbirs. 


Hazrat Saeed bin Masib (ra) said that the funeral 
prayer of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was paid 
between the graves and the Minbar Mubarak of the 


Messenger of Allah (lsc). (Al-Riyad al-Nazr) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr’s (RA) funeral was held in Masjid-e- 
Nabvi, where Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) prayed his 
prayer. It is narrated that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
had instructed before his demise to prepare my funeral 
and place it in front of Roza-e-Anwar, which was the 


case of the Messenger of Allah (als) and speak. 


O the Messenger of Allah (#), "Abu Bakr (RA) is present at 
the door of (Muhammad #*). 


So, according to his wish, your funeral was prepared 
and placed in front of Roza-e-Anwar. It was said that 
Rasool Ullah (Als) is your companion of Cave Abu 


Bakr (Siddique) who is present at your (Prophet's) door, 
and his wish is to be buried in Roza-e-Anwar in Hujra-e- 
Ayesha Siddiqah (RA). Hearing this, the door of Hujra 
was itself opened, and the sound was heard: 


Bede eed! Sel old ye! UI ype Ileal 


Meet the Habib with Habib, because Habib has desire to 
meet Habib. 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) got permission from the 
Prophet (#), his funeral was brought inside the Roza-e- 
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Athar. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was buried beside Rasool- 
Allah (tls) as his head was parallel to the chest of the 


Prophet (als). (Seerat Al-Saleheen) 


As per the advice of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), his 
grave was prepared on the side of the Prophet (Als). 
Hazrat Usman Ghani (RA), Hazrat Talha (RA), Hazrat 
Abdur Rahman ibn Abu Bakr (RA), and Hazrat Omar 
Farooq (RA) put him in the grave. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) was buried on the same night of his 
death. (Tabgat Ibn Saad) 


In the book of the virtues of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), one of the narrations that Allah Almighty has 
created the Prophet (Alssz), Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
and Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) from the same dust. And 
three were given the same clay. Therefore, all three of 
them were buried in one place. And when the end of 
the world and the Day of Judgment, the three dignities 
will come out of the shadow of the same dome. 


Hazrat Abdullah bin Masood (RA) says that the Prophet 


( sez) Said: 


(OS ebBveled Soe ds wes Ol bl) 


"Abu Bakr, Omar, and | are created from the same soil and 
will be buried in the same soil.” 
(Kanzu Al-Ammal) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) has performed the 
responsibilities of Khilafat for two years and seven 
months in some narratives of Khilafah for two years. 
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13.0 - After Abu Bakr (RA) demise 
13.1 Hazrat Abu Qahafah (RA) 


At the time of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) death, 
his father, Abu Qahafah (RA), was alive. He was blind 
when he heard people crying; he asked what 
happened. He was told that his son Abu Bakr 
(Siddique) had died. He said by listening to it! 
) 
gar JA! U1, aU GI” 

The incident was very shocking for his heart. He was 
unfortunate. Abu Bakr Siddique’s (RA) part of the 
inheritance was given to him; he returned it to his 
grandchildren and was more entitled to it. Hazrat Abu 
Qahafah (RA) died after six months, six days after his 
beloved son Abu Bakr (Siddique). In the month of 
Muharram 14AH, he died at 93. (Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


13.2. The successor of Siddique Akbar (RA) Hazrat 
Omar Faroog ‘s (RA) Sermon 


Hamid bin Bilal (RA) said that a person who was 
present during the death of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) reported that when Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) 
graduated from his burial, he shook his hand from 
grave dust. Then, he stood up for the sermon in his 
place and said, Allah has included you with me and 
joined me with you. Allah left me after my two brothers. 
| will only act with my order in the matter that comes 
before me. And regarding the issues out of my sight, | 
will only do my best with confidence and ability. If 
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people are favorable, then | will have favor with them, 
and if they do evil, | will surely punish them. 


The narrator said Wallah! he did not say anything else 
even though he left the world. (That is what he said) 


It was narrated from Qasim bin Muhammad (ra) that 
Hazrat Umar bin Khattab (RA) said that the person who 
will be the successor of this caliphate after me should 
know that people near and far will desire him. | will fight 
these men on my behalf, and if | had known that I, 
being more muscular than |, had been put forward for 
this purpose, | would rather have my neck cut off than 
be the ruler. (Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


13.3. Omar Farooq's (RA) great condolence to 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (ra) 


Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) was in great sadness; he 
could not speak the words only he said! "| am afraid of 
talking about you. Afterward, you put the nation into 
great trouble and difficulty. It is challenging to reach 
you. How can | make myself your equal? (History of Islam) 


13.4. Hazrat Ali's grief and tremendous speech. 


When Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) died, then Hazrat Ali (RA) 
stood at the door of the house in which Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA) was wearing a sheet on the body. He stood 
and spoke to Siddique Akbar (RA). 


By the Almighty Allah! You were the creators and the 
predecessors in the early stages of religion, during 
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which people were antipathized with religion, and you 
remained firm until the last period, while people were 
getting weak and cowardly (as they thought they 
were weak). You were strong in the case of religion, like 
the mountain, which cannot be diminished and 
cannot overcome breaking your places. 


(Al-Faiq-Jar Ullah Zumhashari) 


After the death of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), the 
sadness was broken in the companionship, and it 
became fierce in Madinah's environment. Hazrat Ali 
(RA) received the news of their death. He came out of 
the house while reading,

(Meaning that the caliphate of Prophethood has become 
dissolved today) 


Then came again, stood at Hazrat Abu Bakr's (RA) 
door, and spoke! O Abu Bakr (RA)! Allah blesses you. 
You first brought Islam; you were the sincerest Muslim, 
your faith was the strongest, you were the most afraid 
of Allah, the noblest, the most blessed in the 
relationship and the glory. You were the most superior 
to them, the most respected, and for the Messenger of 
Allah (ls) used to care for most of them, most 
protector and good in Islam, the virtues and traditions 
were most similar to the Prophet (,tlssz). For the Muslims, 


you were a merciful father. While they were like your 
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children, you showed a step forward and tired of those 
who came later, so we are all for Allah; we are going 
to return, we are pleased to make up the matter of 
Allah, we have given the matter to Allah. 


Allah Almighty gives you good rewards from Muslims 
and Islam. You confirm the Prophet (#) when others 
are opposed and at the time when the Messenger of 
Allah (#) expressed sadness to others, when others 
were forgiven, and when people were standing far 
away, and you stood up with Allah's Messenger ( alse). 
Allah Almighty told you in His book “Siddique” that you 
were going to support Islam and rebel against 
disbelievers, nor did your argument be unaware, nor 
did your insight. You have never shown any timidity in 
your body; you were just like a@ mountain, and you 
cannot be scatter or shake yourself. The Prophet (Als) 
said to you, the weak, physically healthy, strong, big in 
faith, humble, high in the sight of Allah, the elderly on 
the earth. No one could have any hope in front of you, 
nor did desire; weak was strong, and strong near you is 
feeble even to give the right to weakness and take the 
right from the strongest. After the death of Rasool Ullah 
(als), NO accident like your death was revealed to 
Muslims; you were the respect of religion and fortune. 
So, Allah will meet you from your Prophet (Asst), and 
you do not lose your reward and do not go astray. 
(Amin)

14.3. Selection and respect of officials 


Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) chose only some people for 
the government post. There were some rules in this 
regard that the person who met these principles would 
have been selected for the post. The best 
management person must choose which suits them in 
all respects. Having an essence of corrosion in the 
selector is also essential for the right person. Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) has kept this essence in particular. So, on 
one occasion, Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) said.

Ge Ih lel ob yo OO AU! o>, 
Allah Almighty bless mercy on Abu Bakr (RA); he has 
much more ability to know about the people than! do. 


He made the rules for the choice of the officers, and 
he used them strictly. Keep the instructions on the ones 
he chooses. He should also instruct those people and 
commanders sent to the front. 

(Sannan Kubra; Bayhaqi, Musanaf Abdul Razzaq) 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) chose the leaders 
elected to a@ governor or government office, 
respecting them as well. His privilege argues that his 
respect should be according to his position. As Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) wanted to send Lashkar-e- 
Osama, he did not wish to send Omar (RA) with the 
army. He needs help with Khalifah’s tasks while staying 
in Medina. 


Since Amir Lashkar was Osama bin Zayed (RA), instead 
of making decisions by himself about Omar (RA), he 
applied that if he understood appropriately, he would 
leave Omar (RA). Hazrat Osama bin Zaid (RA) 
accepted his word with a thrilled heart and returned 
to Hazrat Omar (RA) Madinah. Then, for his heart's 
consolation when saying, see off the army, Hazrat 
Osama (RA) was sitting on the ride, and Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was walking with him and giving 
him instructions. Despite Osama's persistence, he did 
not allow him to come down or sit on his ride. 


Similarly, Hazrat Yazid bin Abi Sufyan (RA) had done so 
while sending him to Jinad and walked far away while 
Hazrat Yazid (RA) was on the ride. 


(Mautah Imam Malik, Sunnan Al-Kubra) 
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14.4. Government revenue sources in the era 
of Siddique Akbar (RA) 


Before becoming a Caliph, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) had 
two sources of income. A trade and other property. 
Trade was his family profession. After the emigration, 


the Messenger of Allah (dls) granted property from 


the land of Jews, which was worthy of palm trees and 
cultivated land. One of his properties was in the area 
of Ghabah, five miles from Madinah. There were two 
houses in Madinah in which he had two wives. 
(Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


According to some narrations, apart from this, the 
Messenger of Allah (,t!sst), from the land of Khyber, had 


six MUndred Mound dates and, according to some 
others, had set twelve hundred Mound Dates per year 
for him. He used to be a part of booty and Jizya for a 
period. Various types of donations from Rasool Ullah 


( lye) were also the means of his income. The narration 


shows that you also owned horses, camels, and goats. 
Only two wives and a child's obligation were above 
him. His income was enough for him to live a luxurious 
life. 


After becoming a Caliph, his responsibilities increased, 
so trade must be dropped. After becoming the Caliph, 
he allocated the following items from Bait-ul-Mall to 
meet his needs: two Yemeni sheets, one for winter and 
the second for summer for his dress. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA) gets as much money for a ride for a journey and 
his family as he used to spend before the caliphate. 
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Half of the goat meat for a month did not include the 
head and stomach of an animal. (Kanzu-Al-Ammal) 


He said at his death: | told Omar (RA) that | did not 
need to take from Bait-ul-Mall, but Hazrat Omar (RA) 
prevailed over me because | had to take my 
scholarship. When | die, take eight thousand dirhams 
from my property to return to Bait-ul-Malll. 


After this death, this amount was presented to Hazrat 
Omar Farooq (RA), so he said! Allah Almighty has 
mercy upon him; he puts the people into difficulty and 
trouble. It was the two-year salary of the person who 
shook the foundations of Caesar and the Emperor of 
Iran. 


Salaries of Government Servants: 


The wages of the workers in the government were 
started in the life of Rasool Ullah Alva. After the victory 
of Makkah, Governor of Makkah Hazrat Attab bin 
Usaid (RA) was appointed on one dirham daily. 

(Asad Al-Ghabah) 


In the time of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Hazrat 
Attab ibn Usaid's (RA) salary was thirty dailies, a Dirham 
Daily. (Roza Alanaf) 


There was no number in the history of the governors 
and workers’ salaries. But it is essential that during the 
time of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), more wages 
were received from the Holy Prophet (#) because the 
state's income was increased. Due to this, their salary 
was also increased. 
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14.5. Penal codes and laws 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) did not establish any 
police and accountability institute. However, they 
always kept an eye on protecting people's lives and 
property and prevented evil. Hazrat Abdullah ibn 
Masood (RA) appointed a general guardian and set 
some crime sentences. 


At the time of The Prophet (st), no special 
punishments were given to alcohol, but the Messenger 
of Allah (Als) punished according to the occasion. 


Sometimes, they used to strip them from their shoes to 
repent and repent for the next. They used to make 
forty lashes. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) made forty 
lashes as punishment for being drunk in his covenant. 
(Masnad Abu Daud) 


The punishment of theft is described in the Quran; 
therefore, it cannot be contrary to it. However, some 
exceptional cases may not be explicitly specified in 
the Qur'an. In such a case, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) used 
to make decisions in the light of Sunnat-e-Rasool. And 
if there were no such examples, he used to work with 
integrity. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) did not issue 
the penal law if the thief was a youth. 


Seriously, punishments are being given for national 
crimes. 


(Khulafah Rashideen- Moinuddin Nadvi)) 
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14.6. The rights of non-Muslims 


If non-Muslims living in an Islamic country accept the 
Islamic government and are ready to give jurisdiction, 
they are called “Zummi.” The Islamic government 
protects their lives, property, land, and worship places 
and provides guaranteed religious freedom. It is 
apparent in the law that all fundamental rights of the 
Zummi will be the same as the common Muslims. i.é., 
property and honor, Protection of personal life, 
freedom of belief, protection of religious heart liberty, 
relief from people with low incomes and for people 
with disabilities, etc. Political and civil relations with 
non-Muslim nations were established in the life of 


Prophet Muhammad ('s&). On Khyber conquered 


when there was a settlement agreement with Jude, 
whose last words were: 


"By this agreement, their wealth, life, lands, religion, 
presence of absent, tribe, and churches will be 
protected." Apart from this, every small thing in their 
possession will be protected. Any priest, a monk, and 
a priest will not be separated from his position. 

(Kitab Al-Khira j- Qazi Abu Yousuf) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) kept this agreement in 
his covenant, Khilafah, and confirmed it with his 
signature and seal. Similarly, in his period of Khilafat, the 
conquered area, Zummi also had all the rights of 
Muslims. During the time of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), when Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) conquered 
Hera, there was a covenant with the Christians whose 
conditions were: 
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Their monuments and graves will not be bulldozed, nor 
should any cast or castle be demolished. They are 
fortunate against the enemies in their time of need, 
and despite the daytime night, the time of Azan can 
stop the bell. They can use the cross on their festivals. 
The person who is old or disabled or needy and the 
people of his religion give him charity. Their tax will be 
forgiven. Bait-ul-Mall will provide his and her family's 
support. (Kitab Al-Khira j- Qazi Abu Yousuf) 


14.7. Financial System 


The financial system of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
was the same as during the time of Rasool Ullah ( alse). 


There was also one kind of simplicity in his covenant 
Caliph. The sources of state were the same as the 


Islamic State, such as the Messenger of Allah (Als), 
and the following are as follows: 


Zakat: 


Zakat is a@ member of Islam, and it's receiving 
compulsory for a Caliph. It is not permissible to show 
weakness in the matter. If anyone is delayed in paying 
it, he will be charged. And if he refuses to pay it, 
whether he denies his obligations or not, such people 
are infidels and apostates. Khalifa will take action 
against such people. The number of such people will 
be openly counted in the people of rebellion and 
refusal of Caliphs obedience who violate the orders of 
Allah. 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) fought for those who did 
not pay Zakat. On this occasion, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
had a famous view that whoever makes a difference 
between prayer and zakat will fight with him because 
he has the right to give Zakat wealth. 


By Allah! If these people refuse to give me a goat's 
child in Zakat, which they had given to the Messenger 


of Allah (alse), then | would fight for him too. 
(Bukhari, Muslim) 


Usher: 


A tenth of the production in Usher is taken from the 
agricultural output of Muslims, irrigated by rainwater. 
The land through the rich pools, springs, rivers, or canals 
has been done so that the farmer must bear 
unnecessary costs for him or has to do something 
special. In such a land, give a tenth part of the 
production. This generation must be given in the form 
of kind or money and will be received on harvesting. If 
a farmer has dragged water with healthy water, he 
fertilizes the land with water. Then he will have to give 
a twentieth share of the total production. 


Kheraqj: 


This is an excellent source of income for the Islamic 
State, which was generated due to Islamic victories. 
Karqj is the quantity of property and land production 
imposed as a product on captured land. There are two 
types of land, one called Ushari and the other non- 
Ushari. (Kitab Al-Amwal) 
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In easy words, it is described that Kheragj is the name of 
the rent that the Islamic State receives on its official 
property land. (Al-Kheraj al-Daulah al-lslamia) 


When the Messenger of Allah (,ls%) conquered 


Khyber, the issue was fixed on half-production from the 
Jews. So Hazrat Abdullah bin Rawahah (RA) estimated 
40,000 (Wasaq) estimates of Khyber production. 
(Kitab Al-Kheraj-Abu Yousuf) 


One Wasaq Is equal to 23 Mounds. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) also kept the same case with them in his 
Khilafah period. (Kitab Al-Kheraj-Abu Yousuf) 


The summaries were regularly set up in the conquered 
areas in your covenant, Khilafah. It came to know that 
the land could be a matter of two ways, even by 
division of crops and by setting a certain amount to 
pay. But this order is when the land has been 
conquered by power and is not divided among the 
Muslims. 


Deed of lease: 


In this case, a field area is given to a person for 
cultivation or business; the condition is that a certain 
amount of the profit will be paid to Bait-ul-Mall. 


Jizya: 


The non-Muslims of the Islamic State take a minor tax 
to protect their lives and property, which is called Jizya. 
This jurisdiction is only applied to men who can serve in 
the military. That's why women and children are 
exempt from it. The poor and the unbelievers who do 
not have wealth are also exempt from it. It is taxed 
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according to the status of the people. Jizya paying 
Zummi is exempted if they are ready to give military 
service. Suppose the state is prepared to take military 
service if the State trusts them. There was no set rate in 
Jizya in Islam. So, the head of the state or army chief 
would be fixed. No definite value was established in 
the term of Siddique-Akbar (RA). 


Booty and Fay: 


An Islamic state's primary income source is wealth 
recovery from booty. Booty is the wealth that comes 
from the opponent after the war. The difference 
between booty and fay is that whatever is being taken 
from the polytheists and disbelievers when the war is 
established is a wealth of booty, whose fifth part 
separated and remaining is divided into all the soldiers. 
The wealth that gets without war from the conquered 
areas is called Fay. (Kitab Al-Amwal) 


There are other sources of income from the Islamic 
State that the government has a large amount of 
income, such as land property, buried treasures, 
charitable endowments, stamp duties, heirless 
properties, mines, and production of state lands. 


Taxes on Mines: 


According to Ibn Saad (ra), during the time of 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), a mineral (mine) was 
conquered in the area of Banu Saleem, and its income 
was entered Bait-ul-Mall. 


Similarly, some other items came from the mines. The 
mines were also a source of government revenue. 
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14.8. Expenses of the Islamic government 


The details in the time of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), the Islamic government's description was 
something like this. The same income used to be spent 
in all government sectors. All workers were paid for 
government expenditures, acquisition of war 
equipment, and other social work. 


Securities: 


Securities means that the Islamic State has the 
responsibility to fulfill the basic needs of every 
compelled and humble person living inside the limits of 
the Islamic State. This arrangement should be so that 
no person is deprived of these requirements. These 
basic requirements include food, clothing, shelter, and 
treatment. 


The Messenger of Allah (lsc) said: 


When Allah makes someone responsible for the 
people, and he does not fulfill the needs of the poor 
and neeay, Allah will also become careless for his 
needy. 


Economic Development: 


The country's economic development is also a 
significant responsibility of the Islamic State. The 
economic development of a country is also the basis 
of military power, and it is the essential condition of its 
political stability. Therefore, in the Qur'an and Sunnah,

the emphasis is on the strength of military power and 
the power of the Islamic State. So, the Muslims were 
commanded in the Quran Hakim!

The horses used in military preparations during the time 
of Rasool Ullah (Z's&), the companions used to ride on, 


arms supplies, and horse supplies. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) also did the same thing for the 
unbelievers in his covenant Khilafah as well as the 
country's economic development, and for the stability 
of military power and the power of the country, what 


the Messenger of Allah (Als) used to do during his 
time. 


The Messenger of Allah (sat) said! 


Gals led HLS sod! ne 
(Al-Mabsut — Sarkhsi) 


Settle my cities so that my people can live a 
good life in them. 


This Hadith shows that Allah also requires the prosperity 
of the Islamic state and economic development. 
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Spending on non-Muslim: 


The income of the state in the era of Siddique Akbar 
(RA) was not spent only on Muslims but also on the 
social protection of non-Muslims. In Islam, there are 
similar rights to Non-Muslims as Muslims, but in many 
ways, the rights of non-Muslims are more than those of 
Muslims. Just as the responsibility of Islamic State is 
responsible for the social protection of people with low 
incomes and people with disabilities, it is the same 
responsibility of their non-Muslims. These rights have 
also been given to non-Muslims. So, in the case of 
Hera's victory, Hazrat Khalid bin Walid (RA) had 
contracted with the agreement that he had made. 


(Kitab Al-Kheraj; Abu Yousuf) 


14.9. Moral training of army 


Rasool Allah (ss) had set some moral principles and 


rules for Muslims participating in jinad and ordered 
them to act strictly. The order was that women, 
children, and the elderly should not be killed, and 
religious leaders and monks should not be harmed. 
Churches and places of worship do not break. The 
dead bodies of the enemy should not be abused. And 
be treated well by war prisoners. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) had arranged strictly in his Khilafah. 
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14.10. Execution of Deposits 


The teachings of the army and the soldiers had been 
clear that those earning wealth must assume that they 
trust it. Do not let anyone do dishonesty in them, but 
gather them all together, then divide them among the 
Mujahideen, all those who have fought against the 
enemy. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also advised 
Yazid bin Abu Sufyan (RA) from being abusive in 
wealth. 

(Tarikh Al-Khulafah — Sayuti) 


14.11. The establishment of the council 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) established a Council of 
elite Companions of Muhajireen and Ansar. In this 
council, Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA), Hazrat Uthman 
Ghani (RA), Hazrat Ali al-Murtaza (RA), Hazrat Abdur 
Rahman ibn Awf (RA), Hazrat Muaz ibn Jabal (RA), 
Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA), Hazrat Abi bin Ka'b (RA), 
were included. Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) had given 
this assembly council a grand, official, and permanent 
shape in his Khilafah. 


Whenever a case was present in the service of Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), he should first look at the book 
of Allah and Sunnah of Rasool Allah (lsc), then take 
advice from Muslims. 


(Masnad Darmi) 
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14.12. Honor of Agreements 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) took care of all the 
agreements and pledges of the Messenger of Allah 


Als) with heart and soul. The Prophet (lsc) made a 


covenant with the Christians of Najran, whose last 
words were: 


On the condition that their churches would not be 
demolished. Their priests will not be exiled or 
persecuted for their religion unless they are tempted or 
take interest. (Abu Daud) 


The last words of this agreement in the book “Kitab-Al- 
Kheraj” were as follows: 


This agreement involves a priest from a priest to his 
position, including his life, wealth, land, religion, present 
or absent, tribes, churches, and protection of every 
small thing in their possession. No priest will be removed 
from his position. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) renewed _ this 
agreement in his Khilafat in such a manner that he 


established one, as Rasool Allah (lst) said. Hazrat 


Khalid bin Walid (RA), who had contracted with the 
people of Hera, was considered especially the soul of 
the Zummi's rights and as the covenant made in the 
prophecy. 


When Bahrain was conquered, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) got wealth in his service; then he 
declared that if anyone had his rights to the 
Government, come and take them. After this 
announcement, Hazrat Jabir (RA) came and spoke! 
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The Messenger of Allah (lst) promised to give me 


something by showing three times his hands full. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) gave Hazrat Jabir (RA) three 
times with both hands on it. (Bukhari Sharif) 


Abu Basheer Mazini (RA) also mentioned on the 
occasion the promise made by the Prophet (Als), so 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) also gave them 1400 
Dirhams. (Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


14.13. Religious Honor 


Once, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) went to a Jewish 
school where a Jewish scholar, Fanhas, was sitting with 
the people, and there was also another scholar 
named Ashie. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said to 
him, "Fear Allah and accept Islam." By Allah! You know 


that Muhammad (,ls&) is the messenger of Allah and 


has come to you from Allah with the truth. You are also 
known, written in the Torah and the Gospel. Fanhas 
said to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA)! 


Wallah O Abu Bakr! We are not needy of Allah, but 
Allah needs our help. We do not make if much 
begging and humble as it does with us. We are 
independent of Him. He is not independent of us. If he 
were not independent of us, he would not ask for a 
loan, as your partner says. He stops you from interest 
and gives us interest. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
was angry with him and slapped on the face of Fanhas 
and said. By that Allah! Thee whose hand is my life, O 
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enemy of Allah! | would cut off your head if we did not 
have a covenant between you. 


Fanhas brought a complaint in the service of Rasool 
Allah (ss) and told him the entire story. The 


Messenger of Allah (Als) asked Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) why you did this. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said, "O Messenger of Allah (Alsz)!" He 
has talked very seriously. He said that Allah is weak and 
poor, and he is rich. | was angry with Allah, and | 
slapped his face. Fan has refused to talk to him. This 
verse came down from Allah. The meaning is: 


SWRA aE CASS eaas dh GG GA ARs A 
Ogi sl ABBR ge gue 3B; 


Allah has certainly heard the statement of those [Jews] 
who said, "Indeed, Allah is poor, while we are rich." We 
will record what they said and their killing of the prophets 
without right and will say, "Taste the punishment of the 
Burning Fire. (Surah Ale-Imran: 181) 


Allah said about the anger of Abu Bakr Siddique (RA).

14.14. Indecency prevention 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said. In a nation that 
spreads adultery, Allah makes it difficult to suffer. 
(Al-Badayah wa AI-Nihayah) 

Prophet Muhammad — (lst) said whenever 


malevolency becomes familiar in a nation, there is a 
disease in that nation and such diseases that were not 
found in those people before them. 


There are central diseases related to adultery and 
illness in society, which show the path of inflammation 
and weakness. Where no one gets the respect. 
Adultery eliminates the modesty from the society. 
Meanness is seen, and it is seen with interest. Such a 
society is weak and illiterate and a poor community. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) became a practitioner for 
cleansing the ethics of Ummah. His politics arranged 
for the purification of the Ummah and to avoid 
indecency and intimate favor. 
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14.15. Internal Affairs Management 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) made the political outfit 
of his government given the capabilities of the 
companions; he was given responsibilities to Amin al- 
Ummah Abu Ubaidah bin Jarrah (RA), appointed him 
as Finance Minister and, after being delivered to Bait- 
ul-Mall, he became a Commander of the army sent to 
Syria. 


Apart from this, Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) has given the 
court's justice department; besides this, he was also a 
special adviser to the Caliph. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) himself placed the position of judgment on him. 


Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA) was given the Department 
of Writing (Ministry of Communication and Postal). 
Other companions also used to be essential 
responsibilities, especially Hazrat Ali ion Abi Talib (RA) 
and Hazrat Usman Ghani (RA) were given special 
issues. 


Hazrat Ali al-Murtaza (RA), Hazrat Abdullah bin 
Masood (RA), Hazrat Muaz ibn Jabal (RA), Hazrat Abi 
bin Ka'b (RA), and Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA) were 
responsible for the authority of Dar-al-lftah. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) divided the country into 
different provinces and. districts. This particular 
province and district were these. 


Medina, Makkah, Taif, Sana'a, Hadramout, Khulan, 
Zubaid, Jind, Bahrain, Najran, Domat al-Jundal, Iraq 
Arab, Gursh, Homs, Jordan, Damascus and Palestine. 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had separated the 
department of property and wealth from the army. 
Each of them was set a separate head. The 
responsibilities of the Kheraj had an independent 
charge. The governorship of the province or district 
was called a Governor. Establishment of perfection 
establishes peace and order in their areas, corrects 
people's moral condition, leads prayers for people and 
sermons for Friday, gathers crops, enforces boundaries, 
protects the caravan of pilgrims and farmers to take 
care of the welfare, develops agriculture, monitor the 
army, distribute wealth and send the Khams out of the 
property to the center. 


14.16. Prayer system 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) mentioned that the 
primary responsibility of the authorities in this regard is 
to educate people in prayers. The authorities would 
imitate the congregation in worship, especially in the 


Friday prayers, whether in the city or on jihad 
campaigns. 


In addition, the authorities would also have to arrange 
for the people in the Masjids to arrange the teachings 
of Shariah and the Quran. It is reported in history that a 
Governor of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Ziyad (RA), 
sat down to teach people in the morning as they 
continued to prepare the Qur'an as they had earlier. 
(Al-Wilayah ala al-Baldan) 
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14.17. The importance of jihad 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! The nations who 
leave jihad, Allah leaves them humble and humiliated. 
(Al-Badayah wa AI-Nihayah) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had trained for Jihad 
from his master Rasool Karim (se) directly. There was 


training in jurisprudence between Tawhid and Shirk, 
Faith and disbelief, guidance and distraction, good 
deeds and evil deeds. He also acquired practical 
experience by participating in all the battles and wars. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) decided by thinking very much 
to make the commander of Lashkar. He tells them their 
responsibilities and goals. They are delivering booty 
distribution and supervision of prisoners. Similarly, the 
instructions on dealing with jihad include talking to 
enemies, dealing with them, committing to 
reconciliation, etc. 


14.18. Socio-economic development in the 
century 


There was a collective social summit at the beginning 
of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and in the early times 
of Khilafah. 


This society was a complete Islamic society, fulfilling all 
the conditions of Islam. There was perfect faith in Allah 
and the’ Hereafter. Islamic teachings were 
implemented clearly. The number of sins that occurred 
in Islamic societies was minimal. Religion was in their life 
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and their soul. Religion was not just in worship but was 
implemented entirely in all matters: ethics, ideals, 
family and social relations, purchases, various sources 
of income and resources, deposits, system of rights and 
wrongs, etc. It does not mean that everyone in the 
community has the highest attributes. There were also 
hypocrites, and the people with the weak moral code 
were also. However, negative characters did not open 
much more due to the highlights. In the way of Allah, 
there was a passionate way of jihad, wealth, and 
wealth of education. 


A society in which the real spirit of Islam was present. 
The Ummah does not only say the combination of 
human beings, language, place, or color; within them, 
they have values and beliefs that connect them. This 
nation is not established on earth, nationality, and 
color, but it is based on the assumption that it proposes 
a link for Arabic, Ajam, Habshi, Romi, and Persian. It 
removes the difference between the winner and the 
loser. Its open example was the society that did not 
appear in any other culture. 


It was a moral society that received the principles of 
religion and direction from religion. Men and women 
had equal rights. This society was filled with nudity, 
mixing, thought-giving, action, and adultery. Rarely 
had such a horrible incident, and they used to get 
punished. But moral principles were far more significant 
than the male and female relationship. This ethical 
principle was found in the Government and state, too. 
Cheating and fraud, theft, and other things were not 
expected. 
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It was a sincere society; every person engaged in their 
affairs, and they did not interfere in other matters. 
People did not waste their time on careless and 
wasted tasks. Jinad had a significant part in life in all 
the fields. People did have to work hard for any 
campaign. People did not need to train the military. It 
was a worshiping society. People did not leave any 
reduction in Fraez and Nawafil. The Quran and Hadith 
used to be a source of peace. Business buyers did not 
make them forget about Allah's remembrance. 


Women did not have to be disturbed by the 
remembrance of Allah during their homework. That is 
why it was considered an ideal period of Islamic 
history. The movement of the conquering proved to be 
the fastest movement throughout history and spread 
from the Atlantic to the east to India in the shortest 
period of fifty years. 


Similarly, people of conquered areas were the most 
crucial feature to enter Islam without force. The love of 
Islam was created within them, and they accepted 
Islam with their pleasure. 

(Abu Bakr Siddique — Dr. Islabi) 


14.19. Justice and equity 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) has given the position 
of Qazi (Justice) to Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA), and for 
his assistance, Hazrat Usman Ghani (RA), Hazrat Ali Al- 
Murtaza (RA) and Hazrat Zaid bin Sabit (RA). 


Islam has obliged authorities to establish justice among 
the people. Language, homeland, and = social 
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conditions should not be discriminated against. It is the 
responsibility of the ruling not to care whether a 
criminal is a friend or an enemy, a rich or a poor person, 
a laborer or a prominent trader. 


In the Quran,

The scholars used to organize Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) 
wisdom were surprised and used to mend hearts. His 
view was the practical invitation of Islam, which led to 
Islam in the hearts of people. He used to treat equally 
for donations between people. He also requested 
people to cooperate. Once, he presented himself for 
the Qasas (Accountability), manifesting his fame and 
fear. (Tarikh Al-dawah al-Islam fi Ahad al-Khulafah) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) method was to find the 
solution in Allah's Book (Quran) when a case was 
presented to him. If he gets it, decide on it. If he (RA) 
did not see his order in the book, then find in the Hadith 
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and Sunnah of the Prophet (dls), then would decide 
accordingly. 

If he did not find the book and the Sunnah, you would 
have asked the people that you know that the Prophet 
( als) Nas decided in this regard. Sometimes, people 


would inform him that the Prophet (#) had decided 
like this or so, and then he would decide according to 


the decisions of Prophet MUhammad ( tseé). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) says that there are 
people among us who remember the decisions of the 


Messenger of Allah (Alsat). If there is no success, 


scholars and elders should consult and advise them 
when they agree to any opinion; they would decide 
according to it.

grieve. Allah is surely with us.” So, Allah caused His tranquility 
to descend on him, supported him with troops that you did not 
see, and rendered the word of the disbelievers humiliated. And 
the word of Allah is the uppermost.

3. Verificatory 
Allah said in the Quran! 
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As for the one who has come with the truth and believed it to 
be accurate, then such people are the ones who are God- 
fearing. 


(Surah Zumr - 33) 


In his famous commentary of Tafsir Kabir, Imam 
Fakhruddin Razi (ra) mentions the saying of Hazrat Alli 
Murtaza (RA) that the one who brings the truth in this 


verse refers to the Prophet (Als) and the confirmer 
means to be Abu Bakr Siddique (RA).

4. Charity doer 


Allah said in Quran! 
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Those who spend their wealth night and day, secretly and 
openly, __ they have their reward with their Lord, and there 
is no fear for them, nor shall they grieve.

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) paid charity forty 
thousand Dinars. He donates 10 thousand dinars in the 
day, 10 thousand dinars at night, 10 thousand dinars 
hidden, and 10 thousand dinars openly. So, this verse 
was revealed to him. (Tafsir Ruhl-Muani) 
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5. Adviser of Rasool Karim (#) 


Allah said in Quran! 
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So, (O Prophet) it is through mercy from Allah that you are 
gentle to them. Had you been rough and hard-hearted, they 
would have dispersed from around you. So, pardon them, 
and seek Forgiveness for them. Consult them in the matter 
and, once you have taken a decision, place your trust in 
Allah. Surely, Allah loves those who place their trust in Him. 


(Surah Ale Imran 149) 


Imam Jalaluddin Sayuti (ra) says regarding this ayah 
that Abdullah bin Abbas (RA) said! This ayah was

It is narrated from Hazrat Abdur Rahman bin Ghanem 
that the Messenger of Allah (ls) said to Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA).

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6. Rights executor 


Allah said in Quran! 
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For everyone We have made heirs in what the parents and 
the nearest of kin have left. As for those with whom you have 


made a pledge, give them their shares. Surely, Allah is 
Witness over everything. 


(Surah Al Nisa - 33) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr's (RA) son Abdur Rahman (RA) refuses 
to accept Islam, so he swears that | would lose his 
inheritance. Later, when he brought Islam, Allah sent 
down this verse and ordered them to give him his part. 


(Tafsir Al-dur Al-Mansur) 


7. Allah’s beloved 
Allah said in the Quran! 
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O you who believe, if anyone from you turns back from his 
Faith, then Allah will bring a people whom He loves and who 
love Him, humble toward the believers, hard on the 
disbelievers, who fight in the way of Allah and are not afraid 
of the reproach of any critic. That is the grace of Allah. He 
confers it on whom He wills. Allah is All-Embracing, All- 
Knowing. 


(Surah Al Maida - 54) 


It is narrated from Hazrat Ali al-Murtaza (RA), Hazrat 
Hasan (RA), and Qatada (RA) that this verse attributes 
the people mentioned as Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) and his companions, who did jihad with the 
apostates and the Zakat's critics after the Prophet

having different colors as well. Only those of His slave's fear 
Allah who are knowledgeable.

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Allah Mahmood ibn Abdullah Al-Alussi explains in his 
tafsir in Ruh-al-Muani: "According to some sayings, this 
verse was revealed about Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) that he always dominated the divinity of divinity." 
(Tafsir Run Al-Muani) 


9. Pain taker for Allah 


Allah said in Quran! 
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Surely, those who have declared: “Our Lord is Allah”, then 
remained steadfast, on them the angels will descend, saying, 
“Do not fear, and do not grieve; and be happy with the good 
news of the Jannah (Paradise) that you had been promised.

Imam Fakhruddin Razi (ra) mentions the saying of 
Abdullah bin Abbas (RA) in his famous commentary 
Tafsir Kabir that this verse has been revealed about 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) because he faced very 
trouble in the path of Allah.

Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Because when he believed at 
that time, he was a famous trader, he greatly 
influenced famous and well-known traders. Therefore, 
the news about your faith spread like a forest fire. His 
close businessman Abdur Rahman ibn Awf (RA), 
Saeed bin Zaid (RA), Usman bin Affan (RA), Talha bin 
Obaidullah (RA), Zubair bin Awam (RA), etc. were 
surprised and served to confirm this fantastic news. 
They came and asked you in uncertainty. O Abu Bakr! 
We have heard that you believe in Muhammad bin 
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Abdullah (2st). He explained the event of bringing his 


Islam in a very loving way. He described in this way that 
they decided to believe as they heard and accepted 
Islam through the revelation. At this time, this verse was 
revealed by Allah Almighty. (Tafsir Ruhl-Muani) 


11. Excellency 


Allah said in Quran! 
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The men of grace and wealth among you ecu not swear 
against giving (their charitable gifts) to the kinsmen and the 
poor and to those who have migrated in the way of Allah, 
and they should forgive and forego. Do you not like that Allah 
forgives you? Allah is Most-Forgiving, Very-Merciful. 


Surah Al Noor - 22) 


This verse is revealed to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
When Abdullah bin Ubai and his fellow hypocrites 
blamed Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA), the Messenger 


of Allah (ss) was very upset and sad. Hazrat Ayesha 


Siddiqah (RA) was also embarrassed and distressed. 
But Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was sorry about the 


sadness of the Messenger of Allah (ss). His nephew 
Hazrat Musta bin Assassa (RA) supported the people of 
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the accuser. Since he was childish and in Hazrat Abu 
Bakr’s (RA) custody, he used to bear all his expenses. 
So, Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) swore in anger that no one 
would help him now. 


This verse was revealed to him. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said when this verse was recited by 
Rasool Ullah (#). Indeed, | intend that Allah will forgive 
me. | will not stop how | treat him. So, he continued to 
help him. 


This verse proves to be the virtue of Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), and Allah Almighty told you 2a! IgJol.

12. Good prospector 


Allah said in Quran! 
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Can (such people be equal to) the one who worships during 
the hours of night, prostrating himself and standing, fearing 
the Hereafter and having hopes in his Lord’s mercy?

He is watchful of whatever 
you do. (Surah Fussilat - 40) 


Hazrat Abdullah ibn Abbas (RA) said that this verse 
means that Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is represented by 
the coming of peace on the day of Resurrection.

Allah Almighty has called you greetings, 
and it is said that you are pleased with your Lord or 
angry with your Lord. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) heard it and 


Can | be angry with 
my Lord, but 1am pleased with my Lord?

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) pushed him hard; he fell 
away. Later, he discovered the Messenger of Allah

Allah said in Quran! 
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He is such that He and His angels send blessings to you, so 
that He brings you out from all sorts of darkness into Light;

Imam Sayuti's (ra) statement is that Abdullah bin 
Hamid has recalled Mujahid (ra) that this verse is in the 
form of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) praise. 
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16.0. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in Ahadith

16.1. Mentioned in Hadith 


1. It is narrated by Hazrat Omro bin Aas (RA) that once 
Rasool Allah (lst) sent Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) for the 


campaign of Zat-ul-Salasil. | came to the service of the 


Messenger of Allah (A's) and asked, "Who is the 


dearest to you in your sight." The Prophet (ls) said! 
Ayesha Siddique (RA) is the most favorite to me. Then | 
asked and in men? The Prophet (Ase) said, "Her father, 
Abu-Bakr Siddique (RA), | wondered who then? 
Answer: Omar bin Khattab (RA) and so many people 
counted. 

2. Hazrat Ibn Omar (RA) narrated that The Prophet 
Als) said: The person who hangs his clothes with 


pride, Allah will not look at him on the Day of 
Judgment. Hearing this, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
also said that part of my clothes hung down. But 
through it, | make deals with people; the Messenger of 


Allah (ss) said, "You do not do it for pride." 


3. Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) narrates that once the 
Prophet (t's) said to the Companions. Today, who in 
you resisted fasting? Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said that I. 
Then the Messenger of Allah (Als) asked, "Are you 


among those who follow the funeral today?" Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said that | am. The Messenger 
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of Allah (ss) said, "Who of you has eaten the poore" 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) replied that | am. Then 
the Messenger of Allah (dist) said, "Who of you has 
care of the sickness today?" Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) said that | did. The Prophet (sez) said: All these 
qualities that anyone has gathered together will 
indeed enter Paradise. 

4. It is narrated from Hanifa (RA) that the Messenger of 
Allah (ls) said, O people! After me, obey Abu Bakr 
(RA) and Omar (RA). 

5. Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) narrated that Hazrat Abu 


Bakr Siddique (RA), Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA), Hazrat 
Uthman (RA), Hazrat Ali (RA), Hazrat Talha (RA) and 


Hazrat Zubair (RA) were with the Prophet (Asc) 


standing on the mountain. At this time, the earthquake 
came, and the stone began fo rise, and the Prophet 


(asst) ordered, "Be stone, because there is none 


besides you except Prophet (Ast), Siddique, and 
Shaheed." (The earthquake was stopped) 


6. Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) narrates that the 
Messenger of Allah (Asst) said! Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) 


benefits have reached me as much as they did not 
reach someone else’s wealth. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 


started crying and said, "O Messenger of Allah (alse)! 
What is my wealth? | am offering sacrifice to you." 
7. Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) narrated that on the 


day of Hijrat (migration to Madinah), The Prophet (#) 
came to our house, and my father Abu Bakr (RA) was 
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resting. The Prophet (Als) said O Abu Bakr! | have 


permission to migrate, and you will be with me. | saw 
that my father was crying for happiness. Then he went 


with Rasool Allah (lst). They stayed in the cave for 
three days; the Quran was revealed for Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), called “Sani Asnain.” 

8. Hazrat Abu Saeed Khudri (RA) narrated that The 
Messenger of Allah (lsc) said: Every Prophet has two 
ministers in the sky and two on the earth. My ministers 
Gabriel (as) and Michael (as) are in heaven, and on 
Earth are Abu Bakr (RA) and Omar (RA). (Tirmizi) 

9. Hazrat Abdullah bin Masood (RA) narrated that The 
Prophet (Alssz) said: If | made someone a special 
mullah and a friend, | would make Abu Bakr (RA), but 
Abu Bakr (RA) is my brother and my partner, and Allah 
has made your partner a special friend. (Mishkat Sharif) 
10. It is narrated from Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) that 
once the Prophet (Als) said! "When Gabriel (as) came 


to me, holding my hand, he showed the door of 
heaven, which would enter my Ummah in heaven." 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "O Messenger of 
Allah!" My heart wants me to be with you to see that. 


The Prophet (Als) said, O Abu Bakr! You will first enter 
in Paradise. (Sunan Abu Daud) 


11. Hazrat Ali (RA) narrated that after The Prophet 
( alse), the best one is Abu Bakr (RA), then Omar (RA). 


(Sahih Bukhari) 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) used to work very carefully in the 
narration of Hadith. The number of narrations you have 
mentioned is 144. Many companions and narrators 
narrated the Hadith from you. 

Hazrat Abu Saeed Khudri (RA) narrated that Rasool 
Allah (sez) said: Abu Bakr (RA) is the most favored 


person among me and companions, and if | made 
friends with someone else other than my Lord, | would 
make Abu Bakr (RA) my Khalil. But Islamic brotherhood 
and love are enough. 


Look! Close all the doors and windows towards the 
Masjid-e-Nabvi instead of Abu Bakr's (RA) gate. 


(Sahih Bukhari: 6354, Sahih Muslim: 2382) 


Hazrat Abu Musa al-Ashari (RA) narrated that once the 
Prophet (lsat) was present in a garden. When a person 
came and asked permission to come in. 


The Prophet ( Alsez) said! 


Aradlhs pty 4) 
Please open the door for him and give him good tidings of Paradise. 
It was Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) who entered the garden. 
(Sahih Bukhari: 3693, Sahih Muslim: 2403) 


It is narrated by Anas ibn Malik (RA) that Once the 
Prophet (#), Abu Bakr (RA), Omar (RA), and Usman 
(RA) went to the mountain of Uhud, the hill started 


blowing due to the earthquake. The Prophet (lsc) 
struck his feet and said to him. 
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(Orsee s Game s i Se Wile voles 


© Uhud! Stop! Here are on you the prophet, Siddique, 
and two martyrs. (Sahih Bukhari: 3686) 


Syedna Omar ibn Khattab (RA) says!

If Hazrat Abu Bakr's faith and the people of the earth's 
faith were compared, then Hazrat Abu Bakr's faith 
would be heavy. (Bayhaqi) 


16.2. Status of Siddique (RA) 


1. Lover of Rasool Karim (#) 


Imam Tirmidhi (ra) mentioned the narration of Hazrat 
Abu Saeed Khudri (RA) that when the Messenger of 


Allah (tls) was addressing in between Muhajir and 


Ansar, everybody sitting there looked downward 
except Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and Omar Farooq (RA). 
Abu Bakr (RA) and Omar (RA) used to look at his eyes 
filed with eyes and smiled in the murmur, and the 


Prophet (alse) also smiled at seeing both of them. 
Tirmidhi, Hakim, and Tibrani have written that one day, 
the Messenger of Allah (lst) came to the Masjid. 


Rasool Allah ( alse) was sitting in the Masjid as Abu Bakr 
(RA) and Omar (RA) were on the right left of the 
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Prophet (ss). Then Rasool Allah (Als) caught the 
hands of both Abu Bakr (RA) and Omar (RA) and said! 


The same will be raised on the day of Resurrection. 


2. Good deeds holder 
It is narrated by Ummul-Mominin Syeda Ayesha 
Siddiqah (RA): Once the Messenger of Allah ( Asst) was 
blessed in my lap, it was night-shining. | asked The 
Prophet (Alsee)! Will anyone have good deeds equal to 


stars in heaven? The Messenger of Allah (lsc) said! 
Yes, he is Omar (RA). 


Then | asked to the Prophet (tlssz)! How good are my 


father’s good deeds? The Prophet (sz) said: All the 


good deeds of the Omar (RA) are just like one of the 
good deeds of Abu Bakr (RA). (Mishkout ul Musabeh) 


3. Abu Bakr Siddique in the Paradise 


It is narrated by Jabir bin Abdullah (RA) that Rasool- 
Allah (ls) said! The angels will bring Abu Bakr (RA) on 
the Day of Judgment and will place with the prophets 
in Jannah. 


(Kanz-ul-Ammal) 
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4. Beneficent of Benefactor of Humanity 


It is narrated by Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) that Rasool 
Allah (ls) said! | have revoked the person who had a 
favor on me. But Abu Bakr (RA) has the blessings on me 


that the reward will be given to Allah on the Day of 
Judgment. (Sannan Tirmizi) 


5. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) - Scholar of Hadith 


Allama Jalaluddin Sayuti (ra) said! 

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was the great Imam of 
the Hadith. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was a great scholar 
of Hadith. Whenever there was a problem with the 
companions on any occasion, then they would first 
turn towards him, so he would convey them to the 


Hadiths of the Prophet (sz), that they used to play on 


your heart and soul. He presented the Hadith 
regarding the occasion and, when necessary, on 
which the other companions did not know. 


Hazrat Allama Shamsuddin Dhahabi (ra) says! Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) is the first person to say most 
carefully in taking Hadith from Rasool Karim ( alse). 
(Tazkirah Al-Huffaz —- Dhahabi) 

This is why he has narrated very little Ahadith. He has 
not lived for a long time after the demise of the 
Messenger of Allah ( lsat). The Imams of the hadith had 


taken every Hadith, but every companion in the 
Khilafah period could narrate the same hadith with 
which they Were affiliated. Therefore, the companions 
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used to copy only that Hadith from him that they did 
not have. (Tarikh A-Khulafah) 


6. First raised from the grave on the day of Judgment 


Abdullah bin Omar (RA) narrated that The Prophet 
( alse) said: On the day of Judgment, my grave will be 


torn off first, and then Abu Bakr (RA) and Omar (RA) will 
come out. (Sanan Tirmizi) 


7. The Prophet’s (2) Successor 


Jubair bin Matam (RA) narrated that once a woman 
came to the Prophet (Als) and talked to some matter. 


The Messenger of Allah (Asst) ordered her to go again. 


She spoke! O Rasool Allah (ste), if | came and | could 
not find you (means about your death). The Messenger 
of Allah (sz) said then you go to Abu Bakr (RA). 
(Bukhari and Muslim) 

As mentioned in Mustadrak Hakim, it is narrated by 


Hazrat Anas (RA) that the people of Banu Mustaliq sent 
me to Rasool Allah (#) asking to whom we will give 


Zakat after you. Rasool Allah (st) said! Abu Bakr (RA), 
after him Omar (RA), after him Usman (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) narrates that Rasool Allah 
( alse) has taken a loan from a Jew. He asked if | came 
and you could not be (which was the demise of the 
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Prophet), to whom should | go? Rasool Allah (lsc) 


said, "Go to Abu Bakr (RA), and afterward, he tells the 
name of Omar (RA)." 


8. Position of Siddiqiat 


The title of Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) is Siddique. His position 
was also “Siddiqiat “. 


Siddiqiat: Siddigiat is that each Prophet (AS) who 
came after a Prophet has testified his Prophecy; after 
the Prophet Muhammad (%#), there will be no other 
prophet had to come; therefore, now the position of 
Siddiqui was proposed instead of the Prophet. Thus, the 


attestation of the Last Prophet (Als) has been 
confirmed by Siddique. 


Hafiz lbn Qayyam (ra) says that Siddique has 
surrendered his heart with every aspect to the 


Messenger of Allah (dls). He is subject to the 


messenger, his knowledge, belief, present, morality, 
love, and relationships. It does not have to be desirous 
for appreciation or explicit benefits. Do not wait for the 
discovery (Kashf and Ilham). (Madarz Al-Salekin) 


Hazrat Shah Walivllan Mohaddith Dehlvi (ra) also 
described some of Siddique's peculiarities and 
symptoms. As for the right which descends to the 
Prophet, he sacrifices for his life. Because of exemplary 
love, he does not oppose anything in it. The revelations 
and theories of the revelation take place by the 
Prophet's spirit and mirror the soul of Siddique. All these 
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signs were found in Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
Therefore, after the Prophet, no one deserves the 
blessings of the Prophet or the share of Proohethood. 
(Hujja-tullah Baleghah) 


There is nothing in any position between Prophecy and 
(Siddiqiat) Sacredness. The Quran also supports it. The 
Hadiths also show a place for Siddigiat after the 
Prophethood. 


Maulana Abu-ul-Kalam Azad (ra) described this in his 
words! Mirrors are also thousands and are miraculous 
for reflection due to being mirrors. Still, due to density 
and rust, they do not accept the image immediately 
and need a tendency. Then there are various varieties 
of rusts and density and different grossness. A mirror is 
cleared quickly; sometimes, someone's rust has 
reached the limit of no hope of being cleaned. 
According to Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA), a clean and 
pure mirror is accepted at first glance. It was Siddiqiat, 
which was called after looking at the beauty of 
Prophethood.

The power of Prophethood 
should be considered the Siddigiat as an act of 
explanation for the people. Therefore, the first party 
with each prophet is the Siddigiat. And so on, every 
divine right and every discovery of reality has always a 
group of companions who have the right to recognize 
the right at first sight and find out the facts. The nature 
of Siddiqgeen is appropriate, as it demands iron 
magnetism. Even though the weak eye can see when 
things come precisely in front. Or the sunshine is too 
high.

Mentioned in the hadith that the Messenger of Allah 
(ls) said, "No prophet came to it but had his two 
ministers were from heaven and two ministers from the 
earth." So, my two ministers are Gabriel (as) and 
Michael (as), from the sky, and Abu Bakr (RA) and 
Omar (RA) are from the world. 


Hazrat Khatib Baghdadi (ra) says! Muhajir and Ansar 
consensus on Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqi's (RA) caliphate, 
and he used fo tell him Khalifa tur-Rasool, and no one 
was given this title after him. It is said that at the time of 
the death of Rasool Ullah (ls), there were thirty 
thousand Muslims in Madinah Munawara. All of them 
attributed Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) to Khalilah 
Rasool-Ullah, and after the Prophet (Alsst), they would 
be pleased with him as Caliph. (Tarikh Baghdad) 


Hazrat Shah Walivllah Mohaddith Dehlvi writes that 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) got this superiority 
because of four things: 


1) Due to high rank in the Ummah. This is what 
means “Siddigiat “. 
2) Support of the Messenger of Allah (tsse) in the 


early Islam. 
3) To fulfill the works of prophecy. 
4) The highest position in the Hereafter. 


Mentioned in Sahih Bukhari according to Abdullah bin 
Omar (RA), Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
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considered to be the most optimistic after the 
Messenger of Allah (Alsce). 


5. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) Better than the 
believer of Pharaoh’s nation 


Hazrat Ali al-Murtaza (RA) said! One day | saw that Kafir 
Quresh surrounded the Messenger of Allah (ss) and 


was suffering from various kinds of distress. A person is 
beating the Prophet (#). Then others are doing badly 
torturing and abusing. They said! You who have 
created one God, leaving all the other gods. 


Hazrat Ali al-Murtaza (RA) said By Allah! At that time, 
nobody came close to the Holy Prophet (Als) except 


Abu Bakr (RA). You would beat one and push the other 
to push the third to push back and also say that sorry 
you want to kill a person who says that my Lord is Allah. 


After this, Hazrat Ali (RA) took a sheet of cloth above 
and started crying so much that his beard passed 
through tears. Then he said | ask you for Allah to tell me 
that the believers of Pharaoh were superior or Abu Bakr

All the people were silent; he said, "Why don't you 
answere" By Allah! A moment of Abu Bakr Siddique's 
(RA) life is better than the thousands of Muslims of the 
Pharaohs period. That person hid his faith from the 
people, and this purifying person praises his faith 
openly. (Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 
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6. Who was the beloved of Pharaoh's nation? 


It was an individual of the tribal nation Qubti who 
believed in Moses (AS), but he hid his faith. His country 
did not know that he was to be a Muslim; when he 
heard that Pharaoh and his companions were making 
plans to kill Moses (AS), he tried to keep them from this 
intent, and He said, "Why are you guilty of Moses (AS) 2 
What crime has he committed to you?" He did not hold 
any law. Only you want to kill him because he says that 
Allah is my Lord. He has proven his belief with 
truthfulness and miracles. Your society is so promoted. 
Why do you interfere with its personal beliefs? Leave 
them on his own. If he is wrong, he will reach his end; 
what is the need to paint your hands with blood? This 
believer mentioned para 24, in verse 28 of Surah al-

Abu Bakr (RA) is standing in front of the Messenger of 


Allah (,tlsaé)." Abu Yala, Hakim, Anmad ibn Hanbal has 
written the narration of Hazrat Ali (RA) that the 
Messenger of Allah (ss) told me and Abu Bakr (RA)! 


For one of you, the help of Gabriel (as), and the other 
is helping Michael (as). (Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 
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3. Knowledge and honor 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was the most prominent 
and respected among all companions. When there 
was a difference between the companions, the 
problem was presented to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), and he would solve it. The knowledge of the 
Qur'an was what he had the most. 


Imam Novi (ra) has written in Tehzeeb that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was the best Hafiz Quran. The 
Prophet (alse) made him the Imam of prayer in his life. 
He also had the perfect knowledge of Sunnah. The 
companions of the Rasool used to refer to him. His 
memory was solid. He has enjoyed the companionship 
of the Prophet (lst) from the age of eighteen. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was a specialist of all Arabs 
and Quresh lineages. He had a great deal of 
knowledge in the interpretation of dreams. 


His talk was fascinating, and it was considered as a 
guideline. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sometimes 
made decisions and Fatwa in the presence of The 
Messenger of Allah (#), and the Messenger of Allah (#) 
never touched them. 


Ibn Kathir (ra) says that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
had more knowledge of Quranic verses in all Sahabah. 
The Prophet (als) made the Imam of all the 
companions because the Messenger of Allah ( alse) 


said that the Imam of the nation should be the person 
who is the most knowledgeable of the Quran. 
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In Tirmizi, Sharif wrote concerning Hazrat Ayesha 
Siddiqah (RA) that Rasool Allah (<lssz) said! The people 


in which Abu Bakr (RA) is present have no right to 
Imamate except him. At the same time, it is also 
imperative that you were aware of most of the orders 


of the Prophet (,'s%). As often as the companions 


referred him, he told them Hadiths. He has a strong 
memory and used to describe the Ahadith of the 


Prophet (Als) according to the time and occasion. 
(Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) says that when the 
Messenger of Allah ('s%) got acquitted the world, 


people asked where should Rasool Allah (lst) be 
buried. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "| have 
heard from the Messenger of Allah (st) that he said! 


No prophet died somewhere and was not buried at 
the place of his death. 


Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqa (RA) further says that when 
there was a dispute about the inheritance of the 
Messenger of Allah (#), no one knew about it, so Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddiq said! | heard from the Messenger of 
Allah (#) that we are not made heirs in the community 
of Prophets. What we leave behind is charity.

Almighty Allah has allowed him to express his views in 
the best manner. He has made dramatic speeches on 
all critical and sensitive occasions, for example, during 


the incidence of the Messenger of Allah's (sez) death 


He saved the feelings of 
the people and saved them from bloodshed and 
burning. His soeeches influenced people's hearts. He 
knew the art of usage of words. 


About the Prophet's (ast) demise people did not 


believe, Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) was not ready. Still, 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) addressed this situation 
with wisdom and understanding and said to the 
people, 


Yes, whoever worships Muhammad ( dist) should know 


that Muhammad (#3) has died, and those who worship 
Allah know that Allah is alive and never will pass. 


It was the condition that people began crying loudly 
and believed in the death of Proohet Muhammad 


Alge). (Sahih Bukhari) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) delivered a powerful, 
eloquent, and eloquent speech in Saqifah Banu 
Siedah, which had to be confessed by Hazrat Umar 
Faroog (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was more dignified and dignified 
than me.

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was the most generous 
of all the companions. Allah says that it is an abstinent 
that spends its wealth to purify it. Saeed bin Musayyab 


(ra) narrates that the Messenger of Allah ( ls.) used to 
pay Hazrat Abu Bakr's (RA) wealth in the same way as 
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he used to spend his wealth. lbn Asakar (ra) wrote the 
saying of Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) and Arwah bin 
Zubair (RA) that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had 
40,000 dinars before bringing Islam, he spent all to the 


Prophet ( alse). 

In 97 AH, when the Messenger of Allah (#) appealed 
to companions for donation, Hazrat Usman Ghani (RA) 
presented three hundred camels, one hundred horses, 
and two hundred Oqiyah silver. 

Hazrat Omar Faroog (RA) took half of his household 
and served in the service of Rasool Karim (Alsez). 


Hazrat Abdul Rahman bin Awf (RA) presented forty 
thousand dirhams. 


When Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) came, he presented all the 
items of his house in the service of Rasool Allah (Als). 
The Prophet (lssz) asked him with a smile! What did 


Abu Bakr leave for the family? 


Hazrat Syedna Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! 


Allah and His Messenger (,'s:%) are enough for my 
family. 


8. Devotion and Piety 


Hazrat Zaid bin Arqam (RA) narrates that Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) asked for water. A pot was served 
in his service with water and honey. He started crying, 
taking the pot in hand. After some time, when he got 
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his face clean, the companions discovered what 
forced you to call. He said that once | was with the 


Messenger of Allah (Als), | saw that he was doing 


something away. | asked him what this was. He (lsc) 


said! The world extended its hand to me, so | told him 
to get rid of me. | also fear that the world cannot have 
found me due to water and honey, and | do not 


violate the command of the Messenger of Allah ( alse). 


It is narrated by Hazrat Arwah (RA): "When Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique’s (RA) Caliphate was established, he 
submitted all the material things to the Bait-ul-Mall and 
said," | traded through this material and used to find my 
family's way through it. Now, my stipend is fixed, so! do 
not need anything else. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), when the Caliphate 
was set, his expenditure started running to meet from 
Bait-ul-Mall. If was very little that | was unable fo fulfill 
all my needs. Once, his wife asked about eating 
something sweet in food, and he said he did not have 
enough money for this. His wife started saving some 
money from his salary, and when she could cook, she 
asked Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) to buy this item 
from the cash she saved. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) said that my salary could not be enough to cook 
sweets; where did this amount come from? His wife 
explained how she saved from his monthly salary. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said when he heard his 
wife. Allah Almighty has made me the watchman of 
the Muslim Ummah, and | was taking so much extra 
money from the Bail-ul-Mall that you could cook sweet. 
He then reduced his salary. 
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Abu Imran Joni narrates that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) says, | wish! | would have had a hair as a believer. 


It is narrated from Qatada (ra) once Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said. | wish! | would have had vegetables 
that would eat the animals. 


Muhammad ibn Sereen (ra) says Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) was the only person after Prophet Karim 
( lsc), WNO Was most afraid of saying that he would not 
have been in knowledge. (Tabqat Ibn Saad) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) says that in the context 
of the Messenger of Allah (sez), this verse of the Quran 
came to pass through the revelation of the Messenger 
of Allah ( Alscé):

Do not 
worry; you and your beloved friends will be rewarded 
in the world, too. Even you find Allah in such a situation 
that there will be no sin on you. But other people's sins 
will be gathered to them, and they will be rewarded 
on the day of Resurrection. (Sunan Tirmizi) 
It is narrated from Qatada that the Messenger of Allah 
( alse) asked Abu Bakr Siddique (RA).

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9. Right Judgment 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) has a high profile and 
role in all companions. The wisdom was perfect and 
submissive. Imam al-Razi (ra) said in his book al- 
Fawaed and Ibn Asakar (ra) wrote the words of Omro 
bin Aas (RA) that | heard the Prophet (Als), that 
Gabriel (as) came and said to me, "Allah is ordering 
me to keep on consulting Abu Bakr (RA). 


Tibrani (ra) and Abu Naeem (ra) have written 
concerning Muaz bin Jabal (RA) that the Messenger of 
Allah (ss) sent me to Yemen when he wanted to 


send me to Yemen. He consulted the Sahabah, 
including Talha (RA), Zubair (RA), and Usaid bin Khudair 
(RA) in this meeting. Each of them agreed with Abu 
Bakr Siddique's (RA) opinion. Then the Messenger of 


Allah (als) discovered the opinion of me, so | said that 


my opinion also is by Abu Bakr (RA). The Prophet (ss ) 


said: Allah Almighty does not like that Abu Bakr (RA) 
should make any mistake. 


Tibrani writes in the Oust, about Sahel ibn Saad, that 


the Prophet (Als) said: Allah does not mean that Abu 
Bakr (RA) can make any mistake. (Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


10. Chaste Character 


Even in the ignorance period, Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) was a model of pure humans. He never 
drinks alcohol. Even before Islam, he has never 
prostrated idols. 
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What a precious Allah Almighty had given Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) that before Islam, the people of Quresh 
used to possess such a great deal of human values, 
morality, and virtue of ethics. The people of Makkah 
also witnessed this. No one in Quresh could blame him 
for any defect. Near to them, there was only an error 


that you believed in the Prophet (Alsez). 


lbn Asakar (ra) has written that the Messenger of Allah 
( Alse) Said good deeds are three hundred sixty. Hazrat 
Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said on whether the Messenger 
of Allah (asst) | have anyone in me. Rasool Allah ( alse) 
noted that all of them are in you. 


(Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


11. Service of Mankind 


It is narrated from Anisa (RA) that the tribes’ women 
would bring their goats to Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), and 
he used to milk their goats. Even after becoming a 
Caliph, he used to take the goats and milk them. 


In the Khilafat era of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), an 
older woman lived in the Madinah Munawara suburb. 
That older woman was so weak that she could not 
even do a minor job in her home. When Hazrat Omar 
Farooq (RA) learned about this old lady, he thought | 
should go and work for the old lady. When he reached 
her house, he saw that the house was clean; water was 
entirely in the pot. 
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Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) discovered the blind 
woman; she said, "| do not know that someone comes 
early in the morning and cleans my house, heals water 
and feeds me, and goes away." After hearing the 
impaired woman, Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) said she 
would come the next day and see who was doing all 
the work. When you reached the next day after Fajr, 
you saw that the person had done all the housework. 
Then he intended | would come before dawn and see 
who he was. The next day, he went to this house before 
Fajr and saw that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
cleaning her house. After cleaning, he filled the water, 
fed the old lady, and left. Hazrat Omer Farooq (RA) 
started watching this scene. By Allah! Taking the 
surpassing from Abu Bakr (RA) is impossible. 


Imam Tirmizi (ra) and Imam Ahmad (ra) have narrated 
from Anas (RA) that the Messenger of Allah (ls) said: 


In my Ummah, the most merciful and kind is Abu Bakr 
(RA). 


12. Simplicity and lowness 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) used to do his work 
himself but liked to serve others. During the journey, if 
the horse's bridle fell, he would get up with the horse. 
Even after becoming a Caliph, there was no decline in 
your dedication. When the king of Yemen appeared 
in Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiqui's (RA) service in King's 
chanting clothes, he was surprised to see his simple 
dress. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) did not consider lavish 
expenditure or extravagance. When the new clothes 
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are taken from the Bait-ul-Mall, the old clothes should 
be stored. 


Abu Hatim Asmaye (ra) narrates that when Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) was praised, he would say, pleasing 
Allah! O Allah! So, you know me better than me, and | 
know about me better than those people. O Lord! 
Make me good for those people, forgive all my sins 
they do not know, and | don't think you should accuse 
me of any respite on what they say. (Kanzu-AlL-Ammal) 


Hazrat Hassan narrated that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) said: 


O Allah! By Allah, | like that | was a tree that would be 
cut and eaten. 


(Al-Zuhd — Imam Ahmad) 


13. Care for halal subsistence 


Qais bin Hazim (ra) narrated that Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA), an enslaved person, brought the 
income; he did not eat food from him until he asked 
how to earn it. If he was interested, he would have 
eaten and would have been forbidden if he was 
unwanted. He forgot one day and did eat without 
asking. Then the idea came and asked him when he 
told him it was among the unwanted things. He put his 
hand in the throat and dumped. 


It is a clear example of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) 
purity and abstinence. He used to search for halal and 
eat limited on eating food. His habitat indicates the 
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highest level of purity. Reservations of acceptance of 
prayers depend on halal food. 


Hadith of Muslims that the man raises his two hands 
towards the sky or says the Lord, but his food is 
prohibited, the drink is forbidden, and its garment is 
forbidden, and its growth is by the forbidden thing. 
How will Duaa accept? (Al-Zuhd — Imam Ahmad) 


14. Gift of Tayammum (Dry ablution) 


It is narrated by Usaid bin Khudair (RA). When the 
verses of Tayammum are revealed, he says to Hazrat 
Abu Bakr (RA)! O Ale-Abu Bakr! This is not the first 
blessing of you on the ummah, that many blessings 
before you have met the Muslim community. 


The incident is that Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) said! 
We are ona journey with Rasool Ullah ( 2'ss%)." When we 
reached the Baeda or Zat-ul-Jaish, my bracelet was 
broken. The Messenger of Allah (ss) went to find 


some more. We came to that place where we could 
not find water, so people went to Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) 
and said, "Do you see what did Ayesha (RA) with the 


Prophet (,lss)2" We all are staying here, and there is 


no water nearby. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) came to 
the Messenger of Allah (#); he was sleeping on my lap. 
He said to me, "You have taken the Messenger of Allah 


( Als) and all of us; he has regrets and anger. He said 
to me what Allah had said to say, and| could not move 
because the Prophet (lst) kept sleeping on my lap.

The Messenger of Allah (#) woke up, and then 
(Muhammad dls) taught this verse about 


Tayammum. All did Tayammum, Hazrat Usaid bin 
Khudair (RA) said: "O Abu Bakr, this is not your first time, 
which has benefitted you, but also has reached 
blessing before. After that, the camel stood on which | 
was sitting, and | got my bracelet under it. (Sahih 
Bukhari) 


Verses are as under: 
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O you who believe, when you rise for Salah, (prayer) wash 
your faces and your hands up to the elbows, and make Mash 
(wiping my hands) of your heads and (wash) your feet up to 
the ankles. If you are in a state of major impurity, cleanse 
yourselves well (by bathing). If you are sick, or on a journey, 
or if one of you has come after relieving himself, or you have 
had sexual contact with women, and you find no water, then 
go for some clean dust and wipe your faces and hands with 
it. Allah does not like to impose a problem on you; instead, he 
wants to cleanse you and complete His favor upon you so that 
you may be grateful. (Surah Al Maida - 6)

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It is clear from this incident how Abu Bakr (RA) thought 
of the care and respect of the Prophet (Als) and did 
not tolerate what you were suffering from. 


15. Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) - Allah forgive you 


Rabiya Aslami (RA) narrated that | was using to come 
in the service of Rasool Allah (Als). Once the 


Messenger of Allah (!ssz) gave me a land and gave 


Abu Bakr (RA) a land beside me. They had fruitful palm 
trees. There was a difference between us about a 
fruitful palm tree in my land. In this regard, some of us 
have been shouted. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said 
something very hard, later regretted it, and asked me 
if Rabiya would tell me the same thing so he would be 
rewarded. | said | cannot do that. 


Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "You either tell me such a 
thing. Otherwise, | seek help from the Messenger of 
Allah (jlsez)." | said no. Abu Bakr (RA) went to Rasool- 
Allah (lst), and | also followed him. Some of the 


people of Banu Aslam also supported me and said 
that what he said was what he wanted, and now he is 


going to the Messenger of Allah (lsc) to help. 


Rabiya Aslami (RA) told his people that you know who 
he is. He is Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), the caviars and the 
elder of the Muslims. 


Beware! If he sees you to the Messenger of Allah ( Alscz), 
that you came to help me, then he will say to the 
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Messenger of Allah (Ast), And then he will also be 
angry with me. If both of them are angry, Allah will 
become angry too because of their anger, and 
Rabiya will be destroyed and told to return. | alone 
followed him. 

He described the whole incident in front of the 
Messenger of Allah (2). The Messenger of Allah 


( Als) said, do not answer him, but you say it!

| said this, and Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) returned 
crying.

16. Control on anger 


It is narrated by Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) that once a 
person started saying bad words to Abu Bakr Siddique 


(RA), The Prophet (dls) was sitting there. He was 


smiling at seeing this situation. Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) 
responded to him when he was exceeding the limit. 


The Messenger of Allah (Als) rose with anger and 
walked. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) followed 
behind him and said, '""O Messenger of Allah (sez)! The 
person said harmful to me before you, and when | 
answered, you walked out angrily. The Prophet ( alse) 
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said, "It was an angel with you. He was answering on 
behalf of you, but when you answered some of his 
words, the devil arrived, and | could not sit with Satan. 


Then Rasool Allah (ls) said that three things are right. 


When an enslaved person is oppressed, he is ignored 
by Allah, and then Allah gives him honor and helps 
him. Allah gives it more if the person who opens the 
door to donate and their intention is reconciled. Allah 
reduces the wealth of the person who asks for much 
wealth. 

(Dur Al-Mansur — Sayuti) 


17. Fear of Allah 


Allama Ibn Sereen (ra) narrated that after the Rasool 
Allah (als%), the person has the most fear of Allah 


Almighty was Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Qais 
stated that | saw that Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was 
holding his tongue and said that this is what led me to 
death. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! 


"You cry and cry; if not, you should make a crying 
face." 


It is narrated from Hazrat Hasan Basri (ra), as Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said. | wish | were the tree that was cut 
or eaten. And said my wish is that | was a hair of 
beloved believer. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was the 
symbol of fear, because of which you were a model 
for every Muslim who wants success in the Hereafter, 
whether he was a ruler, judge, leader, or soldier. 
(Tariknh Al-dawah Al-Islamia — Imam Ahmad) 
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18. Faithfulness 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique’s (RA) faith in Almighty Allah 
was solid and deep. He knew the truth of the faith well. 
The Kalema Tawhid was in his heart; it influenced the 
effect of his actions and character, and his whole life 
has been affected. Always have high morals and 
continuously abstain from wrong ethics. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) always bound himself in The 


Messenger of Allah (,!s:%) obedience and strictness of 


the Shariah law. Equality of your belief and faith could 
not be done. 


Abu Bakr bin Ayyash (ra) states that Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) did not take superiority due to the 
majority of Salat and fasting, but he was in the highest 
position due to his faith in his heart. 


(Fazail Sahabah - Imam Ahmaca) 


It is narrated from Abu Bakra (RA) that once the 
Messenger of Allah (lsc) said to the companion? 


Did any of you have dreamed? A companion said, "I 
have seen that a weighing scale came down from 
heaven, and we were lighter than Abu Bakr (RA). He 
was heavy, then measured the weight of Abu Bakr 
(RA) and Omar (RA). Abu Bakr (RA) was rich, then 
between Omar (RA) and Uthman (RA), Omar (RA) was 
found to be heavier than Uthman (RA). The balance 
scale was lifted. 


The Prophet (Als) said,

"This is a sign of Khilafah, and then Allah will give 
the kingdom He wills." 
(Sannan Abu Daud, Tirmizi) 


Hazrat Abu Hurairah (RA) narrated that the Messenger 
of Allah (Als) taught the Fajr prayer and then 
attracted the people and said: 


The guy was taking a cow; he got a ride and hit it. Cow 
said! We are not born for this. We have been created 
to cultivate. The man listening to this said, "Subhan 
Allah, “the cow talks. The Messenger of Allah (Alsst) said 
| believe in it and Abu Bakr (RA) and Omar (RA) also 
believed in it while they were not present there. 


Then the Prophet (st) said! One person was taken 
goats, so a wolf attacked and took a goat. The man 
ran behind him and took away the goat, and then the 
wolf said to him. You have saved it today, but who will 
be there when no one on the day that no cowboy will 
be there except me? People listened to this! Subhan 
Allah, the wolf, is talking. 


The Messenger of Allah (ss) said | believe in it and 
Abu Bakr (RA) and Omar (RA) also believed in it while 
they were not present there. 

(Sahih Muslim: 2388) 


Hazrat Jabir ibn Abdullah (RA) said that a commercial 
convoy came to Medina Munawara on Friday, and 
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the Messenger of Allah (Als) was referring to the 


sermon at that time. People got up to this business 
caravan; only twelve people left, including Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA) and Hazrat Omar (RA).

Hazrat Hanzalah Asadi (RA) said | met Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) one day. He asked, "O Hanzalah! How 
are you? 


| said that Hanzalah became a hypocrite. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) said, Subhan Allah! What are you 
saying? | said! When we are with the Messenger of 
Allah (#) and he (#4) reminds us about heaven and hell, 
it seems as if we are seeing them with our own eyes. 
Then, when we come from the Messenger of Allah 


( dls) Gnd engage in children and business, we forget 
many things. 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said: By Allah! This 
quality is also mine. Then Abu Bakr (RA) attended the 


service of the Messenger of Allah (Als). | said! O 


Messenger of Allah (Ast)! Hanzalah became a 
hypocrite. 


The Prophet ( <sz) said, "What do you meane" | said, 'O 


Messenger of Allah (lsat)! When we remind you, and 


you remind us of heaven and Hell, we see them with 
our eyes. Then, when we move from you and get 
involved in wives and children and work, we forget 
many things. 


The Prophet (Asst) said, by now you would have with 


me, you have the same condition every time that you 
have with me and keep in mind all the time, then the 
angels will sprinkle you on your bed and your ways. 


But Hanzalah! Sometimes, it is the quality of this nature 
and sometimes other (worldly engagement). You said 
this verse three times. (That is, if it's your quality and 
sometimes it is enough for you). (Sahih Muslim) 


20. Truthfulness 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) used to say that the 
truth is trustworthy and lies are dishonest. Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) announced his basic principle for 
the leadership of the Ummah that there is a foundation 
of relationship between the truth and the ruler. This 
dominant political principle has a significant impact on 
the power of rulers. The strength between the 
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governors and the people is vital. This political 
phenomenon arises from the worship of Islam. 


Allah Almighty says in the Quran: 
BONIS aul en ale NEL 


O you who have believed, fear Allah and be with those 
who are faithful. 


(Surah Taubah — 119) 


21. Tasawwuf and Siddique Akbar (RA) 


Term Tasawwuf or Sufism was not present in the time of 
the Prophet (Ass) and Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


But later, the attributes established on the Tasawwuf 
were more or less present in all Sahabah. 


Some of these components include: 


The Divine fear, Devotion, and Piety, bound with the 
Shari'ah, trust in Allah, hospitality, taking warning, 
modesty, humbleness, lowness and spirit lessness, 
mendicancy, Forgiveness and compassion, patience, 
kindness, Protection of tongue, contentment, Love 


with Rasool Allah (lyse). 


Siddique Akbar (RA) is the most significant authority of 
the Sufis in Sufism. Therefore, Safa is an origin and a 
branch for real. The heart is to be disconnected from 
anything other than Allah Almighty, and the branch of 
the heart is to be freed from the love of the world. 
These two attributes were deep in Hazrat Abu Bakr 
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Siddig (RA). Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is the person 
who can be called Imam by the people of Tarigat and 
Muqtada by the people of Sufism (Tasawwuf). These 
were the pure souls whose hearts were so pure from 
evil that there was no equal among the companions 
of the Prophet (#). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA) used to pray, O Allah! 
When the world expands upon me, protect me from 
calamities, i.e., grant me wealth so that | may be 
grateful for it, and then grant me such a way that | may 
withdraw my hand from it for You, and then turn my 
back away from it, so that | may be grateful. May | 
attain the status of soending and spending for the sake 
of Allah, and grant me the status of patience so much 
that | do not get anxious in the state of poverty so that 
my poverty is optional. 


Once you said! By Allah! | am not greedy for this 
Khilafah and Emirate, and | have never wanted it in my 
heart for a day or night. | am not attracted to it and 
have never prayed for it secretly or publicly before 
Allah Ta'ala. | have no comfort or joy in it. 


It is Undoubtedly a fact that when Allah Ta'ala guides 
His righteous servant to complete righteousness, He 
does not keep any matter under His control but instead 
waits for what order is issued by the Divine Court. If he 
lives as a faair, he likes fakir, and it is decreed that if he 
can do so, he becomes a rich man. As Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) said, even in the beginning, he chose 
acceptance and consent, and, in the end, he 
remained on the axis of acceptance and consent. 
Leaders continue to believe, and you are the Imam of 
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all Arbab Taslim and Reza and the extraordinary leader 
of Ahl al-Tarigqat. (Kashf Al-Mahjub) 

First of all, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (R.A.) recommended 
the method of reciting the Kalima Tayyaba for self- 
purification. Hazrat Junaid al-Baghdadi (ra) says that 
the greatest saying of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) in 
Tawheed is this saying: 


(Glory be to Him Who has not made a way for His 
creation except through cure) 
Written in Kashf al-Mahjub that: 


The Imam of Sufism is Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 
The testimony of love and purity from the world is the 
incident of Ghazwah Tabuk: 


Ayes, SE Opal cals Le 


Rasulullah (#) asked what you left for your family. He 
said! Allah and His Messenger *. 


Hazrat Shah Waliuvllah Muhaddith Dehlvi (ra) has 
written a description of all the attributes of Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) under Sufism of Siddiqui (RA), which 
are the basis of Sufism. For example, trust, caution, 
modesty, compassion for God's creatures, helplessness 
and reluctance, kindness, patience, poverty and 
dervishi, contentment and fear of Allah. 


He has written the details of it in his book “Azala tal- 
Khifa ° 


Here is an example of Allah's fear: 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique saw a bird sitting on a tree 
one day and said with regret!

Blessed are you, O bird that eats from trees and rises 
from me 


Trees and you will become unaccounted for. | wish 
Abu Bakr (RA) were like you 


In prayer, he used to stand like a piece of dry wood. 
The method of Naqshbandiya which is still prevalent in 
the world. Its chain reaches Hazrat Imam Jafar Sadiq 
(ra) to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Wasti (ra) says that the first secret of 
Sufism in the MUhammadan Ummah was revealed by 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), from which the people 
of the heart derived Lataef, and that secret was that 
when he gave up all his wealth and means. When he 
was taken away, the Messenger of Allah (#) said, 
"What have you left for your family and friends?" So, he 
first mentioned the name of Allah, then the Messenger 
of Allah (#), and gave an essential message to the 
Muslim Ummah. Apart from this, there are many other 
signs of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), from which 
other anecdotes emerge that are known to the 
people of reality. (Uswah Sahaba Part Il by Maulana Abdul Salam 
Nadwi concerning Kitab al-Lama) 


Allama Abu Nasrullah Ibn Ali Al-Sarraj Al-Tusi writes in 
Kitab La Maa. Many more meanings were collected in 
the Zaat Aqdas of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA),

which the people of reality and the masters of the 
heart used. 


For example, Hazrat Siddique Akbar's (RA) trust was 
such that he gave all his wealth in the way of Allah and 
said that | had left only Allah and His Messenger * for 
his family. He was in such a state of purity that when he 
once ate something from the hand of his slave and 
found out that it was suspicious, he put his finger down 
his throat and vomited. It was a state of caution that 
he used to perform Vitor on the first night so as not to 
fall asleep, and Hazrat Umar Farooq (RA) used to 
perform Vitor on the last night. The Messenger of Allah 
() said on learning that Abu Bakr (RA) preferred 
caution and Umar (RA) chose strength. He was so 
afraid of the evil of the tongue that once, he was 
holding and pulling his tongue. When Hazrat Umar 
Faroog (RA) passed him, he stopped and spoke! This is 
what has gotten me into trouble. 

(Azala tul-Khifa. Kitab al-Luma) 


The author of Sakinat-ul-Auliya, Dara-Shikwah, writes in 
his work on the Sages of Religion that no Sufi can reach 
the place of destruction until he follows Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) with sincere intention. 


Regarding Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddiq (RA), Sarwar Kunin 
() said: | said that | am a prophet, so he believed in 
me without seeing any miracle. When | said | had 
Ascension's blessing, He confirmed my ascension. 


According to Sufiya, most of the lines of Tasawwuf are 
attributed to Hazrat Ali al-Murtaza (RA). Still, one line 
(Naqshbandiya) is attributed to Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) through Hazrat Salman Farsi (RA). 
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18.0 Miscellaneous Excellence of 
Hazrat Siddique Akbar (RA) 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) had a very high position 
in Iskam. He was the first Muslim to collect the Quran 
and name it Mus’haf. He has the honor of being the 
first calioh. He had the honor of becoming a Caliph in 
his father's life, and when he died, his parents were still 
alive. He was the first calioh whose salary was fixed, 
and the foundation of Bait-ul-Mall was established. He 
was the first person to be named Atiq and Sheikh-ul- 
Islam. He was the first person who vomited to avoid any 
doubt. He was the first person whose wife had given 
him the last bathe. 


18.1. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is from 
paradise person 


Once in the nighttime, the Prophet (lsat) was speaking 


to the companions. The Messenger of Allah (Ass) said 


a person in Paradise will enter every house, and a living 
in heaven will welcome him and say, "Come to us." 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) asked, longing: "O 


Messenger of Allah (lsez)!" What are the deeds of this 
man today? 


The Holy Prophet (alse) saw Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) with love and told him the good news that you 
are the one. When Rasool Ullah (ss) went to heaven 
on the ascension, when he (#) came to Paradise 
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(Jannat-ul-Adan), then he saw a virgin of paradise like 
the unseen moon of the fourteenth, whose eyelashes 
were very long. The Messenger of Allah (Als) asked 
her; to whom you for? She replied | am for your caliph 
coming after the Prophet. (Majma-Al-Zwaid) 


18.2. The Gates of Heaven 


The Messenger of Allah (dls) used to attend the 


congregation. The Prophet (ls) said! All gates of 


heaven will call the person who spends two things in 
the way of Allah, "O Allah’s slave! This is good, so 
whoever is praying will be called from the door of Salat, 
the door of al-Jihad will call the jihadist. The fasting 
person will be called Bab-al-Rayan. Bab-al-Sadqah will 
contact the person who did the charity. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "O Messenger of 
Allah!" My parents are sacrifice to you. Apparently (no 
need to call all doors of the heavens) are required to 
be called from the gates, but will anyone be called 
from all the doors of heaven? 


The Messenger of Allah (Als) said Yes. |hope you are 
from them. (ge! elas) 


18.3. Luminous Door 


lbn Asakar (ra) narrated from Hazrat Miqdad (RA) that 
once there was some displeasure between Hazrat Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA) and Hazrat Aqeel (RA). Alu Bakr 
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Siddique (RA) used to understand that because Aqeel 
(RA) was the relative of Rasool Allah (ls), Abu Bakr 
(RA) did not say anything to him and came to serve 
the Prophet (tse) and told him all the events. After 


listening, Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), Messenger of Allah 
(), stood in the presence of the people and said! 


O people! You leave my friends for me. What is his 
position and what is his status (you do not think it) 


Wallah! All the people’s doors are dark, but Abu Bakr's 
(RA) door is Nurani (Brightened). 


Wallah! You rejected me, and Abu Bakr confirmed me. 
Abu Bakr spent wealth in soending money for Islam. 
You misled me, but Abu Bakr cared for me and gave 
me rest. 


18.4. Rizwan Akbar is given 


In the year of delegations, a delegation of Abdul Qais 
came to the Messenger of Allah (ls) in Madinah. 
There were different conversations, and one of them 
talked very severely. The Messenger of Allah ( A’sst) saw 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) so that he should 
answer him. Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) rejected his 
words and gave him a proper answer. 


The Messenger of Allah (Alssz) shouted gladly and 


prayed to Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). Allah gives 
you the “Rizwan-e-Akbar. 
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A companion asked! What is meant by Rizwan Akbar? 
The Prophet (st) said! On the Day of Resurrection, 


Allah will make a general Illumination for his servants in 
the Hereafter, but it will be memorable for Abu Bakr 
(RA). 

(Al-Mustadrak) 


18.5. Friendliness 


A narration comes in that one day, the Messenger of 
Allah (alse) came to Minbar and said: What happened 


to you that you differ from each other and do not know 
about my companionship? You do not know that my 
friendship, my friend's friendship with my family, is 
obligatory on my Ummah till the day of Resurrection. 


Then the Messenger of Allah (,lsez) asked! Where is 
Siddique? Abu Bakr (RA) arose and said to him. The 
respectable Prophet (2), | am here. The Prophet 


( Als) said: Come near to me. When he came near, 


The Messenger of Allah (asst) was huge him and kissed 
his forehead. The tears were dropping from the eyes of 
Rasool Allah (lst). He (alsez) held Abu Bakr Siddique's 
(RA) hand and rose and spoke! 

Muslim! This is Abu Bakr (RA), he is Imam of Ansar and 
Muhgjir. That is why Allah commanded me to make 


him his father (father-in-law) and his companion in the 
hereafter. 
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He is my friend. He confirmed me when all the Makkah 
was shouting against me. He gave me the place when 
everyone wanted to remove me. He heloed me when 
everyone teased me. He gave me a hand to help. He 
gave me his daughter. Buy all my needs from my 
wealth—Allah's curse on his enemy. | am displeased by 
the enemies of Siddique (RA). My Allah is disgusted with 
them. People who are present in this forum should 
convey my message to those who are not here. Then 


he (,lssz) said to Abu Bakr (RA). Sit here, as much as | 


say something from Allah's command. 
(Seerat Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA)-Mufti 
Muhammad Rashid Nizami) 


18.6. Best human after Prophets (AS) 


One day, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and Hazrat 
Abu Darda (RA) were going to work. During the 
journey, Hazrat Abu Darda (RA) started walking ahead 
of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). 


The Prophet (se) saw him, so he (Alssz) said to Hazrat 


Abu Darda! You are going ahead of a man that the 
best man after the prophets that the sunlight on it.

1) | found two kinds of people: one who walks for 
the world's demand and the other trying to seek 
the Hereafter. | have been attempting to seek 
Allah. 

2) Since the time | accepted Islam, | did not eat 
food completely in my stomach because the 
beauty of knowledge of truth has made me 
ungrateful to the world's food. 

3) Ever since | accepted Islam, it was never 
enough to drink water because, with the love of 
the Almighty, it has turned out of the water. 

4) Since | have presented two works of the world 
and the Hereafter, | carried to the hereafter’s 
work, and | did not take care of anything of the 
worldly work. 

5) | remained in the companionship of The Holy 


Prophet (ss), and my companion was very 
good with the Holy Prophet ( Ass). 
(Nuzhat-al-Majalis) 


18.8. Love with Ahle-Bait 


Sheikh Abu Jafar Tussi (ra) wrote in his book “Al-Amali 
“that on the occasion of Hazrat Fatma’s (RA) 
marriage, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was not only 
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the companion of the Prophet Muhammad ('ss%) to 


choose and buy bride’s portion. Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) bought a shirt, one Coverlet, one Khyberi 
black sheet, one bed-stead, and two mattresses, one 
filled with palm bark and the other with sheep wool. 
There was a pillow filled with Azkhar (hay), a woolen 
cloth, a leather water bag, and a wooden bow! for 
milk. There was a clay waterpot of green color, and 
there were two dust jugs. When Hazrat Abu Bakr 
(RA) bought the goods, some of them took Hazrat Abu 
Bakr (RA) himself, raised the other his partner, and 
presented them in the service of the Messenger of 


Allah (lsat). The Prophet (alsst) checked the items and 


said to him! "O Allah! Bless you. 


Hazrat Ayesha (RA) and Hazrat Umme-Salma (RA) 
participated in preparing the assets of Hazrat Fatima 
(RA) and Hazrat Ali's (RA) house. 


(Kitab Runhama-o-Beynahum — Sk. Muhammad Naffey) 


The story after the death of the Messenger of Allah 
Als), Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), was going to 
finish the prayers of ASR, at the same time, Hazrat Ali 
(RA) was on his side while passing through Hazrat 
Hasan ibn Ali (RA), and he was playing with children. 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) picked Hasan (RA) up 
in the lap, rode on his shoulder, and repeatedly 
rehearsed it again.

"Why do the Muhajirs and Ansar give superiority to Abu 
Bakr Siddique (RA), even though you are more than 
him." You are also convinced to bring Islam. And 
you've got the other excellences. 


Hazrat Ali (RA) asked with great intelligence and 
intellect: maybe you belong to the Banu Aidah tribe of 
Quresh? He said yes. Hazrat Ali (RA) said that if Allah 
had not given refuge to believers, then | would have 
killed them. And if | live, you will be afraid of me. | was 
then told strictly! To be destroyed! Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) took me superiority in four things.

Narrated by Abdullah bin Omar (RA), The Messenger 
of Allah (ss) said! | have dreamed that | was offered 


a cup filled with milk, so much that | was so drunk and 
filled my stomach and began to rotate the milk in all 
my veins. | have left Abu Bakr (RA), who was drunk. 
Companions understood the interpretation of the 
dream immediately and said: 
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O Messenger of Allah (dls)! The milk means the 


knowledge Allah has given you, and you saved it, then 
gave knowledge to Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). The 


Prophet (alse) said: You are right. (Sahih Ibn Habban) 


18.13. Hazrat Omar’s (RA) displeasure 


It is narrated by Abu Darda (RA) that | was in the 
company of Rasool Allah (Als), Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) came in a repentance manner. The 
Prophet (dls) asked him: "O Abu Bakr! What 
happened? 

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said! "There is a disoute 
between Omar Farooq (RA) and me, and | told him 


badly." Later, | asked him for forgiveness; he refused to 
forgive. 


The Prophet (Als) said, The Almighty Allah forgive 


Abu Bakr. The Prophet (lst) played this word three 
times. After some time, Hazrat Omar Farooq (RA) also 
attended the service of Rasool Ullah (Alyse). 


The Prophet (-'saz) told Omar (RA) Allah Almighty sent 


me to you, and you told me a liar; it was Abu Bakr (RA) 
who had confirmed me. What do you do with my life 
now? You will not forgive your partner for me. When 
Omar Faroog (RA) heard this by greeting Abu Bakr 
(RA), he started crying and dismissed Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) immediately. 
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18.14. Love with Abu Bakr (RA) 


It is narrated by Omro bin Aas (RA): once | asked the 
Rasool Allah (Asst)! To whom do you love most? 


Rasool Allah (tls) said! Ayesha (RA). | asked in men. 


Said! Her father. | asked after him. Said! Omar. 
(Sahih Bukhari, Muslim) 


Muhammad bin Ali bin Abu Talib (ra) said! After the 
death of Rasool Allah (#), | asked my father, who is the 
superior in the companions of the prophet? 


He (RA) said! Abu Bakr (RA). | again asked after him. 
He said! Omar (RA). (Sahih Bukhari) 
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18.15. Miracles and excellent deeds 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was the person of most 
learned and aggregate of excellence. 


He is better than all human beings after Prophets (AS). 
He was mysterious, and there were a lot of references 
to him; some of the followings are mentioned below. 


18.15.1. Proficiency of Kalema Tayyaba 


In the Khilafah era of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA), 
when the army was sent to the battlefield against 
Caesar, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) gave the flag 
of Jinad to Abu Ubaidah bin Jarrah (RA) by reciting the 
Kalema Tayyaba. He reminds us that whenever there 
is a problem, you will solve your difficulty by raising the 
slogan and reading the Kalema Tayyaba. When the 
Islamic Lashkar attacked the fortress of Caesar and did 
not conquer the fort for several days, Hazrat Abu 
Ubaidah bin Jarrah (RA) reads the Kalema Tayyaba, 
according to the advice of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA), raising the slogan by raising the earthquake and 
the whole fort was ruined. 


18.1.2. Auspiciousness in the food 


Mentioned in Sahih Bukhari concerning Abdul- 
Rahman bin Abu Bakr (RA) that once three guests 
came to the Prophet (#), Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
brought them to his home for dinner. He left the guests 
at home and went back to the service of Rasool Allah 
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(use). At night, when he returned, his wife discovered 
where you went, leaving the guest at home. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) said! | was serving the Prophet 
Als), did you feed the guests? She said guests did not 
eat food without the host. 

Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) was very upset about his son. 
Sometime later, Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) sat 


eating with the guests; the guests ate enough, and 
later, the other households ate the food. Then he took 


the food to the prophet (sé), where the twelve tribe 


chiefs were present; along with these chiefs, their 
camel riders were all eating the food. The food was 
sufficient for all those remaining. 


18.15.3. Siddique’s Duaa 
Mentioned in Sahih Bukhari and Muslim, narrated by 
Abdullah bin Omro bin Aas (RA), that Hazrat Abu Bakr 
Siddique (RA) asked the Messenger of Allah (Ast) to 
teach me a Duaa that | should read in prayer. The 
Messenger of Allah (iss) said Abu Bakr (RA), you pray 
this.

Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) made this Duaa of the 
Messenger of Allah (atsst) after all his prayers. 


Mentioned in Tirmizi Sharif concerning Abdullah bin 
Omar (RA) that Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) asked 


the Prophet (Als) to teach me some Duaa that | 
should read in my prayers. The Messenger of Allah 
(als) said, "This Duaa will ask for the morning and 
evening: 

O creator of the heaven and the earth, and the 
knower of the unseen, there is no god but Allah, and 
You are the Lord of all things. And | am in refuge with 
You from Shaitan's evils, and | need protection that | 


should do any evil for my Muslim brother for my own 
sake. 


Another Duaa of Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) is this: 


O Allah! Let the world be spacious for me, but save me 
from suffering. 


18.16. Genealogy expert 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was a famous Arabian 
historian and genealogy expert. He called master in 
this knowledge. He was a teacher of many 
knowledgeable scholars. In addition, Hazrat Ageel bin 
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Abi Talib was (RA) among those who knew about this 
art. 


Ibn Is*haq (ra) narrated from Ya'qub ibn Utbah that 
Hazrat Jubair bin Matum (RA) was specializing in the 
narrative of the Arabs, especially the tribe of Quresh. 
He used to say that | have acquired knowledge from 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA). He is my teacher in this 
knowledge. Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was an expert on 
the whole Arabs. (Al-lsteyab) 


It is narrated from Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) that 


Rasool Allah (Asst) said! Say the poetry to humiliate the 
infidels of Quresh because their hearts have more hurt 
than the rain of the arrows. Then, you told Abdullah bin 
Rawahah (RA) that he should satirize infidels. He did, 
but the Messenger of Allah (Alssz) doesn’t like it. Then 
you (#) sent the message to Ka'b bin Malik (RA) and 
then sent the message to Hassan ibn Sabit (RA). When 
Hazrat Hassan bin Sabit (RA) came, he said! The 
Messenger of Allah (t's) time has come to pass. You 
have sent a message to the lion that causes death. 
Then he took out his tongue and started shouting if and 
began to call, By the name who sent you (O 
Muhammad ls) with the truth! I'll tear them out of my 


tongue in a way that gets leather. 


The Messenger of Allah (ls) said! Oh my, Hassan! 


Please do not hurry because how do you ask Qureshi? 
My uncle's son, Abu Sufyan, is also from Qureshi. So, you 
should consult Abu Bakr (RA) because he is Qureshi’s 
linage specialist. 
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Hazrat Hassan ibn Sabit (RA) went to Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) and consulted in this case. He said how to remove 
the flame and add all the flavors. Hassan (RA) came 


to The Prophet (Als) and said, "O Messenger of Allah 


Aly)! By that Lord! Who sent you with the truth? | will 
remove you from how the hair is pulled from the flour. 
Then he satirizes Quresh; Quresh heard and said he 
consulted Abu Bakr (RA) after listening to these poems. 
When the Messenger of Allah (ls) heard that verse, 
he said: Hassan gave relief to the Muslims by hitting 
infidels of Quresh, cooling their hearts and sacking 
infidels’ hearts - hurt them badly. (Sahih Muslim) 


When the Messenger of Allah (ls) went to various 
Arab tribes about the promotion of Islam, he took 
Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) along with him. At the 
time, his knowledge was beneficial, and he used to 
introduce the Holy Prophet (#3) to these tribes. 
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18.17. Interpreter of dreams 


The interpretation of the dream is the knowledge of 
Prophecy. After the Prophethood, this knowledge 
gives some special servants of Allah according to their 
spiritual understanding. It is known that modern 
knowledge is complex in light. 

Allama Muhammad ibn Sereen (ra) says that after the 
Prophet (Ass), Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) was the 
best interpreter of dreams.

Siddique (RA) used to describe people's dreams to the 
extent that the Prophet (lst) also used to tell his 
dreams and took interpretation. (Tarikh Al-Khulafah) 


1. The dream of Hazrat Ayesha Siddiqah (RA) 


Saeed bin Musayyab (ra) narrated that Hazrat Ayesha 
Siddiqah (RA) saw a dream that the three moons had 
fallen in my courtyards." She described this dream in 
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front of her father, so he said. If this dream is true, then 
its interpretation is that the three great personalities of 
the earth will be buried in your house. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said, "When the 
Messenger of Allah (st) died, and he was buried in 
the house of Ummul-Mominin Syeda Ayesha Siddiqah 
(RA), then her father Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) 
said! O Ayesha (RA)! This is the first moon of the three 
moons of your dreams. (Riyad Al-Nazra) 


2. Abu Bakr Siddique's (RA) interpretation and 
authentication of Rasool Allah (#) 


Hazrat Abdullah ibn Abbas (RA) narrates that a person 
appeared in the Prophet's Apostle and asked! | have 
dreamed that honey and ghee are torn with a piece 
of cloud, and people are making their hands move to 
take honey and ghee. Some are taking more and 
some less. Then! saw a rope from the sky, one by which 
you (Rasool Allah #) caught up and ascended. Then 


came a person after the Prophet (lst) and climbed 


up the rope, and another person came, and he also 
caught the rope and climbed up. Then the third person 
came, and he rose, then the rope broke, then the rope 
joined, he rode, and he ascended. 


Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) said after hearing his 
dream! If the Messenger of Allah (,lsst) allows 


permission, then | will interpret it. The Messenger of 
Allah (saz) let him. 
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Hazrat Abu Bakr (RA) began to say: "O Messenger of 


Allah ( lsat)!" The cloud refers to Islam, meaning honey, 


and ghee means the Quran and its softness and 
sweetness, and those who are taking it are reciting the 
Quran that no one will recite the Qur'an more and less. 


The rope hanging from heaven means the path on 
which you are established. Your Lord has granted you 
the Revelation and the Blessings. You will come to a 
person after the Prophet, walk on this path, and 
succeed. Then, another person will follow without any 
problem. But after that, the third person will come; he 
will get troubles and difficulties this way, but ultimately, 
he will also become a zeal for success.

3. Black and white goats

Once Rabiyah bin Umaiyah bin Khalaf appeared in 
the service of Hazrat Abu Bakr Siddique (RA) and said, 
"| have dreamed that! was on a lush place, and then | 
reached the deserted land where there is no 
production, and it also saw that both hands are found 
hanged in a neck like an iron collar. Abu Bakr Siddique 
(RA) said. If you have dreamed about it, then it is 
interoreted that you will infidel accept the Prophet 
(i.e., it will be apostate), but my affairs are correct, and 
both of my hands are pure in the world. The narrator 
says that in the Caliphate of Omar Farooq (RA), 
Rabiyah reached Rome from Madinah Munawara 
and accepted Christianity by attending Caesar's 
Rome.

lbn Shahab (RA) narrated that the Messenger of Allah

(RA) and told him | had dreamed. | need to 
understand how it can be interpreted. You can fell 
something about this because no other person in 
Makkah looks like that, making you more expert about 
dream interpretation.
